General Assembly. 
The President laid before the Senate the following communication from 
the Governor: — 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, JEFFEKSON City, Mo., 
November 5, 1855. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: — 


THE condition and prospects of the several railroads, the con- 
struction of which have been undertaken by incorporated companies, aided 
by the credit of the State, has, in a considerable degree, excited the 
attention of the people, during the recess of the General Assembly. I 
deem it my duty, under the Constitution, to call your special attention to 
the subject, and invoke such deliberation and action thereon, as in your 
judgment may be required to promote, protect and advance the interest of 
the State, consistently with the observance of good faith to our creditors, 
and to the people, whose agents we are. 

By an act approved the 22d day of February, 1851, it is provided 
that ‘‘ when the Pacific Railroad Company shall produce to the Governor 
of the State satisfactory evidence, by the affidavit of the Treasurer and 
two of the Directors of said company, that the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars, collected on the capital stock of said company, has been ex- 

ended by them in the survey, location and construction of their railroad, 
fi shall cause to be issued and delivered to said company, as a loan of 
the public credit, special bonds of the State to the amount of fifty thou- 
sand dollars, bearing an interest of six per cent. per annum, from the 
time they are negotiated in the hands of the holder, payable semi-annu- 
ally; and after the expenditure of the whole of said sum of fifty thousand 
dollars realized from the sale of said bonds, whenever said company shall 
. produce like proof’ to the Governor, that they have expended the further 
um of fifty thousand dollars of their own moneys, collected on their capi- 
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tal, in the actual construction of said railroad, the Governor shall in likt 
manner cause to be issued and delivered to ‘said company, further likes 
bonds to the amount of fifty thousand dollars; and in like manner, as 
often as said company shall, from time to time, furnish evidence of Haw 
ing expended from their own moneys, collected on their capital stock, 
further sums of not less than fifty thousand dollars each, in the construc- 
tion of their road, and that they have also expended the whole proceeds of ‘ 
the sales of the bonds previously issued by the State, in the construction | 
of their said railroad, the Governor shall cause to be issued and delivered , 
to said company, further like bonds to the amount of fifty thousand dol-! 
lars each time; provided, the total amount of State bonds to be issued, 
and loaned to the said company shall not exceed two millions of dollars ;"4 
provided, that nopart of the said bonds shall be delivered to the said cope 
pany until at least one million and a half of dollars have been subsey 
in good. faith to the capital stock of the said company, and satist 
proof thereof has been made to the Governor.’ 
. The second section of said act of the General Assembly also mt 
in like manner, and upon the same terms and conditions, for a loari 
public credit to the “‘ Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company, | 
amount of one and a half million of dollars, upon the production oN 
factory proof to the Governor, that at least five hundred thousand don™ 
in money, or its equivalent, has been subscribed in good faith to the capi- 
tal stock of said company. By an act of the General Assembly, ap- 
proved the 23d day of December, 1852, it is provided that, in like 
manner, and upon the same terms and conditions, a loan of the public 
credit shall be made to the “‘ North Missouri Railroad Company,” to the 
amount of two millions of dollars, upon the production of satisfactory 
proof to the Governor, that at least one million of dollars has been sub- 
scribed in good faith to the capital stock of said company. 

By an “act approved the 25th of December, 1852, it 1s provided 
that, in like manner, and upon the same terms and conditions, a loan of the 
public credit shall be made to the South-western Branch of the Pacific 
Railroad, to the amount of one million of dollars, upon the production of 
satisfactory proof to the Governor, that at least five hundred thousand 
dollars have been subscribed, in good faith, to the capital stock ‘of the 
Pacific Railroad Company. ‘The 11th section of the same act provides, 
that an additional loan shall be made to the Pacific Railroad to Kansas, 
upon the same terms, conditions and liabilities of the first loan made to 
said road; ‘“ provided, that the total amount of the State bonds to be issued 
to said’ company, under this section, shall not exceed one million of dol- 
lars, and the said company shall complete the said line to its terminus in 
Jackson county, and put the same in operation within five years after the 
passage of this act.”” And by an act of the General Assembly, approved 
the 23d of February, 1853, it is provided, in substance, that, in like man- 
ner, and upon the same terms and conditions, a loan of the public credit 
shall be made to the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad Company, to 
the amount of seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars, upon the produe-“ 
tion of satisfactory proof to the Governor, that at least three hundred | 
thousand dollars have been subscribed, in good faith, to the capital stock of 
the said company. 

By an act approved March 3d, 1855, a further loan of the public credit, 
was authorized to the Pacific Railroad, to the amount of three hundreg

‘ousand dollars, upon the same terms and conditions as theretofore pro- 
y ided, and upon the further condition that the State credit, thus loaned, 
shall be applied to the surveying, locating, constructing and equipping said 
road, west of Jefferson City; and that the amount thereby appropriated, 
when added to the bonds of the State already disposed of to the credit of 
the company, shall not exceed the amount of county, city and personal 
subscriptions expended on the road. This act was not to take effect, unless 
the company should, within six months after its passage, acceptit.. By 
another act, approved on the same day, it is provided that another loan of 
the public credit shall be made to the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Rail- 
‘oad company, to the amount of seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
yapon the same terms, conditions and restrictions as prescribed in former 
cis, upon condition that all the clauses of the act shall, within six months 
Kits passage, be accepted by the company.

~.est upon the money. -The second section of said act provided, that 
when either of the railroad companies shall produce satisfactory proof. to’ 
the Governor of the total amount of money they have: derived from*bond 
fide stock subscriptions, or from other sources, without giving any len 
therefor, and that said amount of money has been applied in good faith to 
the surveying, locating, constructing and equipping of. their several roads, 
the Governor shall cause to be issued. and delivered to the company, or 
companies, so making proof, State bonds bearing six per cent. interest, to 
an amount that, together with the amount of the bonds issued theretofore, 
shall be equal to the amount so proved by said company, or companies ; 
provided, that the whole amount, thus issued, shall not exceed the sums 
for which the credit of the State had already been granted. The act 
further provides, that the prior lien of the State shall be held good, and 
that the companies shall be authorized to dispose of the bonds, at their 
real market value. ‘This act modifies preceding legislation in three parti- 
culars: in authorizing the issue of bonds for a less amount than fifty thou- 
and dollars; in authorizing their issue upon proof of resources, others 
than those derived from subscriptions; and in authorizing a sale of the 
bonds at their market value. 

The provisions of the several acts granting State credit, also require 
that a copy of them shall be attached to, and accompany the bonds to be 
issued; that the companies shall provide for the payment. of the interest 
on them semi-annually, and for their final redemption, at the end of twenty 
years; and in case of their failure to do so, that the Governor shall pro- 
ceed to advertise and sell the roads of the defaulting company to the 
highest bidder, or to purchase the same for the use and benefit of the 
‘State, subject.to such disposition as the Legislature may thereafter direct. 

This is a summary of so much of the acts of the General Assembly as 
relates to the amounts of thé public credit loaned to the roads, the terms 
. and conditions of the loan, and the remedy reserved to the State, when 
. the companies fail to fulfill their obligations. (a 
. The whole amount provided to be loaned to each of the companies,

The Pacific Railroad Company has made no application for any¥ 
of the bonds authorized to be. issued in aid of the construction om 
South-western branch. 

In order to appreciate the present condition of things, in regard to our 
railroad system, it will be necessary that we should take a rapid retro- 
spective view of the circumstances in which it originated, the representa- 
tions made at the time, and the sentiments of the people.. We all remem- 
ber what then transpired. The advocates. of the roads diligently and 
vehemently argued, that an extension of the State credit, upon the terms 
proposed, would be as effectual in the accomplishment of the object as an 
actual.advance of moneys, or a subscription of stock. They entertained 
no doubts, and would entertain none, of the entire success of the experi- 
ment.. They gave the General Assembly and the people all the assurances 
in their power, that the roads could be commenced and completed without 
difficulty, if the system indicated should be adopted. There was no one in 
the State, either inor out of the General Assembly, who was not satisfied of 
the fact, that the people were predetermined not to connect the State with 
any scheme of public improvement, which might, result in an increase of 
taxes, and a charge upon the publictreasury.. They were, as all reflecting 
people are, in favor of public improvements. They had all seen and de- 
liberated enough to comprehend their value and importance; but they had, 
also, witnessed enough. in the legislation of other States, to satisfy them 
that such works could not be economically or beneficially constructed by 
means, of taxation. In this resolution not to incur a State pecuniary 
responsibility, they were inflexible. Short of that, however, they were 
willing to do anything which could be accomplished by legislative action, to 
encourage these important undertakings. 

It was in this tone and teraper of the public mind, that the system was! 
originally adopted. Entire security to the State in the advance of its’ 
eredit, was well understood to be the only basis upon which the: public 
credit could be procured. It was represented and believed, that if ‘tha, 
roads were constructed, one-half by private subscription, and the othey 
half by ne loan of the public credit, with the power of sale reserved:4 

Ba-—H 
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Ne State, in case the companies should fail to meet the interest or prin- 
y ipal on the State bonds, it was not possible any losses could be sustained. 
~~ It was argued that, although the roads might not be completed, the por- 
tions which would be constructed, whether great or small, would yield, 
certainly, dividends exceeding the interest upon the bonds issued. Hence 
it was, that the General Assembly originally required an absolute expen- 
diture of a sum certain, of the subscription of private stock, before State 
bonds of a like amount should be issued. These convictions of the Gene- 
ral Assembly were fortified by the estimates of cost made by the friends 
vf the roads. 
~ It was under these circumstances, with, as was believed, a thorough 
rxnowledge, on the part of the General Assembly and the people, of the 
wonortance of the roads, the security of the State in the loan of its credit, 
xe probable cost of them, that the system was adopted. It is now 
ars and eight months since it was inaugurated. How has it realized 
‘es of its founders? A very brief experience sufficed to prove that 
‘hates of cost were far below what they should have been. It has 
‘1d necessary to extend more State credit to all of them, save one; 
jure now told that the whole system is inadequate to the completion 
roads, and that we must make a radical change. The bills in which 
the system originated met my approbation. I felt an anxious desire to see 
our State traversed by the best facilities for internal communication. . 1 
was willing to go as far as I could, consistently with the safety of the 
i treasury, in giving encouragement to works of such vast importance. 
have, as yet, seen no reason to repent of my course. If it has failed to 
fulfill entirely the hopes of the people, it has not been the fault of the 
General Assembly, but of those who under-estimated the cost of the roads, 
and in whose capacity, integrity and experience, the General Assembly 
necessarily reposed confidence. But it is now assumed, that the roadg 
cannot be completed without further State aid, and that aid given in a form 
conflicting with the system now in force. ‘Time and circumstances have, 
in some degree, changed the obligations of the State. A portion of the 
bonds have been already issued and delivered and disposed of. It is my 
opinion, that four considerations should be kept steadily in view, in all our 
legislation hereafter, respecting these roads: good faith to the bond-holders ; 
good faith to the people of Missouri; the security of the State treasury, and 
the completion of the roads. 'These considerations were present to the 
minds of the members of the General Assembly, in the inception of the 
railroad system. The character of the State is of infinitely more import- 
ance than any measure of internal policy can be; and nothing, I feel as- 
sured, can be done by the representatives of the people to tarnish it. 
Proceeding upon the assumption, that the roads cannot be completed 
without legislation inconsistent with former acts of the General Assembly, 
various schemes have been broached and discussed through the press and 
otherwise. I have not space, nor would it be profitable, to comment upon 
them all. I shall confine my attention to the one which has been the most 
‘prominent, which is most plausible, and which has been placed before the 
public in a semi-official form, by the Presidents of three of the roads, 
This scheme is, that the State shall release its first lien upon the roads; 
. that the companies shall be authorized to issue their own bonds; that, ag 
. tecurity for their redemption, they shall give the purchasers a first lien ; 
. at with the proceeds of their bonds, the companies shall set apart a fund 
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for the payment of the interest upon the State bonds, and proceed to cof 
plete the roads; that, after their completion, a sinking fund shall be siX 
apart from their earnings for the redemption of the State bonds. Now,” 
all this looks fair and feasible upon the surface, but how will it bear inves- 
tigation ? : 

The first question which arises is, can the lien of the State be removed, 
so as to preclude those who have already purchased bonds, from asserting: 
their rights to the benefits of the security? This question assumes three | 
aspects: First, If the lien is removed by act of Assembly, can the present, 
bond-holders claim the benefit of it (practically) in a court of law’ 
Second, Can they claim it ina court of equity? and, Third, Admittin 
that they will be remediless in law and equity, is it consistent with goo’ 
faith, and the character of our State, to release the lien? As a question ™ 
of law, merely, I presume there is some doubt. The bonds are givg 
the State to each of the companies. They are payable to the oj 
the companies. They are, therefore, endorsed by the Presidents y 
authorized officer, and that endorsement is the act of the compa; 
the bonds were given by individuals, and endorsed by indix 
imagine there is no doubt the endorser would be hable after — 
remedies against the principal had been exhausted. The State, ul 
Constitution, cannot be sued. ‘The bonds are, therefore, issued by as 
who is not legally liable. This 1s known to the endorser when the endorse- 
ment is made. Does not the knowledge of this fact render him liable to 
the bond-holder? I think it does so, clearly. 

But, m a court of equity, the case of the bond-holder is still stronger. 
The acts loaning the State eredit, and requiring the issue of bonds to the 
companies, make it my duty to append to them the act, or acts, by virtue 
of which they are issued. Ifit was only designed to pledge the faith of 
the State for the redemption of the bonds, why was I required to have the 
acts of Assembly appended? As a pledge of the public faith, would 
they not have been just as good without any reference to, or appending of, 
the acts of Assembly? If it was not the purpose of the General Assem- 
bly, that the lien reserved to the State should enure to the benefit. of the 
purchasers of the bonds, that body has certainly so legislated as to justify 
the inference. I speak of the acts and the bonds as they read. J do not 
profess to be profoundly versed in legal science; but my decided impres+ 
sion is, that this lien can be enforced in a court of equity, in favor of the 
bond-holders. Asa question of public faith, I apprehend there can be 
but little difference of opinion among those who are cognizant of the his- 
tory of our railroad legislation. It was argued, in and out of the Gene: 
ral Assembly, that the naked State bonds would not be current in the 
Hast, because our State was new and inexperienced in public works. It 
was urged, that with such bonds the companies could not raise the moneys, 
because there was not, in the East, entire confidence that the people were 
aware of the extent of the responsibility they were assuming, and hence 
might throw obstacles in the way of their redemption. It was insisted 
that confidence would be reposed in the roads themselves, as ultimate si 
curity, and that the soundest policy to insure success, was by fortifying 
the pledge of the public faith with such an additional and specific security. 
The system was adopted under the influence of such views and considera, 
tions. It was so understood by the purchasers of the bonds, by tk 
General Assembly, and by the people. No one imagined that the }j 
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bis to be enforced for any other purpose than to liquidate these bond lias 
Ptities. In view of all these facts, I am-of opinion, that any attempt to 
=~ release the lien, so far as it stands asa security to the present bond- 
holders, would’ be such a violation of pledged faith as would essen- 
tially degrade our character and impair our credit. Upon the supposi- 
tion, then, that no attempt shall be made to release the lien, so far as it 
effects present bond-holders, what can we accomplish by releasing it in 
respect to bonds to be issued in future by the, companies? 'The scheme 
proposes that the State shall issue no more bonds, but that the companies 
thall, and mortgage the roads as security. The companies then go into 
‘he eastern market. What secur ity can they offer now? and what, when 
sae lien is released ?, Under the present system they can offer the pledged 
iim of the State, and a first lien upon the roads. Under the scheme pro- 
q 















. they can only offer a second lien upon the roads. Does it require 
\eflection to'decide which is preferable? But the advocates, of the 
\'may argue, that the second bond-purchasers will find it their interest 
‘zse out the first bond-holders. Suppose they do, they will then have 
roads as security, whereas, as the loan now stands, they have the 
juth and the roads both pledged to them. 

y’¢ assuming that I am mistaken in my views of the rights of the 
Bout bond- holders, and the powers and duties-of the General “Assembly, 
and that the lien can be and is released in full, let us see how the State is 
to be reimbursed the sum for which her hotide are issued, and, authorized 
to be issued. The bonds of the companies are to be issued and disposed 
of for asum sufficient to complete and equip the roads, and the purchasers 
are to have a.first mortgage upon the roads after they are completed: 
The new scheme, then, proceeds upon the supposition that the roads will 
earn enough, over and above the necessary repairs, &e., to pay, first, the 
interest upon the additional sums borrowed by the companies ; second, the 
principal of the sums borrowed by the companies; third, the interest upon 
the State bonds; and, fourth, the principal of the bonds. 

The Pacific road to Kansas has already cost more than six millions, of 
dollars. There can be but little doubt, it will cost a like sum to ‘carry it 
to the western border. The State has already issued bonds for three mill- 
ions of dollars to aid in its construction, and that has already been ex- 
pended. The interest upon that sum is one hundred and eighty thousand 
dollars per annum. ‘The earnings of the road do not and will not pay 
that amount. These earnings, it must be admitted, will be greater when 
the road is completed; but, how much? Enough to pay for construction, 
and reimburse the State? Letussee. Six millions more must be borrowed 
to complete it.. The interest upon this amount — $360,000 —must be paid 
before any of the interest due upon the State bonds can be paid. Will 
the road pay it? Icannot believe it will. But suppose it can pay that, 
and $180,000 in addition, upon the State bonds already issued. This 
will be $540,000. What prospect will there be, that over and above all 
this, it can redeem the principal of the new debts of the companies, and 
paen the State bonds? None. But I haye no idea that the interest can 
‘pe paid on the sum it is proposed to borrow; bya new mortgage of the 
road, much less the principal of the debt. If the bonds of the company 
\ tun twenty years, the road must, according to the plan proposed, yield 
.%540,000 of annual interest, and $6,000,000 besides, to relieve it from 
. bility to the bond-holders of the company; and $3,000,000, to relieve 
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it from liability to the bond-holders of the State. Those who imagine | 
cannot have estimated the value of the articles to be transported upon i 
All the products now borne to market on the bosom of the Missouri, do 
not pay freightage enough to amount, in the aggregate, to the sum of 
$1,500,000... This great stream — the largest and longest upon the conti- 
nent, and draining with its tributaries a region of unrivalled fertility and 
extent, does not now yield as much for transportation, as these sanguine’ 
projectors suppose will be yielded by a road running parallel with it, and | 
getting no business from its north bank, and rivalling it besides, must , 
yield.. The river, too, stands in no need of repairs. It is God’s handi, 
work., The result, therefore, of the new scheme, if adopted, would bi 
the loss of all the moneys for which State bonds may, or have been issued 
the payment of interest by the State to a greater amount, and the sale of ™ 
the road. to eastern capitalists. In the present condition of the pijae 
mind of the northern States, in respect to our domestic institution, 
would be a result deeply to be deplored. I need not, in view of ; 
now transpiring along our western border, dwell upon this aspeq 
subject. ; 

I have not space to trace the consequences of the scheme proj 
it affects other roads than the Pacific. I amsure, however, that at 
their affairs are not now so unpromising, an adoption of the scheme wy 
produce the same final result. I will now briefly inquire whether their 
condition and prospects are as gloomy and discouraging as is supposed. 
The Pacific road to Kansas is certainly in such a condition as to inspire 
the worst apprehensions. It has already cost, as far as it has been con- 
structed, as much as was estimated as the whole cost of its completion to 
our western border. iI entertain no hope whatever, that it can now, or 
within any roasonable time hereafter, even if completed, discharge the 
liabilities incurred by the State in its behalf, except by its sale. 

To the Hannibal and St. Joseph road, the State has provided for a 
loan of its credit to the amount of $1,500,000. That private subscriptions 
have been, or, can be procured to an equal amount, I have no doubt. 
Congress has granted in aid of it, upwards of six hundred thousand acres 
of land. This land cannot be worth less, at this time, than $5 00 
peracre. At that rate, it will yield at least $3,000,000. Upon the com- 
pletion of the road, it will yield double that sum. Here, then, is a brief 
exhibit of ample means to complete that road. 

The south-western branch of the Pacific road has.a land grant from 
Congress, of one million two hundred thousand acres of land. These 
lands, at.$5 00 per acre, will yield $6,000,000... They will be worth much 
more when the road is completed. The State has, also, provided for a loan 
of its credit, in aid of the work, to the amount of $1,000,000. Can any 
one believe that a work with such resources will fail ? 

An examination of the annual report of the President of the North 
Missouri road abundantly satisfies me, that the company has now ample 
available means to complete the second section to the intersection of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph road. Beyond that point, reliance must. be 
placed upon private and county subscriptions, and. a further extension of 
the credit of the State will be necessary, and can then be safely given. 

The St. Louis and Iron Mountain road, I am satisfied, is in no danger 
of bankruptcy. When the last loan of the State credit was given to it 
it was upon a selemn assurance that it would be amply suflicient to insy 
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is completion, I know of nothing which has transpired, showing that 
Fixe assurance was not well founded. 

After a careful survey of the whole subject, 1 feel more than ever con- 
fident, that the system originally devised, and which is now in force, for 
aiding i in the construction of railroads, is, in its essential features, wise, 
pradent and safe, evincing on the part of the General Assembly a rare 
eappreciation of the principle of public justice and remarkable forecast: 
1It can hardly happen that any section of a road which is completed, 
, would not be worth one-half of the sum it cost. The only defect in the 
ysystem, in my opinion, is, that it does not require the roads to be con: 
‘structed ard completed by successive sections, instead of permitting the 
ompanies to expend all their means over various portions of the lines, im 
"such manner that if the works are checked, there is no section fit for use. 
eoik they should be required to begin at one of the termini, and com- 
‘cach twenty miles successively until the whole is finished. If this 
2, whenever they fail to fulfill their obligations, the portions com- 
‘ill, certainly yield enough to relieve the ‘State from responsibility: 
;we seen no suggestion ‘for a change of system preferable to the 
win force; and if steadily and inflexibly adhered to, will, I have no 
J -csecure the final completion, not only of the roads now in progress, 
ravi many other works of permanent public utility. I can see no objec- 
tion, if it shall be found that the friends of the roads have been too san- 
guine, and that further aid from the State will be necessary, to issuing 
more bonds, upon the terms and conditions now prescribed in the laws; 
provided, we do not advance the State credit in a'sum exceeding what the 
roads can be sold for, at any time, at public vendue. If we exceed that 
amount, we shall incur the hazard of being compelled to resort to taxation 
to redeem our bonds, and I presume there is no one who imagines that the 
people of Missouri are now, or will be in the future, favorable to such an 
alternative. 

By an act approved the 28th day of September, 1850, the Congress 
of the United States gave and granted to several of the western States, 
of which ours was one, the swamp and inundated lands lying within their 
borders. In pursuance of this act, the Secretary of the Interior autho- 
rized the Commissioner of the General Land Office to issue instructions 
to the Surveyor General, relative to the manner in which said lands should 
be selected. These instructions were accor dingly issued, and were to the 
effect, that the lands might be sclected by the agents of the States, 
appointed either by the Hxecutives, or in any other manner which thé 
several Legislatures should presoribe. In our State, in the absence of 
special legislation, the agents were, in a few instances, appointed by the 
Governor, but in nearly all by the nt ih Courts, which tribunals pro- 
vided, in all cases, for their compensation. These agents were, from time 
to time, furnished with instructions from the office of the Surveyor Gene- 
ral, pointing out the method of ascertaining which of the public lands 
were swamp or inundated, within the meaning of the act, and which were 

jnot; and what evidence would be required to establish their character. 
They were, also, instructed by the same officer to return the lists of lands, 
180 selected, duly authenticated, to his office, where, after a careful com- 
.t parison of ‘the returns with the field notes, he would determine, subject to 
\he supervision of his official superiors, what portion of the lands should 
. is patented to the State, conformably to the act of Congress. A time, 
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Within which these returns should be made, was also fixed by him. This 
time was repeatedly extended, with the approbation of the Commissioner’ 
of the General Land Office. Finally, the 15th day of September, 1853, 
was absolutely fixed by the present Surveyor General, as the period after 
which no lists would be received by him from the State authorities. 

- At the expiration of the time, he had a careful comparison of the lists 
returned made with the field notes in his office, and, after striking from 
them such tracts as appeared not to be within the purview of the act, he 
certified the remainder to the Commissioner, and gave an accurate history 
of his proceedings in his annual report of that year, rendered soon after. 
The present Surveyor General (Gen. Loughborough), on coming into 
office, and after a deliberate examination of the returns then made, came 
to the conclusion that it was his duty to close the whole business, as early “ 
as practicable, in order to avoid interminable confusion and litigation, jigege 
to do justice alike to the United States, and this State. He, ther, 
addressed to me a letter, pointing out what, in his opinion, was th, 
course to be pursued, and fixing a final term within which lists sh 
returned to his office. Concurring in the views he expressed, an 
satisfied that he was animated by an earnest desire to execute the 
good faith, I addressed a circular to the county courts, urging 
prompt, efficient and final action. P 

The result was as I have above intimated. But there were many cir- 
cumstances beyond official control, which tended to thwart our joint 
efforts. During the period occupied by the State Agents in selecting and 
returning lists of the lands, the offices of the Registers and Receivers 
were kept open. Hence, the agents, in numerous instances, selected lands- 
previously entered by individuals. It frequently happened, too, that 
lands were selected which had heen entered or preémpted prior to the 
passage of the act of Congress. These circumstances introduced contro- 
versies, which were both troublesome and expensive. Other difficuities 
were produced by the cupidity of private individuals, who were anxious to 
profit by showing ‘that the selections made were not in accordance with law: 
and instructions.. Some of the agents, also, were dissatisfied, because the 
Surveyor General had docked their lists, on comparison with the field 
notes. Complaints after complaints, originating in these causes, were sent 
up to the Commissioner, and various instructions were, from time to time, 
issued to the Surveyor General, and the Registers and Receivers, relative | 
to their adjustment. In the mean time, the counties to which the lands 
had been conditionally given by the General Assembly, were kept in total 
ignorance of their rights: they knew not what they would be entitled to, 
and could provide no means of disposing of the land, or of preventing 
citizens from stripping the timber from all the tracts known to be swamp 
or inundated. | 

In addition to these complications, organized bodies of men have been 
engaged in getting up controversies, with the view of striking large tracts, 
selected as swamp, from the lists, and entering them at the graduation 
prices. In reference to all these things, I have received numerous com- 
plaints from the counties, and solicitations to accomplish what seemed en- 
tirely beyond my control. Although it was not in strictness my duty, I 
felt impelled, under the circumstances, to visit Washington City, to ascer- 
tain whether, if anything, or what could be done to put an end to so un: 
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avorable a condition of things. Iam gratified in bedi enabled to assure 
yOu. that my success has far exceeded the hopes I had entertained. 
“The Commissioner of the General Land Office evinced the utmost soli- 
citude to do every thing in his power, consistent with duty. After con 
ferring with me, fully and fr eely, and being amply informed of the condi- 
tion of things, he gave me such assurances as satisfied me that nothing in 
_ his power would be left undone, to consummate the wishes.of the State. 
' In respect to the lands about which no contest was pending, he decided to 
have the patents issued as rapidly as possible, and 1. am now receiving the 
patents. In relation to those lands, the character of which is contested 
1 the local land offices, patents will be issued to the State, at the close of 
i the controversies, for all which are found to be lawfully selected. 
| The contested lands on the approved lists, he also informed me, have 
n withdrawn from market; and those of them which are found not to 
8 to the State, will be offered for sale at public vendue, and will not 
mitted to be entered until they have been so offered.

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morning at his own individual expense; and notwithstanding these rooms 
have been kept partially dry, there is a portion of the books that feel damp 
and appear musty. Your Committee think that the people of the State 
feel too great an interest in these books, and that they are too valuable to 
justify their being destroyed. 

‘¢The Supreme Court having in its possession four of the best rooms 
on the first floor of the Capitol, and, in addition, two good ante-rooms; in 
which count, however, is included the rooms occupied by the Clerk ; your 
Committee has thought proper to recommend that the circular room, op- 
posite the office of the State Treasurer, be appropriated to the use of the 
Secretary of State, in which to keep the books, standard measures, &c., in 
his possession, and which are now in the rooms of the basement of the 
Capitol. 7 

‘‘Your Committee, also, think the Secretary of State should be re- 
funded the amount expended in keeping up fires and in airing the rooms, 
and that an appropriation should be made to the contingent fund of the 
Governor and Secretary of State, sufficient to cover all expenditures in 
moving the books into the basement, in protecting them from destruction, 
and in removing them into the room recommended by your Committee ;

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : — 


The bill entitled, ‘‘An act to amend an act entitled, an act to incor- 
porate the Platte Country Railroad Company, and to expedite the con- 
struction of said Railroad,’ which has recently passed both Houses of the 
General Assembly, and presented to me for approval, has, for some days, 
engrossed my attention. No one can be more sensibly impressed than I 
am, of the necessity of sustaining the system of Internal Improvement 
already begun in our State, and none more ready or willing to bring to its 
aid all the powers which can be legitimately exercised in furthering the 
true interests of our beloved State. In my message of January 25, 1853, 
[ took occasion to express my views, touching the general character of 
railroads, and, also, the extent to which, in my judgment, they should 
receive the fostering care of the government (which may be seen by refer- 
ence to House Journal, page 889). At that time I used the following 
language: — “If we keep pace with the wants of the community, and do 
not suffer ourselves to be precipitately tempted beyond them, we will place 
our prosperity upon a solid basis; if, on the other hand, we lose sight of 
the landmarks I have indicated, revulsion and bankruptcy are inevitable.” 
Since the date of this message, we have been called to witness a growing 
depression in the monetary affairs of our country, and the result has been, 
seriously to retard the progress of those great measures of State policy 
upon which our resources and our energies have been expended... The 
dangers to which I then feared we were subjecting ourselves have already | 
partially resulted. ee ; ‘ ok Seat 

The moneyed crisis which has affected every other interest, has, in an 
especial manner, reached our internal improvement system; and now, before 
any one of the great projects in progress has been completed, and during 
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the prevalence of a panic, the end of which cannot now be foreseen, I 
submit the question, whether a proper legislative discretion would notgpug- 
gest the withholding of all further State credit, for the time being, from 
any new objects of internal improvement. Our credit is liable to be seri- 
ously impaired by the recent failures, and consequent liquidation of the 
Free Banks of our sister States, which have made our bonds. the basis of 
their moneyed operations. This fact has operated in an especial manner 
in causing Hastern capitalists to withhold from us their credit and confi- 
dence by refusing to purchase our bonds at their par value. And now the 
greatest solicitude is being felt by the moneyed men of the Hast, and the 
most anxious inquiries are making to learn whether our policy is, to extend 
our credit still further, in aid of new works, or to exercise a jealous guar+ 
dianship, in order that those already commenced may be successfully ter- 
minated. The timidity which we know attends the investment of large 
capital, demands at our hands the most serious consideration. 

Searcely one-third of the whole amount necessary to the final comple- 
tion of either of the several roads now in progress and contemplation, has 
yet been obtained, and several of the most important and extensive trunks 
of our railroad are already in a good degree dormant, from an inability 
successfully to negotiate our bonds. The greatly increased amount, above 
the estimated cost of our public works, has solved the problem contained 
in my former message, when I expressed a belief that a ‘future loan of the 
credit of the State would become necessary.’’ The amount necessary to 
complete the Central or Pacific Line of Railroad, is now found very far to 
exceed the estimates which were made by those who possessed the best 
means of information. Hence the inevitable conclusion, that an extension 
of our credit will be required, and which will swell our indebtedness at 
least as far as either prudence or discretion on our part would dictate. 
With the experience which we have acquired by pressing our public works 
forward, since the last session of the General Assembly, the following 
question may be more emphatically propounded now: “Is there not just 
cause to fear, that if we provide for issuing more bonds to new companies, 
our legislation may have a detrimental influence upon their value in the 
money markets in the Kast, where our real condition is imperfectly known, 
and our resources imperfectly appreciated?’ This fear is now fully con- 
firmed by the fact, that our legislation is looked to from that quarter with 
far more than ordinary interest and anxiety. 

Since we meet with such formidable difficulties and embarrassments in 
thus far prosecuting: our system, how vastly increased must they become 
under our pecuniary derangements —and how inconsiderate would our 
action appear, if, by continued legislation, we go on to originate new works, 
requiring a corresponding State credit to be loaned, before even it is satis- 
factorily demonstrated that the great trunks themselves can be completed. 

Under every view of the subject which I have been able to take, and 
with an earnest desire to shape my official action so as to promote the com- 
mon good, I am even more strongly impressed with the correctness of my 
position two years ago. I, therefore, herewith return the bill, together 
bad my objections thereto, under a conscientious discharge of my official 

uty. eae

my views are erroneous, and that the bill returned should become a law, a 
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majority of all the members elected to the House of Representatives, and 
to the Senate, will make it the law, notwithstanding my objections.

Communication from the Govérnor, by the Secretary of State:—

Gentlemen of the Senate: — od 


An act*has been placed,in my.liands, for my-assent.or, dissent, which 
originated in the Senate, entitled, ‘An act to secure the completion of eer- 
tain Railroads in this State,” and which, hes passed. beth Houses of the 
General Assembly by the votes of a majority of all the members present. 
During -the pendency of this bill, I watched its progress, with lively in- 
terest; and.since,its passage, I have studied its provisions with the most 


* anxious solicitude. The public works to which it relates, and the interests 


dependent upon, or interwoven with them, involve, the prosperity of; the 
State at large, and bear directly and palpably upon the welfare of each 
and all of our citizens.. Their importance cannot) be over-estimated, nor 
can we over-estimate the importance of so legislating respecting them, as 
to secure their completion consistently with the rights, the will, and. the 
individual interests of our citizens, andthe character of our State. The 
first inquiry naturally awakened in deliberating upon this measure, is—will 
it cause the completion of the roads ?, and the next,is——will it secure;their 
completion, consistently with our duties to the people and their interests ? 
In both aspects, I have given it the maturest and most careful’ considera- 
tion, and I regret; to be.compelled, by a sense of duty, to say, that in 
neither respect willit, in my judgment, effect the end designed. . I, there- 
fore, in obedience to the Constitution, return it to,you,) with the objections 
which have governed my conduct. | 

In the Message, which I had the honor to lay before the General 
Assembly, on the. 5th ult., I said: —‘‘ lt is my opinion that four considera- 
tions should be kept steadily in view, in all our legislation hereafter, 
respecting these. roads — ‘good: faith to the bond-holders — good faith to 


the people of Missouri—the security of the State. Treasury, and the com-— 
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leizon of the roads.’”’ . Inmy judgment, the bill presented'to me does not 
fulfill any of these conditions ; and unless they are fulfilled, I have no confi- 
dence that any legislation will preserve our credit — give satisfaction, to the 
people — save the treasury from insolvency, or complete the railroads, 
The specific security to the present bond-holders, held by the State in 


trust.for them, in the form of a first mortgage, will not, perhaps, be mate-. 


rially affected, by the measure under consideration ;, but the extension.of 
the same security in favor of future purchasers of bonds, the amount of 
the bonds contemplated, and the terms and conditions of their issue, to- 

ether with the provisions for the payment of, interest and principal, are 
calculated to awaken well-founded apprehensions, that the State itself will 
not be able to meet the contingency of a failure of the roads to discharge 
the liabilities already incurred. In point of fact, I presume no one doubts 
that the ultimate security of the present bond-holders would,not, be as, cer- 
tain, after the enactment of this bill, as it is now. Lo this extent, ithere- 
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fore, the acti is not consistent'with good faith; and: our character, as a, 
State, should be above reproach, or even suspicion. ’ or (4 
At the time the present railroad system was adopted, and from that 
time until nearly the commencement of the present session, the people 
have received continued and confident. assurances\of its success. It has 
been lauded, and, in my opinion, justly, as the wisest combination ever 
adopted in this.country, between public credit and,private enterprise. In 
Some of its details it was, of course, defective, but in its essential features 
it'was prudent, safe, soundiand efficient. Hxperience has abundantly sanc- 
tioned its wisdom, and ‘evinced the sagacity of its founders.’ The people 
have been satisfied with it, because they anticipated important advantages 
from it, to be reaped without burthensome.taxation or danger to the publie 
credit. The‘approval of the bill under consideration, would bring upon the 
people, without first consulting them, burthens and hazards which they have 
never anticipated. There is no legislative power so strictly guarded by 
the Constitution, or so’ jealously watched by the "people, as that of taxa- 
tion. Any exercise of it, therefore, without their concurrence, so seriously 
“affecting their pecuniary condition and prospects, would not, in my opin- 
ion, be consistent with the pledged faith which our relations to them neces- 
sarily implies,’ and could not be relied upon by capitalists as likely to be 
permanent. ‘The evils temporarily resulting from a failure to approve this 
bill are far less'than those which will surely ensue upon its approval. If 
nothing can be devised at the present session essentially in harmony with 
the present system, and, therefore, certainly acceptable to our constituents, 
{think a direct.appeal to them preferable to the contracting of grave and 
serious obligations which they, and not we, are to fulfill. |

The Pacific Railroad Company has made no application for any por- 
tion of the bonds authorized to be issued in aid of the construction of the 
South-western Branch. 

_ These amounts have been, or are to be, loaned in bonds, upon produc- 
tion of proof to me that each of the Companies has obtained by subscrip- 
tion, or otherwise, and actually expended in the construction of the roads, 
sums of an equal amount. The bill now before me proposes to issue the 
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bonds of the State to each of these roads for the following amounts:

This will make the total indebtedness of the State, in the shape of 
bonds, $16,000,000. The last-mentioned $7,000,000 in bonds are to be 
issued as fast as the companies make proof that they have raised from 
private subscription, or otherwise, and expended in construction, one-half 
that amount. This is a material and extraordinary departure from the 
original system. 

The million heretofore appropriated to the South-west Branch of the 
Pacific Road is transferred, by this bill, to the main trunk to Kansas, in 
addition to the two millions proposed to be loaned to that road. The bill, 
in addition to all these amounts, proposes to authorize the Pacific Railroad 
Company to mortgage the lands appropriated by Congress—about 
$1,200,000 acres —to enable them to construct the South-west Branch ; 
the mortgage to be for a sum not exceeding $10,000,000. Of this sum, 
the State is to guarantee the payment of three millions to be expended 
in the construction of the first section, from Franklin to a point twenty- 
five miles west of the junction of Little Piney with Gasconaderiver. The 
whole amount for which the State will become responsible, if this bill is 
adopted, will be —in bonds, $16,000,000, and in the guarantee above- 
mentioned, $3,000,000, making an aggregate of $19,000,000. 

Now, let us inquire, what security is provided for the State in this bill 
for the $19,000,000, for which she is to become responsible, and the in- 
terest thereon; and, what is likely to be the final result? The only se- 
curity is a lien, or mortgage, upon the roads themselves. The words, lien 
or mortgage, are used in this bill as if they were synonymous, whereas, 
they are very different things, and give to the holders of State bonds very 
different legal rights and remedies. But, supposing the act be construed 
in favor of the State (for which precedents afford no warrant), and the 
word mortgage be adopted by the courts, what will our security amount 
to? Only, to sell the roads in open market, during their progress, or 
after their completion; and, when sold, what will they bring? If sold 
before completion, it can only be a sale of cuts and fills, for we may be 
assured, that these Companies do not intend to complete any segment of a 
road, until they are in a condition to complete the whole. Their policy 
will be, as it has been, to scatter their resources along the whole line, so 
that if at any time they fail to fulfill their obligations, they can show con- 
clusively that a foreclosure of the mortgage would only result in ruining 
the prospects of the roads, without a possibility of reimbursing to the State 
the sums she has become responsible for. They would feel very sure (as 
they undoubtedly may), that instead of foreclosing the mortgage, they 
are in a condition to compel the State to resort to other shifts and cxpe- 
dients. A sale, therefore, under the mortgage, before the completion of 
the roads, is absurd, and could not be made, because they would bring 
comparatively nothing. None of the roads will ever be in a better condi- 
tion to foreclose the mortgage upon, during.the process of construction, 
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than: the Pacific road, now nearly completed to Jefferson City, simply 
because it is completed (or nearly so) from the commercial to the political 
capital of the State. If the mortgage were foreclosed now, .and the road 
exposed to sale, would it bring one-half its actual.cost? Would it pay 
the $3,000,000, for which the State is liable, and the interest now due? 
All will admit it’would not; and yet we are assured, that a mere suc- 
cession of cuts and fills upon other roads. are abundant security for the 
State! Instead, therefore, of a foreclosure of the mortgage, during the 
process of construction of any of these roads, we may anticipate that, 
when the contingency happens in which they are liable to sale, it will be 
argued that the State is already involved in the system, and cannot help 
itself otherwise than by involving itself still further, for its completion. 
This is the argument used now, in reference to the main trunk of the 
Pacific Road. It is the argument which induces the gamester to hazard 
his all, in the vain hope of recovering a comparatively small amount al- 
ready lost. But the people of this State are not gamesters in spirit. 
They are guided by common sense, and look to honest industry and intel- 
ligence, rather than to chance, to rescue them from difficulties. Under 
the laws, as they exist, the State is responsible for one-half of the cost 
of these roads, so far as they can be constructed by virtue of them. The 
present bill renders her responsible for two-thirds of the cost, which may 
be increased in the future. Even under the existing laws, we have seen. 
that the State cannot enforce its lien without serious loss. How can it be 
anticipated, then, thata like lien will be sufficient security for an increased 
ratio of. expenditure? The only defects of the system, as it exists, in my 
Opinion, are — that the roads are not divided into sections, and the Com- 
panies required to complete them consecutively, so that the State could so 
enforce its lien, at any time, as to secure the completion of all itis re- 
sponsible for, and that there is no provision reserving a lien upon the 
lands of the two Companies which own lands. Asremarked in my former 
message, 1 believe the State may safely become responsible for one-half 
the cost of the roads, if divided into sections, as suggested; but I do not 
believe she can safely become responsible in any greater amount. The 
Pacific Railroad to Jefferson City has afforded evidence that, in that in- 
stance, we have not safely become responsible for even one-half; yet, it 
may be necessary to make an additional loan of State credit, to complete 
the road to this place. 

There is no fear, however, that the Companies will fail to pay the in- 
terest accruing upon the State bonds, and thereby expose themselves to a 
foreclosure of the mortgage, until all the bonds are issued. They will con- 
tinue, as they have done, to appropriate a portion of the money arising 
from their sale, to the payment of the interest. 

_ Until the expiration of twenty years, we shall have, by taxation, a sum 
ranging between $500,000 and $1,000,000, and then raise, in addition, 
the sum of $9,000,000, the amount of twenty-year bonds; and from that 
time until the end of the next ten years, we shall have to raise the sum of 
$490,900 to pay interest; and at the close of that period, the sum of $7,- 
000,000, the amount of the thirty-year bonds.. These are not mere esti- 
mates of expenditure. They are certain and fixed amounts, for the pay- 
ment of which the character of the State is to be pledged. They may be 
looked for with as much certainty as the rising and setting of the sun, if 
the roads are not completed by the issue of the last bonds. If they are 
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completed, let us see how much our responsibilities are likely to be decreased. 

Our position will be this. ‘The interest of the debt will, of course, 
cease to be paid by the Companies, because the last bond will have been 
expended, and the State has no other source to derive it from legally. 
We shall then have to make up our minds to sell the roads, or provide for 
the payment of this interest. If we sell the roads, they will not produce 
enough to meet our bond engagements, because they will be yielding no- 
thing; or, if they are purchased because of their supposed prospective 
value, they will sell for a sum less than the amount for which the State is 
involved. . But the sale of them will not enable us to discharge the’ debts, 
because they are not due. All, therefore, that we can do with the moneys 
arising from the sale, will be to appropriate it to the payment of interest 
as it accrues. By doing this, we can escape increased taxation for a brief 
period. We cannot, however, hope to escape in this way for thirty years. 
The proceeds of the sale will be exhausted long before the expiration of 
that period. The whole revenues of the State now are only about $440,- 
000. For several years, then, previous to the maturity of our bonds, our 
taxes must be doubled to keep down the interest. But what are we to do 
when the bonds are matured, and payment is demanded? It is palpable 
ag the sun at noon, that we cannot liquidate them. It is no reply to this, 
to say that we must not wait until the bonds are matured. Adopt any 
system we may, the amount must be raised in some form, during, or at the 
close of the period. Nor are we ‘released by resolving not to sell the 
roads, but to await until the net proceeds of their earnings will enable the 
Companies to pay into the sinking fund the back interest and the princi- 
pal of the bonds. There is no likelihood that the’roads will yield much 
net profit prior to the maturity of the bonds. There is nothing in the ex- 
perience of other railroads to warrant such an anticipation. Besides, it is 
irrational to compare our roads with others, because of the immense differ- 
ence of cost. We have to pay three times as much for construction as the 
State of Illinois, because of the nature of the ground, and because our 
lands will be sold at least ten per cent. below their par value, if they can 
be sold at all. Until, then, the roads do pay a net profit, our taxes must 
be doubled at least. No one can believe they will pay, in any event, 
enough of net profit, before the bonds mature, to liquidate them. But 
when they do mature, they must be paid, or our character must be for- 
feited. How are we to do it? It cannot be done by quadrupling the 
taxes now, and keeping them quadrupled until the bonds are due. Even 
a seven-fold increase of taxes will not accomplish the object. The bill 
under consideration is tantamount to a preposition to bankrupt the trea- 
sury, and blast the character of the State. 

When the State assumes to be responsible for one-half the cost of con- 
struction, itis as far, I think, as she can go with any degree of safety. 
She cannot do this much with impunity, in all cases, as is already evinced 
in the instance of the road to Jefferson City. She cannot,.as D intimated, 
be safely responsible for one-half, unless the roads are divided into sections, 
and required to be completed consecutively. To become responsible for 
two-thirds of the cost of construction, and then leave the Companies at 
liberty to scatter their resources along the whole of the lines, and complete 
no section of the road, isto legislate away our money, our credit, and our 
character. Moreover, I do not believe there is any plausible reason for 
s0:great an increase of our responsibilities. The system already adopted, 
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will, in my opinion, secure the completion of the roads, and save the credit 
of the State. 

During the first session of the present General Assembly, a committee 
was appointed to examine into and report upon the condition of the roads. 
That report is now before me. | 

I have given it a careful examination and consideration, and it has 
confirmed all my impressions. I extract from it enough for the purpose 
T have in view. The Committee gives the estimates of cost and resources, 
as prepared for them by the officers of the road, after all the ‘experience 
they have had. I presume they are as nearly correct as we are likely to 
have them in future. Let us see what they are, in relation to each of the 
roads. 

The present estimated cost of the Pacific Road to Kansas, with rolling 
stock and equipments complete, is $10,300,000. The State has already 
become responsible for $3,000,000 of this sum. Over six millions will have 
been expended when it is completed to Jefferson City. That portion of it, 
when completed, will not yield enough of net proceeds to keep down the 
accruing interest. How, then, can it be argued that another advance of 
State credit, of double proportional amount, will be safe? If completed 
with the bonds proposed to be issued in the bill, the State will then have 
advanced $6,000,000, and this sum was the whole estimated cost of. the 
road, when the present system was adopted. ‘The interest on the $3,000, 
000 already advanced, and on the $1,000,000 proposed to be transferred 
from the South-West Branch, at six per cent., and the additional two mil- 
lions given by the bill, at seven per cent., will be $320,000 per annum. 
Will the road, admitting it to be completed, pay this sum over and above 
necessary expenses and repairs? Ido not believe it will. Nor do I be- 
lieve it can be completed on the terms proposed. After deducting the ac- 
eruing interest from the amount for which the bonds are sold, there is no 
likelihood of a sum sufficient remaining to complete the road. What, then? 
I shall be asked. Is the road to be abandoned? In reply, I say unhesi- 
tatingly, If the real question is to be, whether the people are to be taxed to 
complete the road, or the latter is to be stopped, for the present, at Jeffer- 
son City, the last alternate is preferable. The people did not go into this 
scheme, expecting to be taxed,—they have given no indication since, of 
their willingness to bear this additional burthen,— and until they do, I shall 
set my face against any plans, the necessary results of which are to be an 
increase of taxes. It is our plain duty to keep faith with them, and a still 
plainér duty, when their burthens are to be increased, to do it without 
disguise or circumlocution. 

The South-western Branch of the Pacific Road is, according to the 
Committee, in the following condition: The lands granted by Congress are 
appropriated by act of Assembly to it exclusively. The whole number of 
acres is about one million one hundred and sixty thousand. Of this quan- 
tity, two-thirds lie within six miles of the road as located. In addition to 
these lands, $369,400 have already been subscribed by the counties along 
the line and by individuals; and the Contractors have agreed to subscribe 
$100,000 more. There is no reason to believe that further subscriptions 
will be refused. In addition to all these resources, the laws, as they stand, 
authorize the issue of $1,000,000 of State bonds, to aid in its construction. 
I think we may set the lands down as of the value of $6 per acre. This 


will amount to the sum of $5,800,000. The Committee give the estimate 
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of cost, for the whole road, to the State line, at $9,900,000. The aggre- 
gate resources, if the Company avails itself of the State bonds provided 
for, will be $7,269,400. IRf the Company is required to complete the road, 
section by section, as it should be, there is no need of more resources at 
present, much less is there any need of involving the people in ‘serious lia- 
bilities without consulting them. Nor,can 1 see why the road should be 
entirely completed to the State line at present. (8 ce 
The estimated cost of the construction of the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad, as furnished by the Committee, and including rolling stock and 
equipments, and every thing needful to complete the road, and put it in 
the best possible running condition, is $6,628,700. To meet this expen- 
diture, the Company has the following resources: J%rst, over 600,000 
acres of; land, valued by the Committee at $10 per acre, making the sum 
of upwards of $6,000,000; Second, a loan of State bonds under existing 
acts, to the amount of $1,500,000; and, Third, county and individual 
subscriptions to the amount of $1,097,500, making an aggregate of $8,- 
597,500. Can it be said, that this road is in so bad’ a condition that it 
must stop, without immediate additional aid from the State? Can it be 
said, that new and untried experiments must be resorted to, in preference 
to appealing to the people ? |

The resources of the Company are, at present, two millions of State 
bonds already provided for, and individual and county subscriptions to the 
amount of $2,146,100, making an aggregate of $4,146,100. This sum, 
with very little additional State aid, if judiciously managed, ought to com- 
plete the road to the junction with the Hannibal and St. Joseph Road, and 
that is as much as there is any real need to do at this time. ‘There is no 
excuse for such haste; let the people have time to think; and let those 
who are capable, have time to investigate and suggest appropriate legisla- 
tive action. | 

The estimated cost of the Iron Mountain Road, including road-bed, 
rails, depdts, machine shops, rolling stock and equipments, office expenses, 
fencing, land damages, bridges, and interest on securities, is $4,088,976, 
The resources are —in individual subscriptions, $368,300; im city and 
county subscriptions, $1,125,000; andjin State credit already granted, 
$1,500,000; making an aggregate of $2,993,300. This road has less re- 
sources than any of the others, save the main trunk of the Pacific; yet, 
there is nothing in its condition to create present alarm. | ai 

In considering the whole subject, we must, also, bear in mind, that as 
the original estimates of cost were underrated to induce the State to enter 
into the system, so the present estimates are exaggerated to induce the 
State to make a radical change in it, and assume deeper and. graver re- 
sponsibilities.. There are other objections to the details of this bill, buta 
discussion of them is unnecessary. I know full well the responsibility I 
am assuming; and conscious, as I am, of being animated only by a sincere 
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desire to perform my duty, I have never had occasion to meet responsi- 
bility which I have assumed so cheerfully, or with so confident a reliance 
yah the intelligence and justice of the people.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS . 


FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF COMMISSIONERS TO EXAMINE CERTAIN RAILROADS - 
IN THIS STATE. 


Wuereas, The people of the State of Missouri have a deep interest in the projected Internal 
Improvements now being constructed in said State, particularly the several Railroads to 
which the credit of the State has been loaned; viz: — the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad ; the North Missouri Railroad; the Pacific Railroad; the South-west Branch 
of the Pacific Railroad, and the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad ; and, whereas, 
causes (real or imaginary) have conspired to prejudice the minds of the people against 
the present management of said railroads, and to induce the fear, in many, that the 
means applicable to the construction of said roads have not, or may not be applied in 
good faith, causes calculated to injure and retard proper legislative action on that 
subject ; and, whereas, information communicated in a reliable way, of the causes, if 
any, of such prejudice and fear is desirable and important before future legislation— 
important in the speedy completion of said railroads; therefore, 


Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives, as follows : — 

Sxction 1.— That so soon as this preamble and resolutions shall have been passed and 
approved, a Committee of three members of the Legislature, ne of whom shall be of the 
Senate, to be appointed by the President of the Senate, and two of the House of Represent- 
atives, to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, who shall have power, and whose duty 
it shall be to inquire into and investigate the several reports of said railroads, the surveyor’s 
estimates, expenditures, assets and liabilities; and generally, all material facts, calculated, 
in the judgment of said Committee, to develop the true condition of said Railroads and Rail: 
road Companies, and report to the adjourned session of this Legislature. 

Sxc. 2.—Said Committee shall have power, for the purposes aforesaid, to employ such 
competent assistance as may to them appear necessary and proper, and shall, for that pur- 
pose, have power, from time to time, on a statement, in writing, signed by the chairman of 
said Committee, and filed with the Auditor of Public Accounts, showing the amounts 
required, draw from the State Treasury, such sum or sums of money as shall be necessary 
for the purposes aforesaid; and it is hereby made the duty of the Auditor, upon the filing 
of said statement, so signed by the chairman of said Committee, to draw his warrant on the 
Treasurer of the State in favor of such chairman for the same. 

These resolutions to be in force from their passage.

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INTRODUCTION, 


TuE Joint Committee of the Senate and of the House of Representatives, 
respectfully submit the following 


REPORT: — 


Immediately upon their appointment, the members of the Committee 
met, and organized by the appointment of C. C. ZineLur, Chairman, 
They have since then, and during the whole of the recess, devoted to the 
duty assigned them, much the larger portion of their time. 

Your Committee could not fail to be deeply impressed with the weight 
and importance of the duties imposed upon them. The very wide range 
which it was necessary to give to their investigations, and the multiplicity 
of the topics to be considered, in order to answer the object for which they 
were appointed, have involved much careful and patient labor. The mag- 
nitude of the interests depending upon, and intimately connected with, the 
successful and speedy prosecution and completion of the great railroad 
enterprises in this State, has filled them with intense anxicty to do all 
within the sphere of their duties, that might throw light upon the actual 
condition of the various Companies and their respective works, and aid in 
the solution of.the difficult questions arising in regard tothem. At thesame 
time, the nature of their duties, and the fact, that they were required to 
scrutinize closely the acts of those entrusted with the administration of 
the affairs of the Railroad Companies, for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether abuses had grown up, and whether the State and the people had 
been justly dealt with in their management—whether errors. had been 
committed, and, if so, by whom, and to what extent—have rendered their 
position one of extreme delicacy. 

Your Committee take great pleasure in stating, that during the entire 
progress of their investigations, they have been treated with the utmost 
courtesy by all persons connected with the various Railroad Companies, in- 
cluded by the terms of their appointment. ' All the desired information 
has been. freely furnished; very essential aid has been given, and every 
facility offered, which would simplify and relieve their labors, and secure 
the accomplishment of the desired object. Not the slightest disposition 
has been at any time manifested by those connected with any one of the 
Companies, to obstruct or shrink from the examination, or to conceal a 
solitary fact; but the Committee have been struck with the eagerness with 
which all have invited the strictest scrutiny of their affairs. 

After this. general statement, it will not be considered unjust to the 
other Companies to state, that if any of them has displayed greater solici- 
tude than another, to haye the examination so conducted as to leave no 
fact or transaction hidden, it may be said to have been the case with the 
Pacific. - Justiceto that Company, perhaps, requires this, more particularly 
“in view of the fact, that, probably because of the greater magnitude of its 
work, and of the much larger expenditure by it than any other, in addition 
to other causes, it has been regarded in some quarters with more suspicion 
than others. So far as any evidence of perfect propriety of intention and 
action throughout their whole administration, could be afforded by the 


& 
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various Companies, it has been abundantly given, by the alacrity with 
which they have obeyed the summons of the State to exhibit to the Com- 
mittee everything that could enable them to determine the character, object 
and amount of their expenditures—the extent and origin of their liabili- 
ties—the condition, progress and cost of their work, and the entire history 
of their transactions. It has been the desire of the Committee, in the 
preparation of this Report, to present, as the result of their investigations, 
all the information respecting the Railroad Companies of this State—the 
present condition of their work and the state of their finances, going to 
show their past history and present actual position, in a form as brief and 
condensed as possible. It has been necessary to guard against the intro- 
duction of many topics, and to abstain from noticing some facts, which 
might be of interest, but could be of no value, lest the Report should be 
unnecessarily voluminous. It has been the endeavor of the Committee, 
however, to omit no matter of importance, and to mention every topic 
which required notice. 

The Committee have thought, in view of the fact, that many isolated 
laws have been enacted, respecting the various Railroad Companies, during 
the last six or seven years—and that, during that time, by successive en- 
actments, a great railroad system for the State has been projected and 
gradually built up, of which the various roads, in aid of which the State 
has granted a loan of her credit, form the parts; that it might be advisa- 
ble, and was perhaps within the scope of their duties, to prepare within 
the briefest possible limits, a statement showing the existing laws respect- 
ing each of the Companies, their powers, duties and liabilities, the connec- 
tion of the State with them, and its terms and extent. ‘This seemed desi- 
rable, from the fact, that on account of the number of these enactments, 
and their various dates and provisions, most persons find it difficult, with- 
out great trouble, to arrive with certainty at a knowledge of the existing 
laws, an accurate acquaintance with which is indispensable, at this time 
especially, when it seems to be conceded that prompt legislation, and that 
of a nature important, however considered, to all the interests concerned, 
must be had. They have, therefore, prepared, and submit as a part of this 
Report, a condensed summary of the legislative history of each of the 
Railroad Companies. It is believed that this statement will be useful for 
reference, and as showing the exact connection of each of the roads with 
the State. It is hoped, in any event, that the Committee having devoted 
to its preparation both time and labor, will not, in this respect, be thought 
to have exceeded the just limits of their duty. Ms 

It has been judged most advisable to present a distinct, detailed report 
as to each of the Railroad Companies, showing by a series of tables, for 
the sake of greater brevity and ease of comparison, if desired, all the 
facts which can in that form be stated, and adding other matter when the 
Committee have thought it necessary, in the shape of a narrative, com- 
pressing into the conclusion of the Report, anything concerning all of the 
Companies, by way of narrative or comment, or as observations arising 
out of their investigation, which the Committee desired to state, and 
which, as relating to the system of roads, would properly fall under the 
same head. :

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAWS 


PASSED RESPECTING THE PACIFIC RALROAD COMPANY. 


Tu General Assembly of the State of Missouri, passed at its fifteenth 
session, an act entitled, ‘‘ An act giving the right of way for the Missis- 
sippi and Pacific Railroad,”’ which wa approved March 12th, A. D, 1849, 
granting and guaranteeing to the United States the right of way through 
the State, for a great national railway, to. be located and constructed 
under the authority of an act of Congress, from the Mississippi River to 
the Pacific Ocean, and giving assurance that the State would extend all 
reasonable and proper facility, and aid, by her cooperation, the construction 
of the proposed road. ‘This was the first direct recognition by the State, 
of the importance to all her interests of this work, and was immediately 
followed by legislation, which looked to the construction, by her own 
people, of that portion of the projected road which traversed her own 
territory. | 

At the.same session of the General Assembly, an act was passed enti- 
tled, ‘An act to incorporate the Pacific Railroad,” approved, also, on the 
12th of March, A. D. 1849, authorizing the formation of a Company, 
with a capital stock of ten millions of dollars, to be divided into shares of 
one hundred dollars each, for the construction of a railroad from the Mis- 
sissippi river, at St. Louis, to the City of Jefferson, and thence to some 
point on the western line of Van Buren (now Cass) county. This act 
granted such powers and authority, as were deemed necessary to enable 
the Company to undertake and urge forward this great enterprise, requir- 
ing the construction of the road to be commenced within seven years from 
the date of its passage, and requiring the Company to complete it within 
ten years from the date of its commencement. The right is reserved to 
the State to purchase the road at the expiration of fifty years (two years’ 
notice of the intention so to do having been given), its value to be ascer- 
tained by appraisers mutually chosen. 

The General Assembly, at its sixteenth session, passed an act entitled, 
“An act to expedite the construction of the Pacific Railroad, and of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad,’ approved February 22d, 1851, grant- 
ing to the Pacific Railroad Company a loan of the credit of the State, to 
the amount of two millions of dollars, in special bonds of the State, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of six per centum per annum, from the date of the 
respective issues thereof, payable twenty years thereafter, to be delivered 
to the Company in sums of fifty thousand dollars, after satisfactory 
evidence that an equal sum, derived from the other moneys of the Com- 
pany, had been expended on the work, prior to the original and each 
successive issue. ‘The act provided further, that as'a condition precedent 
to the delivery of the first instalment of bonds, a bond fide subscription 
to the capital stock of the Company, of one million and a half of dollars, 
should be made; required the Company to provide for the payment of the 
accruing interest and the principal of the bonds, and provided that the 
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acceptance of the successive issues of bonds, filed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, should Operate as a mortgage of the entire property of 
the Company, to the State, to secure the payment of principal and interest, 
to be fore-closed for the benefit of the State upon failure to make such 
payment, with the further condition that none of the bonds should be dis- 
posed of at less than their par value. ‘The Company is required to make 
provision for the punctual payment of the interest accruing on the bonds 
to be issued; and the receipts of the road, when completed, in whole or in 
part, after paying the costs of repairs and the necessary expense of 
operating it, are pledged for the payment of interest. Subsequently, and 
during the same. session, an act was passed entitled, “‘An act to amend. 
the act entitled, ‘An act to incorporate the Pacific Railroad,’ ”’ approved 
March Ist, 1851, and accepted by the stockholders of the Company, as 
required by the act, on the 2d of December, 1851, enlarging and defining. 
the powers granted by the original act of incorporation, removing the con- 
ditions therein contained that the City of Jefferson should be made a point 
on the line of the road, and that it should intersect the western line of 
Van Buren county, and authorizing the Company to select any route from 
St. Louis to the western line of the State, deemed most advantageous. 
The act authorizes the Company to borrow money for the purpose of com- 
pleting and operating the road (to any amount not exceeding the unsub- 
scribed capital), and to issue bonds therefor, secured by mortgage on their 
property, subject, however, to the prior lien of the State. 

On the 13th of December, A. D. 1852, the President and Directors of 
the Pacific Railroad Company addressed a memorial to the General As- 
sembly, setting forth their willingness—in view of the fact, that that part 
of the grant of land made to the State by the act of Congress, approved 
June 10th, A. D. 1852, and applicable to a railroad from St. Louis to the 
western boundary of the State, would, if the lands were selected with 
reference to the then proposed line of the road from St. Louis to the 
western boundary of the State, yield so small a quantity of land in view 
of the conditions coupled with the grant, as to be of comparatively little 
value to the railroad—to undertake the construction of a branch road, 
diverging from the trunk line of the Pacific Railroad and terminating on 
the western boundary of the State, south of the Osage river, and seeking, 
if the views of the memorialists should be adopted, a further loan of the 
credit of the State, in aid of the construction of the proposed branch road, 
and, also, in view of the proposed diversion of the land grant from the 
main trunk of the Pacific Railroad, praying for an additional loan of the 
State credit to secure its completion. ‘The memorialists further proposed 
to construct a branch of the Pacific Railroad, southwardly to the Iron 
Mountain and Pilot Knob, if the aid of the State by a loan of her credit 
should be given. At the first session of the seventeenth General Assem- 
bly, an act was passed, entitled, ‘‘ An act to accept a grant of land made 
to the State of Missouri by the Congress of the United States, approved 
June 10th, A.’ D. 1852, to aid in the construction of certain railroads in 
this State, and to apply a portion thereof to the Pacific Railroad,” approved 
December 25th, 1852, and accepted by the Pacific Railroad Company, as 
required in the act, on the 21st of January, 1853. This act vested the 
lands granted by act of Congress in the Pacific Railroad Company, to be 
by them selected, and located along the line of a road to be constructed 
by that Company, identical with the main line of the Pacific Railroad to 
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the point of divergence, and diverging from thé main trunk line of the 
road at a point east of the Osage river, and striking the western boundary 
of the State, south of the Osage river, at any point selected by the Com- 
pany. This act granted a loan of the credit of the State, in aid of the 
construction of the South-western Branch road, to the amount of one 
million of dollars, on the condition that no part of the credit thus granted 
should be used, until a bond fide subscription of $500,000 to the capital 
stock of the Company, applicable to the construction of the South-western 
Branch should be made, and on terms and under limitations similar to 
those which had attended the former grants of the credit of the State. 
The act further provided, that the main trunk of the Pacific road should 
be located from St. Louis to Jefferson City; thence by the best inland 
route through Johnson county, terminating at any point designated by the 
Company, in Jackson county, conditioned that the counties west of Jeffer- 
son City should subscribe four hundred thousand dollars to the capital 
stock of the Company, in addition to the amount already subscribed; in 
default of which, the Company should be at liberty to select for the road 
any location deemed expedient. An additional grant of the credit of the 
State, to the amount of one million of dollars, applicable to the construction 
of the main trunk of the Pacific railroad, was made by this act, on the 
same terms and conditions as prescribed in the. act of February 22d, 
A. D. 1851, with the requirement that the road should be completed to its 
terminus, in Jackson county, and in operation within five years from the date 
of the passage of the act. The act exempts from taxation the Pacific Rail- 
road, and the South-western Branch road, until they are respectively com- 
pleted, opened and in operation, and until they have declared a dividend; 
provided, a dividend shall be declared within two years after the date of 
completion, after which the whole property is to be assessed, and shall be 
subject to taxation, at the rate assessed on other property, at its cash value. 
The act provides certain penalties in case of a failure to comply with its 
requirements concerning the plan of assessing the property, and the pay- 
ment of the tax imposed. Power is granted to the Company for the pur- 
pose of raising money, from time to time, for the completion and construc- 
tion of the Branch road, to sell the land in the manner provided in the 
act of Congress, of June 10th, 1852, and to issue bonds, bearing a rate 
of interest not greater than seven per cent. per annum, secured by mort- 
gage of the lands, subject to the terms of the act of Congress, for the 
redemption of which bonds the faith of the State should in no wise be 
pledged. he special provision of the act of Congress, entitled, ‘“ An 
act granting the right of way to the State of Missouri, and a portion of 
the public lands to aid in the construction of certain railroads, approved 
June 10th, 1852, as to the terms and conditions on which the lands granted 
may be sold, is contained in section 5, of the act, as follows: — 

“That a quantity of land, not exceeding one hundred and twenty 
Sections on each road, and included within a continuous length of twenty 
miles of said road, may be sold; and when the Governor of said State 
shall certify to the Secretary of the Interior that said twenty miles of said 
road is completed, then another like quantity of land hereby granted may 
be sold; and so from time to time, until said road is completed; and 
if said road. be not. completed within ten years, no farther sales shall be 
made, and the lands unsold shall revert to the United States.” At the 
second session of the Seventeenth General Assembly an act was passed, 
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- entitled, ‘An act to expedite the construction of the Iron Mountain Branch 
of the Pacific Railroad,”’ approved December 25th, 1852, empowering the 
Pacific Railroad Company to construct from the main trunk of the Pacific 
Railroad, or from the South- western Branch, diverging at any point not within 
twenty miles of St. Louis, a branch road to the Iron Mountain and the 
Pilot Knob, and to extend the same to the Mississippi River, and also to 
the boundary line of the State of Arkansas. The act provided for a loan of 
the State credit to the Pacific Railroad Company in aid of the construc- 
tion of this branch, on the same terms and conditions as prescribed in the 
act of February 22d, 1851, except that the bonds when issued should con- 
stitute a len for the security of the State only upon the branch road and 
its appurtenances, to the amount of seven hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars, and on the condition that an additional subscription to the capital stock 
of the Pacific Railroad Company, applicable to the Iron Mountain Branch, 
should be made prior to the issue of any of the bonds. ‘This act further 
provides, together with an act passed at the same session, entitled, “An 
act explanatory and amendatory of an act to expedite the construction of 
the Iron Mountain Branch of the Pacific Railroad,” approved February 
23d, A. D. 1853, that if the Pacific Railroad should fail within twelve 
months after the power was conferred, or should within that time signify 
its unwillingness to begin to construct the said branch road, then the loan 
of the State credit applicable to the construction of that branch should be 
transferred, on certain conditions, and to be used and applied for the pur- 
poses for which it was granted, to the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad 
Company. ; 

At the same session an act was passed, entitled, ‘‘An act to authorize 
the formation of railroad associations, and to regulate the same, approved 
February 24th, 1853, of great importance to the railroad interests of the 
State, but not requiring special notice in this connection, except with regard 
to its twenty-seventh section, which provides that ‘The gauge of track or 
width between the rails of all railroads in this State shall be five feet and 
six inches,” the gauge adopted and brought into use prior to that time by 
the Pacific Railroad Company. 

An act was also passed at the same session, amendatory of the original 
act of incorporation, approved February 24th, 1853, authorizing the Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to extend, construct and operate the road to any 
point west of the boundary of the State, and to enter into contracts for 
that purpose. | : 

At the first session of the Eighteenth (the present) General Assembly, 
an act was passed, entitled, ‘‘An act for the benefit of the Pacific and other 
Railroad Companies, approved February 10th, 1855.” This act provided 
for the loan to the Pacific Railroad Company of the sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars, on certain conditions to secure the State, bearing six per 
cent. interest, and payable one-half in four months, and the remainder in 
six months from the passage of the act. The act further so amended for- 
mer laws as to require the Governor to deliver to the several railroad com- 
panies in the State, who were entitled to a further issue of State bonds, 
the whole amount within the limits of the grants to them respectively, to 
' which they were entitled, by virtue of showing an equivalent amount of 
actual expenditure upon their roads respectively, of funds derived from 
other sources, without regard to the limit of such disbursement before fixed 
at fifty thousand dollars. And further, by authorizing the several com- 
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panies to sell the bonds issued to them, at their market value, even though 
they should fall below par, and by authorizing the hypothecation of the 
bonds, if desired, to carry on the operations of the roads. 

At the same (the present) session, an act was passed, entitled, ‘An act 
to aid the construction of the Pacific Railroad,” approved March 3d, 1855, 
granting a further loan of the State credit, to the amount of three hun- 
dred thousand dollars, on the same terms and conditions which govern the 
loans formerly made, to be used and applied to the Pacific Railroad on that 
part of the line west of Jefferson City; requiring that the road passing 
through Johnson county shall not pass north of Warrensburg; repealing 
that portion of the act of December 25th, 1855, which requires, as a con- 
dition precedent to the issue of any of the bonds, to be issued in aid of 
the construction of the South-west Branch, the subscription to the capital 
‘stock of the Pacific Railroad Company, applicable to the construction of | 
that branch, of five hundred thousand dollars, and substituting therefor, 
the sum of three hundred thousand dollars: requiring the Pacific Railroad _ 
Company to commence the construction of the South-west Branch, on or © 
before the first of June, A. D. 1855; providing for the appointment of a 
Board of Public Works to examine into the affairs of the Company and its 
management. This act provided, that unless accepted by the Pacific Rail- 
- road Company, within six months after its passage, it should be inopera- 
tive; and not having been accepted by the Company, for reasons which will 
be hereafter given, it expired by its own limitation. A supplemental act 
passed at the same session, and was approved March 8d, 1855, providing 
for the protection of innocent settlers on lands included in the land grant 
to the Pacific Railroad Company. | 


Ti ACHE RAILROAD COMPANY. 


THE preliminary onganization of the Pacific Railroad Company, took 
place in, St. Louis, at.a meeting of the persons named as Directors in the 
act of incorporation, on'the 31st day of January, A. D. 1850. The sur- 
~ vey of the whole line of the road was commenced in June, 1850. The 
first division, extending from, Fourteenth street, in the city of St. Louis, 
» to a point now known;as Franklin, thirty-seven miles from St. Louis, was 
located by a. resolution. of, the Board, June 18th, 1851, and the work of 
exvaduation fully -commenced:on.the 2d of August of the same year. On 
the 23d of December, A.D. 1852, five miles of the road were opened for 
use, On, the/9th of; May,.A.-D. 1853, thirteen miles were opened for use; __ 
and on, the 23d of .July,, 1853, jthe whole of the first division (thirty-seven — 
miles) was opened. On, the 10th of, February, A. D. 1855, the road was 
opened to Washington, fifty-five miles; and on the 6th of August, 1855, to 
Herman, eighty-one miles. The controlling gr ade of the road to J efferson 
City is forty-five feet per mile. 

The location of the road from St. Louis to Franklin has been the cause 
of much dissatisfaction, and upon it charges have been very freely made, 
of improper action in a variety of ways, on the part of individuals con- 
nected with the Company. It is proper to state the causes and influences, 
which, so far as the Committee have been able to ascertain, and as they 
believe, led to the selection of that line. The report of J. P. Kirxwoop, 
Esq., at that time Chief Engineer of the road, to the Board of Directors, 
in January, 1851, contained the following information as to the lines he 
had surveyed, their lengths, and estimated cost:—

The Board of Directors were divided in opinion as to which route, under 
all the circumstances, should be adopted. At the eastern end of the line, 
and more particularly in St. Louis, there was very decided opposition to 
the selection of the route shown above as the Missouri River route, for 
this principal reason, that, as was urged, the river itself afforded sufficient 
facilities to the whole country through which it ran, and that the road 
should be so located as to open and develop a country not penetrated by 
any natural highway. Under these circumstances of opposition to the 

route, shown by the Engineer’s report to be the shortest, as well as the 
least expensive, it was determined to locate the road as far as F ranklin, 
thirty-seven miles. This point was selected, for the reason, that it was the 
extreme western point, from which, after further deliberation and examina- 
tion, it would be possible, without seriously increased cost, to continue the 
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location either on the inland or the Missouri River route. To aceomplish 
this object, they were compelled to abandon the route described ‘above by 
Creve Cour Lake, which strikes the Missouri River eighteen miles and 
three-quarters from St. Louis, though that was. the shortest’ ‘and the 
most economical. Having determined, for these reasons, to abandon this 
route, it appears that the one on which the road was afterwards constructed 
was the best, for economy of construction and advantageous use.’ 

Prior to the decision of this question, and while it was pending; conside- 
rable feeling arose in St. Louis, which was manifested in' denunciations of 
- the Board of Directors, coupled with charges that they were purposely de- 
‘laying the location of the line, especially that portion of it nearest to St. 
Louis, for unworthy reasons, arising out of a desire to enrich themselves 
by speculations in lands, having, as was alleged, in their capacity as Di-

day, as appears by the records of the Company), and an order made for 
the publication of the route selected. To this order, thus made and 
divulged, before negotiations had been made to secure the right of way 
through lands of great value, by reason of their proximity to St. Louis, is 
to be attributed, in great part, the large sum — largely in excess of previ- 
ous estimates for that branch of expenditure — paid by the Company for 
land damages and the right of way: for itis unquestionably true, that 
while it is comparatively easy, in nearly all cases, to secure the right of 
way for a railroad, on liberal terms, if it is‘attempted before a fixed loca- 
tion is made, it becomes very difficult to do so, except on payment of high 
prices for the land actually used, and damages for injury to property, when 
it is known that the location is finally determined on a particular route. 
It is unfortunate, though perhaps natural, that while individuals interested 
will be disposed almost universally to extend inducements to railroad 
companies, by proposing to give or sell the land needed, on moderate terms, 
to secure the passage of the road through their property, with the know- 
ledge that it will thereby be greatly enhanced in value, the same individuals 


are often found to charge exorbitant prices, and to complain loudly of. the. 


damage done their property, after it is decided that the line. shall pass 
through it. ) 
There was much difference of opinion, both in and out of the Board, as 
to which of the routes to Jefferson City, indicated above, should be selected. 
The Board, in coming to the conclusion arrived at, were influenced, so far 
‘as the Committee have been able to ascertain, only by proper motives, and 
were urged to some action by remonstrances and ac¢euSations coming from 
a portion of the public, founded on what seemed to them to be unnecessary 
delay. Itis hard for the best and the most judicious to act at-all times 
wisely, it is perhaps impossible: it is still more than ever difficult, when 
urged to action before full deliberation’can be had, ag ‘in’ ‘the case under 
consideration, by unjust comments on the motives for delay. \ p 
~The fact that that portion of the'road, composing the’ first division, to 
Franklin, is, throughout the greater part of its length, quite crooked, has 
‘been made the basis of broad ‘insinuations against the integrity of those 
who controlled’ its location. ‘The: Committee have thought it ‘proper, for 
more accurate’ and satisfactory information, and as a matter of justice to 
those’ urider “whosé° administration’ that’ part of the road was located, to 
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haye prepared an outline map of the whole of the first division of the 
road, which is submitted with this Report. This map shows, as: well as 
can possibly be done within so small a space, the exact outline of the road; 
the character of the country through which it passes; the ridges which 
intersect and divert it from its course; the streams it crosses; the cuts 
required to be made, and the fills made necessary by constantly recurring 
depressions. It, also, shows the character of the country on both sides of 
the line; the height of the ridges and their course; from which may be 
formed some opinion as to whether the curvature which appears in the 
road, was, or was not, necessary, to the extent to which it exists. 

The Committee having, to as great an extent as possible, tested its truth 
by their own examination, believe that this map is accurately made, and in 
- all respects reliable, as showing the real character of the line of the road’ 
’‘and the country through which it passes. It may be added, with regard to 


_ the curvatures of the road, that so far as the information of the Committee, 


obtained from a number of competent and experienced persons, may afford 
a basis for comparison, and so far as their own observation and knowledge 
of other roads passing through a similar country is concerned, this portion 
of the Pacific road is not more than usually crooked, and the curves upon 
it are not either as sharp or abrupt as are often employed on other roads. 
The Committee are informed, and believe, that there is but one curve on 
this portion of the road, the radius of which is so short as eleven hundred 
feet; while on other roads, curves sometimes occur of a much less radius. 
This curve, about 1,000 feet in length, occurs at Hamilton Creek Station, 
and is made necessary in following the valley of the Meramec River. 
Krom this point, the line follows the meanderings of that stream, keeping 
within the valley for some four miles. Other lines were run, for the pur- 
pose of avoiding the curvature produced by following the Meramec; one 
directly crossing the bend formed by the Meramec River, which was found, 
besides the necessity of building two lengthy bridges for the double cross- 
ing of that stream, to involve exceedingly heavy and costly excavations, 
anda tunnel, in crossing the ridge which divides the bend—to be very much 
more costly than the route following the valley of the stream, and to change 
the character of the whole road; by making it necessary to introduce a 
grade of seventy-five feet to the mile, in place of one of forty-five feet to 
the mile, which is now the controlling grade on the whole line of the road 
east of Jefferson City. Another survey was made, cutting across the bend 
at a pot higher up, and shortening the line somewhat, though less than 
the one just described. ‘This, also, required two bridges tobe built, and was 
found (on this and other accounts) to be from twenty to forty thousand 
dollars more costly, and was, for that reason, though recommended by the 
Iingineer, rejected by the Board. 

‘he Committee have thought it proper to make special mention of this 
one case, partly because, being the most conspicuous curve, as it is the 
longest on the first division of the road, it is/of itself worthy of notice ; 
and partly because they believe, that in the mode in which its occurrence 
is accounted for, an. illustration is furnished which is applicable to the road 
generally. wherever its line has been. made the subject of comment; and 
partly, also, because, the fact. that this curve occurs here, has been very 
frequently cited as an evidence of improper feeling and action, on the part 
of some, at least, of those. who are responsible for the location. me 

The Committee have not supposed that) it was contemplated by the. reso- 
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lutions, under which they have acted, to impose on them the duty of 
examining into the private transactions and affairs of the gentlemen who, 
from time to time, since the organization of the various railroad compa- 
nies, have been officially connected with them, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether they, or any of them, had used their station, and the 
knowledge and superior opportunities it afforded, for their private interest 
and advantage—nor, to do more than-ascertain and report, whether all 
concerned had been clear in office and faithful in guarding and observing 
the interests and trusts confided to them. At the same time, it may well 
arrest the attention of those who are responsible for the honest disburse- 
ment of the money of the State, loaned to these great enterprises ;* and it 
does become a subject eminently worthy of investigation, in any way in 
which it. can properly be examined, when. grave charges are made or even 
insinuated, that the line of any one of the roads has been diverted from its 
proper course, or has been constructed at greater expense, by reason of 
the interest of parties in or out of the Board, that they might derive 
advantage or profit from it. It is the desire of all good men—it is the 
right of the State—it is for the benefit of every interest that is worth 
protecting, that such abuses, if they exist, shouldbe exposed. On the other 
hand, it is the right of those who rest under such imputations, to have a 
full and public acquittal, if they are found to be unjustly accused or sus- 
pected. It is proper to remark, that in several instances a desire has been 
expressed to the Committee, by gentlemen connected with the various 
companies, that they should direct their attention specially to this topic, 
and facilities have been offered for procuring all possible information upon 
it. Wherever, as the result of direct examination, or incidentally, the 
Committee have been able to arrive at a knowledge of the facts in each 
particular instance, it has been found, either that there was no ground 
whatever for even a suspicion of improper action, or that, if there was 
any appearance of impropriety, it was susceptible of a full and satisfactory 
explanation. Jt may be remarked, generally, that so far as the Committee 
have been able to ascertain—so far as their information, derived from all 
sources, affords opportunity to decide, and as they believe—there is no just 
ground for the opinion, that in this respect there has been any failure to 
discharge their entire duty. 

It should perhaps, also, be added, that though, as. has been explained 
above, the Board of Directors were influenced by popular prejudice in 
favor of the inland route (in which they probably, to some extent, partici- 
pated), to locate the road upon that route so far as Franklin, there is no 
evidence whatever, that in the actual location of the road upon the par- 
ticular route adopted to that point, any considerations had weight, except 
the engineer’s report, and the questions of economical construction and use. 

The Committee find, that on the 10th day of September, 1854, a con- 
tract was made with Kirkwood, Porter & Co., for the construction of the 
third and fourth divisions; constituting the whole line of the road west of 
Jefferson City. An abstract of this contract is appended to the report, 
which comprises all the contents of it, with the exception of the schedule 
of prices to be paid to the contractors for the work done under the several 
appropriate heads. With regard to this exception—since it applies to all 
the contracts which contain clauses affixing certain prices to each particu- 
lar portion of the work to be done under them, and which the Committee 
have thought it proper and necessary to incorporate in their report—it 
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may be proper to make at this point a general explanation.—When the 
Committee entered upon their work, and up to a very late period in the | 
prosecution of it, it was their intention and their desire, as it is still, if it 
were proper, to embody in the Report a full statement of the prices con- 
tracted to be paid by each one of the companies, so far as the several 
contracts might be drawn upon that plan, for every species of work— 
showing how. much is paid per yard for excavation; how much for masonry 
of each class, &c., &e. The Committee are well aware that a very general 
desire existed on the part of members of this body, and the people gene- 
rally, to procure this information; since, partly from rumors of various 


_ kinds which have gained currency, and partly, and naturally perhaps, from 


the very greatly increased cost of the work, so far as completed, on the 
Pacific Railroad, beyond the original and subsequent estimates, very many 
persons have been led to believe that exorbitant prices were paid to the 


_ contractors for work, to be by them sub-let at greatly reduced prices ; the 


difference going to enrich them and to impoverish the Company. Shortly 
before preparing this Report, however, the attention of the Committee 
being more particularly directed to the propriety of making such a publi- 


cation, they have been constrained, after very careful examination of the 


whole subject, to come to the conclusion that it would not be right to do 
so. ‘The reasons for this opinion may be briefly stated. The main, if not 
the only inducement to the contractor, to enter into the engagement with 


the Company, is, of course, the hope or the direct prospect of pecuniary 


profit; and when the plan of contracting with one individual or a firm, for 


the work upon-a long section of the’road, is adopted, the chief and legiti- 
“mate source of profit to the party contracting must be the difference 


between the price paid him per yard for excavation, masonry, &c., &c., 
and the price to be paid by him to the sub-contractor who takes a small 


detached portion of the work. If the discrepancy is great, so is the profit ; 
“if small, the profit must be correspondingly decreased. ‘This being the 


case—contracts having been entered into by both the parties, in good faith 
and with a clear understanding—would it not be a breach of faith on the 
part of: the Company, to publish to the world the items of the price agreed 
to be paid, when the contractor must go into the community, and, to pro- 


- tect his own interest, induce other. parties to engage to do the work for a 
less price than he is to obtain for it? It so appears to the Committee. 


If, then, it would be improper for the Company to do it, would it not be 


equally improper and unjust for the State to require it to be done? ‘The 
Committee cannot avoid the conclusion, that it would. Still another view 


of the question may be taken. If, upon such a publication, it should appear,

“with any of the Companies of this State, in any way; and they cannot 


doubt that the course adopted will be sanctioned by the General Assembly. 
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The result desired, however—that is, to ascertain, not by exact items, but 
ina manner almost as satisfactory, what is the actual cost of the work 
under construction—may be arrived at in another way, and the real state 
of facts developed as to whether exorbitant prices have, or have not, been 
paid under existing contracts, for work done. 

The following condensed statement of the contracts for the work, upon 
that portion of the line of the road, between St. Louis and Franklin, which 
has been prepared from the records of the Company, under the direction 
of the Committee, will show, to some extent, the difficulties encountered by 
the Company ; the prices originally contracted for, and those subsequently : 
paid; and the result, from that part of the work, to the several contractors 
engaged upon it. This work, and that from Franklin to Jefferson City, 
having all been completed, and the settlements having been made, except 
as to a portion of the Second Division, between Franklin and Jefferson 
City, there is no impropriety, as in the case of pending contracts, in 
stating the prices actually paid. Before making this‘ statement, and to 
show, how, in this mode, the prices stipulated to be paid under existing 
contracts, may be approximated, nearly enough, at least, to judge of the 
character of those prices, it will suffice to say, that while the prices 
originally agreed upon with the contractors, as shown above, are generally 
lower — those finally paid, are generally much higher than are now paid 
under any of the existing contracts by any of the Companies. ~ The tables 
following this statement of contracts will show (the first), the amountof 
the various kinds of work done on the First Division, from St. Louis to 
- Franklin, prior to the opening of the road,-and its cost; and the second, 
the whole amount of the various kinds of work done on the Second Division, 
from Franklin to Jeffetson City, so far as the final settlements have been 
made, and its cost. | 
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HISTORY OF CONTRACTS 


For Graduation and Masonry, including a portion of the Ballasting, 
from St. Louis to Franklin, being the First Division of the Pacifie 
Railroad. 


Sxuction 1.— Extends from Seventh to Fourteenth street, in St. Louis, 
and includes work in filling Chouteau’s pond, which is yet unfinished. 

Src. 2.— The original contract was with John Gregg, for earth excam 
vation, including haul, at 132 cents per yard. Gregg becoming embar- 
rassed, the work was transferred, on the 29th of January, 1852, to Michael 
Murphy, who proceeded with it, but was so far behind on the 10th of July, 
1852, on account of the difficulty of the work, that he could not go on, 
and the price was changed to 20. cents, and some portion of it, witha 
longer haul,of earth, to 24 cents. In the final settlement with Murphy, 
the Railroad Company had to pay his men for two or three months, to 
ensure the completion of the work. The grounds at the Fourteenth street 
depdt were made, principally, by hauling earth from the west side of Chou- 
teau’s pond, some of which was hauled a short distance, and some, from 
one-fourth to half a mile. This work was done by Anthony Fox, and by 
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R. 8. Harty, at 173, 22 and 263 cents per yard, varied according to the 
distance moved; a portion of it was finished by the Company, by day’s 
labor, with a gravel train. The ballasting upon the same section was done’ 
partly by the Company, with a gravel train, hauling ballasting from the 
Meramec river, and, also, by contract with A. Fox and R. 8. Harty, for a 
portion of which, the price paid was 55 cents, $1 85 and $1 08 per cubic 
yard, varied according to the distance hauled. The masonry was done 
by Brierly, Tool & Co., and by Darius Hunkins. The foundations for 
masonry for Chouteau’s pond creek, were put in by the Company driving 
piles, and doing the earth excavation by day’s labor. 

Sec. 3.— Michael Murphy was contractor for the earth excavation, at 
18 cents per yard. P. Conway, at the same price, and Patrick Ryan, at 
22 cents. The machine shops of the road are placed upon this section, 
and a large amount of grading was necessary to secure sufficient grounds. 
A great portion of this work was done by the Railroad Company by day’s 
labor. Neither of the contractors made any money under their contracts. 
The masonry upon this section was done by Brierly, Tool & Co.: earth 
excavation for foundation, at 20 cents per yard; the masonry, at $5 and 
$7, varying according’to its description. 

Sec. 4.—Pat. Ryan, contractor, at 15 and 25 cents per yard, for exca- 
vation; rock, at 60 cents. The Company were obliged to pay Ryan’s men 
for several months, to secure the completion of the work. The ballasting 
was done by the Company, with a gravel train, hauling from the Meramee 
river, a distance of about 20 miles; and, also, by Ryan, with broken stone, 
at $1 per cubic yard. The masonry was done by Brierly, Tool & Co.; 
earth in foundations, at 20 cents per cubic yard; labor in putting timber 
in the same, and pumping and bailing water, $555 44; masonry, ate $7 
per yard. ) 

Sec. 5.—The work was done by Pat. Ryan, M. H. Cornwall, and a 
large portion of it by the Company, by day’s labor. Ryan and Cornwall’s 
prices were 15, 16 and 31 cents, and some excessively hard material (hard- 
pan), at 40 cents. The ballasting was partially done by Ryan, at $1 124, 
and $1 per yard; a great portion being done by the Company, with gravel 
trains, from the Meramec river. The contractors upon this section aban- 
doned the work before it was completed. The masonry was done by J. 
T. Dodge: first, second and third class masonry, at $2 25, $5 and $6; 
earth excavations in foundations, furnishing timber for the same, and 
placing it, cost $686 72. 

Sec. 6.—By J. T. Dodge:— Earth at 19, 25 and 25 cents, and rock 
60 cents. Ballasting by Dodge, at $110 and $1 00 per yard; for masonry 
by, Dodge, $2 25, $3 25, $4 00 and $5 00 per cubic yard; foundations 
cost $363 75, including excivations for foundations, timber and pumping, 
and bailing. It became necessary, from time to time, in this contract, to 
assist the contractors ; but it was finally finished, at nearly contract prices, 
at serious loss to the contractor. 

Src. 7.— Originally contracted with J. D. Geotchius, at 16 cents, who 
abandoned the work when just started. Jt was subsequently let to M. H. 
Ryan & Co., at the same prices, who partially completed, but left it before 
it was finished. It was finally prepared for the track by Cahill & Byron; 
at, 24 cents per yard, and by the Company by day’s labor. The ballasting 
was done partially by Ryan & Co., and J. T. Dodge, at 75 cents and 1 00 
per yard, and a portion by the Company with gravel trains. The masonry. 
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was done in the same manner as the earth work. Geotchius, who received 
$5 12 per yard, leaving the work; and Ryan & Co., at the same price; 
abandoned by them, and finished by Cahill & Byron, and Pat. Mulloy. 

Sec. 8.— Contracted for with Ryan & Co., the earth work at 17 cents. 
They abandoned the work shortly after starting it, and it was finished by 
Cahill & Byron, and Pat. Ryan, at prices from 20 cents to 24 cents; hard- 
pan, 50 cents and 75 cents. The ballasting was done by the same parties, 
at 40 cents and $1 10; who, also, did the masonry, at prices varying from, 
$1.95 to $4 00, $5 12 and.$5 25. The foundations cost $364 79. 

Suc. 9.— This section was done by J. D. Geotchius, Cornelius Collins, | 
P. Conway, P. Ryan, 8. Lea and Pat. Mulloy. The work was originally 
let to the first parties at 16 cents, but, on their failure, was relet again, and 
again, and finally closed at 30 cents for earth; ballasting, at 25, 60, 65, 
75 cents and $1 00; masonry, at $4 00 and $5 12; one piece of bridge 
masonry, with arched culverts, was completed by the Company by day’s 
labor, at a, cost of $12.75 per yard; cost of quarry, $510 87, and 


- foundations, $973 57. 


Sec. 10.—The contract was originally closed with Geotchius, for the 
entire section, who, after partially starting the work at 16 cents, aban- 
doned it. It was relet to D. and P. Sweeney, at 214 cents for earth, 35 
cents for hardpan, and for rock, 70 cents. They worked several months; 
but after losing money and falling behind, the work lagging very much, 
was a third time let to W. W. Barrett, there being but little time to com- 
plete it, at—carth, 40 cents; hardpan, 65 cents, androck, $1 50. Notwith- 
standing these extraordinarily high prices, the contractor lost money by the 


_work. The ballasting was done by Sweeney & Barrett, at 50, 65 and 75 


cents and $1 00 per yard, anda portion of the masonry, by each of the 
parties above named, at the following prices: — $1 95, $2 50, $5 00, 
go 12, $6 50 and $8 00, varying frm time to time, as it passed from 
one contractor to another. The cost of foundations was $847 47. 

Szc. 11.— The contract was originally made with Geotc..ius, who aban- 
doned the work at about the same time as he did other sections. It was 
relet. to Brown & Bowman, and finally passed into the hands of James 
Conran, who finished the work, at a cost of 85 cents for earth; ballasting, 
70 cents and $1; masonry, $4 and $5 12. 

Src. 12.— The contract was originally made with Geotchius, who just 
commenced the work at 16 cents, and abandoned it. It was relet to 
Brown and Bowman, at the same price; and they failing, was finished by 
James Conran, at a cost of —earth, 38 cents; hardpan, 874 cents, and 
rock, $1 25; ballasting, 70 cents and $1 per yard; masonry, at $4 and 
$5 12. The foundations cost $834 57. This section and section 13, 
proved, as far as excavation was concerned, to be the hardest upon the 
line. The earth was apparently cemented together, so that powder was 
used with good effect. 

Suc. 13.— The same as 12 — let to Geotchius, and abandoned by him, 
and finally finished by Conran, at a cost of 88 cents for earth; ballasting, 
at 70 cents and $1; masonry, $4; foundation, $257 71. 

Suc. 14. —This section was principally earth and hardpan. The exca- 
vation was very heavy, and a great portion of the material was moved half 
a mile. The contract was with D. Hunkins, who finished the work at — 
earth, 38 cents, including haul; and hardpan, 60 cents ; masonry, second 
class, $2 50; earth in foundations, 85 cents; ballasting of broken stone, 
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by John Warren, at 50 cents and $1 25 per yard; and Halpin & Mar’ 
cellina, at 624 cents and 874 cents. pe 

Src. 15.— The contract was originally made with J. P. Davidson, at—* 
earth, 17 cents; and rock, 65 cents. This contract was forfeited, and the 
work relet to A. G. Pratt, at—earth, 17 cents; hardpan, 35 cents; and 
rock, 65 cents. But little work was done by either of the above con-’ 
tractors. ‘The work was subsequently contracted for by Wm. Flanagan, 
who prosecuted it with a great deal of energy, but died before the section 
was half done. The material upon this section proved excessively hard, 
and on some portions of it, powder was used, in earth and hardpan exca- 
vations, at times, with good effect. A portion of the work was finished 
by D. H. Donovan, administrator of the estate of Wm. Flanagan, at a 
cost, for rock, of $1.25 per yard; and other excavation (earth and hard- 
pan), of 42% cents, including haul. Some 85,000 yards of excavation 
upon this section, was done by the Company, at day’s labor, at a cost of: 
40 cents per yard. SBallasting by Flanagan, of broken stone, and by the: 
Company, with gravel trains, from the Meramec river. Some small cul- 
verts were built or started, by Davidson & Pratt, at $250 and $4 50 
per yard; but the greater portion by Flanagan’s administrator, for $2 50, 
$5 and $5 50 per yard; foundations cost for this section, $853 43. 

Sreos. 16 anp 17.— Dutcher, Park & Co., contractors. These two 
sections were the heaviest on the division, covering very deep rock exca- 
vations, and two tunnels —one about 600, and the other about 450 feet. 
long. During the progress of this work the cholera appeared, and drove, 
at several periods, the entire force from the sections. Great numbers 
died; and, for a while, it was impossible to induce men to go upon the 
work. J inally, the contractors succeeded in procuring a large force, but 
there was still a good deal of trouble between sections 17 and 18, which | 
finally resulted in a general riot. The military went out from St. Louis, ' 
and finally succeeded in breaking up the mob; and, after this time, a police 
force was stationed upon section 18, to preserve order on the whole divi- 
sion. All these troubles increased the cost of the work, so that the con- 
tractors were unable to finish the work at original contract prices. The work” 
was finally closed at— earth, 24 and 27c.; hardpan, 50c.; rock, $1,00; 
tunneling, $3,50; masonry, $2,124, $3,50, $4,50 and $7,25; ,the founda- 
tions cost $1,220 00. 

Suc. 18.— The contract was originally made with Isaac Skinner, for 
earth excavations, at 19c.; hardpan, 35c.; rock, 70c. J. D. Woody, for 
masonry, $3,00 and $4,50. Skinner abandoned the work, and it was relet . 
to Wm. Burke. He proceeded with the work until he lost several thou- 
sand dollars. The work— principally rock excavations —turned out to 
be full of flint, and extremely expensive. The Company finally assisted 
Burke. A large force was continually on the section. Trouble among 
the men arose. A great portion of the men were quarrelsome, until the» 
section became known upon the line as the ‘“‘bloody 18th.” After great 
exertion, the work-was finally closed up at—earth, 50c., and rock, $2 00 
and $2,25 per yard. | i be 

Src. 19.—J. D. Woody, contractor. The character of a portion of 
this work was similar to section 18, although not so heavy. Great quan- 
tities of flint were found in the excavations. It was originally let at low 
prices; but, finally, closed up at — earth 30c.; rock, $1.40; masonry, at 
$3 00, $4 45 and $5 00. The foundations cost $489 25.0. es 
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Sro. 20.— The graduation contract was originally made with Gartrell 
_& Harrison, who worked some time at —earth, 20c. But, finally, the work 
fell into the hands of the Company, and the entire excavation —rock and 
earth — was finished at an average cost of 50c. The bridge masonry on this 
section was done by Wm. Park, at $7 50. The foundations cost 
$1,542. 75. 

Szc, 21.— The work was done by Strang & Rice, Wm. Flanagan and 
Wm. Park, at 16 (@ 20c, and 40c. for earth excavation, and rock $1 50; 
and for day’s labor, 30c. : 

Wm. Park put up the masonry at $4 00, and $6 25, and $6 75. The 
foundations cost $8,110 19. 

Src. 22.— This was the only contract, from St. Louis to Franklin, for 
grading, that was finished at contract price. Wm. Flanagan, contractor: 
earth excavation, 20c.; hardpan, 30c., and rock, 60¢. A small amount 
of masonry —open culverts—cost $1 95 per yard. 

Sec. 23.— This work was let to Mulligan & Steele, who commenced it 
at 161c.; for earth and rock, 70c. Both died, lost all their means, and 
it was finished by the Company, by day’s labor. The masonry cost $1 95, 
$2,50, $4,00 and $5,12. 

SxEcs. 24, 25, 30, 31, 32 and 33.— This work was let to William 
Burke, at low rates. . When about half done, he became so much involved 
that he could not go on; the Company assisted him, keeping a force ac- 
count on the entire work, and paying all necessary expenses. All this 
work was finally closed up af an average cost, for earth, of 24c.; rock, 
85c. and $1 00; masonry, $1 95, $3 00 and $4 75. 

Sec. 26.— This contract was made with Strang & Rice, for —earth, 
20c., and rock, 60c. The contract wasforfeited, when half completed; and 
it was finished by Flanagan & McNulty, at 25c. for earth, and 90c. for 
rock. Masonry, $4 50 per yard. 

Suc. 27.— This contract was made with Holmes & Thomas. Larth, 
19¢c., and rock, 50c. It was transferred to Bennett, Law & Thomas. 
Harth, 19¢.,and rock, 75c*; and finally finished by E. W. Thomas, at 28¢. 
and 90c.; for masonry, $2 25 and $5 50. 

Sucs. 28 and 29,—D. Hunkins, contractor. The work was origi- 
nally let at very low prices; but, it was impossible to finish it at contract 
prices; and it was completed at an average cost— for earth, of 25c., and 
rock, 90c. Masonry, $2 50, $4 00 and $5 00. 

The contracts on the first division were let when labor was cheap, and 
with little or no experience by contractors, in doing work in Missouri; 
labor increasing in price from 75c. to $1 25 per day. A great deal of 
sickness prevailed upon the line most of the time. The cholera made its 
appearance nearly every year, on almost every section. Provisions of 
all kinds rose to very high prices. Material was found more difficult of 
excavation than any one could have supposed. All these difficulties com- 
bined, increased the cost much over original estimates. A large portion 
of the work, when the cars commenced running to Franklin, was in an un- 
finished condition, and required a great deal of work with gravel trains, 
in widening embankments and taking down slopes in cuts. Most of the 
ballasting was done by the Company, procuring material from the bluffs, 
upon the Meramec river. 

The work upon the Second Division, from Franklin to Jefferson City, 
was let in larger contracts than those upon the First Division. Prices for 
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excavation and masonry have been from 20c. to 30¢. per yard, for earth, 
and one cent per yard for haul, per 100 fect beyond the first hundred. 
‘Rock excavations have cost from 85c. to $1 00, and a small portion has 
cost as high as $1 25. Masonry of the first, second and third class, has 
- cost from $3 00 and $4 00 to $5 00 and SG 00, and, in some instances, 
$7 00 and $8 00 per yard, varied according to the difficulties met in ob- 
taining building stone. These prices have been barely sufficient to do the 
‘work. The profits to the contractors ae been very. small — in. most 
cases, absolutely nothing. 

In a few instances, 8 or 10 per cent. may have been made. Most of the 
work has been extremely heavy and expensive. The line crosses a great 
many streams, and a great quantity of masonry has been necessary, the 
foundations for which have been very troublesome and costly. The stone 
work is generally of the best class. The Gasconade and Osage masonry, 
is of the most substantial character. Excellent stone was found for the 
same, and all placed upon the best pile foundations. The excavations for 
this division are generally complete. In some instances, slides have oc- 
curred, but there is not much reason to anticipate trouble to trams. Con- 
siderable expense will yet be necessary, to protect the road from the river, 
and to remove all material where slides may be expected, and to ballast 
the road from Herman to Jefferson. The bridges upon the line are of the 
Howe plan, with arched and straight top chord; and a few on ‘the 
McCallum plan. Most of the bridgesare complete. Great trouble has been 
experienced by the contractors in procuring timber for the work; but, 
probably, all of them will be complete in a short time. In crossing the 
Osage and Gasconade rivers, the masonry is arranged for a drawbridge, 
turning upon the centre pier. The Osage draw and bridge is complete, 
‘and the Gasconade bridge, it 1s supposed, will be in a short time. 

In the construction of the Second Division, some of the troubles ex- 
perienced on the First Division were met. Among the most serious was 
cholera. Many deaths have oocurred each season from this cause, which, 
of course, delayed the work: ‘This, coupled with want of ready means, 
has greatly increased the cost of the work. At times, the work was 
nearly stopped on this account. ‘The iron for the First. Division, 4,000 
tons, cost, delivered at St. Louis, $45 00 per ton. For the Second Divi- 
sion, 8, 800 tons, cost, délivered, about $75 00 per ton, on the line; ail 
English i iron, excepting some 320 tons from Wheeling.

The completion of the work by the Company afterwards (widening embankments and taking down slopes), is 


not shown in this table. 
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It is proper for the Committee to add, after expressing their decided 
Opinions with reference to the publication of the schedule of prices con- 
tained in the several pending contracts, that they have copies of all of these 
contracts in their possession, and if, after mature consideration of the whole 
question, the General Assembly shall determine that it is necessary to 
publish them, they must, of course, though reluctantly, yield. 

On the ist day of June, 1853, a mortgage was executed by the Com- 
pany for $10,000,000, which included the lands granted by the General © 
Assembly to the Pacific Railroad, and the entire property of the Company 
on the main and branch line, subject to the prior lien of the State. No 
bonds were sold under this mortgage, and it was subsequently cancelled. 

The total amount of subscriptions made to the capital stock of the Com- 
pany, which is, either by express or implied conditions, available, and to 
be expended only on the line west of Jefferson City, is:—

It will be observed, that by the terms of the contract with Kirkwood, 
Porter & Co., they are to progress with their work at such a rate only as 
the Company shall direct, ceasing operations altogether after notice of 
ninety days to that effect. This clause of the contract resulted from the 
limited means of the Company, applicable to that portion of the work 
Under this clause, the work, though it has progressed constantly to the 
present time, has not been prosecuted with as much vigor as it might have 
been, if the Company had been in a better condition as to its resources, 
When the Board of Directors determined not to avail themselves of the 
additional grant of State credit, made conditionally by the act of the 
present General Assembly, approved March 3d, 1855 (of which notice 
will be taken subsequently), it was apparent that the means of the Com- 
pany would not permit them, for the present, to continue the work west of 
Jefferson City, and accordingly notice to that effect, under the contract, 
was given (on the 12th day of April, 1855). to the contractors. The con- 
tractors, however, were willing to continue, if possible, and since that 
date—the expiration of the time required for notice —they have preo- 
gressed at a moderate rate with their work, employing their force, princi- 
pally, upon those portions of the line where most labor has to be perm 
formed, and which, the object therefore is, to keep in advance of other 
parts of the work, that the whole line may advance equally towards com- 
pletion. They have received no money since the expiration of the time 
required for notice, from the Company, except what they have been able to 
collect from the stockholders, upon calls made by the Company, under 
authority given them to collect.. The amount received by them in this 
way is (sofar as settlements have been made withthe Company) $11,296 87. 

Fifty per cent. has been called in on the subscription west of Jefierson 
City, of which a large portion is unpaid. It is proper to remark here, that 
a considerable amount has been expended by the Company on the work 
west of Jefferson City, beyond the amount paid on stock subscribed west 
of that point. 

The act of March 8d, 1855, if it had by the acceptance of the Company 
become operative, located the road ‘through Johnson county, and not 
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north of Warrensburg.” The surveys previously made, and upon which 
that route was determined on, resulted in such a way that the Engineer 
recommended a route for adoption, which met the requirements of this 
law. Subsequent final surveys, however, during the fall of 1854, developed 
the fact that the route, known as Simpson’s Ridge Route, which leaves 
Warrensburg some eight or ten miles to the south, was much better, being 
three miles and a quarter shorter, with grades eight feet less to the mile, 
and $179,000 less costly. This state of facts led the Board to doubt 
whether the location—since the act was not positive, but conditional— 
should, by their acceptance of it, be made on the Warrensburg route; and 
after much discussion, running through severai weeks, it was determined 
to refer the matter again to the Legislature. It would, probably, not be 
proper for the Committee to make any comment here, indicative of an 
opinion as to how, if at all, the General Assembly should decide this 
‘question. It may, however, be remarked, that, under the peculiar circum- 
stances of the case, the fact that great exertions in aid of the toad have 
been made by the friends of the Warrensburg route, and, after an original 
subscription, an additional amount subscribed, with the understanding on 
their part, and, at least, an implied, if not a direct pledge on the part of 
the Company, that the road should be located on that route —it would seem - 
unjust, except for the best reasons, now to change the location. The 
action of the Board with reference to this matter has been, perhaps natu- 
rally, complained of, as the Committee are informed, and the motives of 
their conduct assailed. The Committee deem it only their duty to say, 
that whether that action was judicious or not —a question on which they 
desire to avoid any expression of opinion —they are satisfied the considera- 
tions which induced it were only those of economy, and a desire to secure © 
for the road the most advantageous route. 

The great reason for the lack of confidence in the management of the 
affairs of this Company, so far as it has existed, has arisen doubtless from 
the actual cost of the work, so far as it has progressed, so much exceeding 
the estimates made, from time to time, by those who have been charged 
with its construction. The remarks, which have already been made in 
connection with the work on that part of the road, especially, lymg 
between [Franklin and St. Louis, have perhaps shown, to some extent, the 
manner in which the cost has been increased beyond what was supposed 
to be a fair allowance for it, in making up the estimates from surveys. 

It should be remembered, that from the very nature of the subject and 
the character of the calculations, proceeding upon data which it is entirely 
impossible to render certain, and which can only be approximated at best, 
that the estimates made of the probable cost of a railroad, as the result 
of surveys, no matter how skillfully compiled and reckoned, with a desire 
. to arrive only at the truth, must be illusory sometimes, and often shown 
by the result to be widely erroneous. In commenting on the difference 
between the estimated and the actual cost of that portion of the Pacific 
Railroad now completed, and the estimates, which have been increased 
from time to time, it is proper, also, to bear in mind the fact that they were 
made in a State, the people of which had no experience, within its limits 
at least, in the construction of such works; were conducted by those who, 
however qualified for the work, and faithful in their discharge of it, were 
operating in a new field, under novel circumstances, ignorant, necessarily, 
of the material to be dealt with in the work of construction (and which 
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might, and, as the result proved, did differ essentially from that encoun- 
tered in other States, in the obstacles it presented to the progress of their 
work), and misled perhaps by the very experience acquired in other fields 
of operation. Again, it is to be remembered, that after the line of the 
road is fixed and the estimates made up upon it, it is often (as has been 
the case throughout much of that portion of the Pacific Road now com- 
plete) considerably shortened; a result which, whilst it is always desira- 
ble, if not too costly, is nearly always found to increase the cost conside- 
rably. It should be considered, also, that in the case before us, the ten- 
dency has been constant, and in a manner and to an extent that it is 
evident could not have been foreseen by any exercise of human sagacity, 
to an increase of cost in many directions; in the price of labor, by reason 
of the scarcity of provisions; by reason of epidemics and other sickness, 
on the line of the work; on account of weather unfavorable to its pro- 
gress; by the advance in the price of iron and all other materials; as the 
result of a stringent money market, which either excluded from the market 
the securities the Company had to offer, or permitted their sale only at a 
great sacrifice; by an increased amount of interest on the State bonds, 
payable, because of the delay in the completion of the work, in greater 
proportion than was expected, out of capital, than from the earnings of 
the road; by the addition to the estimates of increased amounts of machin- 
ery and rolling stock necessary for the use of the road, and added to the 
original estimates, to an amount which would cover the wants of the road 
as 1t progressed to completion. | 

Let all these elements enter into the consideration of the question, and 
your Committee are constrained to think, that though the result will still 
show a large, perhaps a too greatly increased cost, the reasons for the 
increase will be shown, and an explanation afforded, which removes, by 
accounting for it, the alternative of wasteful expenditure. This might, 
perhaps, be shown better by a comparative statement of the successive 
estimates from the beginning; but too much space would be occupied by 
it. However, it will be sufficient for the purpose, to quote the following 
comparison of present estimates with those made in 1852, contained in 
the statement showing the past action and present progress and condition 
of the Pacific Railroad, submitted by the President to this body at the 
last session : —

The Committee have been struck with the admirable system of regu- 
lating, controlling and keeping the accounts, which has been adopted, 
_and which pervades all the branches of the organization of this Company, 
and the conduct of its business. Since it seems, to a great extent, to 
afford perfect security, when vigilantly carried out, against dishonest, 
extravagant or unwise expenditure of the funds of the Company, it may 
be well to state, as briefly as may be, what that system is. It would, 
perhaps, be possible to carry such a svstem into full operation, only in 
cases where, as here, the extended affairs of the Company absolutely 
require, for their proper transaction, the employment of a large number 
of persons. 

The whole of the business of the Company—arising out of its con- 
struction and transportation affairs —is distributed among several depart- 
ments. Of these there are ten, each one having its recognized head — 
though the duties of more than one of them may be, and are, sometimes, 
m practice, devolved on the same person. Whenever any indebtedness is 
sontracted on account of the Company, by the head of any one of these 
departments, or those acting under him, it becomes his duty to satisfy 
himself personally, as far as possible, of its correctness, and, if satisfied, 
to make certificate thereof upon the voucher for the amount. This voucher 
then passes into the hands of the Auditor, who examines it to ascertain 
whether it is correct and a just charge, and being convinced of this, approves 
it, certifies its correctness, and charges the amount shown by the voucher 
to the head of the department, crediting accounts audited for the same 
amount on the books of the Company. ‘The account thus audited passes 
into the hands of the Treasurer, who, upon payment of it, takes the proper 
receipt, and enters the amount shown by the voucher, and paid by him, on 
his cash book. ‘The Auditor then makes, from the Treasurer’s cash book, 
an entry upon the books of the Company, crediting the Treasurer’s account 
with the amount of the voucher, and debiting accounts audited for the 
game, which, if all the steps and entries have been properly made, balances 
accounts audited so far as this voucher is concerned. At the end of every 
month, the head of each department makes a report to the Auditor, dis- 
tributing under their proper heads of expenditure the amount of the 
vouchers audited by him, and charged to them during the month. The 
Auditor, after such examination as satisfies him of the correctness of this 
distribution, approves the report, and credits with the amount shown in it, 
the head of the department from which it emanates, charging to the gene- 
ral expense account of the Company the amount thus expended and ap- 


* By the late accident on the Pacific Railroad, on the Ist inst., one locomotive engine was disabled, and six 
passenger cars, and one baggage ear, totally demolished. 
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portioned. If the amount thus distributed each month by the head of any 
department is exceeded by the amount of the vouchers audited and charged 
to him, the balance is intended to, and should, represent materials and 
stock on hand, or labor performed but not ready for distribution; and this 
balance, varying in amount from time to time, may and does stand against 
the heads of some of. the departments from month to month, representing ° 
materials and labor in their hands to be distributed as shown above, when 
actually used, and’for which each head of department, so charged, is, held 
responsible. 

All moneys paid to the Company, on whatever account, must pass through 
the hands of the Treasurer-——who charges himself with them on his cash 
book —from which they are transferred by the Auditor, and become a 
charge against him on the books of the Company—Jin which, also, the 
proper person, or account which is entitled to it, receives a credit for the 
game. 

At the end of every month the Treasurer makes a report (which is an 
abstract of his cash book) to the Board of Directors, which is always 
referred to the Committee of Accounts, composed of three members of 
the Board, whose duty it is to examine into the correctness of his state- 
ment of receipts and vouchers paid, and report thereon to the Board, 
which is done from time to time. Thus the Auditor and the Committee 
of the Board act as checks on the Treasurer; and assurance that no claim 
not justly due will be paid, is found in the fact, that each one must be cer- 
tified to be correct by the head of the department for the use of which 
the indebtedness was incurred —must then be approved by the Auditor, 
and by him subjected to careful examination, before it can be paid by the 
Treasurer. 

The Auditor acts as a check’ on the heads of departments, since’ all 
their accounts must pass through his hands for examination and approval. 
There are, also, corroborative tests of their correct administration, as, for 
instance, in the employment of laborers on the road, through the foreman, 
who keeps accurate records of the exact time spent in labor on the work 
by each person, and through the Clerk, who makes up the pay rolls of the 
departments when such assistance is necessary. On the other hand, the 
accounts kept by the heads of the several departments act asa check upon 
the Auditor, and as a test of the correctness of his books, while the Trea- 
surer’s balance, as shown by his cash book, must always agree, at any given 
time, with the Auditor’s balance, and thus furnishes a test of his accuracy. 
Again, the Auditor’s monthly trial balance sheet affords a final test of the 
correctness of his accounts. | 

It is the duty of the Auditor to satisfy himself, from time to time, by 
personal examination, as to whether the books of accounts of the several 
_ departments are properly kept, and to prescribe the mode in which they. 
shall be kept. The power to contract indebtedness on account of the 
Company, is recognized in the-heads of the different departments only so ~ 
far as the object of expenditure may legitimately attach to, or come within, ~ 
the scope of their powers and duties respectively —subject to the control 
of the Chief Engineer, in the departments falling more directly under his: 
supervision, and to that of the President, as Chief Executive Officer of the 
Board of Directors, which includes all. | 

This system, if faithfully carried out, requiring each item of expendi- 
ture to be subjected to so many tests, would seem to give the best security 
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against any unauthorized or unfaithful use of the means of the Company. 
The Committee have no hesitation in saying, as the result of their investi- 
gations on this branch of the subject, that it is rigidly enforced. 7 

The Committee hoped to be able to report the completion of this road 
to Jefferson City. The melancholy events of the past week must postpone 
this for some time. By that shocking disaster, which destroyed so many 
other valuable lives, the Chief of the engineering and transportation de- 
partments of the Company was killed. His death imposes on the Com-_ 
mittee the duty of making special mention of the marked ability, the skill, 
fidelity and assiduity, with which he labored in the departments over which 
he presided. This much, at least, is due to his memory. 

The Board of Directors have appoimted a commission to investigate and 
report upon the causes of the late accident on this road. 

It is understood, also, that they have taken steps to secure the opening 
of the road for the transportation of freight and passengers, from St. 
Louis to Jefferson City, at a very early date. i 

The entire road, so much of it as is completed, is, so far as the Com- 
mitteee can judge, and, as compared with similar works in other parts of 
the country, of the best and most substantial character. This may be 
said, more particularly, with reference to that portion of it which has been 
longest completed and in use.

& CO.. FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF THEIR ROAD WEST OF JEFFERSON 


CITY. 


Date of contract—19th September, 1854. / 

James P. Kirkwood, Marvin Porter & Thomas L. Price, party of the 
first part, and the Pacific Railroad of the second part. 

Party of first part agrees to execute in a thorough manner, and to the | 
satisfaction of the Company’s Engineer, and subject to the specifications, 
all the work for the 3d and 4th divisions of the Pacific Railroad extend- 
ing from Jefferson City to Kansas, about 150 miles. 

The Contractors to construct a first-class Railroad. They do the 
graduation, masonry (including foundations and materials), track-laying, 
and furnishing all materials except the iron rails; they make twenty-five 
turn-outs; make the fencing, gates and cattle guards. And for any work 
done not specified — everything being specified, except some minor matters 
that could not be foreseen —the Contractors get ten per cent. advance over 
actual cost, with a fair allowance for economical use of tools. 

The Contractors have the privilege to build the bridges, depdts, wood- 
sheds, water fixtures and turn-tables, to the amount of sixty-six thousand 
dollars, and the Company to pay ten per cent. increase on the price at 
which the Company can have it done by other parties, but allowance 
being made for payment of ten per cent. in construction bonds, at par. 

All directions, explanations, superintendence or instructions spoken of, 


av 
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refer to the Engineer of Company, or his agents. The Contractors may 
_ require the instructions to be in writing. The Kngineer may make alteras 
tion in the amount or description of the work or materials, a fair allow- 
ance being made by him on either side. 

In case of difference between the parties, the matter. to be referred to _ 
the Chief Engineer of the Company; and should either party be dissatis- 
fied, it shall be referred to the arbitration of the same persons named in 
the contract with Diven & Co., Contractors for 8. W. Branch, under the 
same conditions, and with like effect. Vacancies by death or resignation 
to be filled by agreement of parties. 

All materials used to be inspected, and all work to be examined at all 
times, by the Engineer or his agents. 

The final measurements of all work to be made under the direction of 
the Engineer of Company, who is to determine on its quantity and quality, 
and whether it satisfies the contract. 

The Contractors are bound to employ competent foremen, workmen and 
experienced mechanics, and are bound to discharge immediately any men 
that the Engineer cons siders incompetent, disorderly, or disposed to mint 
mischief on the work. 

No liquor is allowed to be sold on the work. Good order to be main- 
tained ; and to instruct their agents and foremen not to molest the property, 
or interfere with the rights of persons living in the vicinity of the work. 

The whole work to be completed by 1st April, 1857, but to be completed 
by subdivisions, and operated as fast as completed by the Company. But 
the Company may regulate the rate of progress of the work—the Com- 
pany to give three months’ notice. But no reduction of work to form a 
claim for damages by the Contractors, even though the work be tempo- 
rarily suspended entirely—a reduction of work, toa certain extent, extends 
the time for completing the contract. 

The Contractors agree to take 20 per cent. in construction bonds of the 
Company, at 80 cents on the dollar. But amount of construction bonds 
issued and secured by mortgage of Kansas route, and the lands due to 
that route, not to exceed $2,500,000 ; and the construction bonds, in point 
of security, to be of first-class, and subject only to lien of the State. No 
bonds to be paid Contractors until six months after commencement of the 
work. 

The Contractors have the privilege of negotiating the whole, or any 
part of the bonds to be paid them—but there is the same provision, as to 
a deposit of proceeds in the hands of Trustees, as in the contract with A. 
S. Diven & Co., on S. W. Branch. 

The Company agree to take laborers and mechanics from St. Eiki west- 
ward, free—materials and freight they charge half price. They, also, 
Saxatsh Contractors one construction locomotive and train of cars, when 
the same is needed on a continuous track from Jefferson City—the Con- 
tractors to pay all cost of transporting the same when required, and cost 
of use and ordinary repairs, and all extraordinary repairs made necessary 
on account of use by Contractors. 

The Company agree to furnish right of way, and waste, and borrowed 
earth, and excavation for ballasting, but not quarries. And nosdelay for 
want of right of way to constitute a ground for claim of damages, but 
only for a claim of extension of contract—-fifteen days’ notice being given 
by the Contractors to the Engineer, of any right of way needed. 
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No sub-contracts by the party of first part to relieve them of any lia- 
bilities under this contract. All payments made to sub-contractors, under 
general or particular written authority, shall be chargeable to first party, 
and sub-contractors’ receipt to be evidence of payment. 

The Contractors agree to be solely liable for damage to crops, property 
or persons, done during the progress of the work, for which the Company 
are liable by law, whether arising from insufficient fences, or of riotous 
éonduct of employees; or other causes. Tlie Company reserve the right to 
deduct, from their estimates, or any stock or money due them, any sums 
they may legally pay for the causes aforesaid, and the Hngineer’s receipt 
shall be evidence against said Contractors. | | 

In case the Contractors fail in carrying the work on promptly, there is 
the same provision giving authority to the Engineer to employ additional 
force, giving notice, &c., &c., as provided in the contract with A. 8S. Diven 

Co. | OS ge 

Notices to the Company or Engineers must be direct from the Contract- 
ors or agents authorized, in writing, and must be sent to the principal 
office in St. Louis, or where the Chief Engineer may be located; and 
notices from the Chief Hngineer or Company are to be sent to the princi- 
pal office of Contractors, and a copy left with any sub-contractor, to whose 
work the same applies. 

Contractors are only to receive pay for work done—but Company, at 
discretion of the Engineer, may make advances on rock, lumber, building 
stone, iron and other materials, delivered for use on the work. Materials 
on. which advances are made, become. property of the Company; but 
Contractors are liable for their destruction by fire, flood, &c., until after the 
work is complete. 

In case of claim for extra work, the bill must be certified monthly by 
the Superintending Engineer, and written authority must be shown that 
the extra work was directed. » bh 
_ With the exception of such instructions and alterations as the Engineer, 
under the provisions of this contract, is entitled to give, the terms and 
conditions herein cannot be dispensed with, except by the written consent 
of the President, specifying the modifications, and endorsed or attached 
to the contract. 

Contractors, when required, to furnish evidence that the men employed 
have been paid. And in case the hands are not paid by the 20th of the 
month, the Engineer is authorized to receive from the Company any 
money due Contractors, and pay the same for labor done up to the time of 
such payment to Engineer — the laborer’s receipt to be evidence against 
the Contractors. And to insure the payment of labor, and protect the 
Company, the Engineer may increase the per centage to be reserved to 
such extent as, in his opinion, may seem proper; but nothing in this section 
to be so construed as to make the Company liable for any debt due by the 
Contractors. 

On condition of the true and faithful performance of the terms of this 
contract, the Company agree to pay for work done, as follows (the prices

Explanatory clause, added 19th September, 1854, as part of the foregoing. 


It is recited, that by the foregoing contract, after six months from its 
commencement, Kirkwood, Porter & Co. should take a certain proportion 
of construction bonds in part payment —that asubsequent clause, inserted 
at the request of the Company, give the Company power to limit the 
monthly work—that it was the intention of Kirkwood, Porter & Co. to 
have a full proportional quantity of work done due to said six months, 
before they received any bonds, which would have enhanced the credit of 
the bonds before needed for use — that the contract, as now framed, might 
enable the Company to do, for the first six months, but a nominal amount 
of work. Now it is agreed that Kirkwood, Porter & Co. shall not be 
required to receive any bonds in payment of work done, until there shall 
have been done and paid for in money, the full proportionate amount of 
work due to six months, as compared with completion of the whole, by the 
Ist April, 1857. 

And it is further agreed, that the Company may elect, at any time within 
8ix months, without reference to amount of work done, whether they will 
pay the proportion of bonds due by strict interpretation of contract, with- 


out this explanatory clause, guaranteed at 80 cents on the dollar— the said _ 


Company having the benefit of any sales of bonds above 80 cents, or may 
pay 80 per cent. in cash in lieu of bonds.

‘Attached to this contract are specifications for graduation and masonry,

LETTER FROM THE LATE T. S. O’SULLIVAN. 


The following communication from the late T. 8. O’Sunurvan, Chief 
Engineer and Superintendent of the Pacific Railroad, which was prepared 
by him, in compliance with the request of the Committee, and in answer 
to certain interrogatories of the Board of Public Works, respecting the 
reasons which determined the location of the Pacific road in the valley of 
the Meramec, and the cost and advantages of that route, eornpared with 
the Union Ridge and Missouri River routes, from St. Louis to Gray’s Gap, . 
was found on his table after his death. 

The Committee have thought it proper to make this use of it, since it 
corroborates and explains the views taken by them, of the same matters, 
in their report, and because it, is a full defence of one, who,.in common 
with the other officers of the Company, has been much blamed because of 
this location. The preparation of this statement was among the last of. 
his official acts, and justice to his memory requires its publication:— =~ 


; St. Louis, October 20th, 1855. 

GENTLEMEN: —In answer to your question, of this day, in regard to 
the location of the Pacific Railroad, I have to make the following answer; 
The surveys for the Pacific Railroad were commenced in June, 1850; 
very shortly after the appointment of J. P. Krrkxwoop, as Chief Engi- 
neer. The question of general route had previously been somewhat con- 
sidered. In an address made to the Directors, in January, 1850, itis 
stated, ‘At the first sight of the map alone, the judgment of an engineer 
would naturally favor the route by the valley of the Missouri.”’ 

A route between the Missouri and Meramec, if the surface of the coun- 
try would admit of a railroad, at tolerable cost, would be next best, in re- 
spect to shortness. But there is a route further south, which, if practi- 
cable for construction, although longer than the others, would be in the 
way of a more various, if not a larger trade, and penetrate a part of the 
State, remarkable for the extent and variety of its mineral resources. 

At this time, with but one road projected, the idea was fixed in the 
public mind, that the route should be inland, in order to develop business, 
and not in the Missouri valley.. And the belief was general, that the ridge 
between the Meramec and Missouri, on which Union is situated, would be 
a cheap and good route. Influenced by this, Mr. Kirkwoop started the 
first survey. As this progressed, it became evident that the ridge alluded 
to was higher than was thought, quite crooked, and with depressions that 
- ealled for very heavy work. At one place, there was a depression of 175 
feet in the height of the ridge, the low point being at Gray’s Gap, wheré 
the road now passes over into the Missouri. The Engineer, becoming, then, 
satisfied that the valleys would probably give the best line, directed that a 
survey should be made by the Meramec. Up to this time, the public feel- 
ing was so evidently fixed with the prejudice for inland route, that no 
survey was intended to be made on the Missouri; but the Engineer, find- 
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ing these routes to be more crooked and costly than was anticipated, re- 
quested authority to make that survey, if only to show how much of first 
ecst was sacrificed in the attempt to develop local business by inland routes. 
Several, and perhaps all, or nearly all, of the Directors deemed this sur- 
vey an unnecessary expenditure of money, but consented to it, more from 
deference to the opinion of the Engineer, than from belief in its utility. 
As these surveys were completed, the Engineer, seeing the great saving 
on the Missouri route, and, at the same time, the public desire to reach 
the mineral country, reported on two combination routes, through “‘ Gray’s 
Gap,’ by which both objects could be partly accommodated. One route 
direct to the Missouri, with a branch, through Gray’s Gap, to the Mera- 
mec; and the other, direct into the Meramec, and thence by Gray’s Gap, 
to the Missouri, this last being the one actually constructed. In both of 
. these, the Engineer included a branch up to the mouth of the Bourbeuse, 
or the Meramec, as the point that must be reached for any service to the 
mineral region. But, in stating the reported result, 1 omit these short 
branches, as only comprising the result. The Engineer’s report, dated 
January, 1851, shows the following result : — i

The Union Ridge route, although six miles shorter, and $875,000 less 
eostly than Meramec route, continued inland to Jefferson City, had about 
seven miles more of heavy grade, nine miles more of the shortest curva; 
ture, did not enter the mineral country it was desired to reach, and was 
longer, and more costly, than the combination route through Gray’s Gap. 
This route was, therefore, dropped, from particular comparison, except in 
statement of results. The real decision was left us, between the Missouri 
River route and the Meramec inland route... So the question stood, until 
after the loan of credit*by the State, and the winter of 1850 and 1851. 

At a meeting of the stockholders, March 81st, 1851, it was resolved to 

“eommence the construction of forty-five miles at once. The origin of this 
forty-five mile division, was, that this reached (the distance was subsequently 
shortened) to the point on the Meramec (now called Franklin), from which 
the route could be continued, either inland or by Gray’s.Gap, to the Mis- » 
souri ; and this is evidence that the Meramec route was the popular one, 
and intended by the stockholders. The Board of Directors, on | 
of April, directed the Engineer to make location sutveys, on the several 
Meramec routes, for forty-five miles. This was the real location by. the 
Board of Directors. They presented no intermediate point to the Engi. 
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neer ; and when, on the 17th day of June, the Engineer first made report 
as to the route, ‘the Directors affirmed his location, and made it public, 
through the newspapers, next day. With these locations, my connection 
with the eastern end of the road commenced, as an assistant to Mr. Kirk- 
woop; and I have reason to know that no influence was exerted with the 
Envincer, as to any point between St. Louis and Gray’s Gap, and tnat 
the location made was not only governed solely by enginecring questions, 
but ts actually made, on the best route, mile by mile, from St. Louts to 
Gray's Gap, for grades, curvature and cost. By considerable increased 
cost, the curves could have been somewhat lessened, and by increased cur- 
vature, the cost could have been decreased; but I believe Mr. Krrxwoop 
to have fairly meaned the questions of cost and curvature. There is but 
one tfifling exception: at Hamilton creek, one of the curves (and the only 
sharp one) might have been lessened a little, and about one-half mile of 
distance saved, by crossing the Meramec twice, with increased cost of 
about $20,000, not varying the line at any point one-half mile .from its 
fresent location. But this the Directors did not think advisable, looking 
solely to cost and danger of bridges; and perhaps they were right. The 
curvature on this division, is constant but easy, as compared with Hastern 
roads, through a similar country, and the road can be safely run at high 
rate of speed. At Hamilton creek, one curve occurs (the only one) of 
1,160 feet radius. On Eastern roads, 900 feet is often used, and sometimes 
100 feet. Every attempt was made to cut out the large S-shaped bend of, 
the Meramec valley, from Meramec station to Franklin, and to this I gave 
my particular attention ; but the form of the country would not allow it, 
without introducing seventy-five feet grades, instead of the present con- 
trolling one of forty-five feet, which was more objectionable than double 
the distance in the bend. ‘To cut off this bend, a survey was made to the 
South, crossing the Meramec, to a comparatively low point (at the head of 
Antyre creek) in the ridge that extends south from ; Opposite 
the mouth of Hamilton creek; but, although the low point alluded to 
promised to the eye a good route, the levelling instrument demonstrated 
‘the necessity of seventy-five feet grades, and very heavy work. The 
attempt was, also, made to pass from Hamilton to the north of the present 
route, either across the ridge towards Franklin, or along the ridge towards 
Gray’s Gap; but the elevation could not be gained with less than a hun 
dred grades of 100 feet per mile. The ridges on either side of the Mera- 
mec, in this neighborhood, are from 250 to 800 feet in height above the 
road bed in the valley. I was, therefore, reluctantly compelled to report the 
crooked route, following the Meramec valley, asthe best one. It was, in my 
judgment, an error to make the road on that route at all, but the error was in 
that general location implied by the stockholders, in March, 1851, and 
made by the Directors,.in April. Mr. Kirxwoop, I believe, agreed with 
me in this, and we only disagreed as to the propriety of attempting inter- 
ference of the Hngineer with what was, at the time, almost universally, 
the public prejudice. He was content to merely state the facts in his 
printed réport, while I should have desired, in his place, to make formal 
and positive protest against the location, and to have argued strongly for 
the true one, believing, as I did, that before long it would be seen to be 
wrong, and that then somebody would beblamed fori it, and, most probably, 
the Engineer. But. I can most positively assert, that ‘the personal interest 
of any officer, Director or friend of the road, had not the slightest influ- 
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ence over the location, generalor particular. None of the Directors owned 
any land on the route, to my knowledge or belief; or, if any, to so small 
an amount as not to weigh a feather in judgment. Some insignificant 
pieces of land may have been bought by a few of the Directors, but sub- 
sequent to the commencement of construction, when the route must have 
been known to any one. Every depot on the road has been fixed by my- 
self, without reference to anything but the business of the country. In- 
deed, it has been to me, as an officer of the road, a subject of pride, that, 
during my whole connection with it, I have yet to see the first instance of 
any railroad action, by any member in the Directory, being influenced by 
personal interest. Such assertions have been made, [ am aware, and may 
not be worth the notice of those against whom they have been made, but 
it may not be out of place for me to have alluded to them, in answering 
the question asked. | | 
Previous to the commencement of the location surveys, a land agent 
was appointed, to get releases for right of way, or promises to release 
when the route should be determined. He commenced near Gray’s Gap, 
and worked toward St. Louis. ‘Near to the city the land became too valu- 
able to procure releases, except on a fixed location on the ground. And 
the Engineer decided to locate two routes— one from the Meramec, in 
order that the Company might have the benefit, in settling right of way, 
ef competition; one route by Carondelet, and the one adopted. As time 
passed, many persons became dissatisfied that the Company did not de- 
cide upon a particular line; and, influenced by this, the Directors made 
the location the day after the Engineer’s Report, and published it abroad. 
This rendered useless the Engineer’s double location, and cost the Com- 
pany very heavily for increased land damages. As to the increased cost 
by this location into the Meramec. In case of the location by the direct 
Missouri river route, the distance would have been shortened, to Jefferson 
City, as.compared with preliminary surveys (on which the Directors 
acted), about nine miles, and cost decreased about $160,000; and as com-> 
pared with actual location, shortened four miles, with decreased cost of 
about $300,000. To this might be added some $100,000, as the worth of 
the increased length of grades, &c., on the Meramec route. The route 
of the South-west Branch would have been through Gray’s Gap, per the 
Meramec, and would have been three miles longer and about $100,000 
more costly, being so much in favor of the present location. This is all 
that was evident at the time. Since then, the projection of the North 
Missouri Railroad adds another item of cost. The Missouri river route 
for the Pacific Railroad, is ten miles in a very practicable route to St. 
Charles, and would have saved the present construction of so much of that 
road. The junction of these two roads would have probably induced the 
location of the Iron Mountain Railroad, to a junction with the two at 
Rock Spring, three miles out; and, with subsequently cénstructed 
branches to the north and south end of the city, have given, in my judg- 
ment, better railroad accommodations, and decreased cost of engine shops, 
than the present plans of entrance. All this can be easily seen now, but 
was not evident at the time; so that the resulting first cost of that Mera- 
mec location may be put, over and above cost by direct Missouri river route, 
at near to one million of dollars, subject to the value of the local development 
on the present route of the North Missouri Railroad. But, I repeat, the 
fault was in the general prevailing prejudice for inland routés, and not 
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with the particular persons who made the location. The same prejudice 
for inland routes controlled the Legislature in 1852, causing them to locate 
the Pacific Railroad westward from Jefferson City, through Johnson 
county ; although, in my opinion, the best commercial route was by Boon- 
ville and Lexington, and that the interests of the State would have been 
better subserved by it. It, also, caused them to locate the North Missouri 
Railroad by the ridge, with increased length and cost; and it was only by . 
the active work of the friends of the Iron Mountain Railroad, that that 
road was not also located by the Legislature, inland, as a branch to the 
Pacific Railroad. 

The location of the road to Jefferson City, may be described as follows: 
The Hngineer’s preliminary surveys and examination showed that, in 
passing direct to the Meramec, there was a ridge to pass over of 250 feet’ 
in height, and that there was but one stream (Grand Glaize, or Sugar 
Creek, heading at the present Kirkwood station), saving in proper direc- 
tion of sufficient length to give the room for descent, with practicable cut, 
with forty to forty-five feet grades. Thus, Kirkwood became a necessary fixed 
point for the crossing this ridge, as Gray’s Gap for crossing the ridge be- 
~ tween the Meramec and the Missouri. Starting in the valley of Chou 
tean pond creck, on Seventh street, from the north-east corner of the 
four blocks owned by the Company, the road follows parallel to the streets, 
as far as possible; and then, with suarp curvature and reverse (about 
600 feet radius), enters Austin, street. This curvature is introduced to 
economize space. It might have been run straight from Austin street to 
the point of commencement, but would have been diagonally across the 
depot ground, and have left the whole triangle, north and west of the 
road, useless for depdt purposes. The freight depot will be at the south- ~ 
east corner of the grounds, on Seventh street, with tracks nearly straight 
from Austin street. As fifty freight cars will pass over the track to one 
passenger car, and as all must run slow between Fourteenth and Seventh 
streets, this curvature for that track, with the room saved, was not deemed 
objectionable, except to the eye. From Fourteenth street to the machine 
shop some light curvature is introduced, to avoid breaking into two Jewish 
Cemeteries, and to avoid land damages. This curvature from Seventh 
street to the machine shop, that the eye does not, in the form of the 
ground, see any reason for, gives the impression to most parties starting 
over the road, that unnecessary curvature has been introduced over the 
whole road. From the machine shop the road ascends with grade to a 
slight depression in the ridge, in one of several. of the heights of 
the commons, and thence descends to the east fork of Des Peres river. 
It then follows the valley, bending to the left of a direct line, in order to 
keep to the required height of grade to the crossing of the west fork of 
the Des Peres river. After crossing this, the ascent commences, and is 
nearly uniform to the crossing of the ridge at Kirkwood. The ground for 
the first part of the ascent is gained by following the slopes of Harper’s 
branch, cutting through the ridge near the head of that branch. The con- 
tinued ascent 1s preserved over the slopes of the head of Gravois creek to 
Kirkwood, where it crosses the main ridge about 220 feet above the start-’ 
ing point at St. Louis. From Kirkwood to Meramec, the whole distance 
is used in the descent, with grades of forty-five feet to the mile, to the 
Meramec valley, to the same level as the high water in St. Louis. From’ 
Meramec station, the line follows the base of the bluffs of the valley, 
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which is the only practicable route to about three miles beyond Hamilton 
creek. Thence a cut-off is made by Flat creek, and a peculiar depression 
of the ridge at Allenton, to the Meramec valley, at Franklin. From 
Franklin the road ascends with 45 feet grade, to Gray’s Gap, and thence 
descends to the valley of the Meramec, at Labadie. From Labadie to 
Jefferson City, the line follows the base of the bluffs. 

From the machine shop in St. Louis to Meramec, and from Franklin to 
Labadie, the curvature is made in order to reach the ground where the 
grade of ascent or descent can be maintained, with the nearest approxi- 
mation to equality of excavation and embankment. The curvature in the 
Meramec and Missouri valleys, is fixed simply with a view to cost of con- 
struction, as the gravel train shall in time remove material for ballasting 
or slides, &c., or as the Company have means to spare to improve the road, 
the line will be gradually somewhat straightened. The tunnels between 
Kirkwood and Meramec were necessary, in order to keep to the grade’ 
needed to overcome the descent into the valley, and the tunnels above 
Washington to avoid sharp curvature. 

I have not supposed your question to apply to locations west of Jeffer- 
son, or on the South-west Branch. On the South-west Branch, questions 
of engineering and cost of construction have solely controlled the location, 
except for the first twenty miles, where the evident better development of 
the mineral interest of that region has induced the location to the south 
side of the Meramec, at a cost of about $75,000.

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAWS PASSED 


RESPECTING THE SOUTH-WEST BRANCH OF THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


All the legislation which has been had with regard to this road, has 
been already mentioned, and'is comprised in the synopsis of laws passed 
concerning the Pacific Railroad. 7 

The act passed at the first session of the Seventeenth General Assem- 
bly, and approved December 25th, 1852, entitled, ‘‘ An act to accept a 
grant of land made to the State of Missouri, by the Congress of the 
United States, to aid in the construction of certain railroads in this State,, 
and to apply a portion thereof to the Pacific Railroad,” vested in the 
Pacific Railroad Company all the lands granted, applicable to the con- 
struction of a railroad from St. Louis to the western boundary of the 
State, to be by that Company located along the line, and used in the con- 
struction of a branch road, as described in the act, and set forth in the 
synopsis of that act, previously given. The act grantsa loan of the credit 
of the State to the amount of one million of dollars, to be used and 
expended exclusively in the construction of this branch road, subject to 
the same general conditions and restrictions, as prescribed with regard to 
the loan of the State credit made to the other railroad companies — with 
the further condition, that no part of the Jands thus provided to be issued, 
Should be issued, until a subscription of five hundred thousand dollars 
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should be made in good faith to the capital stock of the Pacific Railroad 
Company, applicable to the construction of the branch road. The Com- 
pany is required to keep separate accounts of all items of expenditures 
in locating, constructing, maintaining and operating the branch road, and 
of its earnings; may make a new stock for the branch road, and shall 
apply the same exclusively to its construction, and pay the dividends 
arising from its net profits tu the holders of its stock. , 

This act, together with that passed by the present General Assembly, 
approved March 3d, 1855, entitled, ‘‘ An act to aid the construction of 
the Pacific Railroad,” which, by its own terms, did not go into effect, 
because of the failure of the Pacific Railroad Company to.accept it within 
six months after its passage, includes the entire action of the General 
Assembly with regard to the South-west Branch Railroad. , 


THE SOUTH-WESTERN BRANCH ROAD. 


Full preliminary surveys of the route were made, during the fall of 

1852, as shown in the Engineer’s Report, appended to the memorial of 
the Board of Directors of the Pacific Railroad Company, to the General 
Assembly, in December, 1852. 
' Upon the passage of the act of December 25th, 1852, the Pacific Rail- 
road Company proceeded to have the route of the South-west Branch 
finally surveyed, to enable them to locate, and secure the title to the lands 
granted in ‘aid of the construction of that road. The surveys, the Com- 
mittee have good reason to believe, were carefully and thoroughly made, 
traversing the territory within which it was necessary to locate the road, 
by a great number of lines, to ascertain the best and most feasible route. 
As the result of these surveys, the road was located on the 16th of Novem- 
ber, 1853, on a route running from Franklin, on the Franklin county line, 
to a point thirty-seven miles from St. Louis, on the line of the Pacific road. 
From this point it runs to the Meramec river, crossing that stream after a 
length of two and a half miles, and re-crossing to the south side, just above 
the mouth of the Bourbeuse river, near the Virginia lead mines.’ Thence, 
ascending, it follows the ridge, between the Meramec and Bourbeuse rivera, 
passing by Clark’s and Weshon’s, and descends into the valley of the Gas- 
conade, at the mouth of Piney Creek, eighty-nine miles from Franklin, 
and 126 from St. Louis, which is the first division. 

Thence, and following up the Gasconade river for about ten miles, -it 
ascends the ridge dividing between the tributaries of the Osage and Ar- 
kansas rivers, near Lebanon. Thence, follows the ridge to Springfield, 
195 miles from Franklin, and 232 miles from St. Louis, which is the second 
division. ) 
Thence, follows the ridge to the head of Shoal Creek, and by that 
branch to Neosho. Thence, across the spur of the ridge, to the western 
State line, about ten miles north of the south-west corner of the State, 283 
miles from Franklin, and 820 miles from St. Louis, which is the third divi- 
sion — the controlling grade being sixty feet to the mile. It is proper to 
remark, that there seems to have been some doubt, as the Committee have 
ascertained, as to the location of a brief portion of the line of the road, near 
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to the starting point, at Franklin—the, hesitation arising from the fact, 


that, of two lines proposed, the one was, as the Board of Directors thought, 
the best for the business of the road, and for its engineering advantages, 
while the other was the most economical, being about 75,000 dollars less 
costly. The route first alluded to was finally selected. 
After some time spent in negotiations for that purpose, a contract. for 
the construction of the entire road was entered into with A. 8. Diven & Co., 
on the 14th of March, 1854, an abstract of which, with the amendments 
subsequently made incorporated, together with. a copy of an agreement, 
entered into by the contractors on the same day, is appended to this Report. 
It. will be observed that, by this agreement, the contractors obligate them- 
selves to subscribe one hundred thousand dollars to the stock of the Com- 
pany, applicable to the construction of the South-west Branch, if necessary 
to secure the completion of the subscription of five hundred thousand dol- 
lars, which was required to be made by the terms of the law, granting the 
State credit to this road, as a condition to be fulfilled prior to any issue of 
bonds. It was stipulated by the contract, that this subscription of five 
hundred thousand dollars should be made prior to the commencement of 
work under it. Efforts were made by the Company to secure the necessary 
subscription among the citizens of St. Louis, and agents were dispatched 
along the line to call the attention of the people to the enterprise, and 
induce subscriptions to the stock, in aid of it. Notwithstanding the mea- 
aures taken, the requisite amount of stock was not subscribed. During 
the past spring, renewed attempts were made in St. Louis and elsewhere to 
secure the necessary subscription, and the Board of Directors, unwilling 
to delay, longer the commencement of work under the contract, made from 
among themselves farther subscriptions to the stock of the Company, to the 
amount of $20,000. Still, there remains abalance. The Board of Direc- 
tors, however, relying on their ability to secure the subscription of the 
required amount of stock, gave notice under the contract, and work 
was commenced on the first day of June, at Franklin, and is now progress- 
ing upon the whole line of the first division. A fraction of the road, ex- 
tending from Franklin westward, is in. such a state of forwardness that it 


will, most probably, be completed for use during the present month, a dis- . 


tance of three or four miles, crossing the Meramec river upon a temporary 
bridge. . When completed this far, the Company, having constructed forty 
miles of the road from St. Louis, will be entitled, under the provisions of 
the Act of Congress, of June 10th, 1852, to sell,or dispose of a certain 
quantity of land. | 

This may enable the Company to overcome some of the present pecuni- 
ary difficulties which retard the more rapid progress of the work on this 
line., The Committee have been the more careful to. state these facts, 
because they are aware that an impression has gained ground in some 
~ quarters — that the Pacific Railroad Company were deserving of censure 
for their delay in commencing the construction of this road, and that there 
was, perhaps, a disposition on their part to foster the main line of their 
road, to the prejudice and at the expense of the South-west Branch. So 
far as the Committee have been able to form an opinion in regard to the 
matter, from the facts which have fallen under their, notice, and from the 


records and acts of the Company, there is. and has been no ground for © 


uch an impression. It would be easy to cite, from the journal of the pro- 


ceedings mu the Board, evidence of their anxiety to begin the construction . 
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of the road, from the date of the land grant, constantly manifested in — 
various ways; this, however, would render the report unnecessarily 
lengthy. it is apparent, indeed, that, in addition to the desire, which 
would naturally be attributed to them, to benefit the entire community by 
urging the commencement and completion of the road, they find their own 
interest largely involved in pressing forward a work, which, as they antici- 
pate, will prove remunerative in itself, and a most valuable tributary and 
feeder to the main road, which it intersects at Franklin. The general 
statement will suffice, that the Committee have discovered nothing which 
sustains the impression above mentioned, relative to the action or “disposi- 
tion of the Company respecting the South- -west Branch road; on the con- 
trary, they have seen much to assure them of the desire and intention of 
the Company to press it to completion, even in the midst ef pecuniary 
difficulties, which. those who live along its borders, and are to enjoy its 
benefits, have failed to contribute to remove, by subscribing to the stock; 
and they have seen nothing to warrant a suspicion, that the Company have 
any thought. of using the. credit or lands applicable tothe construction of 
the South-west Branch in any other than the mode provided by law. No 
payments have, as yet, been made to the contractors, though a consider- 
able quantity of work has, been done... <A call of five per cent. on the indi- 
vidual subscriptions, and thirty per cent. on subseriptions by counties, has 
been made, but is not yet due. A loan of a few hundred tons of iron rails, 
sufficient to lay the track for three or four miles, and of ties for an equi- 
valent length of road, which was a present surplus in the hands of the 
Company, has been made to the contr actors, and may be char ged a at their 
value, as paid them, or required to be retur ned. 
The following statement shows the whole amount of the subscriptions to 
the stock of the Pacific Railroad Company, applicable to the construction 
of the South-west Branch road: —

GentieMEeN: The following is a synopsis of my report of the 20th March, 1855, from — 
which it appears that the laws of the State passed in reference to the lands donated by act ~ 
of Congress, approved June 10th, 1852, have been strictly complied with on the part of the » 
Pacific Railroad Company. | 

The total number of acres embraced by the grant is about one million one hundred and. 
sixty thousand, two-thirds of which was found within six miles on each side of the line of. 
road ; the remainder, one-third (which was the number of acres disposed of within the six ~ 
miles), was selected from the vacant lands of fhe Government, and not farther than fifteen 
miles from the same. el 

Since the selection made has been approved, there has been reported to the department 
at Washington, eleven thousand seven hundred and twenty-four acres as swamp land, which ~ 
conflict with the selections made for railroad purposes. The act of Congress donating the 
swamp and overflowed lands to the States in which they lie, was passed on the 28th of Sep-. 
tember, 1859. 

The act granting land to aid in the construction of the Pacific Railroad was passed June 
10, 1852. In view of this, it is proposed to relinquish our title to these lands, and select 
others in lien thereof, so soon as it can be determined upon by the Board. 

The lists which were certified to as copies of the originals, under the seal of the General 
Land Office, on the 14th of March, 1854, convey (according to the provisions of the act of 
3d of August, 1854) the fee simple title to the State, to all the lands embraced therein, ‘that » 
are of the character contemplated by act of June 10th, 1852, and gives them the validity of | 
patents from the United States. ’ 

Notice of pre-emption claims under the seventh section of the act of the Legislature, ap- 
proved December 25th, 1852, have been received from the counties of Barry, Crawford, 
Dallas, Franklin, Jefferson, Jasper, Pulaski, St. Louis, St. Charles and Stone, amounting, ) 
to twenty-five thousand and ninety-cight acres, and fifty-three hundredths of an acre: . 
From this data it is safe to calculate that there will be, at least, one hundred thousand acres ~ 
of our lands claimed by preémption, which, at two dollars and fifty cents per acre, as pro- 
vided by law, amounts to two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. hie ! 

I have no doubt that the persons who have filed these claims, are anxious to pay for and 
secure title to their lands as soon as possible, which they can now at any time, and thus aid > 
the Company in the prosecution of the work upon the road, in which they are most deeply 
interested. 

With a view to encourage and set on foot examinations for lead mines, a tract of land in 
Bection 32, Township 41 N., Range 1 W., situated south of the Meramec river, in Franklin 
county, was leased to John Giles for five years, from the 17th of November, 1854, with the 
privilege of purchasing the same at the expiration of the lease, at the valuation that may be 
put upon the class of lands to which it may be assigned. Itis thought that some yaluable 
mines exist in this vicinity. : 

A valuation and classification of all the lands of the Company, excluding those claimed 
by preémption (the price of which is fixed by law), should be made at an early day: | 

Actual settlers, who have settled, or who may hereafter settle and improve any of the 
lands belonging to the Company, should be entitled to the preference in becoming the pur- 
chasers, at the valuation of the respective tracts settled upon, under such rules and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Board of Directors.

Since the date of this report, a map has been prepared and published, 
showing the exact location, by sections of the land granted and selected 
for this road. The quantity of land, which will be subject to sale under .. 
the provisions of the act of Congress of 10th June, 1852, when forty 
miles of the road shall be completed, not including the selections madé 
along more western portions of the line, to make up the deficit which was ‘| 
‘found to exist on the first division, is, as nearly as can now be ascertained, |’ 
107,506 49-100ths acres. This embraces only those lands which are found ¥ 
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vacant within sixty miles of St. Louis. Of this amount, 483 80-100ths 
acres have been disposed of under the preémption law of December 25th, 
1852. That act fixed the value of such land at $2,50 per acre; and the 
amount paid for that portion sold, is $1,209 50, which has passed into the 
treasury of the Company. One tract lying in St. Louis county, of 
88 71-100ths acres, was sold under order of the Board, at one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per acre, it appearing that the person to whom it was 
sold, had erected a dwelling upon it, under the impression that he had 
entered it regularly. With these exceptions, no part of the land granted 
to the Company has yet been sold. The quantity of land due to the first 
division (as far as Franklin), was 127,000 acres. Of this amount, 8,050 
acres were found to be vacant within the limit of six miles on each side of 
the line, and 25,000 within the limit of fifteen miles. The remainder, 
93,950 acres, has been selected of superior agricultural and mineral lands, 
in the south-western part of the State. 

The Committee consider it their duty to notice the action of the Board 
concerning a portion of the lands, claimed by some persons to have been 

ranted to the Pacific Railroad Company, by the act of Congress of June 
10th, 1852. It appears that, with regard to a portion of this land, lying 
in and near the city of St. Louis, the Board of Directors of the Public 
Schools of the city of St. Louis claimed a title in the Schools, under cer- 
tain acts of Congress and decisions of the Department at Washington. 

In the spring of 1854, and about the time when the vote was to be taken, 
in St. Louis city and county upon the proposition to levy a tax to aid in 
the completion of the road to Jefferson City, of $1,200,000, it appears, 
from the journals of their proceedings, that the subject, was discussed in 
the Board, and resulted in the adoption of a resolution to the effect that 
they would not claim, as against the Public Schools or the City, any .por- 
tion of the land selected, lying. in fractional sections, Nos. 24 and 
26 in Township 45 north, Range 7 east. Since that time, no. action 
has been taken by the Board, respecting that land... This included 
all the land to which reference is now had, with the exception of 22 80- 
100ths acres, lying south of the city. An arrangement was made 
last spring, by the Register of Lands of the Company, by. which, upon a 
conveyance to a gentleman of a narrow strip of this land, being about one 
acre, which adjoined lands belonging to him, he was to test the questions 
involved, fully, by trial in the Court of last resort—the Supreme Court 
of the United States. This arrangement, it appears from the journals, 
the Board did not think it expedient to sanction, and 1t was not carried out. 

The whole quantity of the land above mentioned,.is 199 26-100ths 
acres; and the Cummittee are informed, and believe, that its value, ata 
fair estimate, is about $300,000. It is proper to say that, no doubt, the 
action of those members of the Board, who were of the opinion that the 
title of the Company was not good, was controlled by that opinion. It is, 
unquestionably, very desirable for the Company to avoid all controversy 
and litigation with any adyerse party, especially with a corporation which 
has contributed so largely to its means as has the city of St. Louis, and 
with a body, the funds of which are sacred to a cause so,good as that of | 
education. The Committee do not, of course, desire to express any opinion 
as to the merits or strength of the several claims to this land; and, perhaps, 
the only question to be decided is this— whether it is competent for the 
Board of Directors to relinquish a claim, believed by many persons to be 
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valid, to property of so much value, without a resort to the tribunals which” 
have authority to decide-such questions. It has seemed to'them, however, ” 
tovbe their duty to mention the fact. i |

The Contractors agree to build a good, first-class’ railroad, of single 
track, finding all materials, with sidings, equal in length to one mile for 
every ten miles of the road; wood sheds, equal to three thousand feet in * 
length; fifteen water stations ;’ all switches and switch stands; three turn-"'' 
tables; and, also, to furnish one construction locomotive and eight platform ~ 
cars.

If, at any time, the Engineer shall be of the opinion that the Con- 
tractors are not progressing with the work in such manner as to secure the 
prompt fulfillment of this contract, he shall have power to give thirty 
‘days’ notice to the Contractors ; and if, within that time, they do not pro- 

ress satisfactorily with the parts of the road alluded to in the notice, he 
may employ and put on the work such additional force as he may think 
proper, charging the cost of the same to the Contractors, to be deducted 
from the estimates of payments to be made them. If the Contractors 
shall allow three months to elapse, from the date of the notice, without 
taking proper steps to remedy the evils complained of, the Engincer may

The Company agrees, in cases where, from change of line, grades or other 
causes, such quantities shall be exceeded in the actual work, that a propor- 
tionate allowance shall be made by the Engineer for such increase. Any 
decrease from improvements in location, or from other causes, to make no 
difference in the payments to be made to them. The locomotive and ears 
provided to be furnished by Contractors, to be subject to acceptance by 
the Engineer; and the cost of repairing them while in use, except when 
arising from carelessness on the part of the Contractors, or their agents, 
to be paid bythe Company. The Contractors to use them on the tracks of 
the Pacific Railroad for transperting materials only for their own use,

No notices to or from any sub-contractor, shall affect the rights or 
obligations of either party to be binding, except,as they may refer to the 
character or style of particular pieces of work. 


\ DELIVERY OF WORK. 


Kach division, when delivered to the Company, to be as complete as the 
nature of the work will admit. Slopes taken off top, ditches dug when 
required, side ditches cleared out, track in good line and repair and filled 
up, road bed smoothed off, &c., &e. The whole tobe approved by the 
Chief Engineer, before any claim made for settlement. The Company 

may, prior to the completion of such division, take possession of any part 
of the road on which the track is laid, by accepting the same as 
completed. " 


BALLASTING. 


The road bed to be ballasted one foot below the bottom of the tie, piles 
ever gravel or other proper material is found in excavations, or wherever it 
can be procured outside of the road bed, within an ‘average: haul of 500 
feet. 4 | 
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TIES. 

To be of white, post or burr oak, or other timber which the Engineer 
may approve, to be at least eight feet long, hewed out of round timber, on 
two opposite sides, with faces at least six “inches in breadth. Ties sawed 
or split, to contain as much timber as above-described round tie. 


TRON, CHAIRS, &C. 

The iron rail to weigh at least sixty pounds per yard, of quality as’ 
good as that now laid on the first division of the Pacific Railroad. 
Chairs and spikes to be approved by the Engineer; but, no more costly 
pattern to be used than now in use on said first division. 


TRACK. 

To be well and substantially laid, with at least 2,400 ties per mile. Track 
to be filled to the top of the tie, and all surplus material to be thrown 
over the embankment and slopes. 

SIDINGS, SWITCHES, &C. 

Switches, switch-iron, frogs, &c., to be of the most approved pattern, 
as required by Chief Engineer, and laid in substantial and permanent 
“Manner. Sidings not to exceed one mile in every ten. The Engineer 
may reduce the amount of sidings, and require an equivalent amount to 
be spent in such other work as he may direct. 

WIDTH OF ROAD-BED. 

Excavations to be generally eighteen feet in width, for rock, and twenty- 
two feet for earth, at grade; embankments fourteen feet i in width, at grade. 
Engineer may vary these widths, as he may deem proper and fair.to the 
parties. Such slopes to be given to the excavations and embankments, as 
Be Engineer may deem necessary at particular localities. 

: GRUBBING AND CLEARING. 

All roots and improper and perishable material to be danibyed for a 
depth of two feet below the grade of the road. All standing timber, liable 
to fall across the road, to be cut down. 


MASONRY. 


“To be str ong and substantial, and built on good foundation, pile or other, 
as required, and to be in all respects equal for its class to the eeueral 
masonry on the first division of the Pacific Railroad. 

: CATTLE GUARDS. 

Good and sufficient cattle guards to be built on each side of all traveled 
roads, and at every break of fence. 

FENCING. 

Good and substantial legal fenceto be built through all cultivated fields, 
‘and through all farms, at the time of delivery and acceptance of each divi- 
sion by the Company. . Hencing to be built on the line of the right of way, 
and joined to the eat guards. 

BRIDGES. 
To be of such pattern a8 the Engineer shall approve, not to exceed in 
cost Howe’s patent truss, with arched top chord. To be at least eighteen 
feet:in: width clear, and clear seventeen and one-half fect above the of 
the rail. « ‘To becovered, anchored, and ba outside. 
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TURN-TABLES. 


To be of pattern, approved by Engineer, not more. costly than that now 
erected at Franklin. | “ 
WoOD SHEDS. 


To be thirty feet in width, not less than fifteen feet in height, “sa 
boarded down three feet from the eaves; of such length at each station, 
not less than one hundred and fifty feet, as required; forty feet in length 
of each wood shed’shall, if required, be ‘boar ded in and floored with Phat 
forms, doors and windows, for temporary use as freight houses. 


WATER STATIONS. : 


To include all the necessary fixtures of tanks, dams, wells, pumps, ko. by 
to secure a constant supply of water, excepting only the house to cover 
tank, provided that the cost of procuring water does not exceed the cost of 
a well, one hundred feet in depth, at the locality selected. Stations.to be 
where selected by Engineer. 

USE OF TIMBER. 


The Company relinquishes to the contractors all right they have to 
timber or other materials on the right of way, or on the government lands, 
not including any land outside of the right of way;owned by the Company, 
whether procured by purchase, or by gr rant from the State, or the General 
Government, without the consent of the President and Directors of the 
Company. 

“MATERIAL DELIVERED. | 


The title to all material delivered by the Contractors, on which payments 
have been made by the Company, to be in the Corr pany, subject only to the 
amount unpaid for such material to said parties. ‘The Company not required 
to pay for any iron until the same is delivered into the possession of the Com- 
pany ; nor to pay more than the actual cost and charges thereon to the Con- 
tractors, until the same is laid and accepted ona completed part of said siarigh 
road. 

The amendatory contract of June 16th, 1855, to be. saad by all ‘the 
parties composing the firm of A. 8S. Diven & Co., and to be the only evi- 
dence as to who are the members of that firm. ‘The contractors not to sell 
out all, or any part, of their interest in said contract. 

The Company to pay the contractors on the faithful fulment of this 
contract. 

For the first division, the sum of five hundred thousand dollars in ‘money; : 
one million dollars of ‘the bonds, of the State, or money at the market 
‘value (deducting commissions) of said bonds,, at.the time when due; and 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine thousand dollars in bonds of the Company 
of the kind described in this contract, or eighty per cent. of said bonds in 
‘ash. The Company guaranteeing that the amount of three hundred and 
thirty-nine thousand dollars, in bonds, of the last payment shall yield to the 
‘Contractors not less than eighty cents on the dollar. 

For the second division, four million dollars of said bonds, or eighty 
per cent. thereof in cash. 

For the third division, two millions. of said bonds, or eighty per Br : 
thereof in cash. hiya ck 

Payments in proportion, in ois and bonds, conditioned on the true: atl 
faithful performance of the contract, to be made monthly asthe workad- 
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vances; fifteen per cent. in the Company bonds, up to one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, to be reserved until the completion of,last division. 

For purposes of monthly estimates and payments, the Hngineer shall fix 
prices on the particular kinds of »work, as, in his judgment, may seem in 
fair proportion to the value of the whole work. 

If all the divisions shall be completed by said contractors in the time 
‘provided for, an additional amount of five hundred thousand dollars in 
estock of said Pacific Railroad shall be paid to the contractors as a) bonus 
-for such completion. 

Copy of memorandum, executed by A. S. Diven & Co., March 14th, 
“1854: — 

-- \* Whereas, The Pacific Rhilidad Company, by Thomas Allen, Wii: 
President, has this day entered into a contract with A. 8. Diven & Co. % 
for the construction of their South-west Branch ; and, whereas, it is stipu- 
‘lated in said contract that said Pacific Railroad Company shall pay on the 
‘first division of their railroad, five hundred thousand dollars in money, 
and it being understood that said money was to be realized by additional 
stock to be. procured by said Company. Now, it is hereby distinctly un- 
derstood, that if said RailroadCompany fail, after due exertion, to procure 
said subscription of stock, so:as to realize five hundred thousand dollars in 
money, then the said A. §. Diven & Co. shall subseribé one hundred 
thousand dollars of said sum; and if this is not sufficient to raise said sub- 
i seription of five hundred thousand dollars, the said A. 8. Diven & Co. may, 
af they so elect, suspend operations on said railroad until such subscription 
oa8 procured, or some other arrangement is made for procuring said sum;

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SYNOPSIS OF THE LAWS 


PASSED RESPECTING THE NORTH MISSOURI RAILROAD COMPANY. 4 
4 


The sixteenth General Assembly of the State, passed an act entitled, 
“an act to incorporate the North Missouri Railroad Company,” which was 
approved March 3d, 1851. The capital stock of the Company thus incor- 
porated, was fixed at six millions of dollars, to be divided into shares of 
one hundred dollars each, and power given to construct a, railroad from the 
city of St. Charles, along the ridge dividing the tributaries of the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers, to the northern boundary line of the State, 
with a view to its ultimate extension into the State of Iowa. 

The Company are required by the act to commence the construction of 
the road within nine years from the date of its passage, and to complete it 
within twenty years thereafter; and the right is reserved to the State 
to purchase it at the expiration of fifty years, paying therefor its: ap- 
praised value, to be ascertained by. appraisers, chosen mutually by the 
State and the Company, two years’ notice of the intention to itis pl 
having been given. 

At the first session of the seventeenth General Assembly, an ‘act was 
ate entitled, ‘‘an act to expedite the construction of the North Missouri 

ailroad,”’ approved December 23d, 1852... This. act provides for a loan 
of the credit of the State to the North Missouri Railroad Company, to 
the amount of two millions of dollars; no part of which was to be issued 
to the Company, until one million of dollars had been subscribed in good 
faith to the capital stock of the Company. In other respects, as to the 
terms and conditions on which the bonds therein provided for are to issue, 
and the liabilities created thereby, the provisions of the act are similar 
to those of the acts granting the loan of the State credit to the Pacifie 
Railroad Company. 

At the second session of the seventeenth General Assembly, an act was 
passed entitled, “an act to amend an act entitled, an act entitled, ‘an 
act to incorporate the North Missouri Railroad Company,”’ ’ which was ap- 
proved January 7th, 1858. This act enlarged and defined the powers of 
the Company, granting power to continue the road from St. Charles to the 
city of St. Louis, and required the construction of the road to be com- 
menced within three years, and to be completed as far north as Schuyler 
county, within eight years from its passage. The act authorizes the Com- 
pany to issue their bonds to any amount, not exceeding their unsubscribed 
capital, and to execute mortgages on their property to secure the same, 
subject to the prior lien of the State. Many of the provisions of an act 
- entitled, ‘an act to authorize the formation of Railroad Associations, and 

to regulate the same,” approved February 23d, 1853, apply to the North 
Missouri Railroad Company, in common with all other railroad companies 
in the State, as do also the second and third sections of an act entitled, 
“an act for the benefit of the Pacific and other Railroad Companies,” 
passed at the first session of the present (the eighteenth) General Assembly, 
and approved February 10th, 1855, concerning the mode in which bonds 
authorized to be issued to the several railroad’ companies, may be delivered, 
and the terms on which they may be sold or hypothecated. 


THE NORTH MISSOURI RAILROAD COMPANY. 


TuE preliminary organization of this Company took place on the 8th of 
October, 1852. The first election of Directors was held on the 11th of 
June, 1853.. Surveys were ordered by the Board, and commenced during 
the same month, and reported, as far as the Missouri river, opposite St 
Charles, in August, 1853, very soon. after which the road was located to 
that point. Surveys of the entire line were reported in December, 1858, 
_ It appears from the report of the Engineer, upon the surveys made, 
that of the three routes, known as the direct, the central and the ridge 
routes, the direct route was 284 miles shorter, and. $408,100. less costly 
than the ridge route, and 15 miles shorter, and $1,186,000 less costly than 
the central route, and that the central was some thirteen and a half 
miles shorter, and some $778,000 more costly than the ridge route 
It appears, from the journal of the proceedings of the Board of Directors, 
and otherwise, that the question of the decision between these three routes 
was a source of much difficulty and trouble. ‘The terms of the charter re- 
quire the line of the road to be ‘‘as near as practicable, or as may be, 
along the dividing ridge or plane of country, which separates the tribute 
ries of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers, to the northern boundary line 
of the State.” On this account, as it appears, (though but forsthis reason 
it seems that the larger portion of the Board would have preferred the 
direct route, as on every account the best), the central route , bein 
a8 was supposed, a substantial and sufficient compliance with the: provie 
sions of the charter, as to the location of the road; and, though. more 
costly, thought by them to be greatly preferable to the ridge route, wag 
adopted, and the line so located, on the. 13th, of, March, 1854. At.a 
somewhat later date, the Governor communicated to the Board. his ina- 
bility to issue to them the bonds provided bylaw to be issued, on their 
location of the line of the road on the central route, since he considered 
the selection of that route, beyond Mexico, in Audrain county, a violation 
of the charter., This fact, together with a propesition from. certain par- 
ties, to secure the subscription of additional stock.in aid .of the Company 
to the amount of $450,000, on, condition of the adoption of the ridge 
route, and the consideration already stated, of less cost.on the ridge than 
the central route — all of which, as it appears, had their influence in the 
decision of the question —led toa final location on the ridge route, on the 
16th of October, 1854; conditioned cn the subscription;to the stock of the 
Company, proposed to be,made ag mentioned above. This condition has, 
since that time, been substantially complied with. | 

This route is as follows : — | | 

From St. Louis to St. Charles as complete, 19 2-10 miles, which is the 
first division. ‘Thence nearly.due west 36 miles to Warrenton, in Warren 
county, striking the grand divide 3 miles east of that place.; thence) fols 
lowing the divide through Warren and Montgomery counties, passing about 
4 miles north-east of Danville, in Montgomery, into Audrain county, 48 
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miles from the point where it strikes the grand divide; when it leaves it 
and crosses the head waters of the South Fork of Salt River, passing 
through the southern part of Mexico, in Audrain county, 87 miles from 
St. Charles, again striking the grand divide in the north-east corner of 
Boone county, 164 miles from its divergence from it, and following through 
Randolph and’ Macon counties, for a distance of 47 47-100 miles, to the 
point of intersection with the Hannibal and St. Joseph Road; about 9 
miles south-east of Bloomington, in Macon county, which constitutes the 
second division, 147 97-100 miles from St. Charles, and 167 16-100 
from St. Louis. | 2 a 
The third division, not yet definitely located, ascends in a northerly 
direction, through Macon and Adair counties, the divide between Hast 
Chariton and the middle and north forks of Salt river,’ passing through 
Kirkville, in Adair county, to Schuyler county, and through ‘Schuyler, 
wta. the village of Greentop, on the divide between the waters of Hast Chari- 
ton and. Fabius rivers, to the Iowa State line, 61 45-100 miles from the 
intersection. The whole length of the road from St. Louis is 228 62-100 
miles. The controlling grade on the first division is 45 feet to the mile. 
‘On the second division ascending north, the controlling grade is 50 feet 
to the mile; on the same division ascending south, is 45 feet; and on the 
third division ascending and descending, the grade is 68’ feet to the mile. 
On the 25th of May, 1854, the Company entered into a ‘ofl hgotltith 
the firm of Messrs. Sanger, Stewart & Truesdail, for the graduation and 
éonstruction of the first and second divisions of the road, to the pomt 
of intersection with the Hannibal and St. Joseph Road. By the terms of 
this contract, the Company is to furnish, so far as the work of construction 
is concerned, the iron rails and the right of way. An abstract of the 
contents of this contract, excepting the detailed specifications, which are 
substantially the same as provided for in the contract of the Pacific Rail- 
road with A. 8. Diven & Co., for the construction of the South-west 
Branch, and exclusive, also (for reasons fully stated elsewhere), of the 


factorily to the extent permitted by the means of the Company, which 
have been limited, as in the case of other companies, by the late pressure 
in the money markets of this and all other countries. yee e 

The first division of the road, 19 2-10 miles from St. Louis to the Mis- 
souri river, opposite St. Charles, was actually completed on the 15th of 
August, and opened for use on the 20th of that month. The following 
tables will show the amount, actually received in each month, since ‘that 
time, for the transportation of freight and passengers up to the first of the 
present month, and the actual cost of operating the road, including the 
cost of running and repairs to the rolling stock, as compared with the 
receipts. It should be remarked here, since it is apparent upon a com- 
parison, that the cost of running and repairs has been much less on this 
road, in proportion to the distance and time used, than is shown by a simi- 
lar table as to the Pacific road, that this discrepancy, as the Committee 
are informed and believe, arises from the fact, that, in this case, all the 
rolling stock and machinery is new, and therefore, of couse, less likely to

It may be remarked here, that so far as the Committee have been able 
to form an opinion by their. own examination, the character of that ype 
of the road, now in use, is extremely good. 

With regard to the comparison of estimates, made at dararant times,, of 
the cost of the work, the Committee have to remark, that they are unable 
to state the exact amount of those estimates contained in the report of. 
the surveys, made and reported, as far as St. Charles, in August, 18538, 
and for the remainder of the line, in December, 1854, for the reason, that 
this report has been lost or mislaid in the office of the Company, and can- 
not be found, and the information is, nowhere else exactly. . contained.

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They have ascertained, however, otherwise — that the actual increase of the 
estimates given below, as contained in the report of the Chief Engineer 
to the stockholders, on the second of last April, over, those before made, 
was not more than seven or eight per cent ‘The Committee are of opinion 
that this increase may be properly attributed to and explained by the same 
causes, which, as already elsewhere shown, have produced a similar, and 
even a much greater disproportion, in the case of the other roads. It is 
proper to remark, that the interval elapsing between the two estimates, 
was less in this than the other cases, and that the light of the experience 
of others, in this respect, doubtless afforded some aid in estimating the 
costs of this road.

ABSTRACT OF THE CONTRACT 


With Sanger, Stewart § Truesdail, for building the North Missouri Railroad. 


This agreement, made and concluded this fifteenth day of May, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-four, by and between Lorenzo P. Sanger, Hart L. Stew- 
art, John Brown, William D. Sanger, James Y. Sanger, and William Trnes- 
dail—-‘doing business under the name and style of Sanger, Stewart & 
Truesdail— of the city of St. Louis, State of Missouri, parties of the first 
part, and the North Missouri Railroad Company, a corporation incorpo- 
rated by an act of the Legislature of the State of Missouri, by their Presi- 
dent, Isaac H. Sturgeon, party of the second part — Witnesseth: 

- That the said Lorenzo P. Sanger, Hart L. Stewart, John Brown, Wil- 
liam D. Sanger, James Y. Sanger, and William Truesdail, parties of the 
3 B 9 ' ; - 
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first part, hereby promise and agree to perform in a thorough and work- 
manlike manner, agreeably to the directions and satisfaction of the Engi- 
neer of said Company, and subject to all the clauses of the general speci- 
fications in this contract, and subject, also, to all the specifications for 
grubbing, clearing, grading, masonry, bridging, trestle work, furnishing 
eross-ties, track laying and fencing, all the work necessary to complete’ the 
 yoad-bed and superstructure of the North Missouri Railroad, from the city 
of St. Louis to.the point in this State where said North Missouri Railroad 
intersects the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad, supposed to be about one 
hundred a d fifty-six miles, in full accordance with the specifications fur-” 
nished by said North Missouri Railroad Company, which are attached to 
and form a part of this contract, within such time, in such manner, and for 
such consideration, as are hereinafter specified. O8 

The work shall be commenced by the seventeenth day of May, eighteen 
hundred and ‘fifty-four, and shall be completed from St. Louis to the Mis- 
souri River, opposite St. Charles, in one year from the date of these pres- 
ents, and to the intersection of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad by 
the first duy of September, eighteen hundred. and fifty-six (1856); Pro 
vided, the parties of the first part are not delayed for want of right of way 
in such manner, as, in the opinion of the Engineer, shall necessarily delay 
the work. | 

The work shall be executed under the direction and constant supervision 
of the Engineer of the Company; by the measurements and calculations of 
whom, or of an Engineer acting under his direction, the quantities and 
amounts of the several kinds of work performed under this contract shall 
be determined, and whose determination shall bé conclusive upon the par- 
ties; and said Engineers, or either of them, shall have full power to reject 
or condemn al! materials or work which, in his opinion, do not conform to 
the spirit of this agreement. 

And whereas the classification of excavation, provided for in the next 
specifications, is of a character that makes it necessary that special atten- 
tion should be called to it, it is expressly agreed by the parties to this con- 
tract, that the determination by the measurements and calculations of the 
said Engineer, of the respective quantities of such excavations, shall be 
final and conclusive. 

The several stipulations of this contract shall be performed in such a 
manner, that the parties of the first part shall not be relieved from the 
immediate charge and responsibility of the work ; and no part thereof shall 
be transferred or sub-contracted to any party, who, in the opinion of the 
Engineer, is incompetent, troublesome or dishonest. 

If any foreman or laborer, employed by the Contractor, shall, in the 
opinion of the Engineer, execute his work in an unfaithful or unskillful 
manner, or in any respect prove remiss or inadequate to the performance 
of -his duty, or riotous in his conduct, he shall forthwith, by direction of 
‘said Engineer, be discharged; and no#person shall be employed on the 
work in the capacity of foreman, or overseer, who has been previously dis- 
charged for neglect or unfaithfulness from any work within the knowledge 
of said Contractor, unless with the consent of the Engineer. / 

If any damage shall be done by the parties of the first part, or by work- 
men in their employ, by negligence or insufficiency of fencing, or from any 
other cause, whereby the party of the second part may be made legally 
liable for said damages to the owners or occupants of lands or property, 
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adjoining or in the vicinity of the work herein contracted to be done, the 
Engineer shall have the right to estimate the amount of said : amage, and 
to pay the same to such owner or occupant; and the amount so paid for 
such damage shall be deducted by the party of the second part from the 
value of the work done under this contract.

The prices named in the foregoing items are intended as a full compen- 
sation for the labor and materials. 

It is further agreed, that the payments for the work done, and materials 
furnished, shall be made to the first party, on or about the tenth day of 
each month, as the work. progresses, on the certificate of the Engineer; 
the said second party deducting from each monthly payment ten per cent 
in stock, as hereinafter provided for. 

For the purpose of ayoiding all cause of difference or dispute between 
the parties to this contract, relative to its true intent and meaning, and for 
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the purpose of adjusting in an amicable manner any aditbbeficas that can or 
may arise relative thereto, it is mutually understood and agreed by the 
' parties, as follows, to wit: — 

No extra charge will be claimed or allowed on account of changes cither 
in the line or grade of the road, the prices for the specific quantities 
herein mentioned being considered as full compensation for the various 
kinds of work herein agreed to be performed. 

Whenever work is required to be done which is not now contemplated 
or covered by the prices herein mentioned, the Engineer shall fix such 
prices for the work as he shall consider just and equitable, and the said 
parties shall abide by such prices ; Provided the parties of the first part 
enter upon and commence such work with a full knowledge of the prices so 
fixed by the Engineer. But if the par ties of the first part decline exectt- . 
Ing said work at t the prices fixed by the Engineer, then the parties of the 
second part may enter into contract with any other person or persons for 
its execution, the same as if this contract had never existed. Andif extra 
or additional work, or work not provided for in this contract, is performed 
by the Contractor, without protest or notice in Writing to the ‘Engineer, be- 
fore prices shall have been fixed for such work, then the Engineer shall 
estimate the same at such prices as he shall deem just and reasonable, 
and his decision’ shall be final; and the Contractor shall accept of said 
prices in full satisfaction of his demand against the parties of theysecond 
part for said extra work; but nothing shall be deemed extra work that 
can be measured or estimated under the provisions of this contract.

if, at the expiration of such time, said grounds of apprehension be not re- 
moved, then full power and authority is hereby vested in said Engineer to 
place such force of men on said work as will, in his judgment, secure the 
completion of said work in’ the time specified by the contract, deducting 
the expenses so incurred from the estimate of said partes of the first part. 

The parties of the first part shall render an account monthly, through 
the proper superintending Engineer, of any extra work which he may have 
been authorized to do; and, to prevent disputes hereafter,.1t is. hereby 
understood that no’ bills for extra work will be allowed, without written 
evidence of the work having been properly authorized, and of the bills 
having been examined by the superintending Engineer. 

The parties of the first part shall not make any charge, or be entitled 
to any damage, for hindrance or delay, from any cause, in the progress of 
said work ; but shall be entitled to such extension of time for completing 
said work as shall compensate for said hindrance or ahh which exten- 
pion shall be fixed by said Engineer. 

In making estimates, the measurements of quantities shall be made i din 
the cuttings or pits from which the material put into embankment was 

‘taken ; but when found impracticable or inconvenient, the quantities will 
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be determined by measuring the embankments, and an allowance shall be 
made for shrinkage. All rock suitable for masonry or walls, that may be 
excavated in forming road-bed (and not used in construction of the road), 
shall be laid aside, if directed by the Engineer, and belong to the parties 
of the second part. 

In case the party of the second part should be furnished with such evi- 
dence as, in the opinion of the Counsellor of the Company, would render 
the second party legally liable for any labor performed, or ties furnished 
on said read, then it shall be the duty of the Company to notify the par- 
‘ties of the first part of such claim being presented; and, if they fail to 
settle the same, the amount thereof shall be retained m the hands of the 
Company until the matter shall be legally adjusted between the claimant 
and the parties of the first part, in such manner as to protect the Company 
from loss on account. thereof. 

All the work shall be executed in the best and most substantial manner, 
and all materials of wood and stone shall be of suitable kind and of the 
best quality, subject to the inspection and approval of the Engineer. 

It is further understood and agreed by the parties to this contract, that 
the parties of the first part shall have all the rights and poweis possessed 
by the party of the second part, under their charter, to condemn ground 
for such materials as may, in the opinion of the Engineer, be necessary for 
the construction of the work; and the Attorney or Commissioner of the 
‘Company shall, on being notified by the parties of the first part, proceed 
to have the same condemned ; and the said parties of the first part are not 
to be held liable for the fees and costs attending such condemnation, but 
shall only pay the damages. , 

It ‘is, also, agreed and understood by the parties to this agreement, that 
when each division of the road shall have been completed under the terms 
of this contract, and accepted by the Engineer, and delivered over to the 
‘Company, that the Engineer shall estimate to the parties of the first part 
in full for the work done, and the said parties of the first part are to be 
paid for such agreeably to the terms of this contract; the reservation of 
ten per cent as instalments on payment for stock, as provided for in this 
contract, are, however, to be deducted. 

It is further mutually agreed, that the manner and character of the 
above payments shall be as follows, viz: —

375,000 ¢é of the county of St. Louis. 
800,000 in stock of the Company. 
375,000 in cash.

And the balance in the bonds of the Company, having twenty years to run, 

and bearing seven per cent. interest, payable semi-annually in the city of 
~ New York, and convertible within five years from the date of their issue 
into the stock of the Company, at the option of the parties of the first 
part. All the above bonds, whether City, County, State, or Company 
bonds, to be taken by the contractors at par value. 

The instalments, in payment of the above-named three hundred thousand 
dollars’ worth of stock, are to be paid by the parties of the first part by 
deducting ten per cent. from each monthly estimate of work done under 


en 
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this contract, and certificates of full paid stock shall be issued to them, for 
the amount so paid, by the party of the second part: Provided, however, 
that two hundred thousand dollars’ worth of said stock, on which full pay- 
ment has been made, shall be held in reserve by said party of the second 
part, as security for the faithful performance of this contract, until the 
entire work has been completed; the parties of the first part, however, 
waiving the right to vote on such stock at any election for Directors held 
during the progress of the work to be done under this contract ; but nothing 
in this section shall be so construed as to prevent bond fide purchasers of 
stock, owned by said first parties, from voting at such election upon the 
stock so purchased. 

And said party of the second part further stipulates and agrees, that, 
whenever said parties of the first part shall become entitled to any of the 
convertible bonds above referred to, they, the party of the second part, 
will execute and deliver to the said parties of the first part a mortgage, to 
be held by said parties of the first part as security for the full amount of 
bonds to be issued under the provisions of this contract, upon all the cor- 
porate property, rights and franchises which said party of the second part 
then possess, or which they may thereafter acquire ; which said mortgage 
shall give said parties of the first part the first legal and specific lien for 
the amount of said bonds and interest that shall accrue thereon, after the 
hen of the State of Missouri for two millions of bonds, issued, or to be 
issued to said Corporation, by virtue of an act of the Legislature to loan 
the credit of the State for that purpose. 

And it is further agreed, that the fee of the property, upon which said 
work is to be done, shall be acquired by said party of the second part, so 
that said parties of the first part shall be as little smpeded or delayed on 
their said work as possible, and shall be entitled to any extension of time 
equal to such delay; and that the party of the second part shall so far 
perform and fulfill this contract, that said parties of the first part shall be 
able, under this contract, to commence the said work on or before the 
seventeenth day of May, eighteen hundred and fifty-four. | 

And.it is further agreed, that the parties of the first part shall have 
free use of any freight cars and engines the Company may have, and of | 
the road or any portion thereof, during the construction of the same, prior 
to the turning over and acceptance of the same by the party of the second 
part, for the transportation of men and materials; and the use of such 
railroad iron as the said Corporation may have, as the said parties of the 
first part may need and require to construct tracks for the hauling of 
earth, rock, &., for said work; said parties of the first part paying to 
said party of the second part any damage (wear and tear excepted) done 
to said freight cars, engines or iron, during such use. And after the 
completion of any section of said road, and during its use by said parties 
of the second part, said party of the second part shall transport over the 
game, free of charge, all the men and materials that the said parties of the 
first part may require for the construction of any unfinished portions of 
the work. 

It is, also, mutually agreed, that the work shall be delivered up by the 
parties of the first part, and accepted by the parties of the second part, on 
the Engineer’s certificate of its completion, in accordance with the terms 
of this contract, in divisions, as follows: The first division, extending from 
the city of St. Louis to the Missouri river, opposite St. Charles, and in 
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divisions of ten miles from St. Charles to the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad. 

It is further mutually understood, that if the parties of the first part 
wish, at any time, a sale of the bonds or other securities of the party of 
the second part to be made, in advance of the time when they shall become 
due, for work done and materials: furnished, the said party of the second 
part may, with the assent of the parties of the first part, appoint an agent, 
to be approved of by the said parties of the first part, who shall have - 
full power to negotiate such bonds and securities, at such prices as said 
parties of the first part may dictate; and the proceeds of such sales shall 
be paid to the parties of the first part, as fast as due, for work done and 
materials furnished under this contract, as above provided for: Provided 
said party of the first part bear all the losses sustained from the sale of 
gaid bonds and securities below par. 

Tn case of any difference of opinion between the parties to this contract 
as to its true intent and meaning, the matter shall be referred to the Chief 
Engineer of the party of the second part, and such disinterested Engineers 
of standing as said parties of the first part shall select; and in case said 
Engineers cannot agree, they, the said Engineers, shall choose a third 
Engineer, and the decision of any two of these shall be final and binding 
upon both parties. 

In witness whereof, The parties of the first part have hereunto set their 
hands and seals, and the party of the second part, by their President, 
Isaac H. Sturgeon, have hereunto set their hands and affixed the seal of 
said Company, the day and year above written. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE LAWS 


RESPECTING THE IRON MOUNTAIN, RAILROAD COMPANY. 


The sixteenth General Assembly of this State, passed an act entitled, 
‘an act to incorporate the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad Com- 
pany,” which was approved March 3d, 1851. The capital stock of the 
Company thus incorporated, was fixed at six millions of dollars, to be di- 
vided into shares of one hundred dollars each. The Company is empow- 
ered to construct a road from the city of St. Louis, or from some point on 
the line of the Pacific Railroad, to, or near the Iron Mountain, in St. 
Frangois county, or the Pilot Knob, in Madison county; and, at any time 
within ten years from the passage of the act, to extend the road to Cape 
Girardeau, on the Mississippi river, or to any point south of Cape Girar- 
deau, within the limits of the State; or to the South-western part of the 
State, with the privilege, if the road should be so extended, of increasing 
the capital stock to such an amount as may be necessary to complete it. 

The Company is required to organize within two years, and to com- 
mence the construction of the road within six years from the passage of . 
the act. 

An act entitled, ‘‘an act to incorporate the St. Louis and Bellevue Mine- 
ral Railroad Company,” approved Jan. 25, 1837, is, with certain exceptions, 
revived, and applied to the Iron Mountaim Railroad Company. This act 
explains and defines the general powers of the Company, and con- 
fers power to construct any branch roads, which the Company may desire 
to build; reserving to the State the right, at the expiration of forty 
years from its passage, and after four years’ notice to the Company of her 
intention to do so, to purchase the stock of the Company, paying there- 
for its value; to be ascertained by appraisers mutually chosen by the 
State and the Company, and exempts the stock of the Company from 
State and county taxes. 

At the second session of the seventeenth General Assembly, an act was 
passed entitled, ‘‘an act to expedite the construction of the Iron Moun- 
tain Branch of the Pacific Railroad,” approved December 25th, 1852. 
This act empowers the Pacific Railroad Company to construct a branch 
road to the Iron Mountain and the Pilot Knob, with liberty to extend it 
to the Mississippi river, and to the boundary line of the State of 
Arkansas. 

The act granted a loan of the credit of the State to the Pacific Rail- 
road Company, to be used alone in constructing the Iron Mountain Branch, 
to the amount of seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars; no part of 
which was to be issued until $300,000 had been subscribed, in good faith, 
to the capital stock of the Pacific Railroad Company, applicable to the 
construction of this branch; and, when issued, to be governed by the same 
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terms, conditions and restrictions as applied to the loans of the State 
credit, made to other railroad companies. 

The act provided for a transfer, by the Pacific Railroad Company, to 
the Iron Mountain Company, of the bonds thus authorized to be issued, 
on a failure, by that Company, to commence the construction of the 
Branch within twelve months from the passage of the act; on condition, 
that $500,000 should be subscribed to the capital stock of the Company, 
before any part of the bonds were issued; and that the, road shouldbe 


located through Washington county, and not more than five miles east of 


the county seat thereof; provided, the right of way could be procured on 
terms as reasonable as along other r portions of the line of the road. 

At the same session of the General Assembly, an act. was passed 
amendatory of the act lastreferred to, approved February 23d, 1853, pro- 
viding that the adoption, by the Board of Directors of the Pacific Rail- 


“road ‘Company, within the limit of twelve months from the 25th Dec., 


1852, of a resolution declining to construct the Iron Mountain Branch 


“road, should operate as an immediate and full transfer of the loan of the 


State credit — granted for the construction of that Branch—to the Tron 


“Mountain Railroad Gompany. 


At the same session, an act was passed entitled, ‘an act to amend ar 


act entitled, ‘an act to incorporate the St.. Louis and Iron Mountain 


Railroad Company, approved March 3d, 1851,’ which was approved Feb. 


17th, 1853, granting general powers and supplying the deficiencies of the 


original charter. ‘The act empowers the Company to borrow money, if 
necessary, for the purpose of completing or extending the road, and to 


“issue bonds therefor, secured by. mortgage on the property of the Com- 
pany, subject, however, to the prior hen of the State.

The general provisions of an act, passed at the same session, entitled, 


“an act to authorize the formation if Railroad Associations tag to regn- 


late the same,’’ approved Feb. 24th, A. D. 1853, apply to the Tron Moun- 
tain Railroad Company, 2s well as ‘the provisions of sections 2 and 8, of 
an act passed at the first session of the present (the eighteenth) General 


Assembly, entitled, “an act for the benefit of the Pacific and other Rail- 


road Companies,” authorizing the issue of bonds in instalments, of greater 


“amoant than $50,000, on certain conditions, and permitting the sale and 


hypothecation of bonds at their market value — though below par. 
At the first session of the present (the cigh teenth) General Assembly, 


‘an act was passed entitled, “an act to aid in tue constraction of the St. 


Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad, ” approved, March 8d, 1855. ‘This act 
provided for an additional loan of the Stato credit to the Iron Mountain 


*Railroad Company, to the amount of $750,000, upon the same térms, ‘and 
‘with the same restrictions, as prescribed by the several acts providing for 


and regulating the grant of State credit to the se veral railroad companies. 
The act provided, als o, for the appointment of a board of Public Works, 


“charged with the supervision, and required to examine into the affaire, 


of this Company. ‘The act to be operative only, if accepted by the 


“Company, within six months after its passage. This act was. accepted, as 
‘prescribed, on the 11th of May, A. D. 1855.

THE ST. LOUIS AND IRON MOUNTAIN R. RB. COMPANY. 


THE pr oaainar organization of this Company took place on the 4th of 
Nove ber, 1852; and on the 4th of the succeeding January, the first 
election was held for a Board of Directors. Surveys were ordered by the 
Board, and were commenced in January, 1853; and were reported on the 
29th of March, of that year. The work was advertised for contract on 
the 21st of July, 1855. 

After some delay, caused, as appears from the journal of proceedings 
of the Board, by conflicting opinions, as to the proper route to be selected, 
the line was finally located, for the whole distance to the Pilot Knob, in 
Madison county, on the Sth of September, 1853. 

The following is a sketch of the location :—- Commencing in the southern 
part of the city of St. Louis, it runs thence, along the river, through 
Carondelet ; thence following the river to Dunklin’ s, in Jefferson county, 
24 miles from St. Louis; thence leaving the river and crossing a low ridge 
to and up the valley of Joachim Creek, to Davy’s Camp Branch, ef 
by the same, and a short tunnel, over to, and down Copper Mine Bran 
to the Big River at Wilson’s ; ; thence up Big River and Mill Creek, passing 

about 33 ‘miles east of Potosi, to and down Hopewell Branch; and again 
crossing Big River, Just above the mouth of Hopewell Branch, up Dry 
Creek to the: summit, between the waters of Big River and the St. Frangois ; 
thence crossing the St. Francois to the Tron Mountain, and passing the 
summit at J ohnson’ s, 2 miles south of the Mountain, by regularly descend- 
ing grade to the Pilot Knob, a distance of 86 miles, with a controlling 
grade of 55 fect to the mile, going south, and 45 feet going north. 

It is proper to remark here, that the plans of the Company seem con- 
stantly to embrace the extension of the road to the Mississippi river, and 
to the Arkansas line, to which points elaborate surveys have already been 
made. Agents, employed by the Company, have traversed the proposed 

ine of the road, and there is reason to believe that subscriptions to the 
stock of the Company, to the amount of five or six hundred thousand 
dollars, can be very readily secured for that purpose. 

In the Fall of 1858, work was commenced, under a partial letting to 
Messrs. Holmes & Co., on a small portion of the northern end of the line. 
On the 28th of February, 1854, a contract for the construction of the 
whole road to the Pilot Knob, except that portion already contracted for, 
was entered into with Messrs. Watts & Co. This contract did not include 
the furnishing of iron rails, which the Company have contracted for. 
Messrs. Watts & Co. subsequently bought out the other contracts, with 
the exception of that for work connected with the bridge over the Mera- 
mec, and that for the graduation oe a eral portion of the line between 
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St. Louis and Carondelet, which was contracted for by the Board, in the 
Spring and Summer of 1854, with the owners of the land, through which 
the line of the road passes. An abstract of this contract, exclusive of the 
schedule of the prices to be paid by given quantitics for the work done 
(and which is omitted, for reasons given at length in the earlicr part of 
this Report, in assigning the cause of a similar omission touching one of 
the pending contracts of the Pacific Railroad Company), is appended to 
this Report. It has been deemed unnecessary to embrace, in this abstract, 
the detailed specifications for graduation, masonry, track-laying, &c., &c., 
which are substantially the same in all the contracts entered into by the 
various companies, aud which have been already previously given) m)the 

case of the contract with A. 8. Diven & Co., by the Pacitic Railroad 
Company, for the construction of the South-west Branch. 

On the 15th day of June, 1855, a contract. was entered into. with a 
Pennsylvania firm, for nine thonisatill tons of iron rails, of their manufac- 
ture, the whole quantity needed for the completion of the road to the Pilot 
Knob, This contract was very favorable to the Company, especially when 
considered with a view to the subsequent rise in the price of iron. A 
considerable quantity of the iron purchased under this contract, is now 
actually in the course of transmission, from the point of its manufacture. 

The same general causes — inauspicious weather, the high prices) of 

labor, sickness and death among operatives and sub-contractors, and strin- 
gent. money markets, mentioned at some length in that portion of the 
Report relative to the Pacific Railroad — have contributed to retard the 
progress of the work. The Directors seem to have been anxious to hus- 
band the resources of the Company, and thus have very properly abstained 
from. forcing their securities on the market, when, from the scarcity of 
money, they would not be sold except at a great sacrifice, either to them- 
selves or their Contractors; and thus, less work has been done than might 
otherwise have been accomplished. It is, however, the expectation of the 
Company that a portion of the road will be completed within a few months ; 
and as the work has been urged forward, for several months past, with con- 
siderable vigor, a large portion of it being i in quite an advanced condition, 
there would seem te be good reason to expect, that, so far as their means 
will permit, the road wili progress rapidly towards completion. 

The following extracts from the Report of the Consulting and Chief 
Engineers, made to the stock cholders, November Ist, 1854, shows what were 
the original estimates of cost for the road, and the present increased esti- 
mates, and shows how, and by what items, these estimates have been 
increased. It will be observed, that while the original estimates include 
only the cost of the road-bed and track, and look only to the construction 
of the road to the. Iron Mountain, in St. Frangois county, the estimates. 
last made include the cost of constructing the road to the Pilot Knob, an 
increased distance of five miles and three quarters, and also the cost of 
depots, land damages, interest, &c., &c. The estimates of cost made in. 
March, 1853, are as follows: —

It should not be inferred from this, that the contract prices are too high for the work. 
We had become satisfied, from experience on other work in this State, that the prices origi- 
rally estimated were somewhat too low. 

There are several items not included in the above estimate, and we, therefore, now state 
what the probable expenditure will be to put the road in operation to the Pilot Knob, eighty- 
six miles from St. Louis. ' ‘¥

It may be proper for the Committee to remark, that, so far as they have 
been able to form an opinion with regard to the estimates given above, as 
to whether the increased cost attributed to construction, over estimates, 
formerly made, is sufficiently accounted for, they have been satisfied that 
it is. This topic has been alluded to, at some length, in a former part of 
the Report, relative to the Pacific Railroad, and the general conclusions 
there reached: are applicable as well to the estimates now under considera- 
tion., The following tables, which have been prepared by the Committee, 
or under their direction, will afford full information touching the assets 
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and expenditures of the Company. It has been the desire of the Com- 
mittee, in them, as in all the other tabular statements contained in their 
Report, to show in full and satisfactory detail, especially as to the expendi- 
tures, so far as was possible, consistent with brevity, the exact use to 
which the money disbursed was applied. It should be observed here, that 
the whole amount due upon stock subscriptions has been called in by the 
Company; though, as appears from the tables, a large amount is yet 
unpaid : —

“Owing to the slow progress of the work, and the fact of the Contract- 
ors’ forces having been distributed over every mile of the work, it has 
been necessary to maintain nearly as full a force in the Engineer Depart: 
ment, as would have been required had the Company prosecuted ther 
work with the vigor necessary to its compl¢tion, in contract time. Thix 
causes the engineering account to appear large, as compared with the 
amount of Contractors’ work done:

To this add, $5,295 88, expended for the erection of five buildings on 
the line, for quarters of Engineers, where it was impossible to obtain them 
by other means. ‘These buildings will all be useful when the road is 
opened, for the accommodation of track-men or agents, and the cost of 
which has now been charged to engineering, should these be transferred 
to anewaccount. Also, add $3,000, expended for instruments and office 
furniture, all of which should be credited to engineering, when the road is 
completed. ‘This swells the balance to $30,994 95, to cover expenses of 
engineering account up to Ist December, 1856, or about $11,000. 00 more 
than the original estimate. 

From this might be deducted $812 50 paid Juls. Hutawa for lithograph- 
ing maps for ‘ First Annual Report,” ordered by Board to be. printed. 
This item is charged to engineering, on the Treasurer’s books, io as much 
belongs to contingent account. 

Although the engineering account exceeds the original estimate, the end 
aimed at has been economy, which will be appreciated in. other accounts. 
A great deal of time has been devoted to perfect the location, the nature 
of the g ground being such that a careful location was of the greatest import- 
ance. Slight errors in placing the line and grade might have involved 
thousands in expense of construction. Close calculations have, in all cases, 
been made to place the line and grades where economy would point, look- 
ing, at the same time, to the road as a first-class one. 

It should be remembered that elaborate surveys have been made under 
the direction of the Company, commencing in August, 1853, and elosed in 
January, 1854, to determine the route of the proposed extended lines of 
their road, from the Pilot Knob to. the Mississippi river, and to the Ar- 
kansas State line, increasing the expense of engineering very considerably 
beyond the amount required for the surveys to the Pilot Knob. 

Several topics which would naturally have been mentioned here have 
been so fully discussed in connection with the Pacific, as to make it unne- 
cessary to treat of them again. Several subjects to, which the Committee 
desire to allude in connection with this Company, may, with more propriety, 
be considered in the general conclusion. to the report, since they involve, 
to some extent, also, “ynestions in which some of the other Companies are 
concerned. The affairs of the Company, so far as the Committee have 
been able to inform themselves, have been skillfully and prudently con- 
ducted, in all their departments. Their resources have been hushanded, 
and there-is good reason to believe, that, though their means fall consider- 
ably below the sum required to complete the work, they will be able to urge 
it forward without delay.

_ ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT, made and concluded this twenty-eighth day 
of February, 1854, between Wm. M. Watts, Charles N. Watts and W. 
Milnor Roberts, of the one part, and the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Rail- 
road Company, being a Company duly incorporated by the Legislature of 
the State of Missouri, by Luther M. Kennett, President, of the other part,

The said Wm. M. Watts, Charles N. Watts and W. Milnor Roberts, 
Contractors, hereby promise and agree to perform in a thorough workman- 
like manner, agreeably to the. directions and. satisfaction of the En- 
gineer of said Company, and subject to all the clauses of the general spe- 
cifications in this contract, and subject, also, to all the clauses of the 
specifications for graduation, masonry and track-laying attached to and 
forming part of this contract, the following work of grubbing and clearing, 
fencing, grading, masonry, furnishing cross-ties and subsills ; laying track 
and ballasting the same, where required, complete on the entire length of 
the road, between the city of St. Louis and the Pilot Knob Mountain, 
about eighty-seven miles. © | < 
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GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS. 


1.— The work on each section of this contract is hereby declared to be 
‘subject to all the clauses of this contract (clause 2 excepted), the same as 
if a separate contract had been drawn for each section. ‘The extent of 
each section is defined on the plans and profiles of the work; and any 
modification of any section, in consequence of changes of location or other- 
‘wise, shall be defined by the Engineer of the Company. 

Clause 2 of this contract has reference to its entire extent, taken as one 

whole, and not to the sections individually. , 
» AN directions, explanations, superintendence or instructions, spoken of 
or required under this contract, refer to, and will be given by, the Hn- 
gineer of the Company, or his authorized agents; the Contractor may, at 
any time, require such instructions to be stated in writing. The Engineer 
‘may, at any time, make such changes in the amounts of any of the descrip- 
tions of work to be done, or in the character or descriptions of any ma- 
terials to be used, as the interest of the work may, in hisopinion, require; 
a fair allowance being made by him, on either side, for such changes, 
‘where provision is not made in one or other of the clauses of this contract 
for the particular case. An'| to prevent all disputes and misunderstandings, 
it is mutually agreed and covenanted between the parties, that the Chief 
Engineer shall be the umpire between the parties in all matters in dispute 
under this contract; and when any controversy arises, it shall be referred 
to him, and his decision, in writing, shall be binding on the parties to this 
‘contract, without appeal therefrom, except as hereinafter provided.

120 days from date of this contract, shall represent its full sectional pro- 
portion of the whole work to be done within the time then at his disposal. 
And should the contractor at any time, after 120 days from the date of his 
contract, not be found to proceed with all or any sections of his work in 
such manner as to secure, in the opinion of the Engineer, the entire com- 
pletion of the work on the said section or sections within the time allowed 
by his contract, the Engineer may so notify him; andshould he not then, 
within thirty days from the date of the said communication, make the ne- 
cessary exertions and arrangements to compensate, in the opinion of the 
Engineer, for previous negligence or inactivity, the Engineer may then, 
in writing, declare the contract, or any particular part of it, void, and at 
shall be so considered by both parties to the extent declared by the En- 
gineer. It being particularly understood that any subsequent recognition 
of a contract, or part of a contract, that may have been declared forfeited, 
shall not debar the Engineer, as many times as may be deemed proper, 
from the right to again give the thirty days’ notice, and (if necessary) sub- 
sequent notice of forfeiture, as provided above; and it is further distinctly 
understood, that in case of notice having been given by the Engineer to 
increase force, as provided above, the Engineer may not only at the end 
of thirty days, but at any time thereafter during the progress of contract, 
without further notice, declare the contract, or any part of it, forfeited; 
and it shall be so considered by both parties, unless the Engineer shall 
_ have, in writing, endorsed said thirty days’ notice as cancelled. 
Should the time given in the contract for completion arrive, and the 
work under the contract not be then completed, the contract shall be con- 
‘sidered void, without any notice whatever, but the Engineer may, in writ- 
ing, notify the first party to continue with the work, and the first party 
shall be bound so to do; but the Company shall not be bound for the pay- 
ment for any work done after the contract has expired, unless the notice 
for continuation has been, in writing, given by the Engineer. Should the 
Contractor not be performing his work according to the specifications and 
directions of the Engineer, and should he, after ten days’ notice from the 
Engineer, still persist in disregarding such specifications and instructions,

then the Engineer may declare this contract forfeited, and it shall be so 
considered by both parties, except as hereinafter provided. 

In case’ of failure or forfeiture of contract, the Engineer shall be at 
liberty to employ other persons to fulfill the contract and finish all or any 
parts of the work, of graduation, masonry, or otherwise, on said section or 
sections, and the Contractor shall be liable for any damages or for any 
extra expenses caused by hisneglect to fulfill his engagement, to the extent 
of the (15) fifteen per cent. retained. 

And it is hereby especially covenanted and agreed by the said Con- 
_ tractor, that he will immediately, on receiving notice from the Engineer, 
in writing, that he, the said Engineer, has declared the whole or any part 
of the work of this contract abandoned, as herein provided for, give up 
and surrender to the Company’s Engineer, or authorized agent, quiet and 
peaceable possession of all and every part of the Company’s land and 
roadway, and all other things or materials in any way pertaining thereto, 
on which the Company may have made advances ; ; and, also, such shantees, 
stables, derricks or fixtures, as the Hngineer may desire to retain, a fair 

valuation being allowed by the Engineer for such tools and fixtures, to be 
credited to the Contractor’s account with the Company. 

9. —In case of failure by Contractor to complete this contract, or of 
forfeiture, as provided above by Engineer, the Company shall be exon- 
erated from all further obligation and labilities arising under this contract, 
and the reserved per centage of fifteen per cent., upon any work done by 
the Contractor, shall be forfeited to the Company as a penalty for such 
failure, and may be retained forever by said Company. 

Provided, that this penalty shall not be enforced, excepting only where. 
the contract for any section or sections is declared by the Engineer to be 
forfeited and annulled, and where the operation of the following exception 
is not admitted, viz: — 

10. — Should there be any particular piece or pieces of work included 
in this contract, which, by the neglect of the Contractor to complete it or 
them, will interfere, in the opinion of the Engineer, with the due and 
timely advancement and completion of other work depending thereupon, 
—and should the contractor, with this or these exceptions, be carrying on 
the other and larger remainder of his work with sufficient attention and 
rapidity —the Engineer may, at any time, after giving the Contractor 
thirty days’ notice, “and written notice at the end of said thirty days, place 
additional force with such foremen and shantees as the Engineer may deem 
proper; or the Engineer may withdraw from his contract the particular 
piece or pieces of work alluded to, and employ others to finish such, and 
any damage resulting thence to the Company shall be charged to and paid 
by the Contractor, up to the fifteen per cent. reserved on the whole con- 
tract; but this partial interference, with the purpose of avoiding, if possi- 
ble, its entire forfeiture, shall be optional on the part of the Engineer. 

11. —It is distinctly understood that the Contractor can only claim from 
the Company pay for work as it has so far been satisfactorily placed on 
the particular piece or point, to be paid for at the contract prices; but the 
Company may, at the discretion of the Engineer, make advances on ma- 
terials, such as rock, lumber, building-stone, iron, and other material, 
delivered for use on the work. But, in case of any ‘advance, all such ma- 
terials are hereby declared to become the property of said Company. It 
being further understood, that all materials on which advance may have 
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been made, as being in charge of Contractor, are entirely at mm risk, and 
the Company are in no way liable for their destruction by fire, flood or 
loss, until the work is completed and accepted. 

12.— The Contractor shall render an account monthly, through the 
proper Superintending Engineer, of any extra work which he ‘may have 
been authorized to do; and, to prevent disputes hereafter, it is hereby 
understood that no bills for extra work will be allowed without written 
evidence of the work having been properly authorized, and of the bills 
having been examined by the Superintending Engineer. 

13) And it'is hereby understood, that, with the exception of such in- 
structions and alterations as the Engineer, under the provisions of this, 
contract, is entitled to make, the terms and conditions of this contract, or, 
any one ‘of them, cannot be dispensed with, or rendered in any sense null 
and void, without the written consent of the President of the Company. 
attached or endorsed on this contract, and specifying what modifications 
may have been agreed upon. 

14. — The whole work herein specified and contracted for, shall be com- y 
pleted in all its parts onor before the following dates, viz: — To Big River 
by Ist of July, 1856, and to the Pilot Knob by Ist of December, 1856: 
Provided, the Company shall furnish the iron rails, chairs and spikes, six 
months before said dates. For the purpose of monthly estimates, the En- 
gineer may fix such prices on the different parts of the work as shall seem 
to him fairly in proportion to the value of the whole work to be done. It 
is understood that the prices for hardpan, and extraordinary hard rock,, 
are to be determined, from time to time, by the Engineer in charge of the , 
work ; but should said price or prices be deemed inadequate as a fair come, 
pensation, in the spirit and meaning of this contract, said Contractors may 
designate some disinterested Chief Engineer, of good standing, who shall 
confer with the Company’s Engineer, and if they cannot agree upon a 
price or prices, said Engineers shall choose a third disinterested Civil En- 
gineer, of good reputation, and the decision of a majority of said referees 
shall be binding upon the parties to this contract. And, in like manner, 
upon the return of the final estimate of the work, or any part under this 
contract, in case of dissatisfaction upon the part of the Contractors, a 
similar reference shall be made, and a decision of a majority of said Kn- 
gineers shall be binding upon the parties; each of the parties to pay one- 
half the expense of such reference or references. It is understood, that 
in case the present consulting Engineer should die or be removed, or if 
from any cause a new head to Y the engineer department should be required, 
the appointment to fill the vacancy, is to be made either by agreement 
between the parties, or by disinterested persons, to be agreed upon by the 
parties of this contract — such disinterested persons to be Engineers in 
high standing. 

15. — On condition of the faithful fulfillment of the above contract. and 
specifications in all its parts, as explained in the accompanying specifica- 
tions, the said St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad Company, by Luther 
M. Kennett, President, hereby promise and agree that they shall and will, 
for doing and performing the work aforesaid, pay or cause’to be paid. to 
said Wm. M. Watts, Charles N. Watts and W. Milnor Roberts, the said 
Contractors, their heirs: executors, or administrators, the following prices, 
for work so performed, by following schedules : —

16.—This contract does not include every item of work above desig- 
nated, but only such items or descriptions of work as have stipulated 
prices herein attached to them, together with all the contingent work in- 
eluded and covered by the said prices; the first party to this contract has 
no exclusive right of occupation of the ground or conveniences included 
in its extent, but is only entitled to such accommodation, not inconsistent 
with the necessary and timely prosecution of the other work pertinent to 
the completion and operation of this railroad, as is necessary for the 
proper prosecution of the work herein undertaken by the said first party. 


18.— Payments, conditioned on the true and faithful performance of this 
contract, will be made monthly, as the work advances, at the estimate of 
the Engincer, reserving fifteen per cent. until the completion of the con- 
tract, in bonds of the city and county of St. Louis, and. of the State of 
Missouri, or in cash, as stipulated between the parties, on the back of this 
contract. 

19.— The contractor, when so redarivad: shall furnish the Engineer, at 
any time, with satisfactory evidence that the men employed by him, under 
this contract, have been paid; and if he shall fail to furnish evidence 
within twenty days after the first of the month, that all labor under this.

gations under this contract, the Engineer may increase the per centage 
to be reserved, to such extent as, in his opinion, may seem proper. But 
it is distinctly understood, that nothing in this section shall be construed . 
so as to obligate the said Company for any debts of said Contractor, 
whether incurred for or during prosecution of this contract, or otherwise. 

It is understood and agreed between the parties, that payment for 
work done under this contract, shall be made in bonds of the State of 
Missouri, city of St. Louis, and county of St. Louis, to be taken by the 
Contractors, at par, to the amount of 1,750,000 dollars, to wit: — Of 
city bonds, $500,000; of county bonds, $500, 000; of State bonds, 
$750,000; and in like proportions. to each description for bonds, at each 
payment made. And whenever payment is made in said bonds, five per 
cent. shall be added to the estimate price of the work, unless the Company 
elect to pay cash, and in that case said five per cent. shall not be added. 
It is further understood, that the Contractors may have the power to make 
sales of the above-named securities — with the consent of the Company — 
as they come into the hands of the Company in advance of the work to be 
done by them; provided, that the proceeds of said sales are to be deposited 
in the hands of a trustee, to be appointed by the Company. Any loss which 
may be made on such sale of bonds, if disposed of below par, is to be borne 
by said Contractors. Thecash resulting from said sales, when thus made in 
advance, to be paid out to said Contractors, as the work progresses, pro- 
portionally. The proceeds of bonds which shall have been fully earned 
and paid to said Contractors, shall belong of right to them, and are not in- 
cluded in said arrangement. As an additional inducement for the Con: 
tractors to complete the whole wor k, as follows: — The first division to Bi 
River, by July ist, 1856, and the balance to Pilot Knob by the Ist of Dee., 
1856 — the said Company further agree, on completion of the work as 
aforesaid, agreeably to specifications, and to the satisfaction of the Engi- 
neer, to pay said Contractors five per cent. ‘in addition to the five percent. 
above provided for) upon the schedule prices; said additional five per 
cent. to be paid in stock of the Company, at par. It is further under- 
stood and agreed, that, when a plan for the superstructure of bridges 
shall be fixed upon by the Engineer, the said Contractors shall have the 
building thereof, if they so elect, at 10 per cent. advance on the lowest 
responsible bid which the Company may receive for said work, unless all 
bids received shall be deemed so exorbitant that, in the opinion of the 
Engineer, the bridges ought to be built by the ‘Company, as Company 
work. This contract is understood to embrace all the work specified on 
the entire line from the city of St. Louis to the Pilot Knob, except the 
first, second, third and sixth sections, already let to Messrs. Holmes, 
Shanahan & Green, and the fourth section (Meramec bridge), let to 
Bennett & Conran. And is, also, to embrace those sections, at the prices 
and on the conditions herein provided, if the said contractors (Watts & 
Co.) shall make such arrangements as will enable them to assume the 
Company’s contracts with said Holmes and Co., and said Conran & 
Bennett, and procure the Company a release therefrom. 
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SYNOPSIS OF THE LAWS PASSED 


RESPECTING THE HANNIBAL AND ST. JOSEPH RAILROAD COMPANY. 


At the fourteenth session of the General Assembly, an act was passed 
entitled, ‘‘ An act to incorporate the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad 
Company,” which was approved February 16th, 1847. The corporate 
stock of the Company was fixed at two millions of dollars, to be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, and power granted to construct a 
railroad from St. Joseph, in Buchanan county, to Palmyra, in Marion 
county, and thence to Hannibal, in the same county. The provisions of an 
act entitled, ‘‘An act to incorporate the Louisiana and Columbia Rail- 
road,’’ passed at the first session of the ninth General Assembly, and ap- 
proved January 27th, 1837, was, by the act of incorporation, and so far as 
consistent with it, applied to this Company. 

The general powers of the Company are fully defined in this act. The 
Company is required to commence the construction of the road within 
three years from the passage of the act, and to complete it within ten 
years thereafter. The right is reserv d to the State to purchase the road, 
on certain conditions, at the expiration of forty years from the passage of 
the act. 

At the fifteenth session of the General Assembly, an act was passed 
entitled, ‘‘ An act to appropriate money for the survey and marking out 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad,” which was approved March 8th, 
1849. This act appropriated five thousand dollars to be expended in 
making surveys for the road, on condition that a grant of land should be 
made by Congress, to be used in aiding the construction of the road, for 
which money, when so received and expended, it was provided that cer- 
tificates of stock to an equal amount should issue to the State, upon the 
passage of an act to that effect by the General Assembly. The sum thus 
granted was never applied for or received by the Company. 

An act supplementary to the act of incorporation was passed at the same 
session, approved March 12th, 1849, extending the period during which 
the Company was required to commence the construction of the road, for 
four years from that date. 

At the same session a memorial was addressed to Congress, praying for 
a grant of land in aid of the construction of the road, approved February 
oth, 1849. 

At the sixteenth session of the General Assembly, an act was passed 
entitled, ‘An act to expedite the construction of the Pacific Railroad and 
of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad,” which was approved February 
22d, 1851. This act provides for a loan of the credit of the State to the 
Company, to the amount of one million and a half of dollars, on the same 
general terms and conditions as prescribed with regard to the loan of the 
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credit of the State to the other railroad companies. No part of the bonds 
for which loan were to be issued until five hundred thousand dollars had 
been subscribed, in good faith, to the capital stock of the Company. 

At the first session of the seventeenth General Assembly, an act was 
passed entitled, “‘ An act to accept a grant of land made to the State of 
Missouri by the Congress of the United States, to aid in the construction 
of certain railroads in this State, and to apply a portion thereof to the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company,” which was approved Sep- 
tember 20th; 1852. This act vested in the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
road Company all the lands applicable to the construction of its road, 
granted to the State of Missouri by the act of Congress granting lands to 
the State, approved June 10th, 1852. In consideration of which, and the 
other privileges conferred by the act, it is provided, that so soon as the 
road shall be completed and opened, and shall have declared a dividend, 
and if no dividend should be declared within two years after the road is 
completed and put in operation, then the entire property of the Company 
shall be assessed and become subject to taxation as all other property. 
Certain penalties are prescribed in the event of a failure on the part of 
the Company to comply with the provisions of the act, as to the mode in 
which the value of the property of the Company is to be ascertained. for 
the purposes of assessment and taxation. Permission is given to the Com- 
pany to raise funds for the construction and completion of the road by the 
issue and sale of bonds, bearing a rate of interest not greater than seyen 
per centum per annum, and secured by mortgage of the lands granted to 
the Company, subject to the terms of the act of Congress of June 10th, 
1852; Provided, thatthe faith of the State should not be in any way 
pledged for the redemption of such bonds or any part thereof. It is pro- 
vided that the act shall be void, unless accepted by the Company, in the 
mode in it prescribed, within six months from its passage. It was 
accepted, as required. 

The special provision of the act of Congress entitled, ‘‘ An/act granting 
the right of way to the State of Missouri, and a por tion of the public lands 
to aid in the construction of certain railroads in said State,’’ approved 
June 10th, A. D. 1852, as to the terms and conditions on which the lands 
granted may be sold, is contained in section five of the act, as follows: ‘* That 
a quantity of land, not exceeding one hundred and twenty sections on each 
road, and included within a continuous length of twenty miles of said road, 
may be sold; and when the Governor of said State shall certify to the 
Secretary of the Interior that said twenty miles of said road is completed, 
then another like quantity of land, hereby granted, may be sold; and so 
from time to time, until said road is completed; and if said road be not 
completed within ten years, no further sales shall be made, and the lands 
unsold shall revert to the United States.”’ 

At the second session of the seventeenth General Assembly an act was 
passed amendatory of the act of incorporation of the Company, which was 
approved February 23d, 18538, giving the Company power to borrow money 
and to execute mortgages on its property to secure the same, subject tothe 
prior lien of the State, and. making certain, general and detailed, provie 
sions touching the powers of the Company. a) 

At the same session a supplemental act was passed, approved February 
24th, 1853, conferring power on the Company to construct and operate the 
xailr oad to any points west of the boundary line of the State, and to enter 
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into contract for that purpose. Liberty is, also, given to increase the capi- 
tal stock of the Company to five millions of dollars. 

Many of the provisions of an act passed at the same session entitled, 
“¢ Anact to authorize the formation of railroad associations, and to regulate 
the same,’ approved February 24th, 1853, are applicable to the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad Company. 

At the first session of the present (the eighteenth) General Assembly, . 
an act was passed amendatory of the act of incorporation of the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad Company, which was approved March 8d, 1855. 
By this act, power is given to the Board of Directors of the Company to 
declare forfeited all subscriptions to its capital stock, and all previous pay- . 
ments thereon, in cases where the subscribers fail to pay the installments 
called for within four months after notice given, as required by the charter. 
The act establishes the guage of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad at 
five feet and six inches. The act does not take effect until an acceptance 
of it, in prescribed form, has been filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State. This acceptance has, not been filed. 

At the same session an act was passed entitled, ‘“‘ An act for the benefit 
of the Pacific and other Railroad Companies,” approved February 10th, 
1855, the second and third sections of which apply to the Hannibal and 
dt. Joseph Railroad, in common with the other railroad companies in the 
State, to which the ‘oredit of the State has been loaned. ‘These sections 
provide for the delivery to the Companies, respectively, of the whole amount 
of State bonds to which they may be entitled, by having expended a simi 
lar amount derived from other sources, even though it should exceed fift 
thousand dollars, and permits the sale or hypothecation of State bonds at 
their market value. 


THE 


HANNIBAL AND ST, JOSEPH RAILROAD COMPANY. 


On the 21st of November, 1850, the requisite amount of stock having 
been subscribed, as required by the charter ($500,000), notice was given 
that a meeting of the stockholders would be held, which was accordingly 
had at Hannibal, on the 8th day of January, 1851, when the first Board 
of Directors was chosen. The Board thus elected, met, and was organized 
‘on the same day. 

Preliminary surveys of the country, along the proposed line of the road, 
had been aid during the Summer and Fall of 1849. Full surveys were 
made, after the organization of the Company, in the Fall of 1851, and 
during the following year, and a final report made theréon to the Board, 
in March, 1853. Immediately after this, the route was finally located, 
with the exception of the extreme eastern and western portions of it, which 
were delayed for'a time. This delay apparently arose from the difficulty 
of deciding upon which of several proposed hnes, at either end, it would be 
best to locate the road, with a view to all the considerations of Gost, 
economy in use, directness, convenient access to the river, and the purchase 
of depdt grounds; and these portions of the road were subsequently lo- 
cated, substantially in accordance with the reports of surveys, and the 
recommendations of the Engineer, in March, 1853. : 

The route of the road, as located, is*as follows: — Leaving Hannibal, 
it ascends, in a westerly direction, the valley of Bear Creek (overcoming 
the general elevation of the route, above the Mississippi river), taking at 
the head of this valley a north-west direction to the town of Palmyra, 
thence in a south-west direction to the crossing of Salt River, about nine 
miles south of Shelbyville ; thence through the Elk Knobs to the towns of 
Chillicothe and Utica, crossing Grand River, below the forks; ascending 
the Utica Divide, and following it westwardly to the crossing of Brushy 
Creek; thence, pursuing the dividing ridge, between the head waters of 
Grindstone Creek and Smith’s Branch to Castile Creek, crossing the Cas- 
tile Divide to the head of James’ Branch, descending it, and crossing 
Platte River, and its valley to the mouth of Dixon’s Branch, which it 
ascends to the summit of the dividing ridge, between the Missouri and 
Platte Rivers, to the head of Whitehead’s Branch, which it descends into 
the valley of the Missouri River, at St. Joseph; being 206 8-10ths miles 
in length, with a controlling grade of fifty-three feet to the mile. 

On the 19th of August, 1852, a contract was made for the construction 
of the entire road, including a specified amount of rolling stock; and on 
the 17th of March, 1854, anamendatory contract was made. The original 
and amended contract are appended to thisreport. Work was commenced 
under the contract in the Spring of 1853, and has been progressing slowly 
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since that time, never having ceased entirely, and occasionally prosecuted 
with considerable vigor. The whole of the line is divided into eight sec- 
tions, of about twenty-five miles each. The whole of the first division and 
a portion of the second — in all, about thirty miles — with the exception of 
that part of it, in the neighborhood and at the crossing of South River, 
_between Hannibal and Palmyra, which has given much trouble and caused 
a great deal of delay, is understood to be now very nearly ready for the 
superstructure. The remainder of the second and the third and fourth 
divisions of the eastern portion of the line are under construction. The 
extreme western division is, also, under construction. On the remainder of 
the line, no work has been done. It is understood and believed that a 
large number of men, somewhat exceeding 1,000, are now engaged upon 
the work.* In the present unfinished state of the work, even that portion 
of it which most nearly approaches completion —no portion of the super- 
structure having, as yet, been put upon the road—it would be impossible 
for the Committee to express any reliable opinion as to its character. It 
is proper to remark, however, that in some cases, as it is understood, work 
of a temporary character has been put up, for the purpose of expediting 
the completion of the road, so as to permit it to be used with as little delay 
as possible, with a view to its subsequent replacement by more permanent 
work. In connection with this subject, it may be well to state, that while 
the Committee have thought it to be their duty, in commenting on the 
other roads, to give their general impressions as to the character of the 
work done —when the state of the work on each particular road might 
permit it — it cannot be doubted, that, touching a matter of such vital im- 
portance, no satisfactory information ‘can be given, except upon an exam- 
ination, conducted with great care and minuteness, after the work, or that 
portion examined, is complete; and it*might’ require, for the removal of 
all doubt, the investigation of those, whose professional knowledge would 
give them better opportunities to decide. 

The gauge (or width between the'rails) of the road was established by 
the Board of Directors, at five feet and ahalf, in March, 1855. On ‘the 
22d of last May, this order was rescinded, and the guage of the road fixed 
at four feet eight and a half inches. Further mention of this subject is 
postponed to the concluding portion of this Report, when it will be noticed 
in its connection with the North Missouri Railroad Company... — 

It will be observed, from the preamble of the amendatory contract, 
which is appended to this report, that allusion is made to the subscription 
to the capital stock of the Company of ten’ thousand shares, by Charles 
D. Warner. This subscription was’ made on the 17th day of November, 
1853; and, 'so far as the Committee have been able to ascertain, there seems 
to be no doubt that it was taken with a view to its transfer to the Con- 
tractors, After it was made, the transfer to the Contractors was executed, 
and the first call of five per. cent. was paid, a credit being entered for that 
amount, on the receipt of the Contractors, for work done by them on the 
road. It appears that there was some opposition to this transfer in the 
Board, and the legality of the subscription was’ questioned. Subsequent 
to this transfer, a sale of the stock subscribed was negotiated, and, as it 


* A portion of this force is employed at the machine shop, at Hannibal; where, under 
the terms of the contract, the Contractors are now having made, a considerable number of 
car bodies, of the various kinds required. 
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appears, from the records of the Company, it was again transferred, and 
is now held by certain persons, as trustees for the owners, residents of the 
eastern States. The action of the Board, in approving the amendatory 
contract, confirmed the transfer. . On ‘the 18th of November, 1853, 
another subscription to, the capital stock of the Company, to a similar 
amount, was made. No portion of the amount due in) assessments upon 
that stock has been paid, nor has it been. transferred upon the books of 
the Company. No steps have, as yet, been taken to forfeit that subscrip- 
tion under the charter; but so far as the Committee have been able to 
ascertain, it is considered as a nullity. va 
The Committee deem it their duty to make special remark. on the sub- 
scription of stock mentionedabove and its subsequent transfer, since in this 
way it occurred that the larger portion of the stock as yet taken became 
the property of persons not residents of this State, and they are very well 
aware, that on this account some feeling of suspicion has arisen with re- 
gard to this Company. It is proper, also, to mention it for the additional 
reason, that at the first election of Directors following it a majority of 
those elected were non-residents, and, by an order of the Board subse- 
quently made, its stated monthly meetings were to be held alternately at 
Boston and Hannibal.* | | 
it would be unjust to those who have become stockholders in this Com- 
pany, whose funds, paid as installments on their stock, have been expended 
on the road, and who, of course, look to it. as the source. of legitimate 
profit, to regard them with jealousy, simply because they happen to be non- 
residents; but in view of the connection established between the State and 
this Company, it becomes a question whether sound policy would not haye 
prohibited such action as would allow the control of its affairs to pass out 
of the hands of her own citizens. The Committee desire to avoid, as 
seems to them to be their duty, any expression of opinion here on this sub- 
ject. The Committee have excepted from the amendatory contract, the 
schedule of prices agreed therein to be paid, per cubic yard, for certain 
extra work, for reasons already given in a former portion of this Report, 
touching similar exceptions in other cases. { . " 
It would, of course, be impossible to say, until the work has advanced 
sufficiently far to test the character, as to costliness, of the whole line, 
what the result of this contract will probably be to the Contractors, as to 
profit. It may, however, be remarked, that it is understood under;the 
original contract as construed, there seems, from the information of: the 
Committee, to have been great reason to fear that the Contractors could 
not carry it on successfully, and, probably, not without considerable loss. 
The amendatory contract seems to be much more favorable to them. Of 





* By the terms of the amendatory contract, it will be observed that, the capital stock of 
the Company is limited, on certain conditions, to twenty thousand shares. It is proper, 
also, to remark, that at the time of the transfer of this stock, a very small amount which 
could be relied on had been ‘subscribed, and the Company were greatly in need of: addi- 
tional subscriptions, and, the, installments which would be paid thereon, to enable them to 


carry on their work. 


It is understood that an agreement has been made with the Contractor, by which the 
authority to purchase iron rails, rolling stock, &c., for the Company, given by the contract 
to him, has been transferred to. the fiscal agency, who are to make such purchases, when 

“necessary ; the price paid to be charged against the Contractor, and deducted from the gross 
sum to be paid him under the contract. <p ly jong 
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the parties named in the original contract, John Duff and Edward 
Learned, jr., alone executed it. The same parties, also, alone executed 
the amendatory contract. Since that time, it is understood, that Edward 
Learned, jr., has ceased to be a party to the contract, and, so far as ap- 
pears from the records of the Company, John Duff is now sole contractor. 

It will be observed, that by the terms of the amendatory contract, the 
Company established a Fiscal Agency at the.city of Boston, upon which 
large powers were conferred. Under this authority, a mortgage of the lands 
and other property of the Company was prepared, and, being subsequently 
ratified by the Board, was executed by the Board on the 16th of October, 
1854, to secure bonds of the Company to an amount not exceeding $4,000,- 
000, which it was proposed to issue to secure means to complete the road. 
This deed was filed for record in the counties through which the road runs, 
and in which the lands of the Company lie. Upon being submitted to the 
Governor of the State, however, it did not, in his judgment, sufficiently 
secure the State in her prior lien for bonds issued and to be issued, and it 
was accordingly released by the ‘Trustees, by deed dated December 19th, 
1854. Prior to the objection made by the Governor to this deed of mort- 
gage, efforts had been made to raise money upon the security offered, 
which failed on account of the stringency of the money market, and no 
bonds issued. Another deed, carefully drawn, to secure the interests of 
the State, the form of which was submitted to and approved by the Gov- 
ernor, as the Committee are informed, was prepared and executed by the 
President of the Company... This deed, however, has not been executed by 
the Trustees — no bonds have been issued ‘under it, and it is not intended 
to issue any. 

On the 27th of April, 1855, the President, or the Chairman of the 
Board, was authorized to issue and sell, or pledge as collateral security, 
bonds of the Company, not secured by mortgage, for an amount not ex- 
ceeding one million of dollars... Under this authority, bonds of the Com 
pany, bearing interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, to the 
amount of $17,000, have been issued and used in part payment for depét 
grounds, at Hannibal and St. Joseph. | 

On the 30th of May, 1855, authority was given to the Secretary to re- 
lease any of the subscribers to the stock of the Company who vere un- 
willing to pay the installments due, on condition of a release by them to 
‘the Company of the amounts already paid. Subsequent to this action, the 
subscriptions of Daviess and DeKalb counties, of 300 shares each, were 
caneelled. : 

Thirty per cent. of the capital stock has been called in, the last install- 
ment of five per cent. being due, payable on the 15th of September last. 
It will be observed, from the statements accompanying this Report, thata 
large portion of the assessments have not been paid. 

No. portion of the lands granted to this Company by the State has been 
sold. On the 24th of May, 1855, the Land Agent of the Company was 
authorized to lease a portion of them for the term of five years, to present 
occupants claiming preémption rights, and to actual settlers who intend to 
become residents, on condition that the land they leased should be surren- 
dered to the Company when offered for sale. None of the land has, as 
yet, been leased. 

The exact quantity of land granted to the Company has not been ascer- 
tained; certain claims for land, selected as swamp land, being yet unset- 

G 
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tled, and the lists of selected lands being, probably, subject to some other 
minor corrections. It appears, from the last annual report of the Land 
Agent, that the quantity will somewhat exceed 600,000 acres. All of 
these lands have been thoroughly examined, and plats prepared, showing — 
the character and position of each tract; and their present and prospective 
value will be shown, to some extent, by the report of the Geological 
Survey of the State, which embraces the report of an examimation made 
along the line of the road and the country adjacent, by a gentleman (Mr. 
I’. Hawn) employed for that purpose, and who acted, at the expense of 
the Company, under the direction of the State Geologist. - : 

The first estimates of the Mngineer which accompanied his report upon 
the surveys, made in March, 1855, were as follows: —

These estimates contemplated a length of road of 202 4-10 miles, and 
included an allowance for rolling stock and depots. 

The estimates made subsequently, and submitted to the stockholders of 
the Company at their last annual meeting, in November, 1854, are as

It is to be observed, that these estimates are made upon a length of road 
as located, of 206 8-10 miles, being 4 4-10 miles longer than that upon 
which the previous estimates were made, and that some items are included 
which did not enter into them, of which the estimate for the cost of iron, 
at a price exceeding the standard fixed by the contract, may, very pro- 
bably, be diminished largely; while the estimates for hardpan and rock may 
be increased, which, judging from the experience of the other Railroad 
Companies in the State, will, most probably, be the case. The estimate 
for the cost of right of way, it is now ascertained, is about $20,000 too 
high, the right of way having been procured upon much the larger portion 
of the line at an expense of about $30,000. | 

The following tables, prepared under the direction of the Committee, the 
accuracy of which they have tested by an examination of the books of the 
Company, show the present condition of the affairs of the Company, the 
amount of subscriptions to its capital stock, the amount collected from 
subscribers, the amount of State bonds received, the amount actually ex- 
pended by the Company, and, as far as possible, consistent with brevity, 
the heads of expenditure.

It willbe observed, that this account differs in amount from the item showing the 
sum puid for iron, in the preceding table; the reason being, that, while this account in- 
cludes some disbursements in October, and some yet to be made, the former includes no 
disbursements, subsequent to the first of October. 


The business affairs of the Company, in its several departments, seem 
to be conducted skillfully and systematically, and in such a manner as to 
secure proper accountability. No money can be paid until the amount on 
which it is claimed has been approved by the Secretary and the Auditor, 
and all moneys committed to the agents of the Company, or its officers, 
for disbursement, become a charge against them, until accounted for and 
settled upon sufficient vouchers. 

So far as the Committee have ascertained, the funds of the Company 
are faithfully applied, and a proper regard is had to economy. In con- 
clusion, it may be proper to remark, that, unfortunately, much ill feeling 
seems to have existed at various times, in sections of the country on and 
near the line of the road, against. the Company ; ; and divisions and strifes 
have, at times, arisen among the members of the Board. It is not, proba- 
bly, the province of the Committee to inquire into} or explain this, any 
further than to say, that it is perhaps to be attributed, among other causes, 
to some of the facts which have been developed in this Report, to the delay 
which has occurred in the prosecution and completion of thé work, and 
to the fact, that so small an amount of stock, comparatively speaking, 
has been taken throughout the country, traversed by the line of the road. 
Certainly, it 1s greatly to be desired, that the causes of such feeling, to- 
gether with the feeling itself, should pass away, and that the early com- 
pletion of the road should confer upon the country the great advantages it 
cannot fail to derive from it. 
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Copy of Contract of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Ratlroad Company 
with Duff § Learned, approved at the meeting of the Board of Directors, 
at St. Joseph, August, 1852. 


This contract, made and entered into this 10th day of August, A. D. 
- 1852, between the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company, of the 
first part, and John Duff, of the State of Massachusetts, of the second 
part, Witnesseth: — , 

That the said parties do covenant, contract and agree with each other, 
as follows, that is to say :— | 

The said party of the second part, binds himself, his heirs, executors 
and administrators, that he will construct and equip the said Railroad of 
the said Company, between the city of St. Joseph and the city of Hanni- 
bal, in accordance with the terms of the charter of said road; or, should 
said charter be hereafter changed by the General Assembly of Missouri, 
then, in accordance with the terms of such change; and, also, any branches 
of said road, that may be determined upon by the Directors thereof, 
within four years from the date hereof, on the following basis, viz : — 

The allignment, grading and equipment, embracing the locomotives, the 
freight, baggage, passenger, mail and hand cars, depdts, water-stations 
and fixtures, turn-tables, switches and turn-outs, shall be made and fur- 
nished, of a classequal to the best class of railroads in the United States; 
provided, the minimum radius of curvature, and the gauge of said road, 
shall be fixed by the party of the first part; provided, that the gauge 
shall not exceed five feet six inches, and the maximum grade shall not 
exceed fifty feet per mile, unless otherwise specially agreed to by the par- 
-ties to this contract, in writing, and that the road shall be constructed for 
and with a single track. 

The party of the first part shall employ an Engineer in Chief, with 
such subordinate assistants as the necessities of the work may require. 
The said party of the first part shall superintend the location and con- 
struction of the road, and the equipments thereof. 

The said railroad shall be built upon the best route, to be determined by 
careful comparative surveys, having in view only distance, grades and 
cost; and any deviation, made from any cause whatever, that will in- 
crease the cost of construction, such necessary imerease of cost shall be 
paid by the said party of the first part. 

The general route of said railroad shall be /determined by the party of 
the first part, after preliminary surveys have been made, governed by the | 
above consideration. 

The work shall be prosecuted as rapidly as a due regard to economy 
and the payments will justify, so as to secure its completion within the 
time hereinbefore specified, and shall be delivered over to the party of 
the first part, as the various sections shall be completed and finished. 
The right to use any portion of the work or machinery so delivered over, 
being reserved to the parties of the second part, for the necessary pur- 
poses of executing this contract; provided, that the said party of the 
second part, in so using said work and machinery, shall not obstruet or 
prevent the carrying on of the ordinary business of the road. 

The party of the first part shall pay the expenses attending the preli- 
minary survey and location of said road, and all land damages, and the 
salaries of the Engineer and Assistant Engineers, in the employ of the 
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said Railroad Company ; all other costs and expenses attending the construc- 
tion of said road, including all earth excavations, grading, masonry, iron, 
rails, bridges, embankments , chairs, spikes, ties and superstructure for 
single track, with depdts, cars, locomotives, turn-tables, switches, water- 
stations, machine shops, engine houses , freight houses and all other fix- 
_ tures necessary for the convenient oper ation of said railroad, shall be paid 
by the parties of the second part. . 

The iron rails used in the construction of said railroad, shall be the T 
rail, and of the best quality of Welch iron; and the party of the first 
part, upon reasonable notice of the purchase and port of entry at which 
the same shall be delivered, shall provide the party of the second part 
with the means of payment, therefor, together with the duties which may 
accrue thereon, in money or bonds of the State of Missouri, at par, at 
the option of the party of the first part; and, after such payment, the 
party of the first part shall have a lien therefor, upon such iron. The 
party of the first part shall provide ami inspector of iron, at the place of 
manufacture. The weight of the iron shall not be less than sixty pounds 
to the lineal yard. 

In the event of the decline or advance of the particular kind of iron to 
be used, the price to be paid per mile, as hereinafter specified, shall be 
increased or diminished, to an amount equal to such increase or diminution 
in the price of the iron, the standard being the price of iron on the ninth 
day of June, 1852. 

The par ty of the second part shall build and construct suitable depots, 
machine shops, engine houses and necessary buildings, for the convenient 
working of the said Railroad at each end —that is to say, at Hannibal 
and St. Joseph — and shall build and construct water-stations and way-sta- 
tions, in proportion to the business expected at each particular point on 
said road; provided, they shall not be required to build way-stations at a 
distance less thantwelve milesapart. They shall also construct a turn-out, 
at least twelve hundred feet in length, at each way-station. 

The equipment and out-fit shall be furnished of such description and 
quality as the party of the first part shall prescribe, and shall be not less 
than twenty engines, of fifteen, eighteen and twenty tons; twelve first-class 
passenger cars; five mail and baggage cars; two hundred covered freight, 
platform and cattle cars; fifty gravel cars ; ‘twenty hand cars; three sub- 
stantial engine houses, of eight stalls each ; two large freight houses ; ten 
small passenger and freight houses ; three machine shops, for repairs, with 
stationary power ; twenty whter-stations; switches and turn-outs, necessary 
for the convenient use of said road ; — provided, that the whole cost of said 
out-fit and equipment, as last above enumerated, to be paid for by the 
party of the second part, shall not exceed the sum of three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 

Estimates shall be made by the Engineer in Chief of the party of the 
first part, on the first week day of each successive month, of the relative 
contract value of the work performed, or materials or labor furnished by 
the said party of the second part; and the amount of such estimates shall 
be paid to the party of the second part, by the party of the first part, 
within ten days thereafter, as follows, to wit :— ninety per cent. In money, 
and t.e balance of ten per cent. in shares of the capital stock of said 
Company, at par value. 

The party of the first part agrees to pay to the party of the second 
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part, for the necessary carth excavations, embankments, ir.n rails, chairs, 
spikes, ties, bridges and superstructure for single track, with depdts, water 
Stations, wWay-stations and fixtures, engine and freight houses, machine 
shops, cars and locomotives, and masonry for culverts and abutments, and 
for all work done and articles furnished under this contract, so as to make 
said Railroad one of the first-class railroads in the United States, the sum 
of twenty-three thousand dollars per mile —the d stance to be ascertained 
by actual survey — and for all quick-sands, hardpan and indurated earth, 
such additional sums as these obstacles shall necessarily occasion in being 
overcome. 

The party of the second part shall begin and prosecute the work at each 
end of the road simultaneously. 

The party of the first part, if they desire, may, In case of a deficiency 
of cash funds, make the cash payments hereinbefore provided for, in the 
bonds or obligations of the Company, or the bonds of the cities or coun- 
ties which may have subscribed for the capital stock of said Railroad 
Company, to any amount not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars ; and 
the said parties of the second part are not to dispose of such bonds for 
less than their par value, under nine months from the time they were 
turned over to the party of the second part; when, after having been 
offered back to the party of the first part at their par value, and refused, 
the party of the second part may dispose of them at their market value, 
and the party of the first part shall pay to the party of the second part 
the difference between their par and market value. Whenever part of all 
of such bonds shall be disposed of, as aforesaid, by the party of the 
second part, the party of the first part shall have the right to supply their 
place with other similar bonds, in lieu of cash payments aforesaid, and so 
from time to time, so that the party of the first part shall have the right 
to keep in the hands of the party of the second part, at all times, an 
amount of such bonds not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars. 

Should the party of the first part not have the location of the road 
prepared for construction, the parties of the second part are to be allowed 
. the same time, in addition to the period of four years, as stipulated in the 
contract for the building of said road, as they may be detained by the 
party of the first part; provided,. that, if twenty-five miles at each end of 
the line be ready, the parties of the second part shall be required to 
commence work thereon. 

It is further agreed by the parties hereto, that the party of the second 
part shall do all things, and furnish all things requisite for putting said 
Railroad in complete running order, and for running the same, notwith- 
standing such things may not be specifically pointed out in the agreement; 
and said party of the second part shall not be entitled to any extra pay 
for the same, nor shall the said party of the first part be liable to pay any 
thing, except as hereinbefore specifically pointed out. 

It is further agreed, that this contract shall now be executed by the 
said John Duff; and, also, on behalf of the Railroad Company, and that 
within ninety days the same may be executed by Abram French, Edward 
Learned, jr., William C. Stiles and John Ferry, of the State of Massa- 
chusetts ; in which event, the said Duff, Learned, French, Stiles and Ferry, 
shall constitute together the party of the second part to this contract, and 
shall be each equally bound as joint contractors. But should the said 
French, Learned, Stiles and Ferry, or either of them, fail to execute this 
contract within said ninety days, then the party of the first part, at their 
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option, may consider and treat this contract as void, and the same shall 
be void as to them; or they may introduce other persons as co-contractors 
with said Duff, as the party of the second part, and the same shall be 
valid and in force, with all such persons as the party of the second part. 

In testimony whereof, Robert M. Stewarts President of the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad Company, subscr’bes his name for, and on behalf 
of said Company, and causes the seal thereof to be affixed in behalf of 
the party of the first part; and the persons composing the party of the 
second part, hereunto subscribe their names, and affix their seals, the 
nineteenth day of August, A. D. 1852. 


WHEREAS, on the seventeenth day of November last, Charles D. Warner 
subscribed for ten thousand shares of the capital stock of the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad Company, and paid to the Company five per 
cent. thereon; and whereas, Duff & Learned have negotiated with 
parties at the East for the purchase of the same, when the contract of 
said Duff & Learned with the Company shall be properly defined, and 
the basis on which the various business arrangements of the Company 
shall be determined and fixed to their satisfaction. 

Now, therefore, for that purpose, and in consideration of the pay- 
ment to the Corporation by Duff & Learned of the fifteen per cent. 
remaining unpaid on said stock, being balance of twenty per cént. 
call, now due, and of the mutual covenants hereinafter contained, the 
said Railroad Company and said Duff & Learned do mutually con- 
tract and covenant with each other, as follows: — . 


First. — This agreement shall be considered, in all respects, as an ad- 
dendum and supplement to the contract already existing between said 
Company, and Duff, Learned and others (which contract is now owned by 
said Duff & Learned, only), and shall form a part thereof. 

Second. — That the extra cost provided to be paid under said contract 
for ‘excavation of hardpan, quicksand and indurated earth,” shall be de- 
fined and limited as follows: For hardpan, per cubic yard, * * *; for 
indurated earth, per cubic yard, * * *3 for quicksand, per cubic 
yard in foundations, * * *; in cuts, *» * *; and, also, an allow- 
ance for rock per cubic yard. | 

Third. — The certificates of stock which shall be paid Duff & Learned, as 
provided for in the contract, shall have inscribed thereon a declaration that 
they are for full paid stock, and shall be issued and dated at the time they 
shall severally be due said Duff & Learned. | Each certificate shall, also, 
have inscribed thereon a declaration, setting forth that (until some equiva- 
lent mode of adjusting unequally paid stock shall be agreed to by the 
stockholders) the owners thereof shall be entitled to be paid by the Com- 
pany, previous to the payment of each dividend, interest at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum on the par value thereof, and that all other certifi- 
cates of shares shall, likewise, have inscribed thereon that the owner thereof 
shall be entitled to be paid interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, 
at the same time and in like manner, on such sums as shall have been ac- 
tually paid into the Company thereon; and after the payment of such in- 
terest, dividends of profits or property shall be made on each share equally. 
Each certificate shall, also, have the paid assessments and the several dates 
of payment endorsed thereon, when requested by the owner thereof. — 

Fourth. — The capital stock of the Company shall be limited to twenty 
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thousand shares, and shall not hereafter be increased, nor any bonds be 
issued by the Corporation, convertible into shares, unless by consent and 
by authority of a vote of the Corporation, at a meeting called for that 
purpose, of which meeting thirty days’ notice shall be given to the share- 
holders; and that any and all such further issues of shares and of convert- 
ible bonds, if so made, shall, prior to the sale thereof, be offered to the 
stockholders for the time being, pro rata, and a reasonable time given them 
_ to take and pay for, or refuse the same; and for all purposes of this con- 
tract, Duff & Learned shall be regarded as stockholders for a number of 
shares, equal, at their par value, to ten per cent. of the probable amount 
of their contract. This section shall not be considered as waiving any 
rights Duff & Learned may now have under the contract. 

Fifth. —The Company shall have the right to pay Duff & Learned for 
any work under the contract, and as part of the ninety per cent. in money 
agreed to be paid them, such county bonds as they may have or receive on 
account of county subscriptions for stock, at their par value; Provided, 
said bonds are made convertible into the shares or stock subscribed for by 
such counties respectively; in consideration whereof, the Company hereby 
releases and waives the right to pay them Company bonds or obligations, to 
the extent of one hundred thousand dollars, as provided for in the contract. 

Sixth. — In consideration that Duff & Learned shall put the road in a 
condition to admit of its being used, before it can he wholly completed, 
and at an earlier date than by contract they are required to complete it, 
they shall have the right to use the same and its appurtenances for the 
transportation of both freight and passengers, and appropriate to them- 
selves the proceeds until March 7th, 1857; Provided, they shall at that 
time deliver over the road and appurtenances to the Company in good order 
and according to contract; and the Company shall not, in any manner, im- 
pair or interfere with the exercise of the rights herein given, unless Duff 
& Learned shall refuse to use the road for such purposes. 

Seventh.— In case Duff & Learned shall ascertain thatthe proper adapta- 
tion of the plans, locations, grades, structures and machinery of the 
road to its most judicious and economical construction and working, with 
reference to the preponderance of its trade and business, and questions 
incident thereto, shall require modification or alteration, or that thereby 
they can expedite the construction of the road or particular sections thereof, 
they shall have the right to make the same, and, for that purpose, to em- 
ploy the necessary Engineers and assistants, and perform the engineering 
on such division or divisions of the road; but no such modification or alter- 
ation shall be made definitely, unless approved by a majority of the Di- 
rectors. Incase of such employment of Engineers by Duff & Learned, the 
estimates shall be verified to the satisfaction of a majority of the Directors, 
or of such auditing committee as they may select; and forsuch engineering 
expenses as Duff & Learned may so incur for any portion of the road, they 
shall be fully reimbursed by the Company. 

Highth. —In order to enable the Company promptly to meet its engage- 
ments with Duff & Learned, whereby they will feel secure in making the 
most extensive arrangements for the construction of the road in the least 
time practicable, and, also, to introduce the road most favorably to Hast- 
ern parties, and to afford facilities for transactions in its stock equal to 
those of any other roads, the Company hereby appoints R. M. Stewart, of 
Missouri; Charles Gould, Edmund Dwight, and Nathan T. MACE of New 
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York; John M. Forbes, Nathaniel Thayer, Robert 8. Watson, H. H. Hun- 
newell, and Edward Learned, jr., of Massachusetts; a Fiscal Agency to 
manage the fiscal business of the Company atthe Hast, in such manner as, 
in the judgment of the said Agents, will best promote the interests of the 
Company. in accordance with the following provisions : — 

Ist.—A majority of the agency shall constitute a quorum, for the 
transaction of business, with power to elect their officers and fill vacancies, 
in case of resignation or death. | 

2nd —— The agency shall have power to open books of transfer of stock, 
aud issue new certificates on any stock transferred, at such place or places 
as they may select. 

drd.— The agency shall have power, exclusively, to negotiate for the 
moneys required for the construction and equipment of the road, and to 
discharge the debts of the Corporation, with full authority, in the name 
and on behalf of the Corporation, to contract for, raise, receive the same, 
and for that purpose to sell, dispose of, or hypothecate the Company 
bonds, and all such other obligations er assets which the Company may 
have or receive, which are properly applicable to the purpose. The ex- 
clusive right being hereby granted by the Company, to such agency, to 
enter into negotiations and contracts, in all matters appertaining to, 
or affecting the procurement of moneys, on the most favorable terms. 

4th. — Said agency are authorized to employ any agent or agents, to 
examine and report upon the situation and value of the lands and pro- 
perty of the Corporation, and all other facts deemed useful, by. said 
agency, to give information and confidence to parties to whom application 
for such loans may be made; and, also, to employ any agent or agents 
that may.be fotind expedient, in the discharge of any of. their duties. 

5th. — Whenever the agency shall advise the Directors of the Com- 
pany that an assessment should be ca!led for on the capital stock, to meet 
accruing obligations, for which the agency have not otherwise provided 
funds, such call shall be forthwith made; and, to enable the agency to 
rely on that source for funds, from time to time, no call shall be made 
except with the concurrence of the agency. 

6th. — The Company shall cause to be prepared and duly executed, by 
the proper persons, bonds of the Company, drawn according to such forms 
and terms, and secured upon the property of the Company, in such a 
manner as the agency shall determine to be most proper, to enable them 
to raise moneys on the best terms, and shall keep the agency constantly 
supplied with so many thereof as the agency may deem necessary ; 
and, also, supplied with the other means or resources, for raising money 
within the possession, or at the command of the Company. 

7th. — The agency shall require, from any party or parties, in whose 
custody they may deposit funds belonging to the Company, good and 
sufficient security for the faithful performance of their duty. 

8th.— The agency shall keep the Company fully advised, from time 
to time, of their proceedings, and shall pay over to the Company, out of 
any moneys in their hands belonging to it, the sums from time to time 
needed by the Company. | 

In testimony whereof, the said Duff & Learned have affixed their sig- 
natures and. seals, and the President of the said Railroad Company, on 
behalf of said Company, and in pursuance of a vote of the Directors of 
said Company, this day passed, has hereto set his hand and affixed the . 
seal of said Company, this 17th day of March, A. D. 1854, in duplicate. 


CONCLUSION. 


Tnx Committee have thought it advisable, to reserve until the conclusion 
of this Report, comments on various subjects, which seem to them worthy 
of mention; and which, as they may refer to more than one of the roads, 
or, in some instances, to the whole system, would be more properly men- 
tioned here than in the Special Report, as to either one of the Companies. 

They have not supposed that they would be expected (nor, indeed, would 
it be consistent with the proper limits of this Report, to go into details of 
such a character), to show, in treating of the general subject of the ex- 
penditures of the various Companies, the sums paid to their respective 
officers, by way of salaries. It will be sufficient to say, that, in all the 
expenditures by the various Companies of this general class, they have 
seen nothing to ‘condemn. Sufiicient salaries must be provided, if compe- 
tent men are to be employed, or — when employed — retained ; and that 
economy which would limit the compensation given to the lowest possible 
amount, will often be proved, by the result, to have been the most 
extravagant. 

It has been supposed that the amounts shown to have been disbursed by 
the various Companies, on account of the expenses of engineering, have 
been too large; and though it is extremely difficult to judge of the expen- 
ditures of this class, by reason of the great number of influences which 
must often arise to increase the labors of those employed in this branch 
of the service, it may be that a more rigid economy might have been 
exercised in this respect, with some saving to them. It is worthy of 
remark, however, that just in proportion as the preliminary and subse- 
quent surveys are elaborate and thorough, is the final location likely to 
be the best; and while the work of construction is in progress, just as the 
supervision of the Hngineer is constant and careful, so is the result likely 
to be satisfactory in producing a substantial road; so that an increased 
amount expended in these directions, will often be a saving of much larger 
amounts in correcting errors and repairing defects, which would otherwise 
have occurred. The corps of Engineers, it should be remarked, are no 
less essential during the progress of construction than before; and, indeed, 
they furnish the most complete assurance, that the labor paid for by the 
Company is performed. Accurate accounts are kept by them of the num- 
ber of laborers actually employed — the time spent upon the work, and 
the exact quantity of each kind of work done; thus affording a check 
uponthe Contractor, and, as it would seem, a perfect security to the Com- 
pany. From the nature of the case, this whole branch of expenditure 
must be left, to a great extent, to the discretion of the Engineer, under 
the control of the Board of Directors, since they only can judge of the 
constantly recurring questions which arise in this department. In the 
tables which have been given, in connection with the special statement, 
as to each of the roads, the Committee have endeavored, as far as possi-— 
ble, consistently with brevity, to show the various items which go to make 
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up the expenditures classified under the general head of engineering. 
The Committee have had prepared, a map of the State’ on a small scale, 
showing the located line of each road, and the actual surveys, which have 
been made for each one of the Companies, in determining the particular 
route to be selected. This map will afford some just idea of the amount 
of labor and time, and the expense requisite, before a road can be located. 
Upon a map of this size, it has been impossible to show more than the 
principal lines surveyed; so that many short lines, which have been run by 
way of experiment, or to modify the line, do not appear. 

Another class of expenditures, shown in the tables which accompany 

this report, and which is most observable in those relating to the roads 
terminating in St. Louis, is that made necessary by claims for land da- 
mages. ‘The sums thus paid have been large, and have generally exceeded 
the estimates; but for this there seems to be no remedy, save when the 
Companies have been able to take the precaution to procure relinquish- 
ments before the actual location. Inmany cases, when exorbitant demands 
have been made, it has been decided by the Companies, and most probably 
(so far as the Committee can judge), wisely, to pay the prices asked, rather 
than resort to the mode provided by law, risking the chances of long liti- 
gation, which would delay their work; and which, when the costs were 
reckoned, might very well prove to be no saving to them. This is, also, 
suggestive of another topic, that of Legislative Engineering, which has 
given rise to considerable increase of expenditure in several instances, 
without, perhaps, any compensating advantage. .The disposition to inter- 
fere, by legislation, which positively fixes certain intermediate points 
through which a road must pass, cannot be too earnestly condemned ; since » 
it necessarily proceeds, in most cases, without certain information as to the 
character of the country, with reference to its adaptation to such a work, 
through which it may require the road to pass, 1t must often, and as shown 
by experience, nearly always doesyswell the cost of the work beyond what 
it would have been, if the line had been determined only by actual mea- 
surement and survey. . 

The Committee have postponed to this pomt, particular mention, which 
they deem it to be their duty to make, of certain matters respecting the 
location of the line of the North Missouri and the Iron Mountain Rail- 
roads—and in regard to which, as they are constrained to think, the 
action of both Boards was erroneous. It was understood to be the desire 
of the great body of the people of St. Louis, before the location of either , 
of the roads was finally made, that the three roads terminating at that 
point, should enter the city —the one, the Pacific, in the western or cen- 
tral portion-——the Iron Mountain, at the southern —and the North Mis- 
souri, at the northern. With this understanding and expectation, as was 
supposed, the vote of the people was cast, ordermg the large sub- 
scription made by the city, in aid of the several roads. When, therefore, 
the location of the roads, more especially the two last named, was to be , 
made, it seemed to be a question already decided, that they, respectively, ~ 
should enter the city at those points. - At this time, the attention of the ., 
Board of Directors of the Iron Mountain Railroad Company, was, by, their |, 
Engineers, called to another route, for the first few miles of thew road_, 
from St. Louis to Carondelet.. This route left the city, running with the . 
line of the Pacific Railroad, two, miles and a half from its terminus, at. 
Fourteenth street; and thence diverging to the left, follows the valley of: 
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Rock Spring Creek for a short distance, and thence to Carondelet. It 
was suggested at the time, that it would be well for the North Missouri 
road to be located on a route, running, also, with the line of the Pacific 
road to the same point of divergence, and thence to St. Charles. In the 
ease of the Iron Mountain road, surveys actually made on: the proposed 
line, demonstrated it to be as good, and considerably less costly, than the 
one afterward selected. In the case of the North Missouri road, a line 
was surveyed, which, if extended, might have reached the point of pro- 
posed divergence with the line of the Pacific Railroad, and which, so far 
as it was carrried, was found to possess advantages. This line, however, 
though in itself good, was found to be more costly, if continued into the 
northern portion of the city, than the one on. which the road was subse- 
quently constructed. The advantages of the proposed line, as urged at 
the time, were: — As‘ to the Iron Mountain Railroad,its diminished cost of 
construction and equal. working efficiency; as to the North Missouri Rail- 
road, its supposed diminished cost of construction and. decreased length 3. 
as to both of them, the decreased cost for right of way and land damages 
upon that portion of their routes, far the most.expensive in these respects, 
and the greater facility presented by a common line, at a.point west of 
the city, for an easy interchange of the commodities which would be 
brought as freight upon them; and as to all the roads which would enter 
the city upon this common line, together, greater ability, by the union of 
their means, to bear the necessary expense of depots, and of extending 
their lines to the river, at such points as their business and the wants of 
the people might require. 

Jt is to be regretted, as the Committee think, that this course was not_ 
adopted. It should be remembered, however, that it is to be expected that 
the supposed and understood feeling of the community, in which the mem- 
bers of a Board of Directors reside, will, very naturally, be participated. 
in, by them to.a great extent, and must, in many cases, have an influence 
both on their opinions and action ; and it is, also, to be ‘obser ved, that this 
wish of a community, which had, in various ways, contributed so largely 
to.the means of these Companies, was entitled to, at least, some consider- 
ation. Simple justice to both Boards requires the Committee to say, that 
there is no reason to believe, after the general route to be taken had been 
decided on, tuat any other considerations moved them, than a desire to 
locate the roads on. the best and most. economical line. With regard to 
the contracts made by each of the Companies, and under which w vork ig: 
now progressing toa greater. or less, extent on all the roads, it may be 
generally remarked, that while they differ somewhat in the prices proposed 
to be paid —a difference, it is supposed, due to various circumstances — to 
the character of the country through which the particular road runs — 
the time at which the contract was made — the finances of the Company 
contracting, and therefore the mode in which payments are to be made, 
and the amount of work to be done under them ; and while some are more 
favorable to the particular Company than others, no one of them provides, 
so far as the Committee have been able to decide, for the payment of ex- 
orbitant or excessive prices—the parties to them are allrepres ented to be 
responsible and solvent, and the work done and progressing is generally 
good and satisfactory to the Companies. The Committee deem it proper 
to say, that, so far as they have been able to form an opinion, the mode of 
constructing the railroads of this State, which now prevails with all the 
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Companies — that is, the plan of making large contracts with individuals 
and firms — is not the best. The reason for this opinion, is this, Probably, 
the average profit to large contractors does not fall below fifteen or twenty 
per cent. on the whole work. It is supposed that a less profit would not 
be sufficient to induce so large an outlay of capital as is generally required. 
If, then, the whole work could be done in short sections, under the super- 
vision of the Company itself, by its agents, either by laborers actually 
employed by them, or by small contractors, 1t would seem that this per 
centage might be saved. It is proper to state, however, that the opinion 
of practical men seems to indicate the mode, prevailing generally through- 
ut the country and in ‘this State, as the best; and it is suggested that 
laborers, directly employed by the Company, would be more unmanage- 
able, and render the work more costly than if performed under a large 
contract. This was, to some extent, tested on the first division of the Pa-~ 
cific Railroad, though under peculiar circumstances of sickness among the 
workmen, scarcity of provisions, and high~prices for labor, which render 
it not altogether a fair example. Still, however this may be, there has 
been really no choice in the prosecution of the work in this State, but to adopt 
this mode, for this great reason — that all of the Companies having been, to 
a greater or less extent, limited in their means, it became necessary, as 
the only way of securing the completion of their roads within any reason-— 
able time, to callin the aid of those who would urge on the work, and 
whose means or credit would enable them to rely, to a great extent, on the 
securities the Company might give them in payment. If this is so, it is 
but another form in which is shown how the very fact, that the Companies 
have been pressed for want of means, which could be treated always as 
cash in the prosecution of the work, has itself become the cause (in the pay- 
ments of discounts, commissions, interests, &c., which it made necessary) 
of a considerably increased expenditure. In the prices paid by the various 
Companies, from time to time, for the purchase of iron rarls, there is a con- 
siderable difference. It has been necessary for the Boards of Directors — 
to exercise their best discretion, in making such purchases as the state of 
their work might require, from time to time, during a period of two or three 
years, when the price of rails has been subject to frequent and violent’ 
fluctuations. Some of the purchases made, have proved low, while others 
have been at high prices. |

The subject. of the gauge of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad has 
elicited much comment, and has excited some feeling of apprehension, lest 
that Company might, by the adoption of the narrow gauge, as it is ealled,. 
of 4 feet 84 inches, in opposition to the gauge of 5 feet 6 inches, be made 
to contribute to the interest of Railroad Companies and sections without 
the State, at the expense of the interests of Missouri. The existing laws 
require all the roads of the State to conform to the gauge of 5 feet 6 
inches, The Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company being exempt 
from this provision, by reason of the fact, that its charter privileges were 
granted before the law which imposed this gauge was enacted. The law 
passed at the first session of the present General Assembly, applying the 
State gauge to the Hannibal and St. Joseph road, not having been accepted 
by that Company, was, by its provisions, inoperative; and though a portion 
of the bed of the road, extending westwardly from Hannibal, is substan- 
tially ready for the superstructure, the actual laying of the rails has been 
postponed, mee the Committee understand, in the hope that, upon a full dis- 
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cussion of the question, the General Assembly may sanction the adoption 
of the narrow gauge, of 4 feet 83 inches. " 
In this state of that question, the Committee have considered it their 
duty to devote Some time to the examination of the respective and com- 
parative advantages of the wide and narrow gauge, considered first, as an 
abstract question, and next, in its relations to the’ interests of Missouri, 
and the connections and prospects of that portion of the system of roads 
lying north of the Missouri River. ae 
Since the adoption of the gauge of 5 fect 6 inches in this State, the 
system of roads projected in the States of Arkansas and Louisiana, have 
been made to conform to it; and as your Committee are informed and 
believe, this is also the case with regard to some, if not all, the roads pro- 
jected in Texas. It would seem, therefore, to be desirable, in any view of 
the case, to make no change in the gauge-of our roads, so far as they lie 
south of the Missouri River, since such a change would break the con- 
tinuous line of road of the same width, which will, when those roads are 
complete, and the Arkansas and Louisiana roads finished, extend over the 
whole of that portion of the valley, south and west of the Missouri River 
and west of the Mississippi. ¢ 
This question of the gauge has been the subject of much elaborate 
investigation in this country andin Great Britain, and much valuable 
information has been elicited by it. The following extract from a report 
made on the 27th of June, 1851, by James P. Kirkwood, Esq., at that 
time Chief Engineer of the Pacific Railroad, gives, in a condensed form,’ 
some of the reasons in favor of, and against, both the wide and the narrow 
gauges, and, also, shows the principal inducements under which that Com- 
pany adopted the gauge, which has since been adopted by the State :— 
«The reasons advanced in favor of a greater width of track are, mainly, 


the following - — 


1st. As regards the locomotive. 

That a greater width admits of a better proportioned boiler, better ar- 
ranged, and, therefore, more economical as regards the heating surface in 
the fire-box, compared with the tube surface. 

That it admits of a lower position of the boiler, and, consequently, of a 
more stable machine on the road. 

That it admits of the application of larger driving wheels, which reduce 
importantly the velocity of the pistons, and of all the gearing connected 
with them, and hence the general wear and tear of the engine. | 

That for the maximum velocity of the piston rod (there being a limit to 
that velocity), if the wider gauge admits of the use of larger driving 
wheels, it admits proportionately of a greater maximum rate of speed. 

All these advantages are more or less attainable, and the testimony of 
engine builders generally is in favor of a greater width of gauge, to 
secure one or the other.of them; but opinions are very various in regard 
to the precise width which should be adopted. - The perfection of the machine, 
which performs all thelabor on the railroad, is of vast importance. Every 
improvement in its action must add more or less to the safety, economy. 
and increased usefulness of the road. x 

2d. In regard to the cars. | | 


The passenger car on the narrow gauge has not sufficient width to give 
comfortable sitting room for the passengers. The space allotted to each 
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passenger is too confined, and does not admit of that change of position 
80 essential to comfort on a long journey. 

The cars of the New York and Erie road, which has a wide gauge, are, 
in this respect, very sensibly superior to those of the narrow. gauge roads, 
and the additional comfort is very grateful to the traveling community. 
This is a matter of a good deal of importance, when we consider that the 
larger half of the profits of the road will,.by and by, be derived from, 
its passenger business. For freight cars, an increase of width is of less 
consequence ; though, for bulky articles, whose weight will not make up a 
car load, it becomes very convenient, and economizes the number of cars 
necessary to be used. ‘The lengths of the cars in either case do not differ 
essentially. The difference is mainly in the width, whether of passenger 
ears or freight cars. ‘The number of passengers carried is not increased ; 
the number of tons carried in each freight car is increased, in the present 
practice, in the ratio of about one-tenth of the load. 

The dead weight carried isa little greater for the passenger cars per passen- 
ger; butfor the freight cars, per ton, it is not quite sogreat. in these com- 
parisons, [ am thinking of the gauge of the New York and Hrie Railroad. 
The cars are believed to be more steady on the road under a greater width of 
gauge; and the engines, also, in consequence of the greater base on which 
they operate. 

The objections to any incréase in the width of gauge are, mainly, a8 
follows : — 

The cost of graduation and masonry of the road is increased. 

This increase is in proportion to the addition made to the width of gauge. 

If we take as an example, a width of five feet six inches, and compare 
it with the width of the narrow gauge, four feet eight and half inches, the 
increase would be nine and a half inches. 

If we assume the excavations, on a mile of road, to average fifteen feet 
in depth (which, for your road, will be a liberal average), and take five per 
cent. of this as rock, we shall. have 1,218 cubic yards of earth, at, say, 
eighteen cents, plus sixty-one cubic yards of rock at sixty cents—equal

Say $460 per mile for graduation and masonry. 
For 100 miles this would give $46,000, and for 300 miles $138,000; 
say $150,000 as the increase of cost on yourroad due toa width of cauge 

of five feet six inches, as compared with the narrow gauge. 

The amount of land occupied would not be increased, and we have not 

found in practice that the cost of the superstructure is increased, although 
the cross-ties are, necessarily, longer for the wide gauge than for the nar- 
row one. 
_ The weight of the axles of the cars isincreased. For a gauge of five and 
a half feet the additional weight per axle would be nineteen pounds; per 
car, it. would be seventy-six pounds; which, at five cents per pound, would 
amount to $3 80 per car. The addition would be a little greater on the 
axles of locomotives. 

The friction in passing around curves, or the slip of the outer wheel, 
will be a little greater as the gauge is increased. If we take 1,000 feet of 
a three-degree curve (1,910 feet radius), the outer wheels of the cars 
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would have to travel two and four-tenth inches further on a five-and-a-half- 
foot gauge than on the narrow gauge. Ona five-degree curve (1,146 feet 
radius), for the same distance, the outer wheel would have to travel four 
and one-tenth inches further on a five-and-a-half-foot gauge than on the 
narrow gauge. It is objected to any change of gauge, that it interferes 
with a connection with other roads, and with the interchange of cars on 
other roads, and the passage of new cars and locomotives from one section 
of the country to another. 

The first part of the objection 1s not applicable to your road. The Mis- 
sissippi river cuts this road off from all direct connection with the! Hlinois 
roads; and the lines or branches to be built hereafter, in connection with. 
your road, will, in all probability, follow the gauge of the trunk line. -The 
transfer of cars and engines built in another State need hardly to be con- 
sidered, inasmuch as all these will, eventually, be built in St. Louis. Were 
the Mississippi river bridged, it w ould, doubtless, be convenient to be able 
to transfer cars from one road to another. _ 

The variations from the narrow gauge throughout the United States. OTe, 
to the best of my knowledge, as follows: —

Mr. Wistler, the Engineer of the Boston and Albany Railroad, after his 
transference to Russia as Engineer of the Moscow and St. Petersburg 
Railroad, recommended for that road a width of five feet, which was 
adopted. I mention his name in connection with this question, because, 
as an Engineer, he was more highly esteemed than any other man in this 
country. | 

In fixing upon a gauge for your road, you are not trammeled by con- 
siderations of convenience affecting your connection with other roads. 
You are so situated as to be able to choose the gauge best adapted, without 
much increase of expense, to the requirements of a railroad, so far as we 
understand these now. Unfortunately, our experience of the different 
wide gauges which have been tried, is not so precise as to indicate which is 
the best, nor can we foresee what form any further improvements in | loco- 
motive power will take. 

We have the general testimony of engineers and engine builders in favor 
of a greater width of gauge than the narrow gauge, for the convenient ar- 
rangement of the locomotive machine, and we know that the passenger bu- 
siness is much more comfortably accommodated by an additional width of 
gauge. But these two general truths can not be put in the shape of a 
problem, capable of defining, after allowing all objections full weight, the

‘Gauge of Louisiana and Arkansas, adopted since the adoption of the gauge of 6.6....5.6 | 
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exact width to be applied. My ownopinion is in favor of a gauge of five 
feet six inches. The New York and Erie gauge, of which I have some ex- 
perience, is six feet. With a gauge of five feet six inches we can obtain a 
‘sufficiently commodious car for passengers, and we can secure a very con- 
venient and stable engine. 

The engine builders with whom I have conversed on this subject are 
satisfied with this gauge. The testimony of English engineers and ma- 
chine builders, taken before the English Gauge Commission in 1846, leans 
_to a gauge of five feet three inches; and the gauge recommended for all 


railroads in Ireland, and, I believe, adopted by the English Government, 


was five feet three inches. 

In England, however, there was, and is now, a strong party feeling 
against any increase of gauge, founded on the great inconvenience attend- 
ing any break of gauge there, where the majority of the railroads in exist- 
ence have the narrow gauge. I should, therefore, consider the opinion 
expressed there,-that five feet three inches was a proper gauge for a new 
country, as equivalent to an admission of the value of a much greater 
width. | 

It is proper to bear in mind that the arguments in favor of an increased 
width of gauge on English roads, do not apply with the same force, at 
_ present, to American railroads, inasmuch as they are founded mainly on 
the requirements of engines for very high velocities; such as do not prevail 
_at present with us. A rate of fifty miles an hour is frequent in England, 
while a rate of thirty miles an hour is the maximum here. But our pres- 
ent position in that respect should be viewed as a temporary one. 

Although my own opinion is in favor of a gauge of five feet six inches, 
the road can be worked as well as other roads are worked with a gauge of 
five feet, or four feet ecight.and a half inches, as the Board may deem most 
advisable, under all the circumstances.”’ . | 

The general remark may be made, that, in the opinion of the Commit- 
tee, while it may be a matter of doubt which is the most desirable gauge, 
all things considered, as an original question, the comparative advantages 
-and disadvantages of the respective widths are not such as to make it wise 
to insist on the wide gauge, when any considerable advantage would result 
from theadoption of the narrow gauge. 

The Missouri river makes a necessary break (untilit shall be bridged), 
in the roads intersected by it, the North Missouri being the only one in 
that condition; and, evenif that river should be bridged, the distance from 
St. Louis to St. Charles being less than twenty miles, a third rail, to adapt 
that portion of the road to any gauge which might be adopted and used 
on it beyond the Missouri river, could be laid at comparatively small ex- 
pense; certainly, the expense would be too small to prevent such a modi- 
fication, if any is deemed necessary, of the gauge of that road, as would 
add to its usefulness and profit to the country. Any modification of the 
gauge on the North Missouri road, beyond St. Charles, or on the Hanni- 
bal road, may now be made without additional expense, as no portion of the 
track of either road has, as yet, been laid. This break in the line of toad 
at the crossing of the river, which involves the necessity of re-shipping 
freight and passengers, leaves the question unembarrassed by all that 
class of considerations arising out of the importance of having a continu- 
ous road, with the same gauge. If, therefore, it should appear that great 
advantages would result to the roads, north of the Missouri river, by per- 
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mitting them to conform their gauge to that of the i esiahasit State of 
Towa, and by affording, through them, roads of the same gauge upon 
which to transport fr eight, and thus retain to the State and its commer- 
cial centres, a business and trade, which is now seriously threatened by 
lines of road projected and completed, reaching eastward through Illinois, 
it would seem to be the dictate of a wise policy to make such a change. 

The Committee are well aware of the fact, that considerable feeling has 
been entertained, and some fear expressed, lest (the controlling interest in 
the Company, as well as in the Board, being now composed of gentlemen 
who are not residents of the State, and who are supposed to be largely 1 in- 
terested in lines of railway which may be so extended as to form a con- 
nection with the Hannibal and St. Joseph road) such a connection may 
ultimately be made as could not fail to be prejudicial, to some extent, to 
the interests of many of the people of the State. It will perhaps tend 
to the removal of such fears to say, that one of the members of the Vom- 
mittee happened to be called, during the recess of the General Assembly, 
by other business to the East, and to the city of Boston, and, while 
there, saw a number of those who are. lar gely interested as stockholders 
in the Hannibal and St. Joseph Company, as well as those gentlemen 
connected with, and in tharge of, the fiscal agency of the Company, in 
that city. This subject, among others connected with the affairs of the 
Company, was mentioned to them, and the fears entertained upon the 
subject by the people of the State, alluded to. In answer tothis, these 
gentlemen explained that, so far from being interested in a railroad enter- 
prise, stretching eastward toward Hannibal, or any neighboring point, 
and so making this connection, such a road would be directly opposed to 
their interest. They freely admitted themselves to be interested in the 
Northern Indiana, and Southern Michigan Railroad, and in a projected 
road from the western terminus of that road (Chicago), to the eastern line 
of Iowa, and indicated this as the point to which, if anv, it would be their 
interest to divert freights, &c., which might be carried on the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph road. They, however, disclaimed any such intention, in- 
sisting that they look to the Hannibal ‘and St. Joseph Railroad alone, for 
the nrofits which are to result. to them. This would seem, if true (and 
from the character of these gentlemen, and information derived from 
other sources, the Committee do not hesitate to believe it 1s so), to go very 
far toward removing any danger that might arise to the interests of the 
people of this State, from the union of the controlling mterest of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph road, with a similar interest in a road departing 
from a point near to, or opposite its eastern terminus in Illinois, and 
reaching toward the East. The distance from’ Hannibal to the southern 
line of Iowa, is too great, even if the attempt were made, to permit 
business to be diverted to that point. 

Your Committee cannot but think that it would be greatly to the i Injury 
of both roads, and the whole of that portion of the State through which 
they pass, as well as to their terminating points, if the gauges of the 
North Missouri and the Hannibal and B8t. “Joseph roads should differ. At 
the same time, they have been unable to avoid the conclusion, which they 
consider it their duty here to express — that it would be wise for both of 
these roads to adopt the narrow gauge, which prevails in Lowa, and which 
is four feet eight and a half inches. . It is impossible, for any length of 
time, to compel freights to depart from the best channels provided for 
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them, as it is impossible to. confine commerce by arbitrary laws. It would 
seem desirable, however, to furnish every facility and inducement possible, 
especially when other and adverse interests are active in efforts to de- 
-prive us of it, to induce all the patronage for our roads which can result 
from a favorable connection with certain regions and roads north of this 
State; and>one principal facility would be this — that the roads connect- 
ing us with them, should be of the same gauge as are their roads. _ If, 
after providing the best. roads to the nearest market, we should fail, and 
others should be able to divert it, we must accept the result. 

Again, the adoption of the same gauge for these two roads which inter- 
sect each other, and must interchange freight and passengers, when com- 
pleted, will be a great advantage to them, and a great convenience and 
economy to all who are to depend on them, while, if they should use dis- 
tinct gauges, it would surely prejudice both, and inconvenience all. con- 
cerned. The whole subject appears to the Committee, to be of such im- 
portance, that they have “felt it to be their duty to make this mention of it. 

In the conclusion of this Report, touching the history, expenditures and 

condition of the several Railroad Companies of the State, it affords the 
‘Committee unmixed satisfaction that they have been able to say so much 
in exoneration of those, who, in various ways, have been subjected to cen- 
sure and suspicion, They haye endeavored to discharge the duty which 
has been assigned them, and which has proved not a little onerous, in a 
manner, though impartial and just, seeking, as their clear duty to them- 
selves, and those under whose authority they have acted, to elicit every fact 
of any importance, to exhibit as fully as the limits necessarily imposed on 
them, permitted, such details of the expenditures of the several Railroad 
Companies as would show what disposition had been made of their funds, 
and to develop, as far as possible, the spirit with which these great enter- 
prises have been conducted. ‘They have been compelled to point out some 
instances, in which, as they think, errors of judgment and mistakes have 
been committed; but while this is the case, they have seen nothing to 
warrant the opinion, that the affairs of the several Railroad Companies 
have been unfaithfully administered, or their funds improperly or waste- 
fully expended. It is, indeed, a matter of surprise, when it is remembered 
that the Boards which have conducted the affairs of the various Compa- 
nies, have been composed in large part, necessarily, of those who had no 
experience to guide them in these matters, that so few mistakes have been 
committed. It should not be forgotten, that the country penetrated by 
these roads, was, at their commencement, new to such enterprises; that 
the actual construction of the work has proved, from the peculiar charac- 
teristics of the material encountered, much more than usually costly and 
tedious; that the kind of labor needed for the work was not found here, 
at the beginning, and is not now, to a sufficient extent, to supply the de- 
mand fully ; and that the various Companies have not, at any time, in 
addition to their many other perplexities, been free from the embarrassment 
of limited means and a stringent money market. 

From the facts presented in the foregoing pages, it will be found, that 
the cost of the several railroads in this State, so far as it can now be 
arrived at, is, and will be as follows : — 

The Pacific road, from St. Louis to Jefferson City, will have cost, when 
completed and equipped to answer the wants of the community, about 
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$52,000 per mile. This will include, not only the cost of. construction, 
but, also, the cost of right of way, land damages, interest and discount on 
bonds, as well as the cost of valuable depdt grounds and machine shops, 
adapted to the wants of the road, when completed, and many other items, 
not, perhaps, properly chargeable to construction. 

The Iron Mountain road, will, so far as can now be ascertained, cost 
about $50,060 per mile. 

The North Missouri road, so far as completed, from St. Louis to St. 
Charles, has cost about $34. 000 per mile; and while there is reason to 
believe that a a large portion of the road, north of the Missouri river, will 
cost less, other portions will cost more, so that probably the cost, per 
mile, of the road completed, will not fall below the cost, per mile, of the 
First Division. 

The Hannibal and St. Joseph road will not, so far as the Committee 
are enabled to form an opinion, cost less than the North Missouri road. 

In the prices stated above, are included, necessarily, as to each of the 
roads, the cost of many things, which ax not properly chargeable to the 
construction account. For the purpose of enabling the General Assembly 
to make some comparison‘ of the cost of the roads above mentioned, with 
roads of a similar character, in other portions of the United States, the 
Committee have thought proper to include in their Report, a statement 
showing the actual cost, per mile, of some of the principal roads in this 
country. ‘The Committee believe that this statement is substantially accu- 
rate. It will be observed from it, that the actual cost, so far as completed, 
and the probable cost, so far as it can be estimated, of the roads in this State, 
Is not as great as that of other roads in the country. Many other roads 
might be cited, in proof of this. Those which have been selected, however, 
will suffice ; and it is believed, that while some of the roads cited may be 
constructed over ter ritory, somewhat more rugged than that traversed by 
the roads in this State, it will be found that the excess in the cost of 
those roads is out of all proportion to the greater obstacles, presented -by 
the character of the country through which they pass.

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It is not the province of the Committee to make any suggestions, as to 
the course which should be adopted, in the present posture of affairs, by 
those to whom the interests of the State are committed. They may, how- 
ever, express the hope, that in some way, by which the State can be made 
most secure, her. aid may be given to complete the various roads now 
under construction. They are persuaded, that by their completion the 
good of the whole commonwealth, its prosperity, wealth and power, will 
be best promoted, while their delay,,or temporary stoppage, would inflict 
an injury, perhaps, beyond all remedy.

Tue following extracts from a communication from C. F. Brown, Esq., 
acting Engineer in Chief and Superintendent of the Pacific Railroad, to 
Hudson H. Bridge, Ksq., President, contains information which will be valu- 
able; and as it shows more nearly than it was possible to do in the bod 
of their Report, the whole cost of the work, and the entire indebtedness of 
the Pacific Railroad Company, they have thought it to be their duty to 
include it in their Report. It will be observed, that it includes all expendi- 
tures by the Company, and its indebtedness up to the 15th of November, 
1855. 

‘The most reliable data show that the cost of operating the road to 
Washington was at the rate of $1 70 per mile, of each train. I estimate 
that the cost for the movement of each passenger and freight train, after 
the road is opened to Jefferson City, for each mile, will be one dollar and 
seventy-five cents ($1 75), which will amount as follows:

My estimate of expenses for operating the road to Jefferson City for the first year of $481,000 
does not include the depreciation of superstructure (iron and ties) which is 
constantly going on, though not usually perceptible for the first eight or ten 
years of a well-constructed road like yours, doing about the same amount of 
business. It will require an entire renewal, say in fifteen years for ties, and 
thirty years for the iron, although some. portions of it will last longer. The 
cost of the iron and ties has been about $15,000 per mile, being for each year

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Orrick oF SUPERINTENDENT OF Common Scuoots, 
Jefferson City, Mo., November 5th, 1855. 


To tHE HonoRABLE GENERAL ASSEMBLY: 


I wave the honor of making to the General Assembly of Missouri, the 
following communication, touching the educational interests assigned to 
this department, accompanied with such statistics as I have been able to 
compile in the brief period of my official responsibility : — 

Anticipating the passage ofan act, locating this office, permanently, at 
the Seat of Government, I have, in pursuance of a joint resolution of the 
General Assembly, approved March Ist, 1855, fitted up a room in the cast- 
ern wing of the Capitol, to which the school records have been removed, 
and in which the general business of this department is now transacted. 

On assuming the duties of my office, January Ist, 1855, my attention 
was turned to the Archives of the State for such statistical information, 
-pertaining to my department, as would afford me a basis-to build upon. In 
this search I was disappointed. Although, at an early day, the Levislature 
made liberal provision for public instruction in our State, and, in a period 
-of thirteen years, dating from January Ist, 1842, a million of dollars hay 
“been apportioned to our Common Schools, independent of land grants, and 
fines and forfeitures, yet, it is to be regretted, we can boast of no educa- 
tional statistics —scarcely a vestige upon which to base legislation, or aid 
this department in the discharge of its duties. A Journal of Annual Appor- 
tionments, containing the figures, without note or comment; a “ Register 
of Letters,’ and the ex-officio reports of the Secretaries of State, scattered 
through the Journals of the Senate and House of Representatives, make 
up the record of our meagre and unsatisfactory educational history. _ 

This fact alone, independent of those high and holy considerations 
which impel the philanthropist and the patriot to action, in a cause so 
blissful, attests the wisdom of the Seventeenth General Assembly in pro- 
viding an independent department. at the Seat of Government, with an 
Executive Head, to whom is confided the educational interests of the State, 
and upon whom repose the honors of success in the system, or falls the 
censure of a failure. ie 

In view of this beggarly aspect of our educational history, we can but 
Jament that policy which, through mistaken economy, has so long held this 
department subordinate to others. It is clear thatthe early lawgivers of our 
State never contemplated such indifference. Instead of creating for it a 
father, to foster, counsel and direct, only a curator was assigned, to count 
and apportion its money. Something more was needed. 

The physical labor of making the annual apportionments, is but a 
paltry item in estimating the duties devolving upon the executive officer of 
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our School system, and weighs not a feather in erecting an educational 
superstructure worthy of the age and of the dignity of the State. 

But, with the session of your honorable body, 1852-3, ‘old things 
passed away, and all things became new’’ in the modus operandi of our 
School system. To an honorable member of the present House of Repre- 
sentatives, the gentleman of Holt, and a late member of Boone, much of 
the honor belongs for that change which has rescued the Common School 
system from a subordinate position, and placed it, in rank, inferior to no 
department of the State. This is the true policy of enlightened legisla- 
tion, upon a question in which ‘are invelved the hopes of the Common- 
wealth and the dearest interests of society. 


A PLEA FOR POPULAR EDUCATION, POLITICALLY BASED. » 


In a State like ours, so essentially democratic in its economy, a parsi- 
monious regard for public education is political suicide ; for, no truth can 
be more easily demonstrated by reason, of more surely confirmed by his- 
tory, than that the prosperity of any people, and the vigor and durability of 
any just government, depend mainly upon the proper education of the 
people. This truth is at once obvious, if we suppose the government, like 
ours, to be democratic, and the constituted authorities of the land to be 
the appointed agents of the citizen. The kflowledge which qualifies an 
American citizen to choose, wisely and independently, his representative, 
in any of the great departments of government, necessarily includes an 
adequate understanding of the duties and nature of that office to which he 
elects. Were only the personal merits of the candidate considered in the 
choice, a knowledge of men rather than of measures, would, in that event, 
be desirable. But great political questions unavoidably arise in the strug- 
gle for office, and in the administration of the laws ; consequently, the free 
citizen of such a Commonwealth is called upon to choose a representative, 
rather than to designate a favorite. This suffrage should, therefore, be 
given as an expunent of his political faith, and not merely as the expres- 
sion of a private partiality or friendship. Since, then, in an enlightened 
republic, the ballot box is the repository of the political opinions of the 
people, and each vote is an expression of the public views of the elector, 
it follows, that where there is no popular intelligence, though there may 
be an election, there can be no representation. The demagogue then be- 
comes the idol of the multitude, and the ostracism of ignorance soon pro- 
scribes the patriot and the statesman. 

It is for this reason, so important in its bearings upon our educational — 
institutions, that the right of suffrage is correctly esteemed and conspicu- 
ously set forth in our national creed, as the birthright preéminent of the 
American citizen. 

How different, in this respect, are our institutions from those of all 
nations that have preceded us! What self-reliance, freedom and intellee- 
tuality, pervade everything ‘that is truly American! The superiority of 
mind over passion, of judgment over imagination, of virtue over human 
policy, is recognized in every law and prescription. The hierarch and 
political sophist of the Athenian Republic, the demagogue and military 
chieftain of the Roman Commonwealth, retained in their own hands the 
substance, while they mocked, yet satisfied the populace with the forms 
and shadows of power. In these States, citizenship was a fleshly inheri- 
‘tance; but with us, it is a political institution. Their nominal citizens 
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could forget their own disfrdnchisement, in the enthusiasm of national 


pride; and, like the France of our own times, could worship the phantom’ 


of national glory, even while under the sway of despotism. The true con- 
ception of our glory, as a nation, is inseparable from the idea of popular 
sovereignty ; and even our patriotism is the offspring of an enlightened 
feeling of personal independence. But with them, the highest exercise of 
citizenship seems to have been contempt for-the Barbarian, and a vain- 
glorious appropriation of the worldly honors due to their civil or military 
idols. The vulgar brow wreathed itself with the laurel won by a successful 
and almost deified chieftain; while their peeans were inspired by the en- 
thusiasm of a blind admiration, rather than the joyousness of liberty. In 
America, each citizen can lay his sacrifice or his gift upon a common altar, 
and contribute by his blood, or treasure, or talents, to the solid glory of 
his country. A less false, but no less generous patriotism animates him; 
and while he is obedient to the law, and jealous of the national honor, he 
may carry with him into camp, and cabinet, and every form of social life, 
the pride and consciousness of a freeman, and the virtue and intelligence 
of astatesman. Though among the former a Brutus may have sometimes 
arisen, 


‘‘ Refulgent from the stroke of Cesar’s fate,” 


yet such illustrious examples and bright exceptions. may be considered, 
without arrogance, as the occasional types of the true, American citizen. 
The Athenian learned from the pomp of the Circus, the grandeur of 
the Temple, and the frequency and splendor of the ovation, thet Athens 
was great; and he loved—without comprehending—her fame, and avenged 
with feeling, her wrongs. A republic might thus subsist for a time, sup- 
ported more by the national pride, than the enlightened patriotism of the 
citizens. But obedience to the magistrate was rendered, only so long as 
he could excite their admiration, or gratify their vanity, by the conquests 
of war or the embellishments of peace. Although democratic in form, 
and, also, by sclemn announcement to the world, the condition of the com- 
mon mind in such a government is but the essence of political serfdom, 
The spirit which animates, hallows and perpetuates, a true Republic, is 
incompatible with such political idolatry. 
But though our country has assumed these beauteous forms of classical 
polity, she has imbibed from Christianity and educated reason, a nobler 
spirit. Truth, virtue and intelligence, have almost stamped her institu- 
tions with the seal of immortality. There is no perishable, no changeable 
element in her political system. The foundations of her greatness are 
laid securely in the wants of educated man ; and political evil, or social dis- 
turbance, if it come at-all, can never be the result of organic or theoretical 
defects in her constitution. Other Republics, long since passed away, 
were established in the full recognition of popular ignorance and corrup- 
tion, and no remedial principles were incorporated in their already con- 
genial institutions. They consequently flourished, for a brief season, in 
the full pride of political grandeur and popular approbation ; till the 
personal heroism or genius which produced and fostered them, was with- 
drawn. ‘They then fell, as falls the sapless oak, whose roots are in the 
sand, and whose graceless and withered branches at’ length moulder on 
the soil they once so proudly overshadowed. Our political Fathers, on the 
contrary, in projecting the grand scheme of American politics, assumed 
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the existence of that virtue and intelligence, which was denied by the 


hypothesis of the ancient law-givers. Or, rather, the principles of our. 


government were elaborated in the popular mind itself, and were the off- 
spring and emanation of that mind which was born in the wilderness of a 
new world, and tutored in the school of personal experience. No Solon or 
Lycurgus dictated or imposed our laws; but they were transcribed from 
the unwritten wisdom, that sprang up from the personal independence, self, 
reliance and active thought, of American yeomanry. The Constitutional 
Fathers were but the representatives of the will, and power, and wisdom 
of this people. Popular intelligence was, therefore, not so much an hy- 
pothesis, as an existing fact, in which the very foundations of our Republic 
were laid. We may, therefore, confidently hope, that so long as the Ameri- 
can people are intelligent, they will be patriotic, and their liberties secure; 
but at the same time, weshould remember — what likewise follows from these 
premises — that popular ignorance is an evil, whose baneful influence, no 
specific legisiation, no statesmanship, no heroism, can enable us long to 
withstand. . In the formal establishment of any government, the masses 
to be acted upon, must either be assumed to be possessed of knowledge. 
sufficient to qualify them for self-government, and all its institutions framed 
and modified according to this supposition; or, on the other hand, it must 
be taken for grantei, as in times past, that the people are uninformed and 
corruptible, and the popular will must be accordingly controlled by superior 
power and intelligence, concentrated, after the fashion of the age, either 
in the person of a Monarch, or in the body of the Aristocracy. 

‘T'yrants have sometimes proceeded upon the first supposition, and sought 
to quiet the clamors.of a suspicious populace by concessions of power and 
intelligence, which they subsequently and practically disregarded. They 
have often assumed the character of public servants and representatives, in 
order the more surely to disguise their usurpation or to confirm their un- 
righteous sway. ‘They have mocked the ignorance and flattered the inde- 
pendence of the nation by a constitution, and humored them by compli 
mentary legislation, until the people have yielded their assent to laws. 
which they did not comprehend, and given their own sanction to the tyranny, 
that enslaved them. But this was impossible in the establishment of our 
government. An adequate amount of intelligence among the great masses, 
as well as their authority to ordain and establish a constitution, was clearly, — 
honestly, and practically recognized. No other confirmation of this truth’ 
is required than the fact, that upon the adoption or ratification of this i- 
strument, the power to amend, to. modify, to abrogate, was reserved to the 
people. It is an axiom, therefore, peculiar to American politics, that the 
constitution is the offspring, not of individual genius, nor of aristocratic 
combinations, but of the popular mind, and held subject to the criticism 
and constructions of that mind. Consequently, the presumption in our 
fundamental law, is, that every citizen understands and sanctions the 
existing government. x 

Popular ignorance may exist, and, to some extent, doubtless, does exist, 
but this ignorance, as we have shown, is ignored by the Constitution itself, 
and is, aS a Consequence, in the strictest sense of the term, revolutionary. 
in its tendency. ‘The presumptions of laws have, in themselves, all the, 
sanctions of the law; and a gross ignorance among the people, must be as 
contrary to the genius and spirit of our government, as treason or Insur- 
rection. Knowledge is an accessory idea of citizenship, and, by all the 
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rules of judicial construction, ignorance is, of necessity, a virtual disfran- 
chisement. 

I do not inquire into the extent of this ignorance; but to whatever ex- 
tent it may exist, our political-system, in the same degree, becomes specu- 
lative and Utopian... Such ignorance would, also, render us an easy prey 
to.any usurpations, that maintained the external forms of liberty before 
the popular view. Ambition is never more formidable, or likely to triumph 
over the liberties of the people, than when its pretensions are veiled under 
the disguise of an acceptable political theory. No occasion could be more 
tempting to the spirit of despotism, than that which would be presented in 
a Republic like ours, were the popular virtue and intelligence, which are 
its chief pillars, weakened or removed. Whenever ambition has heretofore 
clothed itself in a, Republican garb, the triumph has been complete in nearly 
every instance on record, for the simple reason that the people had nos 
the intelligence to detect the imposition. And should America ever add 
to these, another example of the evanescence of the republican system, 
doubtless we shall be able to trace the cause of her downfall to the want of 
that intelligence on which her instijutions have been hypothetically based. 

If, then, the genius of our government is, either by political fiction or 
historical fact, an emanation fromthe popular mind, and if our laws derive | 
all their authority from the consent of the citizen, formally expressed by 
his suffrage, and if the determination of that suffrage necessarily involves 
a.full understanding of the nature and tendency of every public measure, 
it follows that American citizenship is incompatible with ignorance, and 
that our glorious institutions are as baseless and as transient as the mist of 
- the morning, if not established in the affections of an educated people. — 

It may be urged, in reply to an argument in behalf of a system of 
National Education, thus politically based, that because our institutions 
have already triumphed, and. still continue to flourish,.without any very” 
efficient, general plan of instruction, and even notwithstanding much pre- 
vailing ignorance on many subjects of political science, that there, conse- 
quently, cannot exist that absolute necessity for public learning that is in- 
ferred from the premises., Besides, it is sometimes argued, that an aristo- 
cracy of intellect is sufficient for the political purposes of a democracy, 
once thoroughly imbued with the spirit of national freedom. 

In reply to reasoning thus specious, I will add, that while, as American 
citizens, we may rejoice in the prosperity of our country, and view with, 
pride her rising glory, yet we cannot admit that she has fully completed 
that experimental ordeal, which is assumed in the objection. We are yet 
young among the nations of the earth, and fortunate circumstances have 
codperated, under the guidance of an all-ruling Providence, to make the 
brief career that we have already run, one of unprecedented glory. But 
the experiment of a self-sustained republican organization is not yet com- 
pleted ; the winds have been tempered to us, and the storms which wrecked 
the social and political fabrics of former ages, have not yet arisen in/our 
skies. We may hope—we may predict—we may feel secure in the great- 
ness, of our strength, and in the consciousness of our manifest destiny ;! 
_ but we may deceive ourselves, while we thus boast without a history, and, 
thus triumph without an experience. 

_ That we now prosper, is, therefore, neither a guaranty of our national 
immortality, nor a justification of legislative indifference to the great cause 
of popular education. 
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But does the ignorance here alleged, really exist to the extent assumed? 
Though we should, for argument sake, allow that the great problem of self- 
government has been solved by the actual success of our institutions, can 
avery great degree of popular ignorance, be, in truth, assumed as a con- 
dition of the solution? Andis permanency, in any event, a necessary con- 
sequence of present success? I cannot agree that American citizens are 
so sadly deficient in intelligence, or so wanting in that virtue, on which is 
based the Republic, and which, with the solemn voice of wisdom and love, 
our fathers still exhort us to cherish, if we would perpetuate the blessings 
they bequeathed to us. I believe, rather, that the educational hypothesis 
of our Constitution was a great national fact, and, as such, constituted the 
peculiar glory of the American people. It is not true, that we have tri- 
umphed as a nation, amid the ignorance of its citizens. In the light of our 
own brief history, we can derive no hope for the future, unless that hope 
is predicated upon the actual diffusion of knowledge among the sovereign 
masses. There has been, and there still is, a more enlightened state of the 
common mind, than was ever known in the land of Pericles or of Brutus; 
and, chiefly to its influence hitherto, I would ascribe the successful opera- 

tion of our peculiar institutions. 

American civilization and learning is not generally understood. In 
many respects, it has been underrated, even by our own statesmen; and — 
foreign writers have generally stigmatized the great body of our people, as 
barbarians in manner and attainments. This has resulted from an incon- 
siderate, and not altogether impartial comparison of our few distinguished 
scholars, with the literary giants that have adorned, at various periods, the 
halls and courts of Kurope. But it should be remembered that such indi- 
vidual examples of learning furnish no proper criterion for the determina- 
tion of the amount or character of popular attainments. A Bacon, a 
Milton, a Scott, and a Brougham, may not only live in an age of general 
ignorance, but even shine the more resplendently amid the darkness that 
surrounds them. Hence, though individual genius may be comparatively 
rare in America, still it furnishes no evidence of the want of adequate in- 
formation among the people. Weaccordingly find, upon a candid inquiry, 
and an impartial self-comparison with other countries, that in no state has” 
the common mind ever before reached the same degree of culture and vigor, ' 
as that which gave birth to the American Constitution, and which still in- 
vigorates the system it originated. | 

Tn the language of De Tocqueville, * whose dispassionate and philo- 
sophical views of our national institutions, entitle him, as a writer, to the 
profoundest respect of every American, — ‘It is not only the fortunes of 
men which are equal in America; even their acquirements partake, in’ 
some degree, of the same uniformity. Ido not believe there is a country 
in the world, where, in proportion to the population, there are so few un- 
instructed, and, at the same time, so few learned individuals.” : 

This natural tendency to diffusiveness in the character of American 
literature, is one of the most remarkable features in our nationality.’ 
Letters have caught the spirit of the age; and, we here exhibit as well 
defined a democracy in the intellectual as in the political world. So nae 
as popular education continues to be fostered bythe State, ‘an individua 
concentration of the literary power and influence will be as unlikely to

occur, as a military or civil despotism. In a word, the tendency of learn- 
ing, as well of wealth and rank, is to an equilibrium. 

It is, in this view of the subject, also, that the publie school becomes 
preéminently a national institution, and ‘the dissemination of knowledge 
the first object of enlightened statesmanship. If intelligence is not the 
necessary, it is, at least, the normal condition of the American mind, 
and should be maintained by liberal and judicious provisions in every 
State. 

But it is sometimes argued, that education is needful only as a qualifi- 
cation for office; and, that a government is best administered, and best 
established, in which the popular will 1s guided and controlled by an 
educated minority. 

The educated few may, it is true, propose laws, project reforms and 
originate political ideas; but, they will never be permanently embodied in 
the beautiful forms of ‘civilization, unless intelligently accepted by the 
people. Jam convinced, that if the advantages of education were con- 
fined exclusively to those in high political stations, or, in a popular govern- 
ment like ours, to even a few ambitious men, our liberties would not 
outlive a single weneration. Far preferable is universal ignorance to an 
unrestrained aristocracy of knowledge; and, better is a despotism of mili- 
tary power, than of intellectual supremacy. Superior might may triumph 
over the liberties of person, the rights of property, the freedom of speech; 
but, learning, when limited to the unprincipled few, may enslave the souls 
of the million. Freedom of thought, of conscience, of moral action —is 
utterly impossible in a State, where the opinions, the modes of thought, 
and the policy of action, are derived from the example or decisions of a 
corrupt, but lettered oligarchy. 

* There is a slavery, worse than domestic serfdom; there is a chain, 


whose strong links are more weighty and galling, than the fetters which 
bind the felon to his dungeon; itis that, by which opinion, and faith, and! 
conscience are bound at the feet of a political or religious dictator —it. is: 


that, which dogmatism in high places rivets upon the souls of the honest, 


but the ignorant. Knowledge is powerful ; and, when allied with unsullied 


virtue, it is omnipotent. Yet, unlike the fabled sword of Solomon, whose 
talismanic inscription was legible to the good alone, learning may be wielded 
alike by unprincipled ambition and heroic virtue. Were those who are 
elevated to office, and entrusted with the administration of the affairs of 
State, able, at all times, to lay aside the weakness of our nature, and be- 
come insensible to the allurements of personal glory, then might we, with 
less danger to our liberties, commit, without discrimination, our govern- 
ment and our creeds to the control of official superiors, and live ignobly secure 


in the vassalage of ignorance. Then might we regard the education of the 


people as an idle policy ; ; and, with a blind reliance upon the accorded wis- 
dom and virtue of ourrulers, dismiss from our minds all political and all reli- 
gious concern, and sink the dignity of the citizen into the abjectness of the 
helot. But, so long as man’s wisdom is finite, and his virtue is unstable — 


so long as fame is sweet to him, and the Siren of power can sing her blan- 


dishments into his ear—it will be unsafe to extinguish the torch of popu- 
lar knowledge, and allow the darkness of ignorance to’ settle in its gloom 
upon the homestead of the citizen. 

In whatever form society may exist, the ascendancy of intellectual 
strength over imbecility is complete ; and the demagogue and the priest, 
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of every name and disguise, if they embody the learning of the age, may 
quictly share between them the supremacy that enslaves the common mind, ; 
and triumphs over the dearest liberties of man. How abject, then, is the 
vassalage, when the multitude cease to think for themselves, and blindly 
receive from an autocrat, or a hierarch, their laws or their ereed!. Yet, 
opular ignorance, I repeat, invariably renders this servile homage—this, 
mea tribute to an educated aristocracy —- whether in Church or 
State. 
Such are some of the consequences of popular ignorance; and such 
are the evils for which a wise and liberal legislation should provide a re- 
medy. In refutation, therefore, of the doctrine, that a few well-educated 
citizens, who are competent to officiate in our councils, to administer our. 
laws, and to take upon themselves all the public cares — political and eccle- 
slastical — are sufficient for all the purposes of free society, and render idle 
every provision of government for the thorough education of the masses, 
it.is only necessary to bear in mind, that bf such an unequal distribution. 
of knowledge, we subject the majority to an empire that has ever been» 
found despotic and capricious— we exalt, in the heart of our country, a. 
tyranny, that may enslave the soul to the dominion of the demagogue, and , 
to the still worse despotism of the inquisitor. si 
Yet, after all our boast, it requires but a glance at the condition of the, 
American people, to perceive, that as our population increases, and, cities, 
and villages spring up.in our western States, the intensity of popular) 
mental illumination has proportionally diminished. The education.of the, 
growing masses has not kept pace with the progress of general science,, 
nor with our political aggrandisement.. On’the other hand, we cannot fail 
to observe the advancement and triumphs of. individual scholarship —and 
the consequent disparity in number and influence, between the class of 
educated citizens and the great body of the people, who are absorbed in, 
the quiet pursuits of humble industry, or animated by the restless spirit, 
of adventure. Already the consequences: of this state of things, as we, 
might have judged, @ preort, are beginning to be seen and felt in every 
form and rank of society. The multitude think too little; knowledge is, 
becoming less diffusive in its tendency; and learning and wealth are 
already beginning to compete for social ascendancy. Public sentiment:is 
losing that vigor and independence which have always distinguished it, 
as a free elaboration from the public mind. It is more of a prescription,, 
It is losing its originality, and beginning to assume, in many communities, 
the character of a dictated opinion —an impressed prejudice —a mere 
echo. ‘The power of the demagogue is increasing... The very term, polate- 
cal leader, is almost Americanised. Availability, rather then ability, is, 
the guaranty of political preferment. Even this, issometimes the personal: 
popularity of the aspirant—his flimsy capital. Even in matters of con- 
science, there is much subordination to human authority, to instituted 
forms, and to ecclesiastical precedents.. Not only has the rostrum become 
the political oracle of the blind partisan, but even the pulpit is too often 
the fountain from which bigotry catches its inspiration, and sectarianism, | 
its inquisitorial zeal. When ignorance is thus led captive by learning, 
opinion becomes prejudice, and faith a mere superstition. The zeal of; 
partyism and the violence of bigotry, will consequently bear a fixed propor-. 
tion to the intensity of popular ignorance, and to the completeness of that 
ascendancy, which alettered aristocracy may obtain over the common mind,, 
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The existence of these alarming symptoms, I repeat, call imperatively 
for unceasing remedial legislation. Individual enterprise may do much to 
stay the evil; but the judicious provisions of government—in a word, 
the establishment of a liberal system of popular education, alone can arrest 
this tendency to mental serfdom, and restore the public mind to its normal 
condition. 

Whether we regard the school in the light of a domestic, a professional, 
or a national institution, its political influence will be acknowledged, and 
its importance appreciated by every intelligent statesman. But when a 
national character has been given to it by a legislative body, it immediately 
becomes the nursery of the genius of state; the repository of its hopes; 
the alma mater of its glory. The citizen then becomes the product of 
the school-room, and bears upon his brow, and exemplifies in his life, the 
impress of the nationai character. ‘The aggregate amount of the popular 
intelligence becomes the capital of the State, and the fruition and immuta- 
bility of our noble imstitutions must crown the labors of the legislator. 

It, therefore, follows from the entire political aspect of the case, thus 
briefly presented, that the Common School system of the State is first in 
importance, and should be first in the consideration of an enlightened 
Legislature. 

A general system of elementary instruction for the people, had its 
origin in the American mind. The monastic education of the middle ages 
was succeeded, it is true, by a plan of popular education; but as this was 


the consequence of that great religious movement which, under Luther, as 


its leading spirit, redeemed the conscience from spiritual bondage, it was 
limited almost exclusively to the religious training of the young. It was 
rather the offspring of the church, zealous for doctrinal reform, than of 
the State, anxious for the maintenance of popular liberty. But when a 
new generation fixed its home upon the shores of the western world, and 
popular liberty had sprung up, a spontaneous growth, in our ancestral 
colonies, the jealous patriotism and prophetic wisdom of our fathers, 
planted for its support, the Common School of America — the noblest, but 
least understood of all our institutions. Prussia and France, and Scotland, 
have ‘endeavored to incorporate the grand idea of public instruction: into 
their constitution and laws; and have, perhaps, devised their systems upon 
amore splendid and munificent basis. But they have not attached to 
them those features, which, in a Republic like this, impart to the Common 
School the character and influence of a popular institution. They have, 
with a jealousy altogether at variance with the spirit of education, modi- 
fied its forms, and guarded as well as they could, its democratic tendencies, 
until the production of a loyal subject, rather than the education of a free 
citizen, has become the object and result of its establishment. 

But while the schools of our country bring the elements of knowledge 
within reach of every child, and prepare him for the higher institutions 
of learning, and even for the ordinary duties of civil life, yet they derive 
a still greater importance from the fact, that every lad who may drink 
from these humble, but invigcrating fountains, becomes an heir presump- 
tive to the noblest political office among the nations of the earth. » 

But, to a practical close of the subject. Although every thing be done 
that can be done, by the whole wealth and power of the State, in order to 
establish our system upon a magnificent basis, 1t must be remembered that 
the ‘‘ Master makes the School.”

The educational wisdom of Pestalozzi, of Milton, of Rousseau, and of 
Locke, might be concentrated in the systematic per fection of the Common? 
School system ; ; the wealth of the State might be drained in maintaining 
the magnificence of its operative details; yet, unless he, who’ is exalted 
to be the moulder and fashioner of the youthful mind — the humble teacher 
of our country school, is himself an embodiment of this wisdom and this 
liberality —the grand scheme would prove in the end to be a splendid 
national abortion. 

Schools are not, of necessity, useful; education is not, without much 
discrimination in the use of the term, a blessing. 

“Like to Jeremiah’s figs, 


The good are very good indeed; 
The bad, too bad to give the pigs.” 


The indifference, and even the hostility of many of our good vitizens 
to the Common School, and to every educational project, which otherwise 
appears so strange, is at once explicable in this view of the case. | 

They have had, through the mistakes of unskillful teachers, a bad ar- 
ticle imposed upon them; and, deriving their definition of the name, from 
their daily observation of the thing, have had the good sense to reject it. 
To insist upon the !importance of such an education, is to do violence to 
their natural judgment, and to encourage a manifest evil. To tax them 
for its support, 1s a grievance, which is beyond endurance. 

The honest but illiterate father, who has nobly toiled and indelfishy 
saved, in order that he might give to a promising son, the advantages of 
what the world around him calls an education, lives in the fond expectancy 
that his humble home will one day be blessed and honored by the learning 
and virtues of his boy. But he often finds, upon the completion of his 
brief and superficial course, that pride, and selfishness, and vice, have 
sprung like tares, amidst the growth of knowledge, and stifled the honest 
virtues which he had once implanted in his boyish breast. The tender 
daughter, whom he had Joved and cherished through the dream of her 
budding infancy, returns from the distant school, light with vanity, cold 
in her affections, and with all the homestead virtues that made her child- 
hood lovely and her promise sweet, choked by the uncomely weeds of 
fashion and of folly. In the bitterness of disappointment, he rues the day 
when he unconsciously sacrificed the light and pride of his humble hearth, 
for the empty honors of a false education. 

Never will the uneducated surmount this well-founded prejudice, or 
overcome this pardonable indifference, until a correct education shall have 
been exemplified before his eyes, in the ripened productions of the well- 
ordered school-room. An incompetent teacher is education’s worst foe,” 
His wretched empiricism, distorting the moral and intellectual comeliness 
of youth, enervating and idiotizing the sprightly and the gifted, whom he 
cannot educate, brings the Art into disrepute, the Profession into con- 
tempt, and arms the public mind against the voice of reason and the 
appeals of enlightened philanthrophy. ' 

Hence it is, that the best legislation on this subject is sometimes offen- 
sive, and the wisdom of your labors is unappreciated by the masses. And 
hence, too, the great importance of first disarming popular ignorance, by 
a practical refutation of its prejudices ; by the correction of the eduea- 
tional errors into which pedagogic quackery caused them to fall. This 
can be done by raising up an enlightened Academy of instructors, who- 
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will mould aright the common mind, and qualify by proper instruction, the 
youth of our country, for the honors and responsibilities of American citi- 
zenship. Make ample provisions; therefore, for the education of teachers, 
as the first pre-requisite to the success of the Common School. 

Exercise a wise and jealous discrimination in the sclection of those wh 
are to form the citizen mind of the State. , 

Compensate by adequate and, if necessary; by attractive rewards, those 
who will faithfully and successfully devote themselves to this, the noblest 
of all professions. Then will the truly educated citizen move, like Diogenes 
of old, before the popular eye, and practically refute the prevailing errors 
of prejudice. This policy has been already pursued by some of the States, 
who have previously had the full benefits of an ample and varied experi- 
ence. They have accordingly originated and developed the noblest educa- 
tional idea of the age —the Normal, or Teachers’ School. In these insti- 
tutions, the science of teaching is thoroughly and practically taught; and 
the art is elevated, by the adoption of a systematic course of instruction 
and discipline, to the rank of a profession. Under the superintendence of 
the proper officers, this Professional College would annually send forth a 
class of accomplished teachers, animated by the same spirit and enlight- 
ened by the same experience. These would soon fill our well-built school 
edifices ; and then, the cheap, the barbarous, the itinerant pedagogue, like 
his profane prototypes in the Holy Temple, will be driven by the scourge 
of public sentiment from the courts of learning, which he has so long 
desecrated. Permit me to express the confident belief, that, if the Normal 
School shall thus be made the basis of our educational system,’ it would 
soon become, under a proper supervision, the glory of our noble State — 
conservative at once of the public intelligence and the national liberty. 


NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


For the practical development of the foregoing idea, permit me to com- 
mend to the favorable consideration of the General Assembly, the propo- 


sition introduced by Mr. Carson, lust winter, in the Senate, which I here 
incorporate as part of this Report. 


AN ACT TO ENCOURAGE EDUCATION IN THIS STATE. 
* Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows : — 


Section 1. — The county courts of the several counties in this State, shall, during the 
regular term of their respective courts, in the month of May, 1855, and every two years 
thereafter, select one boy, not less than sixteen years of age, of intelligence, steady habits, 
and good moral character, as a candidate for admission into the University of the State of 
Missouri. 

Sec. 2. —Said candidates, when selected, shall be sent to the University, at the com- 
mencement of the next session thereafter, and remain and be boarded at the expense of the 
State, for four years, under his written pledge, filed with, and recorded by the Secretary of 
the Board of Curators, in a book to be provided for that purpose, that he will, at the expi- 
ration of the said four years, return to the county from which he was sent, and employ 
himself in teaching a Common School for the space of two years. 

Src. 3. — Duplicate reports of said selections shall be made out by the clerks of the 
county courts of the respective counties in which selections are made, under: the seal of said 
courts, one of which shall be forwarded to the Superintendent of Common Schools, or such 
officer as shall have the apportionment of the Common-School fund, to be filed and preserved 
in his office, the other to be forwarded to the Secretary of the Board of Curators, to be filed 
and preserved in his office. 

Suc. 4.—It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board of Curators, on the receipt 
of the report mentioned in the preceding section, to make a brief memorandum in a book, 


to be provided for that purpose, of the name and age of the student, the date of his selec- 
tion, and the county from which he is sent. 
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Src. 5. —It shall be the duty of the President of the University, when he shalt be 
satisfied that any applicant has complied with the requirements of this act, and is entitled 
to the benefits of the term, to admit such applicant to all the advantages, privileges and im- 
munities of said Institution, free of charge. 

Src. 6, —-It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board of Curators, to provide, & 
well-bound book, in which he shall open an account with each student, charging him with 
the amount which may be necessary to furnish said student with board, books, stationery, 
&c.; and on the expiration of each collegiate year, he shall make out, under the seal of the 
Board, a true statement of all expenses incurred, on behalf of such student, under the pro- 
visions of this act, and forward the same to the Auditor of Public Accounts, | | 

Sec 7.—It shall be the duty of the Auditor of Public Accounts, op the receipt of 
such statement, to audit and allow the same, and to draw his warrant on the State Treasurer 
for the amount so audited and allowed, in favor of the Secretary of the Board of Curators, 
for the benefit of the student mentioned in such statement. 

Sec. 8.— For the purpose of meeting the expenditures which may be incurred, under 
the preceding provisions of this act, it shall be the duty of the State Treasurer to set apart, 
out of the twenty-five per centum of the State revenues appropriated for the support of 
Common Schools, annually, for the first two years, the sum of fifteen thousand dollars, and 
such sum annually, thereafter, as may be necessary to meet the expenditures under this bill, 
not exceeding thirty thousand dollars per annum./ 

Sec. 9. — On presentation of the warrant, mentioned in the seventh section of this act, 
it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to pay the same out of the fund set apart in the fore- 
going section. 

Sec. 10. — It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board of Curators, when he 
shall have drawn the moneys on any warrant, as provided in the preceding section, to apply 
the same, under the direction of the Board of Curators, to the payment of any expenses, 
which may have been incurred by the student for whose benefit such warrant was drawn, 
under the provisions of this act. 

Src. 11. — Each student availing himself of the benefits of this act, shall be held and 
bound to refund and pay back to the State, the amount which may have been expended for 
his benefit, under the provisions of this act. 

Src. 12. — It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board of Curators, when any 
applicant selected under the provisions of this act, shall apply for admission into the State 
University, to require of him his bond, in.suchsum as will be sufficient to cover the amount 
necessary to be refunded under the preceding section, due and payable eight years from 
date; and such.bond shall be transmitted to the State Treasurer, and filed in his office. 

Szc. 18.— It sha.i be the duty of the State Treasurer, from time to time, as such 
bonds fall due (and in default of payment), to place the same in the hands of the Attorney 
General, or Circuit Attorneys of the respective circuits, in which the payer of such bond or 
bonds may reside, for collection; and the Attorney General or Circuit Attorney, in whose 
hands the same may be placed, shall proceed at once to collect the same, and, La col- 
lected, shall pay over to the State Treasurer the amount so collected. 

Ssc. 14.—In actions ‘brought on any bond, as provided in the preceding sashintied the 
plea of infancy shall be no bar, but the same shall be held valid, to all intents and purposes, 
as if the payer had been of full age at the time of executing the same. In such action, if 
the sum claimed shall exceed the amount required to be refunded, under the provisions of 
this act, it shall be Ae AND for the defendant to show, by a certified statement, under thé 
seal of the board of ¢ Curators, signed by the Secretary of said Board, the true amount 
expended for his benefit. 

Suc. 15. — All moneys received and collected on bonds, as provided in the thirteenth 

section of this act, shall go to and form a part of the Common-School fund. 

Sec. 16. — It shall be the duty of the President of the Board of Curators, to purchase 
or provide suitable grounds and buildings for the Board, and accommodation of sueh stu- 
denis, as may be admitted to the University, under the provisions of this act. 

Src. 17. — Such buildings, when purchased or erected, may be leased or otherwise dis- 
posed of, by direction of the Board of Curators, for the purposes as provided in the 
preceding section. 

Src. 18. — The sum of ten AES dollars is hereby set apart out of any moneys re- 
maining in the State Treasury, and not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of purchas- 
ing, erecting or procuring the buildings and grounds as provided in the two preceding 
sections; thesum hereby appropriated shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Board of Cura- 
tors, on presentation of the warrant of the President thereof, countersigned by the 
Secretary, under the seal of said Board. 

Sec. 19. —The Secretary of the Board of Curators shall receive such compensation for 
the services required to be performed by him under this act, as may be allowed by the. Board 
of Curators, to be paid out of the seminary fund. 

This act to take effect and be in force from and after its passage. 
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It seems to me that this proposition is practical, and withal, entirely 
within reach of the pecuniary capacities of the State. The University 1s 
‘already established and endowed. We need only provide, as the above 
bill does, for meeting the actual expenses of the beneficiary during pupil- 
age. This he receives at the hands of the State asa loan, and notasa gift; 
hence all the objection to the proposition, on the score of its being a 
charity, is: removed. The State loans—and the student pays back in 


eight years, and thus relieves himself of any pecuniary obligation to the 
State. 


TRACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


These associations are springing up in a number of counties, and de- 
serve the fostering aid of the Legislature. : 

In Ohio, a State blessed with an admirable system of popular education, 
Teachers’ Institutes have almost assumed the dignity of Normal Schools; 
and in that State, as well as in several others, legislative aid has been ex- 
tended to them. I recommend, for the encouragement. of such associa- 
tions; that some did be extended to them in Missouri. 

Upon satisfactory evidence, furnished the Superintendent of Common 
Schools, that an efficient association of the kind is in operation in any 
county, and that they have raised from their own resources any given sum 
for the purchase of a library, or other purposes pertaining to the legiti- 
mate objects of the association, it would be a small donation upon the part of 
the State, to authorize the Auditor, upon the certificate of said Superin- 
tendent, to draw upon the treasury for a corresponding sum, in favor of 
such association. I invite attention to what is further said on this sub- 
ject, in my official circular to Commissioners, Teachers and Trustees, and 
bespeak for the views submitted, a favorable consideration. 


CONTINUATION OF OUR SYSTEM. 


Hyery radical change, in a general law, carries with it a weight of ob- 
jections, under which the new proposition must sink, unless it has a self- 
sustaining strength to buoy it up. Ina change from the old, to the pres- 
ent school system, the public mind became disturbed at the uprooting of a 
system which some regarded as almost sanctified by time. But that very 
disturbance has been of lasting benefit to our school interests, by breaking 
“up a monotony upon the subject of education in our State, into which the 
public mind had sunk, to the great injury of the cause. But our new sys- 
tem possessed intrinsic merit, and has outlived the assaults of anti- 
reformers. My observation, in traveling the past summer, has satisfied 
me that the practical operations of the system are good, and that the peo- 
ple are now largely in favor of sustaining the law as it is. Under its ope- 
rations, comfortable, and, in many counties, magnificent school edifices are 
being erected ; a better class of teachers is filling them, and a’ brighter sun 
has arisen upon the cause of popular education in the State. | 
~The objection, too, to County Commissioners, upon the score of the 
expense, is being rapidly dissipated, by the valuable services they are ren- 
dering, in a large majority of the counties. True, inefficient officers now 
and then obtain the position, but this is no objection to the system; and a 
comparison of notes has proven, in many instances, that under the super- 
vision of County Commissioners, the expense does not come up to the 
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Clerks’ fees, under the old system. I recommend, therefore, the continua- 
tion of the system without any radical change. ; 

_-The bill, passed by the House of Representatives last winter, and re- 
vived and reported by the Revision Committee, embraces all the changes 
desirable to make, and I earnestly recommend its passage without altera- 
tion or amendment. 

LOCAL LEGISLATION. 


Local-legislation necessarily embarrasses this department in establish- 
ing uniformity throughout the State, and it would be desirable to avoid the 
passage of special acts, unless in the most extreme cases. The vast extent 
of our territory, and the sparse population in many sections of the country, 
especially in prairie districts, render it very difficult to make any general 
law to meet every conceivable case, and special legislation is resorted to. 
To avoid this, I would recommend to your honorable body, the passage of 
an act, giving discretionary power to this department in executing the law, 
and attaching to its rules and regulations the force and effect of law. By 
this means, special legislation may be avoided, and the law executed to 
meet necessities arising under peculiar circumstances. Indeed, the best 
School Law, in the estimation of many experienced educators, is simply an 
organic code for the government of the Executive Head, leaving the duties 
of the system to be settled by precedents, and the Rules and Regulations 
of the School Department.

APPORTIONMENT FOR 1855. 


For full details of the apportionment for 1855, reference is made to table 

A, in the appendix. This apportionment was based upon the reports of 
1854, in conjunction with the reports of organized townships for 1858, 
received at the Department, in pursuance of the act of the General As- 
sembly, approved February 7th, 1855. This act required the Superin- 
tendent of Common Schools to apportion the school moneys set apart from 
the revenue of 1853 and 1854, in such manner as that each organized 
_ school township shall receive its full share of the school moneys to which 
the several organized townships would have been entitled each year, had 
the Commissioner of Common Schools of the several counties made their 
reports to the Superintendent of Common Schools, according to the pro- 
visions of an act entitled, ‘An act to provide for the Organization, Sup- 
port and Government of Common Schools in the State of Missouri,’ ap- 
proved February 24th, 1853. And the Commissioners of Common Schoolsin 
the several counties which had received no part of the school money, or only 
a portion thereof, set apart from the revenue of the year 1852, were per- 
mitted to report to, the Superintendent of Common Schools, on or before 
the 1st day of May, 1855, the school township or townships that were or- 
ganized, and the number of children in each over the age of five and under 
the age of twenty years, on the dlst day of December, 1853. 

The first day of May came, and a large number of the counties thus 
designated, had not reported. To have made the apportionment upon 
the reports received at that date, would have withheld from some twenty 
counties a fund which the Legislature had said they should receive, and 
thus have imposed upon your body the necessity for additional special 

legislation, with its attending expenses. In this view of the case, I is- 
sued circulars to the delinquent counties, and brought them in. Hyery 
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county entitled to receive, under the act recited, participated in the ap- 
portionment of 1855, in pursuance of the first section of said act. 

It appears from these reports, that 89,075 children had been omitted in 
the apportionment for 1854, which explains; why counties sharing largely 
of the revenue of 1853, fell below. this last annual distribution, while 
those counties, not so receiving, so far exceeded them. 


REPORTS FOR 1855. 
The reports previously received at this Depar tment, being wholly un- 


Satisfactory, in regard to statistical information, I was induced to prepare ° 


printed forms for County Commissioners throughout the State. These 
forms were prepared with a view of obtaining every desirable statistic, 
pertaining to our common-school interest; and, I had indulged the hope 
of being able to embody the interesting facts they contain, in this Report. 
But, as ‘Set, only thirty counties have reported, and the pr obabilit y is, that 
all the. remaining counties will not be. in until 2 period too late to afford 
me time.to compile the statistics. The reports that have come in are very 
Satisfactory. They open a new era in our school statistics, and will be in- 
valuable to this office, as affording the basis to build upon.. In addition to 
other information, T am obtaining, through these. reports, the amount of 
school land in each township, unsold, ar, its average value per acre; the 
amount received in each township, from fines and penalties ; and, the total 
fund of each township, from all sources. These facts, compiled with 
others, will’ show at a®glance, the entire school resources of the State, 
and thus afford valuable data, upon which to base the operations of this 
office. It is.a source_of encouragement, too, to learn from these reports, 
that. the cause of popular education has received a new impetus, and 
that the schoolmaster is indeed ‘‘abroad”’ in the State. County Com- 
missioners are taking more interest in the important trust confided to 
them; and the great masses seem to be appreciating, at last, the facilities 
afforded them for acquiring the elements of an education. 

__ With such evidences of progress, we may fondly indulge the hope, that 
Missouri intends to do her duty in the great cause of edu ucation — the cause 
of human redemption. 


UNIFORM SYSTEM OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


i i tc sae is Indispensable to a successful prosecution of any system 


of popular education. Were we not sustained in this position, by the 


unanimous voice of the most enlightened and experienced EDUCATORS of 
our country, we need go no farther to prove the fact, than to St. Louis — 
the commercial metropolis of our own State. Her public schools attest 
the fact, that method — uniformity — is the great secret of success in public 
schools. _ Fully impressed with this truth, and believing it to be in. keep- 
ing, both with the letter and spirit of the act creating our system of public 
education, I issued from this Department, on the 20th September last, 
the following official circular, to which I respectfully invite the attention of 
hy Bvneal Phantoms — 
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STATE SCHOOL CIRCULAR. 


OFFICE SUPERINTENDENT Common ScHOOLS, 
JEFFERSON City, Missourt, Sept. 20, 1855. 


Yo Commissioners, Trustees and Teachers of Common Schools, Missourt. 


GENTLEMEN : — In obedience to that provision of the statute, contem- 
plating a uniform system of public instruction in the State, I intimated, 
in a former circular, that I would recommend a series of class-books, for 
adoption in our Public Schools. In abolishing the old and enacting the 
present school law, it was manifestly the intention of the Legislature to secure 
uniformity in our system of public instruction; to adopt some plan, by 
which a child, moving from one county to another, or even from one dis- 
trict to another, or, in case of a change of teachers, should not be im- 
peded in its studies, nor its parents taxed in the purchase of new 
books. Legislation, however, can do but little more in building up and 
systematizing popular education, than to supply the ‘‘material aid,” 
and enact a few organic laws to give it‘national identity. The history 
of the Public Schools in St. Louis, verifies this sentiment. Possibly, 
no city in the Union can boast of a system of public education, so ad- 
mirable in all its operations, so thorough in its course, and so analytic 
in its method, as can the metropolis of our favored State. Her Publie 
Schools are justly the pride and glory of the city. Not to legislation, 
however, but to her EDUCATORS, is she indebted for this inestimable bless- 
ing. A more efficient corps of instructors, publig or private, cannot be 
found in the profession. The accomplished Superintendent of Public In- 
struction in that city, Mr. J. H. Tice, pays a just compliment to his 
Teachers in his last Annual Report, in which he says: — ‘‘ It was a fortu- 
nate circumstance to popular education in St. Louis, that there was neither 
a Board of Directors, nor any officer charged with the supervision of the 
schools, who, with ‘malice prepense,’ attempted to give St. Louis an edu- 
cational system. That work was left, either by accident or design, to the 
persons properly qualified for it — the 'THAcHERS.” 

It is to the TracnERs, then, that we must look for any degree of per- 
fection we may hope to attain, in modeling our State system of popular 
education. As the Executive Head, it is to the Teachers I have appealed, 
in the incipiency of my efforts to carry into effect the spirit of the law, and 
establish uniformity in our State system. Hence, I have delayed recom- 
mending TEXT-BOOKS, until I could, as far as practicable, confer with the 
EDUCATORS of our State. The result of this conference is now submitted 
+o Commissioners, Trustees and T'eachers of our Common Schools, in the 
following graded course of studies, accompanied with a list of Class-books. 
Preserving method, I have supposed every District School to be graded 
somewhat after the scheme given, and that the course of studies will be 
pursued by regular gradation, rising from the primary to the higher English 
Classics. I design only to present the idea. Every qualified ‘Teacher will, 
of course, modify it to suit the circumstances by which he is surrounded, 
and the material of which his classes are composed. In introducing the 
course of studies, permit me to insist upon a total abandonment of ‘* loud 
studying,’ or the ‘swinging and singing”’ process of “ getting lessons.” 
A word on that subject is enough in this age. 

FIRST, OR INFANTS’ CLASS. 


This class, as a general rule, should be taught by a Lady. It should 
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be taught the alphabet and first lessons in Orthography and Reading. Its 
hours should be beguiled and made as pleasant to the child as possible, and, 
for this purpose, I would insist upon the cultivation of vocal music as an 
exercise admirably adapted to relieve the mind of the young beginner, and 
excite interest in his school. Indeed, music should, as far as practicable, 
be continued throughout the entire course. As Text-books for this class, 
Irecommend:— ~~ 

English Spelling Book, by David Price. 

The Word Builder, by R. G. Parker. 

First Reader, by R. G. Parker. 


The little book called ‘‘ The Word Builder,” I cannot commend too 
highly. It is fascinating to the young mind, and familiarizes the child with 
the most important features of Articulation and Orthoepy. From the 
three words, A, I and O, in the English Language, there are about sixteen 
other words which are formed by affixing, and about eight more by prefixing 
a single letter. These words form the second lesson to be taught; and, so 
soon as the little learner is able to read these words of two letters only, a 
Reading Lesson, adapted to his capacity, and composed solely of these 
words of two letters, is presented. Thus proceeds the ‘ Word Builder ’— 
a gem for the child. 

SECOND CLASS. 


In this class, instruction should be continued in Orthography and Read- 
ing. Writing should be commenced. The elements of Mental Arithmetic 
and Geography should now receive attention. The Text Books recom- 
mended in this class are: Price’s Spelling Book (continued), Parker’s Second 


Reader, Parker’s Third Reader, Davies’ Primary Table-Book, Davies’ First. 


Lessons in Arithmetic, and Monteith’s Primary (?) Geography. No “sys- 
tem of penmanship”’ is recommended, because it is believed that the pupil 
will improve better in writing, where the Teacher writes each copy himself. 


THIRD CLASS. 


Orthography, Reading, Writing, Mental Arithmetic and Geography, 
should be continued in this class. Written Arithmetic, Dictation Hxer- 
cises, English Composition, Declamation, English Grammar and Juvenile 
Natural Philosophy, should now be taken up. ‘The following Text books 
are preferred in this class: Webster's School Dictionary, Parker’s Fourth 
Reader, Davies’ Intellectual Arithmetic, Davies’ School Arithmetic, as far 
as to the end of Decimal Fractions, Northend’s Dictation Exercises, Brook- 
field’s First Book in English Composition, Northend’s Little Speaker, 
Monteith’s Youths’ Geography, Butler’s Grammar, Parker’s Juvenile Phi- 
losophy (parts first and second). The room in which this class, as well as 
all the classes of the higher grades are taught, should be furnished with a 
black board, extending around three sides of the room. 


FOURTH CLASS. 


Orthography, Reading, Writing, Mental Arithmetic, Written Arith- 
metic, Geography, English Composition, English Grammar, Declamation 
and Natural Philosophy, should be continued. This class is now prepared 
to undertake, in addition to the above-named studies, the study of History, 
Philosophy, the Analysis of Derivative Words, the Introduction to the 
Sciences, and Algebra. The Text-books suitable to be used in this class, 


are Webster’s School Dictionary, Parker’s Fifth or Rhetorical Reader, 
Bo ; 
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Davies’. Intellectual Arithmetic, Davies’ School Arithmetic (completed), 
MecNally’s Quarto Geography, Quackenboss’ First Lessons in English Com- 
position, Zachos’ New American Speaker, Butler’s Grammar, Parker’s 
Compendium of Natural Philosophy, Willard’s School History of the 
United States, Cutter’s Physiology, ‘Town’s Analysis, Chambers’ Intro:

UN ION SCHOOLS. 


I would recommend the establishment of what are ‘usally abtiinnt fae 
Union Schools, for towns and cities whose population will admit of it. 
These Schools, where it is practicable, should be grouped together and 
taught in one building, which must be of sufficient size to afford a separate 


room to 


each School. Hach School should receive the tuition ‘of a 
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separate teacher, and all should be under the oversight.and direction of a. 


Principal or Superintendent. The Schools thus collected in’ one building 
should be five in number, or as many as the population of the town or city 
would justify. The lowest of these Schools should bea primary or Infant 
School, and they should proceed by regular gradations to a High School, 
in which the most.advanced branches of a. Common-School education 
should be taught, and which should be instructed by the Superintendent 
himself. The building should be large and well ventilated, and the posi- 
tion and arrangement of the rooms should be such as to prevent any con- 
sequences injurious to health attending the collecting together of so many 
in one building. I would recommend the same. Grades; as above, substi- 
ttiting the word School for classes. | * 

In recommending the above! Text-sooxs, [leave them to stand upon 
their own merits. ‘I'hey have been selected, with aview,to.economy, as well 
as for their intrinsic value. Already extensively introduced in the State, 
an entire substitution of them can be effected in a short time and. at a very, 
small outlay to the people. | 


_As Tuxt-sooxs, I remark, generally, that they are analytic through- 


out the course, and will effect, in our plan of public instruction, an entire 
reformation, by abolishing dead formulas and infusing into the system the 
invigorating principle of analysis, the only means of revealing in full light 
the elements and beauties of Science. Indeed, they are not only analytic, 
but embrace the latest improvements made in the analytic system. " 
.,, But can we unite upon them as Class-books?, .Lanswer—— We can, if we 
but sacrifice personal. predilections, upon the. altar. of public good; and 
when so much is at stake, let mutual concession be invoked, and personal 
preferences yield to that spirit that ever animates the bosom of the patriot 
and philanthropist. 

Again, how shall they be made the uniform Class-books of the State? 


I answer — Not by compulsory official edicts; not by arbitrary enactments, _ 


requiring immediate and peremptory obedience; but by the process of 
substituting them in the place of.-books that have had their day, and by 
securing the sanction of an enlightened people, whose impulses are always 
to do right, especially when the high and holy cause of Education claims 
a tribute at their hands, and inthe bestowal of which they bless themselves 
and their country. | | 
Need I plead with you, Teacuers— for with you the whole matter 
rests — for uniformity in our system of public instruction,? Take the suc- 
cinct argument presented by Mr. Tice, in detailing the practical operations 
of the St. Louis:system. Says that gentleman, in his late annual report: 
“‘ How completely this (the building up.of a uniform system) has, been done, 
is evident from the fact, that the schools throughout. the. entire. city are 
conducted as to method of instruction in each branch, and in order and 
discipline, as systematically as though they were all in one building, or 
even in the same room under a single head. A Scholar.can change schools 
from the remotest parts of the city, without any loss of time or detriment 
to his progress. All the questions asked him will be, how far he has ad- 
vanced in the text-books of the various branches, and. he is then. placed, in 
the classes that are at the same stages of progress, and he proceeds with 
as much rapidity in his studies, and recites with the classes so as not to be, 
distinguished cither in manner, formula or words, from them, and feels no 
more inconvenience than :he would in his former school. It is great eco- 
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nomy to have schools thus systematized ; and it saves much perplexity to 
the pupil, and time and labor to both pupil and teacher. The system 
adopted, first determines the work to be done, then the manner of doing 
it, and, lastly, parcels out to each grade of schools its proper part. The 
characteristics of the system are mental training and discipline, and to 
excite thought, and callinto activity the intellectual faculties, and give them 
strength and vigor.”” Thus speaks the able Superintendent of the prac- 
tical operations of the uniform system in St. Louis; and all, he adds, has 
been accomplished by the ‘Teachers’ Association.’ 'To you, Teachers 
of Missouri, I appeal for a like blissful consummation in the work of build- 
ing up a uniform State System. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


I cannot urge upon Teachers too strongly the importance of forming 
Teachers’ Institutes in every county. My observation, in traveling the 
past summer, of the beneficial effects of these associations, has convinced 
me that, in the absence of Normal Schools, Teachers’ Institutes are indis- 
pensable to the success of our school system. Indeed, in Ohio, a State 
blessed with an admirable and most successful plan of public instruction, 
the best Hpucarors are giving InstrrurEs the preference over Normal 
Schools ; not only as auxiliaries in elevating the profession, but as an in- 
valuable means of infusing Educational Esprit de Corps into the masses. 
Of their value, in the latter particular, I may cite the interesting fact, that 
at the annual meeting of the Teachers’ Institute, of Clay county, held on 
the last days of August, an audience of a thousand souls, composed of the 
intelligent and elété of that noble county, were held together, with increas- 
ing interest, for several consecutive days, by the interesting exercises of 
the Institute. 

Of the value of Teachers’ Institutes, the State Commissioner of Ohio 
thus speaks, in his annual report for 1854 : — | 


‘¢PEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


“ These institutions are prominently mentioned, because our school legis- 
lation seems to award to them a preference, even over Normal Schools, as 
the best and most available agency for the preparation of Teachers. Their 
history is a striking illustration of a great want finding its own remedy. 
Of late years, all quarters of the State, and especially those where the 
schools were in the best condition, have sent forth a loud demand for 
Teachers, possessing not only the requisite learning, but also the practical 
skill for teaching others. In the absence of Normal Schools, those who 
proposed to qualify themselves to teach, invoked the voluntary principle. 
Associations were formed, and the services of gentlemen long engaged in 
the art of instruction, were secured; classes organized; drills as reso- 
lutely pursued as at a military school; the best methods of teaching the 
different branches tested by discussion and experiment; a generous enthu- 
siasm in all the details of mental and moral development cultivated ; in 
short, Teachers’ Institutes sprung into existence, and have cuntinued 
during the last ten years to increase in numbers and influence. In Ohio, 
especially, they have not been allowed to become too technical in their 
exercises, but have been diversified with such a degree of scientific, lite- 
rary and social interest, as to attract general attention and attendance. 
A Teachers’ Institute affords intellectual recreation to the community in 
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which it is held, similar to that produced by a course of lectures, except 
that the former is comprised in a few days or weeks, instead of extending 
over months.” 

In the absence of Normal Schools, I am not without hope of obtaining 
Legislative aid in fostering and sustaining Teachers’ Institutes in our State; 
and Teachers would promote their interest by organizing in every county, 
and sending the evidence of their existence, number of members, &e., to 
my office, before the adjournment of the approaching session of the General 
Assembly. 


METHOD OF INSTRUCTION. 


1 have been solicited to give some defined method of instruction. The 
qualified teacher needs no method but his own; the unqualified cannot be 
taught in the brief space allowed to this circular. The course of studies, 
as graded above, will sufficiently indicate, for all practical purposes, the 
method of instruction. The arrangement of the classes, it will be seen, 
is based upon this principle—first, to determine the amount of work each 
class is to do, and then to parcel out to each grade of class its proper part, 
and assign it its text-books. A school, thus graded, cannot fail to enjoy 
a harmonious and profitable session, while its Teachers, with the text- 
books prescribed, may lead their pupils from science to science, ‘‘ under 
the full blaze of the light that modern analysis sheds upon the path of the 
student.” Thus illumined by the way, both instructor and pupil may 
climb, to their infinite delight, to a height far above the fogs and clouds 
that have settled upon the stereotyped rales and formulas of vote systems. 
I may remark generally, then, that in MrTHoD, analysis should be the 
guiding star of every instructor of youth. It is the principle that relieves 
the text-book of its tedium, and keeps, ever fresh and blooming, the fields 
of Literature. The rose is never more beautiful than when seen opening 
its petals and disclosing its delicate tints under Nature’s chemical process 
of budding. So with scientific TRuTHs; they are.never more fascinating 
to the inquiring mind, than when first seen, unfolding in the sunlight of 
analysis. ‘leach with mathematical precision, rather than with diffusive 
generality. Far better instruct a child thoroughly and correctly in Or- 
thography, and leave it to find its own way in Syntax, than to hurry it 
through both, and abandon it without an intelligent idea of either. Teach, 
then, each branch thoroughly. Instruction, too, should be imparted, as far 
as possible, suggestively, instead of dogmatically. As incentive to the 
pupil, beguile with the flower rather than prick with the thorn. Aid your 
student no farther than is absolutely requisite to enable him to obtain the 
necessary insight into the subject matter of his inquiries, and thus meul- 
cate, early, a self reliance—independence of thought. As elegantly ex- 
pressed by the ‘ City Superintendent of the New York Schools:”’ “‘ The 
mind must put forth its own powers—plume its own wings— and lean 
upon the strength of its own pinions, if it would ascend to those clear 
regions of knowledge and power which extend far beyond the mistjand 
exhalations of error and ignorance.”’ 

What the age in which we live most imperatively demands, is men and - 
and women of earnest, comprehensive, clear minds — unfettered by preju- 
dice, bigotry and delusion — prompt to discern the true aspect of things — 
ready to welcome and embrace truth, in whatever guise she may present 
herself; but, acute in detecting falsehood and sophistry, in whatever mask 
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arrayed, or under whatever pretence attempted to be: iinposed upoh man- 
kind; men and women capable of original thinking, of sound discrimima- 
tion —of high and noble views— of cultivated intellect, and disciplined 
affections — thoroughly familiar with the history of their race— appre- 
ciating and venerating all, that the past has transmitted tous worthy of 
regand and veneration — condemning no established institution, opinion or. 
usage, because it is old, provided it possess the elements of true value, and 
the genuine stamp of excdlloness ; and tolerating none, new or old, which 
cannot endure the searching ordeal of investigation, and abide the severest 
test of a sound and enlightened reason. 

“Finally, Teachers, as enjoined by our statute, sow deep the seeds of 
moral obligation in the youthful mind, I commit the BrsuE to you as the 
great text-book of the Universe. Impress its immortal TRUTHS ‘upon the, 
minds of your pupils. Teach them to regard it as the Sun in the great 
system of TRUTH, around which revolve all the orbs of human’ wisdom, 
borrowing from it ‘their br ightness and tieir beauty, and retaining vitality 
by. its grace. And, upon this moral basis, ‘Teachers of American Youth, 
rear a high-toned and ennobling patriotism. 

Write amor patric apon the hearts of jour children. Teach a the 
split and genius of the American Constitution. Infuse into their young 
hearts a pride of citizenship. Drink with them at the fountaims whence 
gush the spring-waters of our Republic. Lead them, .in imagination, to 
Mount’ Vernon; walk with them beneath the shades of Montpelier ; ascend 
with them to the heights of Monticello; go with them to the quiet pre- 
cincts of the Hermitage — to the sacr ed tombs of, Ashland and of Marsh- 
field. Tell them the sunple story of the departed patriots, whose remains 
lie in these hallowed spots — inspire them with their patriotism, and teach 
them to emulate their virtues. Do this; Teachers of American. Youth, 
and await, in assurance of triumph, the harvest-day of your good and 
generous deeds, ina world where mind expands into immortal, bloom.

To his Excellency, Sterling Price, Governor of Missouri. 


| Srr: — The law creating the Board of Public Works, makes 
it their duty, when requested by you, to examine into the condition of the 
Iron Mountain and Pacific Railroads, and report the result of such inves- 
tigation. The condition of the law, as made applicable to the Pacific, has 
not yet been accepted by that Company; but to enable the Board to in- 
vestigate its affairs, a resolution was adopted by the Company, inviting an 
examination, by persons to be appointed by the Governor. The Board 
met in St. Louis, in October, and proceeded to the discharge of the duties 
imposed on them; and, although the officers of both Companies evinced 
every desire to facilitate the investigations, and furnished, as far as practi- 
cable, the information asked for, the short time allowed for the examina- 
tion, and the interruption caused by the sad catastrophe, at the Gasconade 
bridge, have prevented the Report from being as full and satisfactory as 
was desired. There are in the Pacific office about eight thousand vouchers, 
connected with an expenditure of between six and seven millions of dollars, 
and embracing a period of about five years. A thorough investigation into 
these vouchers, for the purpose of ascertaining whether the funds of the 
Company have been judiciously and economically expended, would require 
much time and labor, and, in the opinion of the Board, could only be per- 
formed properly with the assistance of a practical Engineer. Any ex- 
amination which this Board might make in regard to the judgment and 
economy exercised in the location and building of these roads, would be 
imperfect and superficial, without the aid and codperation of one skilled 
in the science of road building. ‘To enable a Board of Public Works to 
discharge their duties properly to the State and other parties interested, 
there should be associated with them, an intelligent, practical Engineer ; 
and the Board thus constituted, should have their powers and duties clearly 
defined by the legislature. Had. this policy been adopted at the com- 
mencement of the system, it is probable that some errors which have been 
committed, would have been avoided, and a considerable sum saved to the 
State and stockholders. The roads which have already been projected in 
Missouri, it is presumed, when fully completed, will cost between forty and 
fifty millions of dollars. This is a large sum, and should induce the State 
to connect with these great enterprises the best system of management 
which she can devise. The business of building railroads is new in this 
State, and it is not to be supposed that all errors could have been avoided, 
even by those who are best informed in regard to the business, and most 
disposed to be prudent in their management: much, however, may be ac- 
complished on the score of good management and economy, by combining 
the vigilance of the State with that of the Companies. 
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The policy of letting large contracts, is believed by the Board, from 
the best information they can obtain, not to be the most economical. The 
tendency of this plan is to exclude all bidders for contracts, except those 
whose means are large, and in many instances to unnecessarily increase 
the cost of the work. A condensed statement of the contracts between 
St. Louis and the City of Jefferson, is given in this Report. These con- 
tracts being completed, or nearly so, the objection that has been urged 
against a publication of those not yet executed does not apply. Should 
the Legislature desire to have the unexecuted contracts, containing the 
prices to be paid for each description of work, they can be furnished by 
the Legislative Committee, who were authorized by law to investigate all 
the roads, and who, the Board understand, have all the contracts. In com- 
piling this Report, the Board directed their attention to such matters only, 
as appeared to them would be most useful at the present time, and as 
could be prepared without too much delay. The several statements com- 
posing the body of the Report, are arranged with such explanatory notes, 
as are thought necessary to render them intelligible to the reader. Con- 
nected with the balance sheet, are detailed statements of office expenses, 
contingent account, interest account, discount account and commission 
account. ve 

The reply of Mr. O'Sullivan, to an interrogatory touching the location 
of the Pacific Railroad from St. Louis to Gray’s Gap, will be found to 
possess interest, from the fact that much comment has been made in re- 
gard to that location. In this statement, he compares the different routes 
that were indicated for the road, and shows the amount that could have 
been saved by building the road on the Missouri river route, instead of 
that of the Meramec valley. 

Although it is not made the duty of this Board to make suggestions in 
regard to further aid to either of the roads they have examined, it may 
not be improper to remark, that the condition of the Pacific road is such, 
in their opinion, as to require some immediate action on the part of the 
State. ‘The amount already expended on this road from St. Louis to 
the City of Jefferson, up to November 15th, 1855, is $6,295,670 20; the 
amount due for work done, is $178,000 00; and the amount estimated 
necessary to complete the work to the City of Jefferson, is $230,000 00, 
which will make the road to Jefferson cost $6,703,670 20. The indebt- 
edness of the Company is $870,524 76. Of this sum, the Directors 
have advanced $346,500. These figures show the inability of the Com- 
pany, without further aid, to complete the road even to the Capitol; and 
should it be left in its present unfinished state, the large amount invested 
in it will, to a great extent, prove a useless expenditure. 

The regulations of the Pacific Railroad Company, governing the speed _ 
of trains in approaching and crossing bridges, are given in this Report ; 
and it may not be inappropriate for the Board to suggest a prudent legis- 
lative enactment on this subject. The Pacific road is believed by many 
who are familiar with the roads of our country, to be one of the most sub- 
stantial among the new roads in the United States; but, to give the pub- 
lic confidence in its safety, and to make it a thoroughfare for travel and 
business, the Legislature should clearly define the duties and responsibili- 
ties of the Company and officers who may have charge of its 
management. | 

The resources of the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad Company

amount to $2,993,300. Of this sum, they have disbursed $759,123 65; 
have liabilities to the amount of $62,640 51; and of available assets on 
hand, after paying demands outstanding, $688,750 48, which, if added to 
$1,100,000, to be raised on State bonds not yet issued, and $382,785, to 
be collected from individual, county and other subscriptions, will leave of 
the Company’s resources, unexpended, $2,171,535 84. The President 
estimates, in a statement made by him on the 30th October, 1855, the 
whole cost of the road at $4,500,000, which will make the sum still re- 
quired for its completion, $1,506,700. This statement makes an allowance 
for loss on bonds and stock subscriptions of $75,000, which increases the 
the sum necessary to complete the road, to $1,581,700. This road has 
progressed slowly, but is thought to have been managed with very good 
judgment by the Company. 

The detailed statements connected with this road will be found in the 
latter part of this Report. It is due to the President and officers of the 
North Missouri Railroad Company, to state, that they solicited the Board 
to examine the condition of that road; but, it not having been included 
among the duties assigned to them, and knowing that the Legislative Com- 
mittee were investigating its affairs, they declined acting in the matter, 
further, than to receive such statements as the President had had prepared 
and politely furnished the Board.

THE following interrogatory and answer were prepared in duplicate, 
and, with the consent of the Board of Public Works, embodied in the 
Report of the Committee of the Legislature. The Board had heard much 
in disparagement.of the Meramec location of the road, and, sometimes, 
strong intimations of self-interest were connected with it. It was this that 
prompted the Board to address the interrogatory to Mr. O’Sullivan, as 
the best means in their power of acquiring correct information in regard 
to it. Theanswer of Mr. O’Sullivan shows, that the Missouri river route, 
for the Pacific road, would have been both shorter and cheaper than the 
Meramec valley route, and that he thought the location of the road, as 
made to Gray’s Gap, an error, but acquits those who controlled it of having 
been governed by any personal interest in the matter.

C. F. Jackson, and others : — 

Gentlemen:—In answer to your question of this day, in regard to the 
location of the Pacific Railroad, I have to make the following answer: — 

The surveys for the Pacific Railroad were commenced in June, 1850, 
very shortly after the appointment of J. P. Kirkwood, Chief Engineer. 

The question of general route had, previously, been somewhat considered. 
In an address made to the Directors, in January, 1850, itis stated: ‘* At 
the first sight of the map alone, the judgment of the Engineer would, 
naturally, favor the route by the valley of the Missouri” — * * * * 
‘* A route between the Missouri and Meramec, if the surface of the country 
would admit of a railroad at tolerable cost, would be next best in respect 
to shortness.”’. * * * * * “But there is a route further south, 
which, if practicable for construction, although longer than the others, 
would be in the way of a more various, if not a larger trade,” * * * 
“and penetrate a part of the State remarkable for the extent and variety 
of its mineral resources.”’ 
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At this time, with but one road projected, the idea was fixed in 
the public mind that the route should be inland, in order to develop 
business, and not in the Missouri valley, and the belief was general 
that the ridge between the Meramec and Missouri, on which Union is 
situated, would be a cheap and good route. Influenced by this, Mr. 
Kirkwood started the first survey. As this progressed, it became evident 
that the ridge alluded to was higher than was thought, quite crooked, and 
with depressions that called for very heavy work. At one place there was 
a depression of 175 feet in the height of the ridge, the low point being at 
Giray’s Gap, where the road now passes over into the Missouri. The En- 
gineer, becoming then satisfied that the valleys would, probably, give the 
best line, directed that a survey should be made by the Meramec. Up to 
this time the public feeling was so intently fixed with the prejudice for 
an inland route, that no survey was intended to be made on the Missouri; 
but the Engineer, finding these routes ta be more crooked and costly than 
was anticipated, requested authority to make that survey, if only to show. 
how much of first cost was sacrificed in the attempt to develop local busi- 
ness by inland routes. Several, and perhaps all, or nearly all, of the 
Directors, deemed this survey an unnecessary expenditure of money, but. 
consented to it more from deference to the opinion of the, Engineer than 
from belief in its utility. As these surveys were completed, the Engineer, 
seeing the great saving on the Missouri route, and, at the same time, the 
public desire to reach the mineral country, reported on two combination 
routes through Gray’s Gap, by which both objects could be partly accommo- 
dated—one route direct to the Missouri, with a branch through Gray’s 
Gap to the Meramec, and the other direct into the Meramec, and thence, — 
by Gray’s Gap, to the Missouri—this last being the one actually con- 
structed. In both of these the Engineer included a branch up to the north 
of the Bourbeuse, or the Meramec, as the point that must be reached for 
any service to the mineral region; but, in stating the reported results, I 
omit these short branches, as only comprising the result. The Hngineer’s 
Report, dated January, 1851, shows the following result: —

The Union Ridge route, although six miles shorter, and $375 less 
costly than the Meramec route, continued inland to Jefferson city, had 
about seven miles more of heavy grade, nine miles more of the shorter 
curvature, did not enter the mineral country it was desired to reach, and 
was longer and more costly than the combination route, through Gray's 
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Gap. This route was, therefore, dropped from particular comparison, 
except a statement of results. he real decision was left, as between the 
Missouri river route and the Meramec inland route. So the question 
stood, until after the loan of credit by the State, in the winter of °50-'51. 
At ameeting of the stockholders, March 31st, 1851, it was resolved to 
commence the construction of forty-five miles at once. ‘The origin of this 
forty-five mile division was, that this reached (the distance was frequently 
shortened) to the front of the Meramec (now called Franklin), from which 
the route could be continued, either inland or by Gray’s Gap, to the Mera- 
mec; and this is evidence that the Meramec route was the popular one, and 
intended by the stockholders. The Board of Directors, on day of 
April, directed the Engineer to make location surveys in the several 
Meramec routes for forty-five miles. Zhis was the real location by the 
Board of Directors; they presented no mtermediate point to the Engineer; 
and when, on the 17th of June, the Engineer first made report as to the 
route, the Directors affirmed his location, and made 1t public through the 
newspapers, the next day. With these locations, my connection with the 
eastern end of the road commenced as an assistant to Mr. Kirkwood; and 
I have reason to know that no influence was exerted with the Engineer, as 
to any point between St.. Louis and Gray’s Gap, and that the location 
made, was not only governed solely by engineering questions, but 7s 
actually made on the best route, mile by mile, from St. Louis to Gray’s 
Gap, for grades, curvatures and cost. By considerably increased cost, 
the curves could have been somewhat lessened, and by increased curvature 
the cost could have been decreased; but I believe Mr. Kirkwood to have 
fairly meaned the questions of cost and curvature. ‘There is but one 
trifling exception. At Hamilton Creek, the curves (one of land, the sharpest 
one), might have been lessened a little, and almost one-half mile of dis- 
tance saved by crossing the Meramec twice, with increased cost of about 
twenty thousand dollars, not varying the line, at any point, one-half mile 
from its present location. But this, the Directors did not think advisable, 
looking solely to cost and danger of bridges; and perhaps they were right. 
The curvature on this division is constant, but easy, as compared with 
Hastern roads, through a similar country, and the road can be safely run 
ata high rate of speed. At Hamilton Creek one curve occurs (the only one), 
of 1,160 feet radius: on Eastern roads 900 feet is often used, and some- 
times 700 feet. 

Every attempt was made to cut out the large S-shaped bend of the 
Meramec valley, from Meramec Station to Franklin, and to this I gave 
my particular attention; but the form of the country would not allow it, 
without introducing seventy-five feet grades, instead of the present con- 
trolling ones of forty-five feet, which was more objectionable than double 
the distance by the bend. 

To cut off this bend, a survey was made to the south, crossing the 
Meramec, to a comparatively low point (at the bend of Antyre Creek) in 
the ridge, that extends south from opposite the mouth of Hamilton Creek; 
but, although the low point alluded to, promised to the eye a good route, 
the leveling instrument demonstrated the necessity of seventy-five feet 
grades, and very heavy work. The attempt was also made to pass from 
Hamilton to the north of the present route, either across the ridge towards 
Franklin, or along the ridge towards Gray’s Gap; but the elevation could 
not be gained with less than grades of one hundred feet per mile. ‘The 
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ridges on either side of the Meramec, in this neighborhood, are from 250 
to 350 feet in height above the road-bed in the valley. I was, therefore, re- 
luctantly compelled to report the crooked route, following the Meramec val- 
ley, as the best one. It was, in my judgment, an error, to make the road in 
that route at all; but the error was in that general location implied by the 
stockholders, in March, ’51, and made by the Directors, in April. Mr. 
K., I believe, agreed with me in this, and we only disagreed as to the pro- 
priety of attempting interference of the Engineer, with what was, at the. 
time, almost universally the public prejudice. 

He was content to merely state the facts, in his printed report,, 
while I should have desired, in his place, to make formal and positive pro- 
test against the location, and to have argued strongly for the true one, be- 
lieving, as I did, that before long it would be seen to be wrong, and that 
then somebody would be blamed for it, and, most probably, the Engineer. 
But I can most positively assert, that the personal interest of every offi- 
cer, Director or friend of the road, had not the slightest influence over 
the location, general or particular. None of the Directors owned any 
land on the route, to my knowledge or belief; or, if any, to so small an 
amount as not to weigh a feather in judgment. Some pieces of land may 
have been bought by a few of the Directors, but subsequent to the com- 
mencement of construction, when the route must have been known to any cne. 
Every depot on the road has been fixed by myself, without reference to 
anything but the business of the country. Indeed, it has been to me, as 
an officer of the road, a subject of pride, that, during my whole connec- 
tion with it, I have yet to see the first instance of any railroad action, by 
any member in the Directory, being influenced by personal interest. Such 
assertions have been made, | am aware, and may not be worth the notice 
of those against whom they have been made; but it may not be out of 
place for me to have alluded to them, in answering the question asked. 
Previous to the commencement of the location surveys, a land agent was 
appointed, to get release for right of way, or promise to release, when the 
route should be determined. He commenced near Gray’s Gap, and worked 
toward St. Louis. Near to the city, the land became too valuable to pro- 
cure release, except on a fixed location on the ground, and the Engineer 
decided to locate two routes in from the Meramec, in order that the Com- 
pany might have the benefit in settling right of way, if competition should 
arise; one route by Carondelet, and the one adopted. As time passed, 
many persons became dissatisfied that the Company did not decide upon 
a particular line, and, influenced by this, the Directors made the location the 
day after the Engineer’s report, and published it abroad. This rendered 
useless the Engineer’s double location, and cost the Company very dearly 
for increased land damages.— As to the increased cost by this location 
into the Meramec. In case of the location by the direct Missouri river 
route, the distance would have been shortened to Jefferson City, as com- 
pared with preliminary surveys (on which the Directors acted), about nine 
miles, and cost decreased about one hundred and sixty thousand dollars ; 
and, as compared with actual location, shortened four miles, with de- 
creased cost of about three hundred thousand dollars. 

To this might be added some one hundred thousand dollars, as the 
worth of the increased length of grades, &c., on the Meramec route. The » 
route of the South-west Branch, would have been through Gray’s Gap to 
the Meramec, and would have been three miles longer, and about $100,- 
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000 more costly —being so much in favor of the present location. This 
was all that was evident at the time. Since then, the projection of the 
North Missouri Railroad adds another item of cost. The Missouri river 
route for the Pacific Railroad, is ten miles in a very practicable route to 
St. Charles, and would have saved the present construction of so much of 
that road. The junction of these two roads would have probably induced 
the location of the Iron Mountain Railroad, to.a junction with the two at 
Rock Spring, three miles out; and, with subsequently constructed 
branches to the north and south ends of the city, have given, in my judg- 
ment, better railroad accommodations, and decreased cost of engine shops, 
than the present plans of entrance. All this can be easily seen now, but 
was not evident at the time; so that the resulting first cost of that Me- 
ramec location, over and above cost by direct Missouri river route, may 
be put at near to one million of dollars, subject to the value of the local 
developments on the present route of the North Missouri Railroad. 

But, I repeat, the fault was in the general prevailing prejudice for in- 
land routes, and not with the particular persons who made the location. 
The same prejudice for inland routes controlled the Legislature in 1852, 
causing them to locate the Pacific Railroad westward from Jefferson City, 
through Johnson county; although, in my opinion, the best commercial 
route was by Boonville and Lexington, and that the interests of the State 
would have been better subserved by it. It also caused them to locate the 
North Missouri Railroad by the ridge, with increased length and cost; 
and it was only by the active work of the friends of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, that that road was not also located by the Legislature, inland, 
as a branch to the Pacific Railroad. 

The location of the road to Jefferson City may be described as follows: 
The Engineer’s preliminary surveys and examination, showed that, in 
passing direct to the Meramec, there was a ridge to pass over of 
250 feet in height, and that there was but one stream (Grand Glaize, or 
Sugar Creek, heading at the present Kirkwood station) running in proper 
direction, of sufficient length to give the room for descent, with practica- 
ble cut, with 40 to 45 feet grades. Thus, Kirkwood became a necessary 
fixed point for the crossing this ridge, as Gray’s Gap for crossing the ridge 
between the Meramec and the Missouri. Starting in the valley of Chou- 
teau-pond Creek, on Seventh street, from the north-east corner of the 
four blocks owned by the Company, the road follows parallel to the streets 
as far as possible, and then with sharp curvature and reverse (almost six 
hundred feet radius), enters Austin street. This curvature is introduced 
to economise space. It might have been more straight from Austin street 
to the point of commencement, but would have been diagonally over the 
depot ground, and have left the whole triangle, north and west of the road, 
useless for depdt purposes. The present depdt will be at the south-east 
corner of the grounds on Seventh street, with tracks nearly straight from 
Austin street, as fifty freight cars will pass over the track to one passenger 
car ; and as all must run slow between Fourteenth and Seventh, this cur- 
vature for that track, with the room saved, was not deemed objectionable, 
except to the eye. 

From Fourteenth street to the machine shop, some light curvature is 
introduced, to avoid breaking into two Jewish cemeteries, and to avoid land 
damages. ‘This curvature from Seventh street to the machine shop, that 
the eye does not, in the form of the ground, see any reason for, gives the 
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impression to most parties starting over the road, that unnecessary curvature 
has been introduced over the whole road. From the machine shop, the 
road descends with grade to a slight depression in the ridge, or general 
height of the commons, and then descends to the east ford of Des Peres river, 

It then follows the valley, bending to the left of a direct line, in order 
to keep to the required height of grade to the crossing of the west ford 
of the Des Peres river; then, after crossing this, the ascent commences, 
and is nearly uniform to the crossing of the ridge at Kirkwood. 

The ground for the first part of the ascent 1s gained by following the 
slopesat Harper’s Branch. Cutting through the ridge near the head of that 
branch, the continued ascent is preserved over slopes at the head of 
Gravois Creek to Kirkwood, where it crosses the main ridge, feet 
above the starting point at St. Louis. From Kirkwood to Meramec, the 
whole distance is used in the descent (45 feet to the mile), to the Meramec 
valley, to the same level as the high water in St. Louis. From Meramec 
station the line follows the base of the blufis of the valley, which is the 
only practicable route, to aboutthree miles beyond Hamilton Creek. Thence 
a cut-off is made by that creek, and a peculiar depression of the ridge at 
Allenton, to the Meramec valley to Franklin. From Franklin, the road 
ascends with 42 feet grade to Gray’s Gap, and thence descends to the 
valley of the Meramec, at Labadie. From Labadie to Jefferson City, the 
line follows the base of the bluffs. From the machine shop in St. Louis to 
Meramec, and from Franklin to Labadie, the curvature is made in order’ 
to reach the ground where the grade of ascent or descent. can be main- 
tained, with the nearest approximation to equality of excavation and em- 
bankment. The curvature in the Meramec and Missouri valleys is fixed 
simply with view to cost of construction, as the gravel train shall in time 
remove material for ballasting, or slides, &c.; or.as the Company have 
means to spare to improve the road, the line will be gradually somewhat 
straightened. ‘The tunnels between Kirkwood and the Meramec were neces- 
sary, in order to keep to the grade needed to overcome the descent. into 
the valley, and the tunnel above Washington to avoid sharp curvature. 

I have not supposed your question to apply to locations west of Jeffer- 
son, or on the South-west Branch. On the South-west Branch, questions of 
engineering and cost of construction have solely controlled the location, 
except for the first twenty miles, where the evident better development of 
the mineral interest of that region has induced the location to the south 
side of the Meramec, at a cost of about $75,000.

_ Tux following is a condensed statement of the contracts from St. Louis 
to the Gity of Jefferson. All given in the First Division are included in 
‘the Report of the Committee of the Legislature, and extend to F ranklin. 
The contracts on the Second Division were furnished to the Board more 
in detail than they appear in the Report of the Committee, and includ 
all between Franklin and Jefferson : — 


HISTORY OF CONTRACTS—FIRST DIVISION. 


For Graduation and Masonry, including a portion of the Ballasting, from St. Louts to Frank- 
lin, being ihe First Division of the Pacific Railroad. 


Srctron 1.— Extends from Seventh to Fourteenth street, in St. Louis, 
and includes work in filling Chouteau’s pond, which is yet unfinished. 

Suc. 2.—The original contract was with John Gregg, for earth exca- 
yation, including haul, at 132 cents per yard. Gregg becoming embar- 
rassed, the work was transferred, on the 29th of January, 1852, to Michael 
Murphy, who proceeded with it, but was so far behind on the 10th of July, 
1852, on account of the difficulty of the work, that he could not go on, 
and the price was changed to 20 cents, and some portion of it, with a 
longer haul of earth, to 24 cents. In the final settlement with Murphy, 
the Railroad Company had to pay his men for two or three months, to 
ensure the completion of the work. The grounds at the Fourteenth street 
dept were made, principally, by hauling earth from the west side of Chou- 
teau’s pond, some of which was hauled a short distance, and some, from 
one-fourth to half a mile. This work was done by Anthony Fox, and by 
R. S. Harty, at 177, 22 and 263 cents per yard, varied according to the 
distance moved ; a portion of it. was finished by the Company, by day’s 
‘labor, with a gravel train. The ballasting upon the same section was done 
partly by the Company, with a gravel train, hauling ballasting from the 
Meramec river, and, also, by contract with A. Fox and R. 8. Harty, for a 
portion of which, the price paid was 55 cents, $1 35 and $1 08 per cubic 
eer according to the distance hauled. The masonry was done 
by Brierly, Tool & Co., and by Darius Hunkins. The foundations for 
masonry for Chouteau’s pond creek, were put in by the Company driving 
piles, and doing the earth excavation by day’s labor. 

Suc. 8.— Michael Murphy was contractor for the earth excavation, at— 
18 cents per yard. P. Conway, at the same price, and Patrick Ryan, at 
22 cents. The machine shops of the road are placed upon this section, 
and a large amount of grading was necessary to secure sufficient grounds. 
A great portion of this work was done by the Railroad Company, by day's 
labor. Neither of the contractors made any money under their contracts. 
The masonry upon this section was done by Brierly, Tool & Co.: earth 
excavation for foundation, at 20 cents per yard; the masonry, at $5 and 
$7, varying according to its description. | | 
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Src. 4.— Pat. Ryan, contractor, at 15 and 25 cents per yard, for exca- 
vation ; rock, at 60 cents. The Company were obliged to pay Ryan’s men ~ 
for several months, to secure the completion of the work. ‘The ballasting 
was done by the Company, with a gravel train, hauling from the Meramec 
river, a distance of about 20 miles; and, also, by Ryan, with broken stone, 
at $1 per cubic yard. The masonry was done by Brierly, Tool & Co.; 
earth in foundations, at 20 cents per cubic yard; labor in putting timber 
in the same, and pumping and bailing water, $555 44; masonry, at $7 

er yard. 

; Sec. 5.—The work was done by Pat. Ryan, M. H. Cornwall, and a 
large portion of it by the Company, by day’s labor. Ryan and Cornwall’s 
prices were 15, 16and 31 cents, and some excessively hard material (hard- 
pan), at 40 cents. The ballasting was partially done by Ryan, at $1 123, 
and $1 per yard; a great portion being done by the Company, with gravel 
trains, from the Meramec river. ‘The contractors upon this section aban- 
doned the work before it was completed. The masonry was done by J. 
T. Dodge: first, second and third-class masonry, at $2 25, $5 and $6; 
earth excavations in foundations, furnishing timber for the same, and 
placing it, cost $656 72. 

Src. 6.—By J. T. Dodge: — Harth at 19, 23 and 25 cents, and rock 
60 cents. Ballasting by Dodge, at $1 10 and $1 00 per yard; for masonry 
by Dodge, $2 25, $3 25, $4 00 and $5 00 per cubic yard; foundations 
cost $363 75, including excavations for foundations, timber and pumping, 
and bailing. It became necessary, from time to time, in this contract, to 
assist the contractors ; butit was finally finished, at nearly contract prices, 
at serious loss to the contractor. 

Src. 7.— Originally contracted with J. D. Geotchius, at 16 cents, who 
abandoned the work when just started. It was subsequently let to M. H. 
Ryan & Co., at the same prices, who partially completed, but left it before 
it was finished.. It was finally prepared for the track by Cahill & Byron, 
at 24 cents per yard, and by the Company, by day’s labor. The ballasting 
was done partially by Ryan & Co., and J. 'T. Dodge, at 75 cents and 1 00 
per yard, and a portion by the Company with gravel trains. The masonry 
was done in the same manner as the earth work. Geotchius, who received 
$5 12 per yard, leaving the work; and Ryan & Co., at the same price; 
abandoned by them, and finished by Cahill & Byron, and Pat. Mulloy. 

Src. 8.— Contracted for with Ryan & Co., the earth work at 17 cents. 
They abandoned the work shortly after starting it, and it was finished by 
Cahill & Byron, and Pat. Ryan, at prices from 20 cents to 24 cents; hard- - 
pan, 50 cents and 75 cents. The ballasting was done by the same parties, 
at 40 cents and $1 10; who, also, did the masonry, at prices varyitae from 
$1 95 to $4 00, $5 12 and $5 25. ‘The foundations cost $364 79. 

Sec. 9.— This section was done by J. D. Geotchius, Cornelius Collins, 
P. Conway, P. Ryan, 8. Lea and Pat. Mulloy. The work was originally 
let to the first parties at 16 cents, but, on their failure, was relet again, and 
again, and finally closed at 30 cents for earth; ballasting, at 25, 60, 65, 
75 cents and $1 00; masonry, at $4 00 and $5 12; one piece of bridge 
masonry, with arched culverts, was completed by the Company by day’s 
labor, at a cost of $12 75 per yard; cost of quarry, $510 87, and 
foundations, $973 57. | 

Src. 10.— The contract was originally closed with Geotchius, for the 
entire section, who, after partially starting the work at 16 cents, aban- 
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doned it. It was relet to D. and P. Sweeney, at 211 cents for earth, 35 
cents for hardpan, and for rock, 70 cents. ‘They worked several months; 
but, after losing money and falling behind, the work lagging very much, 
was a third time let to W. W. Barrett, there being but little time to 
complete it, at—earth, 40 cents; hardpan, 65 cents, and rock, $1 50, 
Notwithstanding these extraordinary high prices, the contractor lost money 
by the work. ‘The ballasting was done by Sweeney & Barrett, at 50, 65 
and 75 cents and $1 00 per yard, and a portion of the masonry, by each 
of the parties above named, at the following prices: —$1 95, $2 50, $5 00, 
$5 12, $6 50 and $8 00, varying from time to time, as it passed from one 
éontractor to another. The cost of foundations was $847 47. 

Suc. 11.—The contract was originally made with Geotchius, who aban- 
doned the work at about the same time as he did other sections. It was 
relet to Brown & Bowman, and finally passed into the hands of James 
Conran, who finished the work, at a cost of 85 cents for earth; ballasting, 
70 cents and $1; masonry, $4 and $5 12. . 

Sec. 12.— The contract was originally made with Geotchius, who just 
commenced the work at 16 cents, and abandoned it. It was relet to 
Brown & Bowman, at the same price; and they failing, was finished by 
James Conran, at a cost of — earth, 58 cents; hardpan, 874 cents, and 
rock, $1 25; ballasting, 70 cents and $1 per yard; masonry, at $4 and 
$5 12. The foundations cost $834 57.. This section and section 18, 
proved, as far as excavation was concerned, to be the hardest upon the 
line. The earth was apparently cemented together, so that powder was 
used with good effect. 

Suc. 13. — The same as 12 —let to Geotchius, and abandoned by him, 
and finally finished by Conran, at a cost of 88 cents for earth; ballasting, 
at 70 cents and $1; masonry, $4; foundation, $257 71. 

Suc. 14.—This section was principally earth and hardpan. The exca- 
vation was very heavy, and a great portion of the material was moved half 
a mile. The contract was with D. Hunkins, who finished the work at— 
earth, 38 cents, including haul; and hardpan, 60 cents; masonry, second- 
class, $2 50; earth in foundations, 35 cents; ballasting of broken stone, 
by John Warren, at 50 cents and $1 25 per yard; and Halpin & Mar- 
eellina, at 624 cents and 874 cents. 

Suc. 15.— The contract was originally made with J. P. Davidson, at —- 
earth, 17 cents; and rock, 65 cents. ‘This contract was forfeited, and the 
work relet to A. G. Pratt, at -— earth, 17 cents; hardpan, 85 cents; and 
rock, 65 cents. But little work was done by either of the above con- 
tractors. The work was subsequently contracted for by Wm. Flanagan, 
who prosecuted it with a great deal of energy, but died before the section 
was half done. The material upon this section proved excessively hard, 
and on some portions of it, powder was used, in earth and hardpan exca- 
vations, at times, with good effect. A portion of the work was finished by 
D. H. Donovan, administrator of the estate of Wm. Flanagan, at a cost, 
for rock, of $1 25 per yard; and other excavation (earth and hardpan), of 
424 cents, including haul. Some 85,000 yards of excavation upon this 
section, was done by the Company, at day’s labor, ata cost of 40 cents per 
yard. SBallasting by Flanagan, of broken stone, and by the Company, 
with gravel trains, from the Meramec river. Some small culverts were 


built or started, by Davidson & Pratt, at $2 50 and $4 50 per yard; but 
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the greater portion by Flanagan’s administrator, for $2 50, $5 and $5 50 
per yard; foundations cost for this section, $853 43. 

Sucs. 16 anp 17.— Dutcher, Park & Co., contractors.. These two sec- 
tions were the heaviest on the division, covering very deep rock excayva- 
tions, and two tunnels— one about 600, and the other about 450 feet long. 
During the progress of this work the cholera appeared, and drove, at seve- 
ral periods, the entire force from the sections. Great numbers died; and, 
for a while, it was impossible to induce men to go upon the work. Finally, 
the contractors succeeded in procuring a large force, but there was still a 
good deal of trouble between sections 17 and 18, which finally resulted in 
a general riot. The military went out from St. Louis, and finally succeeded 
in breaking up the mob; and, after this time, a police force was stationed 
upon section 18, to preserve order on the whole division. - All these troubles 
increased the costrof the work, so that the contractors were unable to finish 
the work at original contract prices. The work was finally closed at — 
earth, 24 and 27 cents; hardpan, 60 cents; rock, $1 00; tunneling, 
$3 50; masonry, 2 123, $3 50, $4 50 and $7 25; the foundations cost 
$1,220 00. 

Sxzo. 18.— The contract was originally made with Isaac Skinner, for 
earth excavations, at 19 cents; hardpan, 55 cents; rock, 70 cents. J.D. 
Woody, for masonry, $3 00 and $4 50. Skinner abandoned the work, 
and it was relet to Wm. Burke. He proceeded with the work until he lost 
several thousand dollars. The work — principally rock excavations — 
turned out to be full of flint, and extremely expensive. The Company 
finally assisted Burke. A large force was continually on the section. 
Trouble among the men arose. <A great portion of the men were quarrel- 
some, until the section became known upon tue line as the ‘* bloody 18th.” 
After great exertion, the work was finally closed up at — earth, 50 cents, 
and rock, $2 00 and $2 25 per yard. 

Sec. 19.—J. D. Woody, contractor. The character of a portion of 
this work was similar to section 18, although not so heavy. Great quan- 
tities of flint were found in the excavations. It was originally let at low 
prices; but, finally, closed up at— earth 30 cents; rock,\$1 40; masonry, 
at $3 00, $4 45 and $5 00. The foundations cost $489 25. 

Suc. 20.— The graduation contract was originally made with Gartrell 
& Harrison, who worked some time at — earth, 20c. But, finally, the work 
fell into the hands of the Company, and the entire excavation — rock and 
earth — was finished at an average cost of 50c. The bridge masonry on 
this section was done by Wm. Park, at $7 50. The foundations cost 
$1,542 75. 

Sec. 21.— The work was done by Strang & Rice, Wm. Flanagan and 
Wm. Park, at 16 @ 20c, and 40c. for earth excavation, and rock $1 50; 
and for day’s labor, 30c. 

Wm. Park put up the masonry at $4 00, and $6 25, and $6 75. The 
foundations cost $3,110 19. 

Sxo. 22. — This was the only contract, from St. Louis to Franklin, for 
grading, that was finished at contract price. Wm. Flanagan, contractor: 
earth excavation, 20c.; hardpan, 50c., and rock, 60c. A small amount 
of masonry — open culverts —cost $1 95 per yard. 7 

Sec. 23.—'This work was let to Mulligan & Steele, who commenced i 
at 161¢; for earth and rock, 70c. Both died, lost all their means, and 
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it was finished by the Company, by day’s labor. The masonry cost $1 95, 
$2 50, $4 00 and $5 12. 

Sos. 24, 25, 30, 81, 32 and 83.—This work was let to William 
Burke, at low rates. When about half done, he became so much involved 
that he could not go on; the Company assisted him, keeping a force ac- 
count on the entire work, and paying all necessary expenses. All this 
work was finally closed up at an average cost, for earth, of 24c; rock, 
85c. and $1 00; masonry, $1 95, $3 00 and $4 75. 

Src. 26.— This contract was made with Strang & Rice, for —earth, 
20c., and rock, 60c. The contract was forfeited, when half completed; 
and it was finished by Flanagan & McNulty, at 25c. for earth, and 90c. 
for rock. Masonry, $4 50 per yard. 

Src. 27.— This contract was made with Holmes & Thomas. Earth, 
19¢c., and rock, 50c. It was transferred to Bennett, Law & Thomas. 
Earth, 19¢., and rock, 75c.; and finally finished by EH. W. Thomas, at 28c. 
and 90c.; for masonry, $2 25 and $5 50. 

Sxcs. 28 and 29. — D. Hunkins, contractor. The work was originally 
let at very low prices; but it was impossible to finish it at contract prices ; 
and it was completed at an average cost—for earth, of 25c., and rock, 


90c. Masonry, $2 50, $4 00 and $5 00. 


HISTORY OF CONTRACTS — SECOND DIVISION, PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


Srotrons 1 to 9 inclusive, were originally let to Samuel Farrer & Co. 
This work was carried on some six months, when it became apparent that 
it could not be completed at the contract prices; the Contractors were 
notified to put on a sufficient force to ensure the completion of the work, 
as per contract; failing to do so, the contract was declared forfeited. 

By order of the Board of Directors, these sections were relet to Thos, 
L. Price, under whom the work was completed.

Section 10.— Was originally let to John R. Sheppardson; subse- 
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quently, by consent of the Pacific Railroad Company, James Glenn was 
admitted a partner, and the work was carried on in the name of Shep- 
pardson & Glenn. These parties being unable to complete their work ac- 
cording to contract, gave written authority to the Engineer to annul! their 
contract, on condition. that they be paid for all work done, at’ contract 
prices. The work was forfeited, anda new contract made with J. FP. 
Mense, for completing the work at the old prices, except for earth excava- 
tion, for which an additional’ '5e was paid. Contract price, earth excava- 
tion, 20c; rock approach to tunnel, $1 50; tunnel, $475.

ESTIMATE of cost of running cars and amount of business between 
St. Louis and Jefferson City. ere 


The Board requested C. F. Brown, Esq., Acting Engineer in Chief 
and Superintendent of the Pacific Railroad, to make an estimate of the 
cost of running two passenger trains per day, each way, between St. Louis 
and vefferson City, for one year; and, also, an estimate of the amount of, 
business between those two points, six months after the road shall have 
been fully opened, and for eighteen months, and three years; and, also, a 
statement of the amount expended on the road to the City of Jefferson, 
the amount necessary to complete the road, and the indebtedness of the 
Company; to all of which, the following statement of Mr. Brown is @ 
reply : — 1% 

In connection with this, a copy of the regulations of the Company in 
regard to approaching and crossing bridges, was, also, requested and 
furnished. 

‘The estimate desired, in regard to the cost of running passenger trains, 
and, also, the cost of the movement of all freight on the road after it 
shall be in full operation to Jefferson City — I have arrived at by the use 
of the following data and comparison: J'%rst, the known cost of the opera- 
tion of the roud to Franklin and Washington heretofore, and from a com 
parison of the cost of operation between those points; also, by a compari-, 
son of this road with others of similar character, whose expenses are 
known, at the East and North, making due allowance, at the same time, 
for all difference that may arise on account of position and climate. This 
estimate of cost of operating is for the first year after the road is opened; 
when the expenses will be somewhat greater than after that period of time 
shall have elapsed, from the fact, that then there will be fewer slides, and 
that the road will have become more solid, and the track more secure, 
requiring a less force to keep the road bed and track in good conditions, 
also, this estimate is made for a completed road, allowing for no expenses 
that should be charged to construction. The most reliable data is, that 
the cost of operating the road to Washington was at the rate of $1 70 
per mile, of each train.

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- Estrmatzep. — What will probably be the business receipts of the road 
from St. Louis to Jefferson City, six months after it is fully opened; also, 
eighteen months; also, three years. 

_ My estimate, for the business receipts of the road is made up from the 
known receipts of the road to Franklin, Washington and Hermann, the 
different points to which the road has been opened heretofore, with com- 
parison of same, and from the known increase of business on other roads, 
when extended, which does not increase in the same ratio as the increase 
of distance; that is to say, the traffic of a Second Division when opened, 
would not only pass over its own division, but, also, over the first, in- 
creasing the income nearly in a three-fold ratio, and the receipts to Wash- 
ington and Hermann would be not one-half of the receipts of the road 
when extended double the distance, but much less. Not only is this to be 
taken into consideration, but the fact, that a road ¢reates its own business, 
which had previously laid dormant, not having been developed. This in- 
crease of business adding constantly to the increase of income, which is 
continually going on, especially in a new and comparatively unsettled 
country like this, enters largely into my calculation for an estimate of 
business for the future, especially for so long a period of time as eighteen 
months and three years. As for business already created, there 1s a con- 
siderable amount of it in a freighting line on the other side of the Mis- 
souri river, in the counties adjacent to the line of road, thafis desirous of 
using it asa means of conveyance to market, if proper conveniences are 
created for its transit across the Missouri river. Much depends upon open- 
ing communications to the road — that portion of it that is located under 
the bluffs — as but few reads communicating inland are now made so as to 
make an easy access to all of the depdts. 

I have calculated that there will be considerable business in the way of 
freight concentrated from the surrounding country at Jefferson City. Also, 
I calculate that all, or nearly all, of the passenger business up and down 
the Missouri river, will take the road to and from Jefferson City, in case it is 
generally known that the road is permanently builtand safely managed ; and 
would remark, that I consider the latter point, as regards safety (among 4 
people that are but little acquainted with railroads and their operations), 
that which will enter largely into the increase or decrease of the receipts of 
the road. If generally known that it is managed with great regard to 
safety, it will be generally patronized ; and, vice versa, will be generally 
avoided by a large class of persons. - 

I have, from the business receipts heretofore and from comparison — 
also, from my knowledge of the business capacity of the country, estimated 
that the income to Jefferson City, for the first year, commencing six

I would now show more in detail the data that has been used to arrive 
at the above estimate of business.’ The actual receipts of the Company, 
as shown by the returns for the month of September, 1855, immediately 
after the road was opened to Hermann, is $20,000 for eighty miles of road, 
before any business had been developed, and without any, or scarcely any, 
through travel. Now, without any assumption, it can safely be estimated 
that when opened to Jefferson City, for the first six months, with an in- 
creased distance of one-third (4), that the income will be double that 
amount, or $40,000 per month, which is an increase of about the same

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degree that has already been experienced on the extension of the road from 
Washington to Hermann. 

Or, shown in another form, thus: — The actual receipts of the Com- - 
pany to Franklin, per month, 37 miles (just before opening to Washing- 
ton), was $10,000; and actual receipts to Hermann, 80 miles, or about 
double the distance, for the first month after opening, was $20,000.

To cover expenses of engineering account up to the Ist 
of December, 1856, or about $11,000 more than the 
original estimate. 

From this might be deducted $812 50 paid Jules Hutawa for litho- 
graphing maps for “First Annual Report,’ ordered by Board to be 
printed. This item is charged to engineering on the 'Treasurer’s books, 
but as much belongs to contingent account. 

Although the engineering account, exceeds the original estimate, the 
end aimed at has been economy, which will be appreciated in other accounts. 
A great deal of time has been devoted to perfect the location, the nature 
of the ground being such that a careful location was of the greatest import- 


\ 
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ance. Slight errors in placing the line and grade, might have involved 
thousands in expense of construction. Close calculations have, in all cases, 
been made to place the line and grades where economy would point, look- 
ing, at the same time, to the road as a first-class one. 

From the nature of material in excavations, it has been necessary to 
have a close account kept of the forces, in order to be able to fix a fair 
price for hard material. This has been done, and detailed returns are 
made to the St. Louis office, monthly, of the forces employed on each piece 
of work on the whole line. A small surveying party was employed 
four months in making accurate connections of the railroad, with corners 
of sections and odd claims, from St. Louis to Pilot Knob. This had to be 
done before accurate land plans could be made. 

The land plans are now nearly completed, on a scale of 200 feet to the 
» inch, and will be bound in book form for convenience of future reference. 
~ An accurate topographical map of the road is, also, being made, on a scale 
of 400 feet to the inch, and will be completed as soon as Ist of January 
next. The map for the State is to be made from this on one-tenth the 
scale. | 

Appended to this report is a list of the assistants employed in the engi- 
neers department, as taken from the pay-rolls for September. Extra help 
is necessary at times, when a change is being made in the line, or any 
difficult work occurs, requiring a larger party. On the heavier work, the 
force account is taken daily, and great care is taken to ascertain, as nearly 
as possible, the cost per cubic yard, to the Contractor of each piece of work. 

Four inspectors of masonry are employed on the line, and their ser- 
vices could not well be dispensed with. They are allowed, in the aggre- 
gate, $40 per month for horses. 

The Resident Engineers, also, Messrs. Edwards, Mandeville and Flad, 
are each allowed $20 per month for their horses. The horses are all fur- 
nished and kept by those using them. | 

Though the engineering expenses on the line are large, compared to the 
amount of work done by the Contractors, the force employed cannot, m 
justice to the work, be reduced. 

Ricut oF Way.— By a resolution of the Board of Directors, passed 
on the 15th December last, it was resolved that the services of land agent 
be dispensed with, and the duties of closing up right of way matters 
should devolve on the Engineer. 

Mr. Duke, the former land agent, had all the settlements and suits well 
advanced at the time he left. The cases of condemnation remaining at 
that time have since been brought, and will mostly be closed when acted 
upon by the courts. Some other cases may yet have to be settled by con- 
demnation, but there is nothing remaining that will be in the way of pro- 
gress of construction. 

The Engineer’s estimate for cost of right of way was $90,000, but the 
actual cost, when all cases are closed, will fall considerably below this esti- 
mate, and will not, probably, exceed $75,000. I would here remark, that 
two items have been charged to engineering, which might with propriety 
have been charged to land damages: viz., The surveys for the land maps, 
and the salaries of draughtsmen employed on land maps.

GENTLEMEN: — As you requested, I send, accompanying this, a copy 
of my report to the Board of Directors of. the Iron Mountain road, of 
October 25th. You will observe that the valuation given of work done 
by Contractors, includes the per centage retained by the Company, until 
the contracts are completed, and wil! not, therefore, agree with the 
valuation paid by the Treasurer. 

The statement of cost of operating the road, which you requested, I 
will give as near as I can make it; all estimates of this character being, 
of necessity, of an approximate character. 

The cost of running of trains must be made from the experience of 
other roads, as the most reliable; and, as the length of the road, the 
grades, the lands, and the amount and character of the business, will, on 
different roads, vary the running expenses, it will be seen that any esti- 
mate of those expenses must be an approximation. .By running ex- 
penses, I mean the cost of maintaining and operating the rolling stock. 
-The other expenses: viz., repairs of road, agencies, watchmen, switchmen, 
wood and water attendance, &c., &c., will be about the same, whether the 
business requires twelve trains per day, or half that number ; but, in order 
to determine the whole expense of operating the road, per train per mile, 
it becomes necessary to find how many trains will pass over the road per 
day: and this depends on the amount of business. An estimate of the 
probable amount of anticipated business, on any railroad, can be but an 
approximation; and on a road through a new and undeveloped country, 
like that passed through by the Iron Mountain road, an estimate of busi- 
ness can only be conjectured; for any estimate made up of the present 
business of the country passed through, with such an allowance as would 
at present seem fair for the increase due to the opening of a railroad, 
would be exceeded after the road had been in operation a year or two, for 
this is found to be the experience of most roads. 

As a basis for determining the number of trains, I have taken the es- 
timate of business reported to the Board of Directors, November Ist, 
1854. (For this, see pages 55 and 81, of “Second Annual Report.”’) 
This business requires a passage of an average of twelve trains over the 
whole road per day (six each way), equal to 5,756 trains per year of 318 
days. The running expenses, including maintenance of rolling stock, I 
estimate at forty-five cents per train per mile, and the total cost of operat- 
ing the road, including agencies, repairs made, Xc., &c., at $1 02 per 
train per mile. The cost per train per mile will be diminished as the 
business of the road increases; and as the business will, in all probability, 
exceed the estimate on which the number of trains is based, when the 
country becomes fairly opened, it may, therefore, be considered that 
the estimated expense per train per mile, here given, will not be exceeded. 

In regard to the durability of the iron rails, of which you wished my 
opinion, I can only say that no accurate estimate can be made, as we have 
to rely for data entirely on the experience of the older roads, where rails 
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have been long in use; but as the wear of the same kind of iron would 
be nearly proportionate to the tonnage carried over the road, this experi- 
ence would furnish the requisite data for estimating the durability on any 
road, were rails all of the same quality. But there is such a great variety 
in quality of iron, and imperfection of manufacture, that this experience 
is available to determine only the approximate durability of rails; for, 
while some of the English rails fail in from one to five years’ use, there 
are roads, doing a larger business than estimated for the Iron Mountain 
road, where rails of English manufacture have been in use seventeen 
years. The rails for the Iron Mountain road are being manufactured in 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, and are expected to equal, in manufacture and 
durability, the best English iron: weight, sixty pounds per lineal yard. 
Allowing for value of old material, it may be assumed that the road will 
require the cost of renewal of rails every eighteen years; equal to an ex- 
penditure of $5,840 40 per mile for rails, every eighteen years, at 
contract rates.

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LETTER FROM MR. JAS. H. MORLEY. 


Tue following letter from J. H. Moruuy, Esq., Chief Engineer of the 
Iron Mountain Road, has been received since the statements made by Mr.. 
Brown, Acting Engineer in Chief of the Pacific Road, and himself 
were submitted to the Board, in relation to the cost of running trains, and 
the durability of iron rails. 

Mr. Mortey’s letter is an explaration of the discrepancies which ap- 
pear in those statements.

GENTLEMEN,—Since date of my report to you, I have seen a copy of 
the printed report of the Legislative Committee, in the back part of which 
are some extracts of a report to Mr. Bridge, President of the Pacific 
Road, by Mr. Brown, ‘Acting Engineer”’ of that Company, which would 
seem to conflict with my report, in regard to running of trains and dura- 
bility of iron rails, and may, therefore, require explanation, that you may 
understand the seeming discrepancies. 

Mr. Brown sets down the whole expense of operating and keeping 
up the road, between St. Louis and Jefferson City, at $1 75 per train per 
mile, while I make the same expenses between St. Louis and Pilot Knob, 
$1 02 per train per mile; the two roads being nearly similar as to maxi- 
rum grades and curves, and about the same number of trains having been 
assumed on both. ‘To account for this, it is only necessary to state that 
Mr. Brown’s estimate of expense of operating and keeping up the road, 
as I learn of Mr. Brown himself, is made entirely from the actual expe- 
rience of the Pacific Road, while my estimate is made up from experience 
of older roads, of a similar character to the Iron Mountain Road, to which 
I have made an allowance for contingencies not occurring on eastern roads. 
Mr. Brown’s estimate will, probably, be not too large for the first year’s 
operation to Jefferson City; but when the road is put in first-rate running 
order, and the organization and discipline become thorough, the road will, 
undoubtedly, be operated for much less than $175, and even less than 
$1 02, for I consider this a high figure for a well-managed road. Every 
one knows that the operating expenses on a new road, for the first year or 
two, are much greater than after the road becomes older, from the fact that 
the repairs of road-bed become greatly reduced, and the experience gained 
in all departments conducing to point out where true economy can be ex- 
ercised. Your object, as I understand, of asking a report on the cost of 
operating the road, was — that the Board might understand it, not for the 


Ene@INEER’s Orricr, St. Louis ano 
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first year or two after the road is opened, but for a series of years — say, 
ten or fifteen. That my estimate is large enough with this in view, I feel 
confident. 

In regard to the rails, Mr. Brown estimates their durability at thirty 
years, while | make the durability, allowing for value of old material, 
equivalent to cost of renewal every eighteen years. Owing to the com- 
paratively short time that railroads have been in use in this country, expe- 
rience furnishes but little information as to the real life of iron rails; and 
the information we do get from older roads, where we would naturally look 
for some light to guide to a correct conclusion, should be used with much 
caution as data to calculate from. The grades, the curves, the weight of 
rolling stock, the tonnage, all influence the wear; and the manner in 
which the road has been kept in repair, has an important influence on the 
wear of rails, as well as of the machinery; and, lastly, there are great dif- 
ferences in wear of rails from different manufactories, and even from the 
same manufactories; for it is a notorious fact, that 1ron-masters are apt to 
suit the quality of rails to the price, so that rails from the same manufac- 
tory vary in durability, under similar circumstances of use, from five to 
fifteen years. The consequence of all this is, that there are many opinions 
as to life of railway bars. I have seen it placed, by a Huropean engineer, 
as high as 120 years. The State Engineer of New York, with the result 
of the operations of all the railroads in that State before him, in his able 
report for the year 1854, concludes the life of rails to be fourteen years, 
allowing for value of old material. The rails on the Western Railroad, in 


Massachusetts, have been in use, under a heavier tonnage than that esti- 


mated for the Iron Mountain Road, some fourteen years, though most of 
the rails have been shortened by cutting off the ends, which have become 
worn out from the battering of the rolling stock; and though many rails 
have been worn out and replaced, yet much of the iron will last twenty 
years. ‘This iron is of English make, and is of a superior quality. Con- 
sidering the poor quality of much of the iron laid on the New York roads, 
as compared with what we expect to receive from the Johnstown Works, 
Pa., I have allowed four years’ wear above the iron of the New York roads; 
and from the experience of the Western Railroad, feel safe in estimating 
the durability as before given. I infer that your Board wish to make use 
of this estimate of the durability of iron in calculating a renewal fund, in 


order to show what our road is actually worth, looking some way into the - 


future, and that you wish safe data to calculate from where doubts exist, 
as that experience will show the value of the noad to have been wunder-, 
rather than over-estimated. . 

In justice to Mr. Brown, I would remark, that he informed me that his 
data for wear of rail was from experience of English roads, where rails 
have been estimated to last from twenty to thirty years, with a larger 
traffic than estimated for the Pacific road; but, judging from the rigid in- 
spection all departments of construction of English roads undergo, the 
rails used on their lines are, probably, superior to those sent across the 
water ; and the superior road-bed and alignment of track on their roads 
go far to increase the durability of the rails, as well as of the machinery 
operating on them.

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RULES AND ORDERS - 


Tuer Select Committee appointed to Revise the Rules and Orders for the 
government of the Senate, beg leave to report the following :— 


OF THE PRESIDENT AND SENATE. 


Rute 1.— The President shall take the chair, every day, at the hour “3 
to which the Senate had previously adjourned; and, on the appearance of 
a quorum, shall call the House to order, and cause the Journal of the pre- 
ceding day to be read. Buta smaller number may adjourn from day to 
day, and compel the attendance of absent members; and any two mem- 
bers, at any time after the hour has arrived to which the Senate has ad- 
journed, may have a call of the Senate, and have the-names of absentees 
entered on the Journal. 

Rute 2.— Upon calls of the Senate, or in taking the yeas and nays 
on any question, the names of the members shall be called alphabetically. 
_ Rute 3.— Upon the call of the Senate, the names of the members 
shall be called over by the Secretary, and the absentees noted ; after which, 
the names of the absentees shall again be called over. The doors shall then 
be shut; and those for whom no excuse, or insufficient excuses, are made, 
may, by order of a majority of those present, if ten in number, be taken 
into custody as they appear, or may be sent for and taken into custody, 
wherever to be found, by the Sergeant-at-arms or Door-keeper, or special 
messengers to be appointed for that purpose, at the expense of such ab- 
sent member or members respectively, unless such excuse for non-attend- 
ance shall,be made, as the Senate, when a quorum is convened, shall judge 
sufficient. a 

Ruiz 4.—It shall be the duty of the President to preserve order; 
and he may. speak on all questions of order, in preference to any other 
member, rising from his seat for that purpose; and shall decide on all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Senate; and the President 
may call for the sense of the Senate, on any question of order; and all 
questions of order shall be noted by the Secretary, with the decision, and 
put together at the end of the Journal of every session. | 

Rute 5.— Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: — 
“¢ As many as are of opinion that (as the question may be), say Ay ;” and 
after the affirmative voice is expressed, ‘‘As many as are of the contrary 
opinion, say No.” If the President doubt, or a division be called for, the 
House shall divide; those in the affirmative of the question shall first rise 
from their seats, and afterwards those in the negative. 

Rutz 6.— All Committees shall be nominated by the President, unless 
otherwise directed by the Senate. Standing Committees shall consist of 
five members, and Select Committees shall consist of three members each, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. 
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RvuLE 7. —Every member who shall be in the Senate when the ques- 
tion is put, shall vote, unless the Senate, for special reasons, shall excuse 
him. All motions to excuse a member from voting shall be made before 
the Senate divides, or before the call of the yeas and nays is commenced. 
In taking the yeas and nays, each member. shall declare openly, and with- 
out debate, his assent or dissent to the question. 

Rute 8.— Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President 
or any member require it. 

Rute 9.— The President may, at-any time, leave the chair, and call 
any member of the Senate thereto, who shall be President of the Senate 
for the time being, and the President shall at pleasure resume the chair ; 
and if the person called to the chair shal! object, and the President insists, 
the question shall be decided by the Senate. 

RuLeE 10.— He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

Route 11.— He shall examine -and correct the Journal: before it is 
read. He shall havea general direction and superintendence of the Hall. ° 

tuLE 12.— He shall sign all acts, joint resolutions and addresses ; and 
all writs, warrants and subpoenas, issued by order of the Senate, shall be 
under his hand and seal, attested by the Secretary. 

Ruue 13.— In case of disturbance, or disorderly conduct in the lobby 
or galleries, he shall have power to order the same cleared. 

RuuE 14.— The Senate shall, before the conclusion of each regular 
session, elect a President of the Senate pro tempore, to serve during the 
term of the next General Assembly, and who shall exercise the office of 
President during the sickness or absence of the President. 

Rue 15.— Motions and reports may be committed, at the pleasure 
of the Senate. 

Rute 16.— No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
Senate, unless he have leave, or be sick, or unable to attend. 

Rue 17. — When any petition, memorial or remonstrance, is presented 
to the Senate, the person presenting the same shall give a concise state- 
ment of the purport thereof, and it shall be disposed of according to its 
character, without reading, unless the reading thereof be required by two 


members. , 
OF DECORUM AND DEBATE, 


Rute 18. — When a member is about to speak, he shall rise and re- 
spectfully address himself to the President, standing in his place, and wait 
until his name or designation is announced, when he shall proceed. 

Route 19. — If two or more members happen to rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall name the person who is to speak first: the others arisingyhaving 
the preference next to speak. 

Rune 20.— The President shall preserve decorum; and if any mem- 
ber transgress the rules of the Senate, the President shall, or any member 
may, call him to order; in which case, the member called to order shall 
immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain; and the Senate, if 
appealed to, shall decide on the case. If there be no appeal, the decision 
of the Chair shall be submitted to. If the decision shall be in favor | of 
the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, 
he shall not be permitted to proceed, in case any member object, without 
leave of the Senate; and if the case require it, he shall be liable to: the 
censure of the Senate. | 
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Rue 21.— If a member be called to order for words spoken in de- 
bate, the person calling him to order shall repeat the words excepted to, 
and they shall be taken down in writing at the Secretary’s table; and no © 
member shall be held to answer, or be subject to the censure of the Senate, 
for words spoken in debate, if any other meniber has spoken or other busi- 
ness has intervened, after the words spoken, and before se to them 
shall have been taken. | 

Rute 22.— No member shall speak more than twice on any question, 
without: leave of the Senate. 

Rute 23.—When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated 
by the President; or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair, and 
read aloud by the President or Secretary, before debated. 

Rute 24,— After a motion is stated by the President, or read by the { 
Secretary, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Senate, bui may, 
be withdrawn at any time before a decision or amendment; but afterwards, 
only with the consent of the Senate. 

Rue 25.— When a question is under debate, no motion shall be re- \ 
ceived but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
pone to a day certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely ; which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
arranged; and pending the motion to lie on the table, the merits of the 
question shall not be discussed; and no motion to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall again be allowed 
on the same day, and at the same stage of the bill or proposition. 

Ruiz 26.— A motion to adjourn, and a motion to fix the day to which 
the Senate shall adjourn, shall always be in order, unless a member is 
speaking, or the yeas and nays are being taken, or a call is being made, 
and shall be decided without debate; and no tember shall leave his seat 
until the result is declared. 

Rute 27.—The previous question shall be in this form : — “Shall 
the main question be now put?”’ It shall only be admitted on demand of 
two members, and sustained by a vote of two-thirds of the members present; 
and its effects shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the Senate to 
a direct vote upon a motion to commit, if such motion shall have been made; 
and if this motion does not prevail, then upon amendments reported by a 
committee, if any; then upon pending amendments, and then upon the 
main question. On a demand for the previous question, a call of the 
Senate shall be in order; but after two-thirds shall have sustained such mo- 
tion, no call shall be in order prior to a decision of the main question. 

RULE 28.— On a motion for the previous question, no member shall 
speak but once, and then not to the merits of the bill, or other matter; and 
all incidental questions of order arising after the motion is made for the 
previous question, and pending such motion, shall be decided, whether on 
appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

Rutu 29.— If the question in debate coutains several points, any 
member may have the same divid d, if it comprehend proportions in sub- 
stance so distinct, that, on being ‘taken away, a substantive proposition’ 
shall remain for the derhebin of the Senate; but, on a motion to strike out 
and insert, it shall not be in order to move for a division of the question ; but 
a rejection of the motion to strike out and insert one proposition, shall 
not prevent a motion to strike out and insert a different proposition, nor | 
prevent pepe am motion simply to strike out; nor shall the rejection 
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of.a motion simply to strike out, prevent a subsequent motion to strike out 
and insert. 
Ruiz 30.— No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Senate, 


without special leave. 


Rue 31.—In proceedings and debates of the Senate, the members 
may be spoken of, or addressed by their individual names. 

Runs 382.— When motions are made to refer any subject, and different: 
committees shall be proposed, the question ,shall be taken in the following 
order — The Committee of the Whole; a Standing Committee;.a Select 
Committee. | . 


ON BILLS. 


Rute 33,—Every bill shall be introduced by a committee, or by mo- 


_-tion for leave. Every bill shall receive three several readings in the 


Senate, previous to its passage, and~the* President shall give notice at 
each, whether it be the first, second or, third; and bills shall be despatched 
in the order in which they were introduced, unless when the Senate shall 
direct otherwise; but no bill shall be read oftener than once on the same 
day, without special order of two-thirds of the Senate. 

Ruiu 34.— The first reading of the bill shall be for information ; and, 
if opposition be made to it, the question shall be, “Shall this bill be re- 
jected?” If no opposition be made, or, if the question to reject be nega- 
tived, the bill shall go to its second reading without a question. 

Rutz 85.— Upon the second reading of a bill, the President shall 
state it as ready for commitment or engrossment; and, if committed, then ‘ 
the question shall be, whether to a Select or Standing Committee, or to a 
Committee of the W hole. If to a Gommitte of the Whole, the Senate 
shall nee mime on what day. If no motion be made to commit, the ques- 
tion shell be stated, ‘‘ Whether it shall be read a third time ?”’ ‘Tf it came 
from the other Hous se, or, if it originated in the Senate, ‘* Whether 
it shall be engrossed and read a third time?” And, if the Dill be or- 
dered to be engrossed, or ordered to a third reading, the Senate -shall. 
appoint the day when it shall be read the third time. : 

Rute 86.—A bill or other matter, after commitment, or report 
thereof, may be recommitted at any time before its passage; and should! 
such commitment take place after the third reading, and any amendment 
be reported by the committee, the said bill or other matter shall be again. 
read a second time, and treated as such bill or other matter would-be at 
the second reading. 

RuLe 87.— No motion or proposition, on a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. No 
bill or resolution shall, at any time, be amended by annexing thereto, or 
incorporating therewith, any other bill or resolution pending before the 
Senate. 

Rute 88.— All amendments to any bill or resolution, whether under 





color of substitute or otherwise, shall be offered on the second reading, 


and may be twice read on the same day; and the question shall then be 
on agreeing to the amendment, and no amendment shall be allowed on the 
third reading of any bill or resolution. 


RECOMMITMENT. 
Rute 39,— When a question has been once made and carried in the 
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affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority 
to move for the reconsideration thereof, on the same day, or within the 
next three days of actual session of the Senate thereafter ; but no motion 
for the reconsideration of any vote shall be in order after a bill, resolution, 
message, report, amendment or motion, upon which the vote was taken,’ 
‘shall have gone out of possession of the Senate, announcing their decision, 
unless it shall have been returned by request of the Senate; and such 
motion shall take precedence of all other questions, except a motion to 
adjourn, and shall not be withdrawn, without the consent of the Senate, ’ 
and thereafter any member may call it up for consideration; aiid, if 
made when a different subject is before the Senate, it shall be entered on 
the Journal, and come up for consideration after disposing of said subject. 

Rute 40.— When any question may have been decided by the Senate, 
in which two-thirds of the members present are necessary to carry the 
affirmative, any member who voted on that side which prevailed in the 
question, may be at liberty to move for a reconsideration; and a motion 
for reconsideration shall be decided by a majority of votes. 


MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 


Rute 41.— When a motion is made for an amendment of any bill or 
resolution, the mover’s name shall be inserted on the Journal. 

- Rutz 42.—No member shall be permitted to vote on a subject in 
which he is immediately interested. : 

Rute 43.— No member shall call for the ayes and noes on any 
question, after the same has been declared to be a vote by the President 

Rune 44.— Any member may. excuse himself from serving on a com- 
mittee, if, at the time of his appointment, he shall be a member of three 
other committees: : 

Rune 45.— All questions, whether in Committee or in Senate, shall 
be propounded in the order in which they were moved, except privileged 
questions, which shall be propounded as stated in Rule 25; and in filling 
up blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be first put. 

Rue 46.— When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall 
not be acted upon again during the session. 

Rute 47.— All bills ordered to be engrossed, shall be executed in a 
fair round hand. 

Rune 48.— When a bill or joint resolution passes, it shall be certified 
by the Secretary, noting the day of its passage at the foot thereof. 

{ULE 49.—It shall be the duty of the Door-keeper to keep order in 
the lobby, and to obey the orders of the Senate from time to time. 

Ruiz 50.—It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-arms to, attend 
the Senate during its sittings; to execute the commands of the Senate 
from time to time; together with all such process issued by authority 
thereof, as shall be directed to him by the President. 7 
* Rue 51.— The Door-keeper and Sergeant-at-arms shall be sworn to , 
keep the secrets of the Senate, when in secret session. 

‘Rute 52,— It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep an exact 
Journal-of all the proceedings of the Senate; and he shall, from time to 
time, be subject to further orders, as the Senate may direct. 

Kure 53.— No person, except the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, their Clerks, the Governor, the Secretary of State, Judges of 
the Supreme and Circuit Courts, Attorney General and Members of Con- 
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te gress, shall be admitted within the bar of the Senate during the sitting of 


the same, unless invited by a member. 

Rute 54.— On the discussion of any business which may, in the 
opinion of a member, require secrecy, the President shall order the gallery 
to be cleared; and, during such discussion, the doors shall remain closed, 
unless otherwise directed by the Senate. When nominations shall be made 
in writing, by the Governor of the State to the Senate, a future day shall 
be assigned, unless the Senate unanimously direct otherwise, for taking 
them into consideration. 

RuLE 55.— When the Senate shall think their business requires it, 
they shall elect one or more enrolling and engrossing clerks for the Senate. 

Rue 56.— The times of meeting of the Senate during its present 
session, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ten o’clock in the forenoon, and 
two o'clock in the afternoon. | 

Ruie 57.— Any member voting in _the minority on any subject, and 
protesting against the vote of the House, may have his protest entered on 
the Journals, if the tenor and language of such protest would have been - 
admissible in the discussion of the subject. 

Ruiz 58. — All resolutions proposing amendments to the Constitution, 
shall receive three readings previous to their being passed; and the Presi- 
dent shall give notice, at each, whether it be the first second or third; 
which readings shall be on three different days. And all resolutions to 
which the approbation and signature of the Governor may be requisite, or 
which may grant money out of the contingent or any other fund, shall be 
treated in all respects, in the introduction and form of proceedings on 
them, in the Senate, in a similar manner with bills; and all other orders, 
resolutions or votes, to which the concurrence of the House shall be neées- 
sary, except for adjournment, shall be read in the Senate, and laid on the 
table, on a day preceding that on which the same shall be moved, unless 
the Senate shall otherwise expressly allow, by a vote of two-thirds of those 
present. 

Ruiz 59.— When an amendment to be proposed to the Constitution, 
is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds of the members pre- 
sent shall not be requisite to decide any question for amendments, or ex- 
tending to the merits, being short of the final question; and such 
amendment, if amended, shall thereafter be read three times, on three — 
different days. 

Ruiz 60.— No standing rule or order of the Senate shall be rescinded 
or changed, without one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor; 
nor shall any rule be suspended, except by a vote of, at least, two-thirds 
of the members present ; nor shall the order of business, as established by 
the rules, be postponed or changed, except by a vote of, at least, two-thirds 
of the members present.

Rute 61.—It shall be a standing order of the day, throughout the 
session, for the Senate to resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole.

MEMORIAL 


OF THE 


MISSISSIPPI VALLEY RAILROAD CONVENTION. 


\To the Honorable, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


Your memorialisis, 2 Committee appointed by the Mississippi Valley Rail- 
road Convention, which assembled in the City of Hannibal, on the 
' 13th of June last, respectfully represent : — 

That, on the 23d day of February, 1853, a Charter was granted by the 
Legislature of Missouri, to the corporators therein named; by which 
Charter, the Corporation thereby @reated was authorized to survey, mark, 
locate and construct a Railroad from the City of St. Charles to some poimt 
on the Des Moines River, on the northern boundary of the State of 
Missouri. : 

In pursuance to the provisions of the Charter, the Corporators named 
have entered into a preliminary organization; held several meetings ; 
caused books of subscription for stock in the Company to be opened, in 
all the counties on the immediate route of the road. Large amounts of 
individual stock have already been taken, and a lively interest in the work 
has been manifested on the part of the people of those counties; and, on 
the 13th of June last, a large and respectable convention of delegates 
from the city of St. Louis; from the City of Keokuk, in. Iowa, and from 
the counties along the route of the road, was held in the City of Hanni- 
bal; at which meeting, the following, amongst other resolutions, was 
passed: — 
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“‘ Resolved, That, in view of its importance, the State of Missouri 
should give such aid to the constructicn of the proposed road, as she has, 
given to similar works of Internal Improvement, heretofore projected ; and 
that a committee of five be appointed by the Convention, to memorialize 
the Legislature upon the subject of the loan of the State credit for that 
object; ”’ apis 

And the undersigned were appointed a committee to lay the -matter 
before your Honorable Body, at its present adjourned session. | 

In making the request embodied in the foregoing resolution, your 
memorialists feel entire confidence in the opinion, that the extension of the 
State credit to the ‘ Mississippi Valley Railroad North,” will not only 
benefit the region of country through which the proposed road will pass, 
but will add largely to the wealth, population, and resources of the State. 

That the plan upon which the credit of the State has heretofore been 
extended to the Railroads now in process of construction, is a wise one, 
will not now be disputed: what has been accomplished under the operation 
of that system, could never have been effected by the unaided exertions of 
individual enterprise. The aggregate wealth of the State, her fiscal. 
resources aud population, have been increased in consequence of the works 
now in progress, beyond all previous calculation. But, whilst we are not 


- disposed to criticise the policy heretofore pursued in regard to those works, 


and are willing to admit that the benefits enumerated evince the wisdom 

of that policy, even though the roads themselves should, for the present, 

yield no profits upon the cost of construction — we yet deem it a far wiser 
policy, in extending the credit of the State to such projects, to look beyond 

the advantages to be derived from the development of the resources of the 

country, to the question as to whether the road, from its completion, will 

be a paying road to the present population and wealth of the country 

through which it is to pass, and to its ultimate connections; to see whether 
the present business and trade of the country has created a demand for 

such improvement; otherwise, the State runs the risk of being ultimately 
compelled to redeem her bonds issued to the credit of the Railroad Com-} 
pany, with the interest thereon. The whole State not being directly 

interested in a road which passes through only a portion of its territory, 

it is the part of wisdom, in considering a question of this character, whilst 

we look to the amount of transportation likely to be offered within our 
own State toa particular road, to look, also, beyond the limits of our 

State, to its immediate or ultimate connections with other works of a 

similar character; to the population and resources of the region of country 

beyond our borders which is likely to make it a channel of communication, 

and, also, to the effect it may have upon the course of trade within our 

own State. & 

1.— The amount of transportation likely to be afforded within our 
own State to'the proposed road, and the benefits to be conferred upon our 
own citizens along the line of the road, are certainly worthy the attention 
of legislators, whose duty it isto guard the interests and promote the 
prosperity of every section of the State; but as these, perhaps, may be 
deemed the least important considerations to the State at Jarge, in deter- 
mining the question of the extension of the State credit to the work, a 
mere statement will be given of the present population and resources of 
the counties through which the road will run, leaving to every one to make 
his own calculation as to the benefits and profits of the work. 


s 
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The proposed route of the road passes through a fertile and densely- 
populated region of country. Commencing at the City of St. Charles, it 
runs through the counties of St. Charles, Lincoln, Pike, Ralls, Marion, 
Lewis and Clark, terminating at some point on the Des Moines River, on 
the northern boundary of Missouri. ‘The mouth of the Des Moines, op- 
posite the City of Keokuk, is designed to be the northern terminus of the 
road; at which point there are, upon the Mississippi river, three towns — 
Keokuk, Warsaw and Alexandria — embracing, together, a population of 
over twelve thousand, and all of them increasing ,rapidly in commercial 
importance. 

We will not undertake to say what is the present population of the 
counties above named. The annexed table will show the population in 
1850, according to the United States census; and the ratio of increase, 
since 1850, has been much more rapid than for the ten years previous. 
By reference to the table, it will be seen, that the population, in 1850, 
was 64,970: allowing the rate of increase to be the same, per year, as 
between 1840 and 1850, the present population will. be 74,716. 
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2.— The connections of this road with other works, and the popula- 
tion and resources of the country, which must make it a,channel of com- 
munication, are of the utmost importance in determining the question as to 
Whether the State will be safe in lending her credit to it. 

The southern terminus of the road will, in effect, be the city of St. 
Louis, our own commercial metropolis, which is already connected with St. 
Charles by that portion of the North Missouri road now in actual opera-> ~ 
tion. ‘ . 

The northern terminus will be at or near the City of Keokuk. From 
Keokuk, two roads are now in process of construction — one, the Keokuk, 
Mount Pleasant and Muscatine Road, leading around the Lower Rapids 
of the Mississippi to Muscatine, situated upon the Mississippi river, in the 
same State, traversing the counties of Lee, Henry, Louisa, Muscatine and, 
Scott, five of the most productive and wealthy counties in the State of Iowa. 

‘‘ At Muscatine it connects, by means of the Junction and lowa City 
and Davenport Roads, with the Railroad Bridge at Rock Island. It 
' erosses and connects, directly and indirectly, with six roads, located across 
the State from east to west, and is intended to connect the permanently 
navigable waters of the Mississippi below the Des Moines Rapids, with the: 
river above the Rock Island obstructions.”’ | | 

We quote from the report of the President of that Road, made October. 
3, 1855. Every part of the road is now in actual process of construction. 
The work is progressing rapidly, also, upon another road leading from. 
Keokuk up the valley of the Des Moines River to Fort Des Moines, upon 
which will be transported, when completed, the rich productions of that. 








a 
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fertile phe These roads pass through a region of Beaty which does 
not need to be developed by Railroads, but the people and the productions, 
are already there, ready to give ample business to the roads so soon as’ 
they are completed. Lee county alone, contained, in 1850, a population 
of 18,861. Indeed, these two roads will command the trade of much the’ 
larger portion of Eastern Iowa, which, at this time, contains more than 
two-thirds of the population and wealth of the whole State. It is a fact 
well known, that emigration is tending more rapidly to Towa than to any 
other of the Western States; and it is estimated, that, in 1860, when the: 
next census is taken, Iowa- will contain a population of over a rillion of 
inhabitants. 

With these facts before us, who can doubt but that this will be‘a paying 
road, from the time of its eoniplétion 2 ?. With the city of St. Louis at one 
end — the most fértile and } populous portion of Lowa at the other, and the 
richest portion of North-eastern Missouri to look to for transportation — 
we m ay justly conch ude that it will’ be more pre to the stockholders’ 
than any road which has yet been projected within the limits of our State; 
and, hence, that the State may, with more safety, lend her eredit to such a 
project. 

The length of the road cannot exceed 140. miles, and it may be made 
even short of that distance. Its estimated cost is $30,000 per mile, or 
$4,200,000. According to the report of the Chief Engineer of the North 
Missouri Road, made under date of April 2d, 1855, the estimated cost of 
that road from St. Louis to its intersection with. the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph Road, is @5, 811,776. The distance is 1674 miles, making: the 
average cost per mile a little over $35,000. “4 

And yeh he estimates that this road will yield a net revenue of eleven 
per cent. upon the cost of construction; and this estimate is based nearly 

upon the present population and resources of the counties in Missouri along 
the line of the ro: ad, and those counties west of it, which are likely to use it 
‘as ameans of hides es ation: whereas, upon this road, with a shorter 
‘distance, and, therefore, less: cost, we have to the trade of our own State 
superadded the commerce of Southern Lowa, and the trade of two import- 
ant roads— one of them penetrating to the centre of that "preipehees 
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3.— The question, as to what effect this road. will have upon the course » 
of trade, is a most important question of State policy, and we think we 
may say, without exaggeration, of equal importance, at least, with any 
other connected with the subject of inter nal improvements, that can engage 
the attention of our Legislature. | 

‘hat the Railroad possesses the power to ‘revolutionize commerce,” 
no one acquainted with the history of our country, can for a moment 
deny. Along the natural channels of communication, ‘in most articles of 
tratiic, 1t has competed successfully with the perfection of steamboat navi- 
gation ; the canal has yielded to it; and, in our own great valley of the 
Mississippi, by its magic power, it seetiis now:to be reversing the laws of 
Nature, and is compelling a commerce which has heretofore followed the 
course of that river to the South, to flow from West to Hast; and mighty 
cities, whose commercial pr osperity seemed to be built upon sid aie case 
foundations, are now tr embling under its influence. ° 

‘The city of New Orleans is as favorably situated for a great commer- 
cial emporium, as, perhaps, any other city in the United States; and one 
would have supposed, that, with the increased agricultural wealth and 
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population of the States in the valley, its commerce would have grown 
most rapidly. And yet, according to the late annual statements of the 
commerce of that city, taken from one of its most reliable commercial 
papers, it appears that the exports from that city, for the year ending 
June S0th, 1853, amounted to $98,988,155; for 1854, to $83,926,728, 
and for 1855, to $82,332,101 — a decrease, in two years, of sixteen mil- 
lions of dollars. The cause of this. diminution in the export trade, is 
attributed to the ‘ Railroads constructed by northern, eastern and western 
enterprise, which has tapped the Mississippi and its tributaries, and trans- 
ferred to their own routes the produce and-freight which used to find its. 
natural ‘entrepdt’ at New Orleans.” 

We-have a commercial metropolis within our own State, in whose ad- 
vancing, prosperity we are all deeply interested. Her merchants, during 
the last summer, had freight transported from St. Louis to Galena by way 
of Chicago, upon the Chicago and Mississippi, and the Chicago and Galena 
Railroads, at less cost than they could have them shipped by steamboat, 
between those points. She cannot, then, rely upon the Mississippi river, 
magnificent as it is, to secure to her the trade of Lowa, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota: nothing but iron arms will enable her to holdit with a firm 
grasp... One hundred and sixty miles of railroad, twenty of which are 
already completed, will enable her to connect with the roads in Iowa, 
which reach to the heart of that State — penetrating the rich valiey of the 
Des Moines—- which pass around the Des Moines Rapids, in the Miasis- 
sippi, and extend above the Rock Island obstructions, to the bridge, which 
is now nearly completed across that river. : 

On the eastern side of the Mississippi, there are not less than five roads - 
completed, or in the course of construction, leading in an eastern direction, 
and destined soon to control the trade of Iowa and Northern Missouri, and 
direct.it from our own commercial metropolis. The North Missouri Road, 
it is admitted, will in some measure tend to check this course of things, 
and, hence, is an important road to Missouri; but, that road has not the 
power to defeat it. The ultimate destination of that road is Fort Des 
Moines; but that point is at least 130 nijles from the Mississippi river, 
and it: cannot reasonably be supposed that the trade of the valley of the 
Des Moines, between Fort Des Moines and the mouth of the river at Ke- 
okuk, willbe taken up to Fort Des Moines, and thence down the North 
Missouri Road, especially if the road, now in process of construction along 
that river, should be completed. The most natural channel for that trade. 
would be down that road to Keokuk; thence down the Mississippi river, 
or across the Illinois roads to Chicago, when the Mississippi is not in a 
navigable condition. 

These are considerations which ought to engage the anxious attention 
of the Legislature, and should induce them to place the road in the list of 
public works demanding their assistance, as one whose construction is 
necessary to the prosperity of the State. Upon this ground, we think we 
have a right to place it, and to ask of your body such assistance as. the 
magnitude of the work, and the important interests at stake, seem to us to. 
require at your hands.

PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE ST. LOUIS PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Orrice of THE St. Louis Pusiic ScHoots, 
St. Louis, November 22d, 1855. 


Yo the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Missouri, in Gene- 
ral Assembly convened : — 


THE memorial of the Board of President and Directors of the St. 
Louis Public Schools, showeth : 
That, Dherolis, he Hon. B. C. Davis, Superintendent of Common 


Schools Ot the State of Missouri, has siPoched and recommended a series 
of Text-books, to be used in the Public Schools .of the State; and, 


whereas, it has been intimated that efforts will be made to obtain a legis- 
lative sanction of the same, and make their exclusive use obligatory upon 
school officers; and, whereas, said books contain systems of instructions 


and methods of teaching, entirely at variance and incompatible with the 


systems and methods established in the Public Schools, under the control 


of this Board ; therefore, this Board, by a resolution adopted at its session, 


held on the twentieth instant, ordered that-a memorial be prepared to your 
Honorable bodies, praying that, in case any law of the nature above men- 
tioned shou'd be contemplated, the Public Schools of the City of St. 
Louis may be exempt from its provisions. 

In thus addressing itself to the law-making power of the State, the 
Board, conceiving itself to be actuated and prompted alone by considera- 
tions of duty, and with a view to promote the best interests of the public, 
thinks it due alike from the importance of the subject involved, as welb as 
respect to the General Assembly, to declare their reasons for its action. 

Your memorialists, after many years of trial, assiduous toil and expense, 
have succeeded in establishing, in the City of St. Louis, a system of public 
instruction, which, for thoroughness and efficiency, they believe to be un- 
surpassed by any city im the Union. It commands the unqualified admi- 

ration of all who have witnessed it, and challenges a comparison with the 
‘best systems anywhere. It is the pride of our city, and your memorialists 
think they can justly offer it as a model system, not only for the State of 
Missouri, but for the entire west. 

The peculiarities of this system, and its methods of instruction, are 
found only in the 'Text-books adopted and authorized to be used in the 


schools under the control of your memorialists; and which Text-books 


have only been adopted after a laborious and thorough investigation inte 
their merits. If required to change these, an entire change in our system 
must take place; and this, too, in analysis, the very pr inciple that gives 
it vitality, and to which is attributable its superiority. 

Your memorialists are well acquainted with all the Text-books recom- 
mended by the Honorable Superintendent, having examined them tho- 
roughly in making their own selection, and are compelled to declare that 
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said books are not suitable for our schools, containing, as they do, only 
the rudimentary elements of analysis, limited in extent, crude in form, 
and imperfect in process. 

Your memorialists would further state, that there are now in the Public 
Schools of St. Louis, nearly five thousand pupils, each having, on an ave- 
rage, at least five books, every one of which would have to be changed, 
if, upon the adoption of the State Superintendent’s recommendation, our 
city is included ; for, with but one unimportant exception, the catalogue 
recommended contains an entirely different set of books from those in use 
in our schools. The change of books, therefore, would impose a pecuniary 
loss on our citizens, from ten to twelve thousand dollars. 

It must thus appear to your Honorable body, that in any point of view, 
such a law would very injuriously affect the schools under the control of 
your memorialists. 


From these considerations, your*memorialists respectfully ask that they ~ 


may not be included in any enactment which may be passed in reference 
to this subject ; and, as in duty bound, your memorialists will ever pray, &c.

LETTER FROM PROF. SWALLOW. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., 
November 80th, 1855. 
Hon. Joun M. Ricnarpson, ; 
Secretary of State. 

Sir: —I have the honor herewith to transmit to you a portion of 
the Geological Reports, which the General Assembly ordered me to pro- 
cure for the use of the State. The binders have assured me, that in ten 
days from this, they will have completed a sufficient number to supply all 
_ the members of the Legislature. 

Soon after the passage of the bill providing for the publication of the 
Reports — contracts were made, under good bonds with heavy penalties, 
for the completion of the work on the 1st day of October last, but several 
unforeseen events have greatly delayed it. 

Nearly all the drawings designed to illustrate the Report, were burned 
in a fire at Barnum’s Hotel, on the evening before they were to be placed 
in the hands of the engravers. To restore those drawings from the 
original sketches, required the constant labors of myself and two assistants, 
nearly four weeks. 

Again, the quantity of paper ordered, was not sufficient to complete 
the work, which delayed the progress nearly a month. But still, the work 
was pushed with such energy, that it would have been delivered long since, 
had not a steamboat agent of this city retained the last printed sheets, 
several weeks after he was ordered by the Public Printer, to forward them 
to the binders.

At length, however, I am able to present you a work, all parts of 
which were done in Missouri, that will compare favorably with similar docu- 
ments published by our sister States; and yet, the whole cost of it is not 
more than one.dollar and a half per copy. This, it is true, is more than 
the estimate made last winter. It was then supposed that a volume of the 
size and quality of “‘ Foster and Whitney’s Report on the Mineral Lands of 
Lake Superior,” to contain 800 pages and 80 illustrations, would cost one 
dollar per copy. But, it was ascertained that such a volume would not 
contain more than half of the Reports; and the pages were enlarged and 
increased from 800 to 446; a large part of the matter was placed in a 
smaller type; the number of illustrations changed from 80 to 70; while 
the paper, binding, and every part of the work is superior to the Report 
referred.to. 

it may be proper to add, that it was utterly impossible to make ¢on- 
tracts for coloring the maps ‘and seetions, without paying the most exor- 
bitantgprices. Indeed, this part of the work is very great, and could not 
have been completed in the time and manner specified, had not several 
ladies volunteered their services to aid it on. The amount: of labor ex- 
pended in coloring maps and sections, may be better appreciated when it 
is known that the 7,000 copies will contain 42,000 of such maps and sec- 
tions, which have, on an average, seven distinct colors on each one ; all of 
which must be put on with the greatest care, as each marks the boundary 
of some important geological formation — perhaps coal, or some other 
useful mineral. 

In view of these and other considerations, it may not be improper to 
suggest the propriety of ordering the State Geologist to contract for the 
engraving, printing and coloring, under the same restrictions as are 
provided by the bill for publishing the first volume, such maps and sec- 
tions as may be necessary to illustrate the second volume of his Reports, 
whenever such maps and sections are prepared for the engraver. By thus 
giving afnple time for the work, it can be done much better and at a less 
price, and all the illustrations will be ready whenever it is deemed advisable 
to publish the second volume.

To the Honorable, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: — 

The undersigned, in behalf of the Trustees of Howard High School, 
located at Fayette, Howard county, beg leave to represent to your honor- 
able body, that they have, as.a Board, in common with their corps of ¥ 
Teachers, long felt the great importance of “normal’’ instruction, and ™ 
have, as their means would allow, afforded aid to all (especially females) “_} 
who have applied. to them, desiring to qualify themselves for teaching — 
turning none such away, giving many their tuition free of charge. | 

And while they have the -gratification of having educated over one 
hundred young ladies—who have engaged in teaching, in the various 
branches of learning taught in the schools and academies of our country — 
they have proven, by.actual experiment of near eleven years, that with a 
little aid, female teachers can be furnished from among our own people — 
reared under our, own influences— properly impressed in regard to our in- 
stitutions and interests, and thereby avoid the necessity of depending (as 
at present) upon foreign, and often unsatisfactory and unfortunate sup- 
plies, while we open a field of great usefulness and offer a of an 
independent living to a large and highly-deserving class of féMales in our 
own State. , 

This is no visionary theory, but a fact, fully demonstrated by sufficient 
experiment. The history of “‘normal instruction”’ in other States; the 
highly beneficial influence exerted by the instruction of females, properly 
qualified, as instructors in primary schools, in all those Statés whose popu- 
lar education has progressed to any considerable degree of advancement; 
the uniform:acknowledgment of the necessity of this class of teachers in 
all those States and cities, where success makes them safe examples for 
imitation; as, also, the great demand for well-qualified forge teachers in 
our own State, all show the utility, as well as the necessity for prompt and 
efficient action. 

We have, also, a strong desire that Missouri should be the first 
Southern State to embark in this work, and thereby give to some, atdeast 
to some extent in our own State, the advantages so freely offered to the 

poor, but deserving daughters of other States. 

And as a proof of our deep interest in this subject, we propose — if the 
State does not feel disposed at this time to make large appropriations for 
buildings, apparatus, library, furniture, &c., and as we have large and evéry-
